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ORDINANCES 


AN  OUBINA'NC^ 


To  authorize  the  opening  of  Spring  Garden  street,  from 
Fifth  to  Sixth  street. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain.  That  the  Department  of 
Public  Works  be,  and  hereby  is  authorized  and  empowered 
to  notify  the  o'\\T:iers  of  property  over  and  through  which 
Spring  Garden  street,  from  Fifth  to  Sixth  street  (as  au- 
thorized to  be  placed  on  the  City  plan  by  ordinance  ap- 
proved October  15,  1907)  will  pass,  that  at  the  expiration 
of  three  months  from  the  date  of  said  notices  said  street 
will  be  required  for  public  use:  Provided,  That  before  the 
notices  shall  be  issued  for  the  opening  'of  said  street  an 
agreement  or  bond,  satisfactory  to  the  City  Solicitor,  shall 
first  be  filed  that  the  total  cost  of  the  properties  which  will 
be  taken  for  the  purpose  of  opening  said  street,  to  wit: 
Xos.  520,  522  and  524  Xorth  Fifth  street;  Is"os.  521, 
523,  525  and  527  I^orth  Randolph  street  (out  of  which 
there  is  now  issuing  and  payable  an  irredeemable  yearly 
ground  rent  of  one  hundred  and  sixty  (160)  dollars; 
is'os.  520  and  522  North  Randolph  street;  No.  527 
North  Sixth  street;  No.  518  North  Randolph 
street;  No.  529  North  Sixth  street;  No.  531  North 
Sixth  street;  No.  533  North  Sixth  street  and  No.  524 
North  Randolph  street,  shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  sixty- 
nine  thousand  three  hundred  and  fifty-seven  (69,357") 
dollars  and  fifty-fonr  (54)  cents,  four  thousand  (4,000) 
dollars  whereof  shall  be  applicable  to  the  extinguishment 
of  the  said  yearly  ground  rent  of  one  hundred  and  sixty 
(160)  dollars;  Provided  further,  That  the  Northern  Trust 
Company  shall  agree  that  the  property  of  which  it  is  the 
o^^^ler,  situate  at  the  southwest  corner  of  Sixth  and  Spring 


Garden  streets,  shall  be  assessed  benefits  becanse  of  said 
opening  of  said  street  in  tlie  snm  of  twenty-five  thovisand 
(25,000)  dollars;  Provided  further,  That  the  said  JSTorth- 
ern  Trust  Company  shall  execute  an  agreement  or  bond, 
to  be  approved  by  the  City  Solicitor,  protecting  and  in- 
demnifying the  City  against  and  insuring  the  payment 
of  said  irredeemable  ground  rent  of  one  hundred  and  sixty 
(160)  dollars  issuing  and  payable  out  of  the  premises 
above  mentioned  and  which  will  be  taken  in  the  opening 
of  said  Spring  Garden  street :  And  provided  further.  That 
the  Eoad  Jury  which  shall  be  appointed  or  selected  to  act 
in  the  opening  of  the  said  street  shall  have,  and  are  hereby 
given  authority  to  award  to  the  said  Northern  Trust  Com- 
pany the  sum  of  four  thousand  (4,000)  dollars  (without 
any  interest  to  be  chargeable  thereon),  in  trust  to  use  and 
apply  the  same  to  the  release  and  extinguishment  of  tho 
said  yearly  ground  rent  of  one  hundred  and  sixty  (160) 
dollars. 

Sect.  2.  Upon  the  filing  of  the  agreements  provided 
for  in  Section  1,  the  Mayor  of  the  City  is  hereby  authorized 
and  directed  to  enter  security  on  behalf  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  for  the  payment  of  any  damages  which  may 
be  assessed  by  reason  of  the  opening  of  said  street;  upon 
the  filing  of  said  bond  and  at  the  expiration  of  the  said 
three  months  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Works  shall  forthwith  proceed  to  open  said  street.

A^  ORDIISTA^CE 

To  permit  the  Auto  Transit  Company  of  Philadelphia  to 
lay  pipes  under  and  across  ISTevada  street  to  connect  the 
Auto  Transit  Company's  two  buildings. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  permission  be,  and 


the  same  is  hereby  granted  to  the  Auto  Transit  Company 
of  Philadelphia  to  lay  three  pipes,  each  not  exceeding  six 
inches  in  diameter,  for  healing  purposes,  under  and  across 
Nevada  street,  one  hundred  and  sixty-five  feet  east  of 
Thirty-first  street,  connecting  the  two  buildings  of  the  Auto 
Transit  Company  of  Philadelphia.  The  said  pipes  shall 
be  laid  under  the  supervision  and  approval  of  the  De- 
partment of  Public  Works.  Before  any  permits  shall  be 
issued  for  the  laying  of  said  pipes,  said  Auto  Transit  Com- 
pany of  Philadelphia  shall  enter  into  an  agreement,  satis- 
factory to  the  City  Solicitor,  indemnifying  the  City  against 
all  damages  by  reason  of  the  laying  and  maintenance  of 
said  pipes,  and  shall  pay  into  the  City  Treasury  the  sum. 
of  fifty  (50)  dollars  for  the  publication  of  this  ordi- 
nance. The  privilege  hereby  granted  shall  be  revocable 
at  any  time  upon  the  passage  of  an  ordinance  to  that  effect.

AN  ORDINANCE 

To  permit  the  Wolf  Building  Company  to  extend  their 
vault  imder  the  sidewalk  on  the  south  side  of  Callowhill 
street,  west  of  T^velfth  street. 

SECTioisr  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain.  That  permission  be,  and 
is  hereby  gi-anted  to  the  Wolf  Building  Company  to  extend 
their  vault  under  the  sidewalk  on  the  south  side  of  Cal- 
lowhill street,  one  hundred  feet  west  from  the  west  build- 
ing line  of  Twelfth  street,  for  storage  purposes;  the  said 
extension  to  be  constructed  under  the  supervision  and  to 
the  satisfaction  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  in 
accordance  with  plans  to  be  approved  by  the  Board  of 
Highway  Supervisors.  Before  exercising  any  privileges 
under  this  ordinance,  the  said  Wolf  Building  Company 


shall  first  enter  into  an  agreement,  satisfactory  to  the 
City  Solicitor,  indemnifying  ike  City  against  all  damag'es 
by  reason  of  the  construction  and  maintenance  of  said 
vanlt,  and  to  remove  the  vault  and  restore  the  pavement 
to  its  present  condition  at  any  time  within  one  year  after 
the  passage  of  an  ordinance  to  that  effect;  and  shall  pay 
into  the  City  Treasury  the  sum  of  fifty  (50)  dollars  for 
the  publication  of  this  ordinance :  Provided,  That  tlie  pro- 
visions of  the  ordinance  approved  March  31,  1902,  re- 
quiring four  feet  of  covering  shall  not  apply  to  this  ordi- 
nance.

The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain.  That  the  Department  of 
Public  Works  be  authorized  to  enter  into  contracts  for  the 
construction  of  sewers  in  Beechwood  street,  from  Chelten 
avenue  to  Medary  avenue;  Birch  street,  from  Edgemont  to 
Thompson  street ;  Brooklyn  street,  from  Brown  to  Parrish 
street;  Callowhill  street,  from  a  point  about  one  hundred 
and  ten  feet  east  of  Twenty-fifth  street  to  a  point  about 
one  hundred  feet  eastward;  Cambridge  street,  from  Sev- 
enth street  to  a  point  about  one  hundred  and  fifty-five  feet 


westward ;  Cabot  street,  from  Taney  to  Twent_y-seventh 
street ;  Chang  street,  from  Poplar  street  to  Girard  avenue ; 
Cross  street,  from  Twenty-first  street  to  Point  Breeze  ave- 
nne ;  Dnrfor  street,  from  Eleventh  to  Twelfth  street ;  Forty- 
ninth  street,  from  Merion  avenne  to  a  point  abont  one  hun- 
dred and  ninety-eight  feet  northward ;  Fifty-sixth  street,

ner  street;  Seybert  street,  from  Twenty-fifth  street  to  a 
point  about  two  hundred  feet  westward ;  Somerset  street, 
from  a  point  about  two  hundred  and  ninety  feet  east  of 
Nineteenth  street  to  Sedgley  avenue;  Stiles  street,  from 
Twenty-seventh  to  Twenty-eighth  street;  Twelfth  street, 
from  Christian  street  to  AVashington  avenue;  Twentieth 
street,  from  Godfrey  avenue  to  Cora  street ;  Twent,y-fifth 
street,  from  Diamond  street  to  Su^squehanna  avenue ;  Wya- 
lusing  street,  from  Fortieth  street  to  a  point  about  one 
hundred  and  twenty-seven  feet  westward ;  Kensing-ton  ave- 
nue (west  side,  west  side  only  to  be  assessed),  from  Indi- 
ana to  Clearfield  street ;  Monument  avenue,  from  Parkside 
avenue  to  Wynnefield  avenue;  Sedgley  avenue,  from  Mar-

The  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Works  shall  advertise  according  to  law,  announcing  that 
bids  will  be  received  for  the  sewers  above  designated,  au'l 
he  shall  allot  them  to  the  lowest  responsible  bidders ;  and 
it  shall  be  a  condition  of  said  contracts  that  the  contractors 
shall  accept  the  sums  assessed  upon  and  charged  to  the 
properties  lying  upon  the  lines  of  said  sewers  in  manner 
and  form  authorized  by  existing  ordinances,  and  any  ex- 
cess over  and  above  the  said  assessment  in  addition  to  that 
provided  for  by  ordinance  to  be  charged  to  the  item  for 
branch  sewers,  in  the  appropriation  to  the  Department  of 
Public  Works  (Bureau  of  Surveys)  :  Provided,  That  in 
all  cases  where  the  property  on  the  line  of  the  sewers  here- 
in authorized  are  assessed  at  suburban  rates,  the  owmers 
of  such  property  shall  first  file  an  agreement  to  pay  ih'i 
regular  frontage  charges.

The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  Director  of  the 
Department  of  Public  Works  be,  and  is  hereby  authorized 
V)  enter  into  contracts  for  the  construction  of  the  following 
main  sewers :  Extension  of  Frankford  Intercepting  Sys- 
tem in  Wakeling  street,  from  present  sewer  south  to  Cot- 
tage street  to  Valley  street  and  in  Valley  street  to  present 
sewer  north  of  Haworth  street;  Extension  of  Cobb's  creek 
Intercepting  sewer  in  Cobb's  Creek  Park  and  Parkway, 
along  the  east  side  of  Cobb's  creek,  from  Woodland  avenue 
northwardly ;  Extension  of  Cresheim  Creek  Intercepting 
System  in  Cresheim  Valley  Drive,  from  the  end  of  present 
sewer  south  of  Willow  Grove  avenue  to  Stenton  avenue ; 
Extension  of  Rock  Run  System  in  Ashdale  street,  from  pre- 
sent sewer  at  Fifth  street  to  Fairhill  street,  in  Fairhill 
street  from  Ashdale  street  to  Fisher's  avenue,  and  in  Fish-

vard, from  Faunce  street  to  Hartel  street  and  appurtenant 
work ;  Main  sewer  across  The  Boulevard,  on  line  of  Tyson 
street,  and  in  The  Boulevard,  from  Tyson  street  to  stream 
northeast;  Main  sewer  in  Oxford  avenue,  from  R  street 
to  the  south  line  of  The  Boulevard ;  Main  sewer  in  Oak- 
land street,  from  stream  north  of  Benner  street  to  the  north 
line  of  The  Boulevard  and  thence  on  private  property  to

Sect.   2.   The   Director  of  the  Department   of  Public 
Works  shall  advertise  for  proposals  and  award  contracts  ia 
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accordance  with  existing  laws  and  ordinances  and  plans  and 
specifications  prepared  by  the  Department  of  Public 
Works.  Any  excess  over  assessments  of  property  for  the 
construction  of  said  sewers  shall  be  charged  to  the  Item 
No.  27  (Loan)  for  the  construction  of  main  sewers,  in  tlie 
appropriation  to  the  Department  of  Public  Works  (Bu- 
reau of  Surveys)  :  Provided,  ISTo  such  assessment  shall  be 
charged  for  the  seAvers  authorized  by  this  ordinance  where 
the  same  are  built  upon  undedicated  streets  and  where  the 
properties  are  not  assessed  at  full  City  rates,  but  no  per- 
mit shall  be  issued  for  the  drainage  of  properties  on  the 
line  of  said  sewers,  until  the  regular  frontage  charges  shall 
have  been  paid,  and  the  following  sums  are  hereby  set 
aside  for  the  construction  of  main  sewers  herein  authorized : 
Extension  of  Frankford  Intercepting  System  in  Wakeling 
street,  fifty  thousand  (50,000)  dollars;  Extension  of 
Cobb's  Creek  Intercepting  sewer  fifty  thousand  (50,000) 
dollars;  Extension  of  Cresheim  Creek  Intercepting  Sys- 
tem, in  Cresheim  Valle}-  Drive,  twenty-nine  thousand 
(29,000)  dollars;  Extension  of  Rock  Run  System  in  Ash- 
dale  street,  forty  thousand  (40,000)  dollars;  Extension  of 
Charles  Creek  System  in  Eastwick  avenue,  forty  thousand 
(40,000)  dollars;  Extension  of  Dobson's .  Run  Sewage 
sewer  in  Ontario  street,  twenty-five  thousand  (25,000) 
dollars;  Extension  of  Wissahickon  High  Level  Intercept- 
ing sewer  cutoff  and  storm  water  sewer  in  Stokley  street, 
fifty  thousand  (50,000)  dollars;  Extension  of  sewer  in 
Oakland  street,  twenty-nine  thousand  (29,000)  dollars;

Schuyler  street,  fifteen  thousand  (15,000)  dollars;  Gun- 
ner's Run  Relief  sewer  in  Indiana  street,  forty-five  thou- 
sand (45,000)  dollars;  Reconstruction  of  Clearfield  street 
sewer,  seventy  thousand  (70,000)  dollars:  Provided,  That 
in  the  event  of  any  of  the  aforesaid  sewers  costing  less 
than  the  sum  set  aside  for  its  construction  the  Director 
of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  is  hereby  authorized, 
at  his  discretion,  to  use  any  balance  of  the  foregoing 
amounts,  or  any  part  thereof,  for  the  completion  of  any 
of  the  main  sewers  herein  named,  for  which  the  sums  set 
aside  are  insufiicient:  Also,  Provided,  That  the  Director  of 
the  Department  of  Public  Works  is  authorized  to  appoint 
assistants  and  inspectors  as  may  be  requisite  and  pay  all 
expenses  for  salaries,  inspection,  borings,  transportation 
and  expenses  incidental  to  this  work,  from  the  aforesaid 
items. 

Sect.  3.  That  the  Mayor  is  hereby  authorized  to  enter 
security  on  behalf  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  for  the  pay- 
ment of  any  damages  by  reason  of  the  construction  of  any 
of  the  herein  authorized  sewers  through  private  prof)erty.

in  lines  eleven  and  twelve  and  insert  the  words :  "banks  or 
depositories ;"  strike  out  the  words  "banlc  or  depository" 
in  line  thirteen  and  insert  the  words :  "banks  or  deposi- 
tories ;"  strike  out  the  words  "bank  or  depository"  in  lines 
sixteen  and  seventeen  and  insert  the  words :  "banks  or 
depositories ;"  strike  out  the  words  on  lines  eighteen,  nine- 
teen and  twenty,  as  follows:  "the  said  active  bank  or  de- 
pository not  to  receive  or  be  entitled  to  any  portion  of  the 
pro  rata  division  to  which  the  other  banks  or  depositories 
are  entitled  under  this  ordinance."

Providing  for  the  issuing  of  licenses  for  places  in  which 
moving  picture  exhibitions  are  held  and  for  the  opera- 
tors of  such  exhibitions;  regulating  the  operations  of 
moving  picture  machines,  and  providing  a  penalty  for 
the  violations  of  the  provisions  thereof. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain.  That  it  shall  not  be  law- 
ful to  exhibit  in  any  building,  garden,  grounds,  concert 
room,  saloon,  or  other  place  or  places  or  in  any  room  or 
other  enclosure  within  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  any  mov- 
ing picture  exhibition  until  a  license  for  such  building, 
garden,  grounds,  concert  room,  saloon,  or  other  place   3r 


places,  or  room  or  enclosure,  shall  have  first  been  granted 
by  the  Director  of  Public  Safety  of  said  City  to  the  lessee 
or  proprietor  thereof,  for  which  license  the  said  lessee  or 
proprietor  shall  pay  a  fee  of  one  hundred  (100)  dollars, 
and  which  license  shall  be  good  and  available  thereafter  for 
the  whole  or  any  portion  of  one  calendar  year  beginning 
on  the  first  day  of  January  of  each  year:  Provided,  That 
this  section  shall  not  apply  to  any  church  or  other  place 
not  devoted  to  the  business  of  such  exhibitions  so  as  to  re- 
quire the  payment  of  the  said  license  fee  for  the  giving 
of  a  single  exhibition  of  moving  pictures:  And  Provided 
further,  That  this  section  shall  not  apply  to  theatres  and 
other  places  of  public  amusement  which  are  otherwise 
obliged  under  existing  laws  and  ordinances  to  pay  licence 
fees  to  the  Commonwealth  or  to  the  City. 

Sect.  2.  Before  any  license  shall  be  granted  as  provi- 
ded in  Section  1  hereof,  the  Fire  Marshal  shall  certify  to 
the  Director  of  Public  Safety  that  he  has  inspected  such 
place,  places,  rooms  and  enclosures,  and  the  equipment 
thereof,  and  that  he  approves  such  application  for  license. 
The  Eire  Marshal  is  hereby  authorized  to  make  such  rules 
and  regulations  as  he  may  deem  necessary  and  proper  and 
which  are  not  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  herein  in 
respect  to  all  machines,  appliances  or  the  accessories  there- 
of or  thereto  used  in  connection  with  or  as  a  part  of  the 
said  moving  picture  exhibitions. 

Sect.  3.  Il:  shall  be  unlawful  to  operate  any  moving 
picture  machine  unless  the  person  so  operating  the  same 
shall  have  first  passed  an  examination  before  a  board  -if 
examiners  consisting  of  the  Fire  Marshal  and  Chief  of  the 
Electrical  Bureau.  All  persons  having  passed  such  ex- 
amination to  the  satisfaction  of  said  Board  shall  receive  a 
license  entitling  and  permitting  them  to  operate  said  ma- 
chines upon  the  payment  of  the  sum  of  five  (5)  dollars, 
and  shall  not  be  required  to  make  any  further  payment 
therefor.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  operator  or  other 
person  or  persons  at  any  time  to  smoke  or  carry  matches 
into  the  operating  booth  hereinafter  provided  for;  and  no 
oil  lamp  or  lamps  shall  be  permitted  therein,  nor  shall  il- 
luminating gas  be  introduced  into  the  said  booths. 
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Sect.  4.  All  moving  picture  machines  must  be  equipped 
with  fire  proof  magazines  for  the  top  reel  and  tension  take 
up  devices  with  fire  proof  magazines  for  the  bottom  reel, 
and  any  other  appliance  necessary  to  secure  safety  from 
fire,  which  may  be  directed  and  approved  by  the  Fire  Mar- 
shal. Said  machines  shall  be  enclosed  in  booths  lined  with 
asbestos,  sheet  iron  or  tin ;  they  shall  be  provided  with  au- 
tomatic shutters  and  shields  which  adequately  protect  and 
cover  the  films  between  the  magazines.  All  films  shall  be 
kept  at  all  times  when  not  in  use  in  metal  cases,  and  shall 
be  removed  at  least  two  feet  from  the  machines. 

Sect.  5.  The  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Safety  shall  have  power  to  prevent  the  operation  of  any 
moving  picture  machine  by  reason  of  the  requirements  of 
the  foregoing  sections  not  being  fulfilled  or  by  reason  of  any 
other  cause  that  in  his  opinion  endangers  the  public  safety. 

Sect.  6,  Any  person  or  corporation  violating  any  of  the 
provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  subject  to  a  penalty  of 
one  hundred  (100)  dollars,  to  be  recovered  as  penalties  of 
like  amount  are  now  by  law  recoverable.

And  Provided,  That  the  maximum  pressure  of  steam  in 
the  pipes  and  conduits  in  said  streets,  avenues,  roads  and 
highways  shall  at  no  time  exceed  thirty  pounds  to  the 
square  inch. 

Sect.  2.  Before  any  work  shall  be  done  under  this  ordi- 
nance the  said  Lewis  Jones  shall  enter  into  an  agreement, 
satisfactory  to  the  City  Solicitor,  protecting  the  said  City 
against  all  damage  caused  by  the  construction  or  operation 
of  his  works,  that  he  will  comply  with  the  provisions  of  this 
ordinance ;  also,  with  the  provisions  of  an  ordinance  appli- 
cable thereto,  approved  the  5th  day  of  August,  1886,  en- 
titled "An  Ordinance  regulating  the  construction  of  under- 
ground wires,  electrical  conductors,  coniduits,  cables,  and 
tubes  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia,"  and  the  amencbnents 
thereto,  and  all  ordinances  passed  or  to  be  passed  relating 
to  the  use,  occupation  and  repairs  of  streets  by  companies 
laying  pipes  or  conduits  theremider,  and  shall  pay  into  the 
City  Treasury  the  smn  of  fifty  (50)  dollars  for  printing 
this  ordinance. 

Sect.  3.  That  the  pipes  used  by  said  Lewis  Jones  shall 
be  of  wrought  iron  and  tested  to  a  pressure  of  250  pounds 
per  square  inch,  and  where  said  pipes  cross  streets  or  high- 
ways, they  shall  be  encased  in  wooden  logs.  The  Avood  log 
shall  have  a  bore  of  at  least  two  inches  greater  diameter 
than  the  iron  pipes,  and  be  lined  on  the  inside  with  tin 
and  constructed  in  such  manner  as  to  prevent  the  radiation 
of  heat.  Expansion  joints  or  variators  shall  be  placed  at 
one  side  of  all  streets  crossed  80  feet  or  less  in  width  and 
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at  both  sides  of  wider  streets  if  required  by  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Works.  Anchors  shall  be  constructed  in 
the  center  or  at  the  sides  of  the  streets  where  said  pipes 
cross  said  streets,  as  directed  by  the  Department  of  Public 
Works.  The  pipes  crossing  the  streets  as  herein  permitted 
shall  be  used  for  conveying  steam  for  heating  and  for  no 
other  purpose.  One  or  more  lines  of  porous  tile  may  be 
laid  below  the  wood  log  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  off  the 
surface  or  spring  water  and  connected  at  the  lowest  point 
with  the  sewer  by  proper  traps,  where  the  character  of  the 
soil  requires.  The  entire  construction  to  be  approved  by 
the  Department  of  Public  Safety,  w^hich  Department  shall 
have  the  right  to  inspect  and  test  said  pipes  and  fixtures  at 
any  time.  The  privileges  hereby  granted  shall  be  revo- 
cable, and  the  pipes  removed  should  its  conditions  be  vio- 
lated or  should  the  pipes  interfere  with  the  lawful  use 
of  the  streets,  or  should  they  prevent  the  construction  in 
the  future  of  any  municipal  structure  or  improvements  in 
the  bed  of  said  streets.

ized and  directed  to  pay  the  warrants  so  drawn  and  coun- 
tersigned out  of  the  amount  set  aside  by  the  City  Con- 
troller for  the  payment  of  mandamuses  for  the  year  1908, 
and  the  same  be  appropriated  to  Item  41,  for  the  Depart- 
ment of  County  Commissioners:  Provided,  That  the  war- 
rants so  to  be  countersigned  and  paid  shall  not  in  the 
aggregate  exceed  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  sixty-four 
thousand  five  himdred  (164,500)  dollars:  And  Provided 
further.

expressly  subject  to  the  said  Act  of  June  1,  1885,  or 
other  Acts  of  Assembly;  and  upon  subsequent  appro- 
priations made  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  on  the  work 
referred  to  in  the  original  advertisement,"  proposal  and 
contract,  or  for  the  purchase  of  further  supplies,  to  enter 
into  a  supplemental  contract  changing  the  limitations  ex- 
pressed in  the  previous  contract  to  the  sum  of  the  appro- 
priations made  so  as- to  include  the  amounts  appropriated 
after  the  execution  of  the  original  contract;  and 

Whereas,  This  unifonn  and  consistent  practice  has 
resulted  in  giving  the  City  the  advantage  of  lower  prices 
because  bids  were  obtained  on  a  larger  volume  of  work 
or  suiiplies  at  one  time;  and  has  been  further  for  the 
benefit  of  the  City  by  securing  an  individual  responsibility 
for  the  performance  and  character  of  work  on  an  entire 
undertaking  or  a  uniform  kind,  grade  and  quality  of  such 
supplies;  and 

AAhereas,  The  discontinuance  of  work  under  existing 
contracts  and  advertising  for  bids  and  re-letting  will  result 
m  confusion,  delay  and  great  loss  to  the  City;  now,  there- 
fore, 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  in  all  cases  in  which

there  have  been  an  advertisement  and  bidding  for  an 
entire  work,  undertaking  or  project,  or  for  annual  supplies 
followed  by  an  award  to  the  lowest  responsible  bidder,  the 
execution  of  an  original  contract  with  said  bidder  for  the 
entire  work,  but  limited  in  amount  to  the  previous  appro- 
priation and  expressly  made  subject  to  the  provisions  of 
the  said  Act  of  June  1,  1885,  or  other  Acts  of  Assembly, 
then  followed  by  a  subsequent  appropriation  for  the  par- 
ticular work,  undertaking,  project  or  supplies  referred  to 
in  said  previous  advertisement,  and  thereafter  a  supple- 
mental contract  has  been  entered  into  by  the  City  for  the 
continuance  of  the  said  work  or  furnishing  additional 
supplies  to  the  extent  of  such  additional  appropriation, 
each  and  every  of  said  supplemental  contracts  so  entered

Providing  for  the  Licensing  of  Operators  of  Passenger 
Elevators  in  the   City  of  Philadelphia. 

"Whereas,  The  Act  of  Assembly  a]3p roved  May  28, 
1907,  authorizes  cities  of  this  Commonwealth  to  provide 
as  to  what  persons  shall  be  permitted  to  operate  elevators 
in  order  to  insure  the  safety  of  the  passengers;  therefore, 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  thirty  days  after 
the  i^assage  of  this  ordinance,  no  person  shall  ba  permitted 
to  operate  a  passenger  elevator  in  this  City  without  first 
obtaining  a  permit  or  license  from  the  Department  of 
Public  Safety. 

Sect.  2.  Before  issuing  a  ]3ermit  or  license  to  any 
person  to  operate  a  passenger  elevator,  the  Director  of  the 
Department  of  Public  Safety  shall  have  the  applicant  for 
such  permit  or  license  examined  as  to  qualifications  and 
fitness  to  run  an  elevator  by  a  Board  of  Examiners,  to 
consist  of  the  Chief  of  the  Electrical  Bureau,  the  Chief 
of  the  Bureau  of  Building  Inspection,  the  Chief  of  the 
Bureau  of  B'oiler  Inspection;  and  the  Director  shall  issue 
such  permit  or  license  only  to  such  persons  as  shall  be 
certified  by  said  Board  of  Examiners  as  properly  qualified 
for  such  work;  the  cost  of  such  permit  or  license  shall 
be  one  (1)  dollar  each,  the  said  amount  to  be  paid  into  the 
City  Treasury. 
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Sect.  3.  Any  owner  or  owners  of  a  building  having 
a  passenger  elevator  who  shall  permit  the  running  of  such 
elevator  by  anyone  without  a  permit  or  license  shall  for- 
feit and  pay  the  sum  of  ten  (10)  dollars  per  day  for  each 
day  such  elevator  may  be  run  without  a  licensed  operator.

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AN  ORDINANCE 

To  provide  for  a  Bureau  of  Inspection  of  Passenger  and 
Freight  Elevators. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelpliia  do  ordain^  That  from  and  after  the 
passage  of  this  ordinance  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Direc- 
tor of  the  Department  of  Public  Safety,  with  the  approval 
of  the  Mayor,  to  appoint  the  following  inspectors  and  other 
employees  in  the  Bureau  of  Elevator  Inspection,  viz:  one 
Chief  Inspector  at  a  salary  of  three  thousand  five  hundred 
(3,500)  dollars  per  year ;  one  Deputy  Inspector,  at  a  salary 
of  three  thousand  (3,000)  dollars  per  year;  twenty-three 
Insj^ectors  of  Elevators,  at  salaries  of  one  thousand  five  hun- 
dred (1,500)  dollars  each  per  year;  two  tank  inspectors 
at  salaries  of  one  thousand  five  hundred  (1,500)  dollars 
each  per  year ;  one  chief  clerk,  at  a  salary  of  one  thousand 
six  hundred  (1,600)  dollars  per  year;  two  clerks,  at  sal- 
aries of  one  thousand  two  hundred  (1,200)  dollars  each  per 
year;  stenographer,  at  a  salary  of  nine  hundred  (900)  dol- 
lars per  year ;  and  one  messenger,  at  a  salary  of  nine  hun- 
dred (900)  dollars  per  year. 

Sect.  2.  The  inspectors  under  this  ordinance  must  be 
competent  and  practical  elevator  mechanics,  having  had 
practical  experienc^i  in  elevator  mechanism,  and  all  other 
employees  appointed  hereunder  shall  have  such  special 
qualifications  as  may  be  required  for  the  proper  insj>ec- 
tion  of  passenger  and  freight  elevators. 

Sect.  3.  Whenever  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Inspec- 
tion shall  deem  it  necessary  for  the  safety  of  the  public, 
he  shall  have  the  power  to  order  the  discontinuance  of  the 
use  of  any  passenger  or  freight  elevator,  and  to  compel  the 
owner,  lessee  or  agent  of  the  building,  within  which  such 
elevator  is  located,  or  any  other  person  responsible  for  the 
running  of  the  same,  to  make  such  alterations  or  repair  as 
he  may  deem  necessary  for  the  safety  of  persons  and  prop- 
erty using  or  carried  upon  said  elevator,  before  the  same 
is  again  put  in  use. 

The  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Inspection  shall  also  have 
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the  power  to  condemn  any  mechanical  part  or  appliance 
connected  with  any  passenger  or  freight  elevator,  if  the 
same  in  his  judgment  is  dangerous  or  unreliable,  and  when- 
ever any  such  part  or  appliance  has  been  condemned,  it 
shall  be  removed  and  the  elevator  made  safe,  to  the  satis- 
faction of  the  Chief  of  said  Bureau,  before  being  again 
put  in  operation. 

Whenever  any  elevator  shall  be  in  need  of  repairs,  in 
any  respect  pertaining  to  the  operation  of  the  same,  or  any 
of  the  apparatus  or  machinery  connected  with  an  elevator 
shall  become  impaired,  necessitating  the  temporary  disuse 
of  the  elevator,  or  any  accident  shall  occur  in  an  elevator 
or  elevator  shaftway  affecting  life  or  limb,  it  shall  be  neces- 
sary for  the  owner,  lessee  or  agent  of  the  building  in  which 
the  said  elevator  is  located,  or  other  person  under  whose 
control  and  management  the  said  elevator  is  operated,  to 
notify  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Inspection,  of  such  im- 
pairment, disuse  or  accident,  and  shall  not  again  put  the 
said  elevator  in  operation  until  an  inspection  has  been 
made  and  the  condition  of  the  elevator  approved  by  the  In- 
spector. 

Sect.  4.  The  following  fees  shall  be  charged  for  in- 
spections and  certificates:  For  elevators  in  buildings  above 
eight  (8)  stories  in  height  for  each  inspection,  tk-ce  (3) 
dollars;  for  each  tank  inspection,  three  (3)  dollars;  for 
each  first  certificate,  three  (3)  dollars;  for  each  annual 
re-issue  one  (1)  dollar. 

For  elevators  in  buildings  eight  (8)  stories  high  or  un- 
der: For  each  inspection,  two  (2)  dollars;  for  each  tank  in- 
spection, three  (3)  dollai's;  for  each  first  certificate,  two 
(2)  dollars;  for  each  re-issue,  one  (1)  dollar.  These  fees 
shall  be  collected  as  fees  for  inspection  are  now  collected 
in  the  Bureau  of  Boiler  Inspection. 

Sect.  5.  ISTo  elevator  shall  be  operated  without  having 
displayed  therein  a  certificate  of  inspection,  stating  the 
carrying  capacity  of  the  elevator,  whether  freight  or  pas- 
senger. ISTo  person  shall  at  any  time  operate  an  elevator 
.unless  he  is  over  the  age  of  sixteen  (16)  years,  and  if  in 
the  judgment  of  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Inspection, 
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any  person  running  an  elevator  shall  be  deemed  incompe- 
tent so  to  do,  the  person,  firm  or  corporation  having  control 
of  said  elevator  shall  at  once  remove  such  incompetent  per- 
son, and  replace  him  by  a  duly  licensed  operator.  Xo 
elevator,  either  passenger  or  freight,  shall  be  operated 
without  an  attendant,  if  in  the  judgment  of  the  Chief  of 
the  Bureau  of  Inspection  the  character  of  the  business,  or 
construction  or  location  of  the  elevator  warrants  the  same. 
The  insurance  certificate  clause  of  Section  2  of  the  Ordi- 
nance of  May  10,  1894,  is  hereby  repealed. 

Sect.  6.  Any  person,  firm  or  coi*}^ioration  operating  an 
elevator  without  having  a  certificate  as  herein  provided, 
or  who  shall  violate  any  provision  of  this  ordinance, 
shall  be  subject  to  a  penalty  of  fifty  (50)  dollars  for  each 
and  every  such  violation,  and  the  said  penalty  shall  be  col- 
lected before  any  Magistrate  or  Court  as  debts  are  by  law 
collectible. 

Sect.  7.  All  elevator  shafts  shall  conform  to  the  re- 
quirements of  Section  4,  of  the  Act  of  Assembly  of  April 
25,  1903. 

Sect.  8.  ISTo  elevator  shall  be  erected,  re-erected,  or 
altered,  and  no  enclosures  built,  or  interlock  or  other  safety 
appliance  installed,  Avithout  first  having  obtained  a  permit 
from  the  Bureau  of  Inspection,  as  provided  by  the  Ordi- 
nance of  April  G,  1900. 

The  applicant  for  a  permit  to  erect  an  elevator  must 
submit  a  plan  of  the  whole  ground  floor  of  the  building, 
showing  proposed  location  of  the  shaftway,  and  drawings 
of  the  elevator  and  also  an  elevation  of  shaftway ;  the  said 
plans  and  draAvings  to  be  filed  as  a  part  of  the  records  of 
the  Bureau. 

The  charges  for  said  permits  shall  be  as  follows:  To 
erect  or  repair  an  elevator  in  a  building  under  nine  (9) 
stories  in  height,  two  (2)  dollars;  to  erect  an  elevator  in  a 
building  over  nine  (9)  stories  and  under  thirteen  (13) 
stories  in  height,  three  (3)  dollars;  to  erect  or  repair  an 
elevator  in  buildings  thirteen  (13)  stories  high  and  over, 
four  (4)  dollars.  Permit  for  enclosure,  gate  hatchway, 
interlocks,  etc.,  for  each  elevator,  two  (2)  dollars. 
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Sect,  9.  Xo  permit  M'ill  be  issued  to  erect  an  elevator 
or  sling-  hoist  in  anv  thoronglifare  where  it  is  necessary  to 
pass  throuirli  the  shaftwav  or  under  the  elevator,  whether 
inside  or  outside  of  the  building. 

No  permit  will  be  issued  allowing  power  to  be  applied 
to  any  back  guide  elevator  or  roller  hoist. 

iN'o  wooden  hoist  drum  will  be  allowed. 

Sect.  10.  Whenever  any  back  guide  elevator  shall  be 
in  need  of  extensive  repairs,  it  shall  be  condemned  and  re- 
placed with  a  g:uide  post  car,  or  the  hatchways  must  be 
closed ;  but  if  the  shaftway  occupies  a  thoroughfare,  the 
location  of  the  same  must  be  changed,  except  in  extreme 
cases,  Avhere  in  the  judgment  of  the  Bureau  such  change  is 
practically  impossible.  This  clause  does  not  apply  to  a 
carriage  elevator. 

All  elevators  must  be  so  located  as  to  give  easy  and  safe 
access  to  all  principal  parts  for  inspection,  adjustment  and 
repair. 

Sect.  11.  Xo  pressure  tank  shall  have  less  strength 
than  a  factor  of  safety  of  four  (-1),  and  no  other  part  af- 
fected by  the  load  shall  have  less  strength  than  a  factor  of 
safety  of  four  (4)  for  freight,  five  (5)  for  passenger,  and 
six  (6)  for  all  drum  shafts  and  overhead  supports. 

Sect.  12.  'No  power  driven  elevator  shall  have  less 
than  two  (2)  main  hoisting  cables,  and  all  hoist  cables 
must  be  attached  to  a  substantial  and  effective  equalizing 
bar  wdth  means  for  adjustment. 

The  maximum  load  on  hoist  cables  must  not  be  greater 
than  one-sixth  (1/6)  of  the  ultimate  strength  for  passenger 
elevators,  and  one-fifth  (1/5)  for  freight,  the  basis  of  com- 
putation being  Standard  Swedes  iron  hoisting  cable. 

All  sheaves  and  drums  for  hoist  and  oountei*weight  cables 
must  conform  to  the  standards  of  the  Bureau  of  Inspection. 

iSTo  elevator  car  shall  be  suspended  by  any  kind  of  cable 
other  than  metallic. 

Every  passenger  elevator  car  hereafter  constructed  must 
have  its  frame  built  of  metal,  and  no  inferior  material  of 
any  kind  will  be  allowed  to  enter  into  the  construction 
of  any  elevator. 
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Sect.  13.  Every  guide  post  elevator  car  must  be  pro 
vided  witli  safety  clutches  that  will  prevent  the  car  from 
falling  in  case  of  broken  cables^  or  broken  or  deranged 
machinery. 

Every  passenger  elevator  now  in  operation,  or  that  shall 
be  hereafter  installed,  shall  be  provided  with  a  speed  gov- 
ernor in  connection  with  a  gradually  applied  safety. 

Every  freight  elevator  having  a  car  speed  of  over  fifty 
(50)  feet  per  minute  shall  be  provided  with  a  governor 
working  in  connection  with  a  gradually  applied  safety. 

Every  freight  elevator  having  a  car  speed  of  less  than 
fifty  (50)  feet  per  minute  must  be  provided  with  speed 
governor  which  may  work  in  connection  with  an  instan- 
taneous safety. 

All  elevators  must  be  tested  with  a  maximum  load. 

All  wooden  guide  posts  must  be  provided  with  indepen- 
dent guide  strips. 

Sect.  14.  All  elevators  carrying  more  persons  than  the 
regular  attendant  and  designated  assistants,  not  to  exceed 
three  in  number,  shall  be  classed  as  passenger  elevators,  and 
are  subject  to  all  the  requirements  of  passenger  service. 

Sect.  15.  Every  power  driven  elevator  must  have  auto- 
matic terminal  stops  other  than  those  required  on  the  con- 
trolling mechanism. 

Every  power  driven  drum  hoist  elevator  must  have  a 
slack  cable  controller  shifter. 

All  brakes  operated  by  a  check  line  must  be  so  arranged 
as  to  be  applied  automatically  if  the  check  line  should 
break,  and  all  electric  brakes  must  be  applied  by  breaking 
the  current. 

Sect.  16.  All  passenger  elevators  must  be  equipped 
w^ith  mechanical  interlocks,  and  all  interlocking  mechan- 
ism must  confonn  to  the  requirements  of  the  Bureau. 

Where  any  interlock  already  installed  is  found  to  be 
unreliable  or  does  not  conform  to  the  requirements  of  the 
Bureau,  it  shall  be  condemned  and  be  replaced  within  a 
reasonable  time  by  an  approved  interlock. 
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Requirements  for  Elevator  Locking  Device. 

a.  The  device  must  prevent  the  doors  of  the  landings 
being  opened  either  from  inside  or  outside,  except  when 
the  car  is  within  three  inches  of  such  landing. 

b.  The  device  must  prevent  the  opening  of  the  landing 
door  either  from  outside  or  inside  when  the  car  is  at  the 
landing,  until  after  the  controlling  mechanism  of  the  car 
has  been  set  in  position  to  stop  the  car. 

c.  The  opening  of  the  landing  door  when  a  car  is  at  a 
floor  must  immediately  lock  the  controlling  mechanism  in 
the  stop  position,  and  the  device  must  prevent  the  starting 
of  the  car  up  or  do^^^l  until  the  landing  door  has  been  again 
closed  and  locked. 

d.  The  locking  device,  electrical  or  mechanical,  shall  be 
such  as  will  hold  immovable  and  secure  the  carriage  used 
in  such  elevator  while  any  gate,  door  or  doors  at  the  land- 
ing that  is  used  for  entrance  thereto  or  exit  therefrom  is 
or  are  open  and  unsecured. 

e.  The  device  must  be  so  arranged  that  the  car  can  run 
from  top  to  bottom  without  touching  any  of  the  mechanism 
at  the  landing,  unless  it  is  desired  to  stop  at  a  floor. 

f.  The  device,  electrical  or  mechanical,  shall  be  such  as  to 
place  the  power  of  controlling  the  elevator  beyond  the  con 
trol  of  the  attendant  while  any  gate,  door  or  doors  on  the 
landing  leading  to  the  carriage  is  open  and  unsecured. 

g.  The  device  must  prevent  the  car  leaving  the  landing 
from  any  cause  whatever  while  the  door  of  the  enclosure  ia 
open. 

h.  ISTo  interlocking  mechanism  shall  so  affect  the  con- 
troller of  any  elevator  as  to  reduce  the  valve  lap  to  less 
than  one-third  (1/3)  of  its  total  amount. 

Sect.  17.  All  automatic  door  opening  and  closing  de- 
vices must  be  independent  of  the  interlocking  device. 

Sect.  18.  ISTo  pilot  valve  shall  be  installed  or  allowed 
to  remain  in  service  that  cannot  be  controlled  by  an  inter- 
lock within  the  limits  of  two-thirds  (2/3)  of  its  total  lap. 

Any  pilot  valves  now  in  use,  if  in  the  judgment  of  the 
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inspectors  and  the  Chief  of  the  Bnrean  of  Inspection  are 
considered  a  source  of  danger,  shall  be  condemned  and  re- 
moved. 

Every  hydraulic  elevator  must  have  an  independent  ex- 
haust pipe  from  the  controlling  valve  to  the  discharge  tank, 
and  no  two  cylinders  will  be  allowed  to  discharge  through 
the  same  pipe,  unless  provided  with  checks. 

Sect.  19,  All  passenger  elevators  hereafter  erected  or 
re-erected  must  be  provided  with  air  cushions. 

The  shaftways  of  all  passenger  and  freight  elevators 
hereafter  constructed  must  be  enclosed  below  the  first  floor 
with  either  fire  proof  'or  slow  burning  construction.  All 
windows  openinc,-  into  elevator  shafts  are  to  be  guarded 
\vith  screens  or  bars. 

All  hand  power  elevators  in  which  the  platform  travels 
more  than  one  story  shall  be  equipped  with  a  speed  gov- 
ernor. 

If  the  shaftway  of  any  passenger  elevator  is  so  located, 
or  the  motive  power  is  so  limited  in  range,  as  to  make 
a  basement  air  pit  impracticrible,  the  air  pit  must  be  con- 
structed above  the  first  floor. 

The  pit  of  every  elevator  shaftway  must  be  kept  clean 
and  dry  at  all  times.  Stop  or  resting  blocks  will  not  be  al- 
lowed at  the  bottom  of  shaftway,  except  under  the  strong- 
est part  of  the  car. 

Sect.  20.  At  the  top  of  the  shaft  and  under  the  sus- 
pension sheaves  and  beams  of  every  power  driven  eleva- 
tor there  shall  be  built  a  substantial  working  platform  or 
grating,  the  said  platform  or  grating  to  be  of  such  a  charac- 
ter as  to  prevent  tools  or  other  dangerous  weights  from  fall- 
ing through  and  down  the  shaftway. 

Sect.  21.  jS^o  explosive,  inflammable  or  suffocjating 
material,  whether  solid,  liquid  or  gaseous,  or  any  pipe  for 
conveying  the  same,  shall  be  stored  or  kept  under  any  ele- 
vator shaftway,  unless  the  said  explosive,  inflammable  or 
suffocating  material  shall  be  separated  from  the  car  by  an 
approved  air  cushion. 

Xo  elevator  shaftway  shall  be  used  for  the  storage  of  any 
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material  or  the  running  of  any  rope,  wire  or  pipe,  except 
for  the  use  of  the  elevator  itself,  and  no  machinery  re- 
quiring the  services  of  an  attendant  shall  be  located  un- 
der any  elevator  shaftway  unless  j)rotected  by  an  air  cush- 
ion. 

Sect.  22.  All  elevators  used  for  carrying  passengers 
must  have  their  hatchways  surrounded  by  substantial  ver- 
tical enclosures,  the  same  to  be  made  flush  with  the  hatch- 
way and  continuous  from  floor  to  ceiling  on  every  open  side 
of  the  car  and  on  every  floor  except  the  top,  where  a  height 
of  six  feet  six  inches  is  sufiicient.  On  every  other  side  of 
the  car  the  enclosures  must  be  at  least  six  feet  six  inches 
in  height.  All  enclosure  doors  must  be  made  to  slide,  ex- 
cept in  extreme  cases,  where  necessity  compels  the  adop- 
tion of  some  other  movable  enclosure ;  but  in  all  cases  this 
enclosure  door  must  be  of  such  a  character  as  to  be  con- 
trolled by  an  interlock.  All  grille  work  enclosures  must 
be  substantially  braced  and  be  kept  in  thorough  repair. 
Wherever  an  elevator  shaftway  has  been  so  constructed  as 
not  to  admit  of  a  mechanical  interlock  on  the  basement 
door,  the  said  door  must  be  so  constructed  as  to  close  and 
lock  automatically  when  the  car  leaves. 

Whenever  the  car  of  a  passenger  elevator  has  more  than 
one  doorway  every  doorway  must  be  provided  with  an  in- 
side sliding  door,  and  the  doors  must  be  so  arranged  and 
connected  that  the  opening  of  any  one  door  mechanically 
closes  all  the  other  doors. 

Every  freight  elevator  shall  have  its  hatchway  sur- 
rounded by  vertical  enclosures  and  gates.  The  fixed  enclos- 
ures to  be  not  less  than  six  (6)  feet  in  height,  and  the  gates 
to  be  as  near  six  (6)  feet  in  height  as  the  condition  will 
warrant.  Wooden  gates  must  be  made  of  vertical  strip 
with  spaces  not  wider  than  two  (2)  inches.  All  gates  must 
be  self-closing,  also  fitted  Avith  device  to  prevent  them  being 
raised  until  the  platform  is  at  the  floor  landing,  and  when- 
ever practicable  they  must  be  made  to  slide  vertically.  Full 
automatic  gates,  wherever  found,  will  be  condemned,  and 
must  be  replaced  within  a  reasonable  time  by  gates  ap- 
proved by  the  Bureau. 
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All  enclosures  must  be  made  flush  with  hatchways  on 
every  open  side  of  the  car,  and  wherever  window  recesses 
occur  in  the  shaftway,  the  same  must  be  covered  by  a  sub- 
stantial grille  or  screen.  Where  it  is  necessary  to  place  a 
lifting  gate  on  any  elevator  car,  the  said  gate  must  be  so 
hung  and  balanced  as  to  close  automatically  when  the  car 
leaves  the  landing.. 

Whenever  in  the  judgment  of  the  Bureau  the  con- 
struction of  the  building  or  the  nature  of  the  business  is 
such  that  the  standard  vertical  enclosures  are  impracticable, 
they  may  adopt  such  safeguards  as  will  afford  the  best 
protection.  Fire  doors  on  the  floor  side  of  brick  shaftways 
are  not  deemed  sufficient  protection,  and  self-closing  verti- 
cal gates  will  be  required  in  addition. 

Every  elevator  occupying  a  thoroughfare  that  cannot 
be  guarded  by  vertical  enclosures  must  be  provided  with 
a  loud-ringing  gong  that  will  ring  continuously  or  at  close 
intervals  while  the  car  is  descending  through  the  thorough- 
fare. 

Every  power-driven  freight  elevator  must  be  provided 
with  a  signal  bell  that  can  be  operated  from  every  floor, 
and  the  controlling  device  must  be  provided  with  some 
form  of  lock  that  will  enable  the  attendant  to  hold  the  car 
immovable  while  loading  and  unloading.  All  freight  ele- 
vators not  in  the  care  of  a  regular  attendant  must  have 
signs  posted  on  every  floor  prohibiting  all  persons  from 
riding  on  the  car. 

Every  sidewalk  elevator  must  be  protected  at  the  street 
level  by  a  removable  railing  of  such  construction  that  the 
controlling  mechanism  of  the  said  elevator  will  be  locked 
and   held   immovable  until   the   railing   is   in  place. 

Every  sidewalk  elevator  must  be  protected  by  a  substan- 
tial guard  that  will  open  the  sidewalk  doors  far  enough  in 
advance  of  the  car  to  prevent  crushing  a  person  between  the 
car  platform  and  the  sidewalk  doors. 

Sect.  23.  Where  any  freight  elevator  shall  have  flush 
enclosures,  but  not  self-closing  gates,  the  owner,  agent  or 
lessee  may  provide  all  the  shaftway  doors  with  substantial, 
safe  inside  locks  and  put  the  car  in  charge  of  a  regulaily 
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auihorized  operator ;  otherwise  the  shaftway  must  be  pro- 
vided  with  approved  self-closing  gates. 

The  Bureau  of  Inspection  shall  have  the  power  to  de- 
mand a  regularly  licensed  operator  on  any  elevator  when 
in  the  judgment  of  the  Bureau  the  safety  of  the  public  re- 
quires the  elevator  to  be  placed  under  such  control.  Should 
the  owner,  agent  or  lessee  refuse  to  comply  with  the' same 
demand  the  elevator  shall  be  locked  ujd. 

Sect.  24.  All  elevator  counterweights  must  be  hung  in 
guides,  and  the  foot  of  the  guideway  must  be  so  protected 
as  to  prevent  any  person  from  being  injured  by  the  de- 
scending weights. 

All  counterweights  must  have  their  component  parts  so 
fastened  together  as  to  prevent  any  piece  or  pieces  from  be- 
coming detached  from  the  guides  should  the  counterweight 
be  accidentally  drawn  to  the  top  of  the  shaft  with  the  usual 
velocity. 

Counterweights  of  Plunger  Elevators  must  be  connected 
direct  to  plunger. 

Sect.  25.  All  hydraulic  elevators  must  have  their  valve 
chambers  and  cylinders  provided  with  means  for  pre- 
venting the  accumulation  of  air. 

Sect.  20.  If  any  accident  shall  occur  to  any  elevator, 
affecting  life  or  limb,  or  in  any  Avay  impairing  the  strength 
or  efficiency  of  said  elevator,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
engineer  in  charge  of  the  building,  or,  in  the  absence  of  the 
engineer,  the  superintendent,  to  immediately  and  before 
any  broken  or  damaged  part  is  removed  or  any  steps  are 
taken  to  repair  the  elevator,  notify  the  Chief  of  the  Bu- 
reau of  such  accident.  The  Chief  of  the  Bureau  shall 
cause  any  such  accident  to  be  pro'mptly  investigated,  and 
the  elevator  shall  not  be  again  put  in  service  until  after 
investigation  and  satisfactory  repair.  The  fee  for  the  in- 
vestigation of  an  accident  shall  be  two   (2)   dollars. 

The  owner,  agent  or  lessee  of  a  building  will  be  held 
responsible  for  the  failure  of  the  engineer  or  superinten- 
dent to  promptly  report  any  elevator  accident  in  said  build- 
ing, or  for  any  negligence  on  the  part  of  said  engineer  or 
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superintendent  affecting  the  safety  of  any  elevator  under 
his  control. 

Sect.  27.  Tlie  builder  of  any  elevator  will  he  held  re- 
sjDonsible  for  the  proper  con&truction  of  the  said  elevator 
in  all  its  parts,  and  for  the  execution  of  all  rules  and  regu- 
lations of  the  Bureau  regarding  elevator  construction. 

Sect.  28.  If  the  owner,  agent  or  lessee  of  any  building 
shall  receive  a  written  notice  from  the  Bureau  that  any 
passenger  elevator  under  his  control  is  in  an  unsafe  con- 
dition and  shall  continue  to  operate  the  said  elevators,  ig- 
noring the  requirements  of  the  Bureau,  the  Chief  of  the 
Bureau  shall,  after  the  lapse  of  two  days  from  the  date  of 
notice,  have  the  power  to  post  a  written  notice  at  the  ele- 
vator entrance,  stating  that  the  said  elevator  is  in  an  un- 
safe condition,  and  said  notice  shall  not  be  removed  until 
so  ordered  by  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau. 

Sect.  29.  All  power-driven  elevators  must  be  inspected 
at  least  once  every  three  months  after  first  inspection.  All 
hand  hoist  elevators  must  be  re-inspected  at  least  once  in 
six  mouths  after  first  inspection. 

Pressure  tanks  must  be  inspected  as  often  as,  in  the  judg- 
ment of  the  Bureau,  their  condition  may  require. 

Certificates  of  inspection  shall  be  in  force  one  year  from 
date  of  issue  unless  in  the  judgment  of  the  Bureau  any  ele- 
vator is  found  to  be  in  an  unsafe  condition.  In  such  cases 
the  certificate  shall  be  removed  and  the  elevator  put  out  of 
service  until  it  is  put  in  safe  running  condition. 

Sect.  30.  Any  person  who  may  feel  aggrieved  by  the 
decision  of  any  elevator  inspector  may,  within  five  days 
after  such  decision,  aiopeal  in  writing  to  the  Bureau.  All 
cases  in  which  appeals  have  been  taken  shall  be  referred 
to  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  and  the  four  inspectors  of  ele- 
vators designated  by  the  Director  of  the  Department  of 
Public  Safety  as  a  Board  of  Appeal  and  their  decision  shall 
be  final :  Provided,  That  should  the  aggrieved  party  object 
to  the  decision  of  the  Board  he  may  further  appeal  in  writ- 
ing to  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Safety, 
within  five  days  after  the  decision  of  the  Board  of  Appeals, 
specifying  in  such  appeal  the  reason  therefor  and  accom- 
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pam-ing  the  same  by  the  sum  of  thirty  (30)  dollars.  The 
Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Safety  shall  there- 
upon appoint  one  disinterested  elevator  expert,  the  ag- 
grieved party  shall  appoint  one  disinterested  elevator  ex- 
pert, and  the  two  thus  appointed  shall  choose  a  third  dis- 
interested elevator  expert,  a  majority  of  whom  shall  de- 
cide the  case.  They  shall  be  paid  ten  (10)  dollars  each 
for  their  services.  In  case  the  appeal  is  sustained  the 
thirty  (30)  dollars  so  paid  shall. be  returned  to  the  ap- 
l)ellant ;  otherwise  to  be  forfeited  to  the  City. 

Sect.  31.  The  elevator  inspectors,  with  the  concurrence 
of  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau,  may  require  safety  appliances 
in  addition  to  those  before  mentioned  when  in  their  judg- 
ment the  same  may  be  necessary  to  better  provide  for  the 
safety  of  the  public. 

The  inspection  of  elevators  wmU  be  conducted  during 
business  hours  (8  A.  M.  to  5  P.  M.)  and  with  as  little  in- 
terruption to  the  business  of  the  establishment  as  possible. 
The  inspection  of  pressure  tanks  need  not  be  conducted 
during  business  hours. 

The  owners  and  tenants  of  buildings  in  which  elevators 
are  located,  their  agents  and  cmploj^ees,  will  be  required 
to  admit  elevator  inspectors  at  all  times  and  with  as  little 
delay  as  possible,  and  to  give  every  facility  for  the  prompt 
execution  of  all  inspections. 

Sect.  32.  Every  elevator  shall  be  regiilarly  inspected 
by  the  Bureau  of  Inspection,  regardless  of  any  other  in- 
spection, and  no  Insurance  or  Casualty  Company's  Certifi- 
cate will  exempt  any  elevator  from  such  inspection.

I  order  and  direct  my  said  Executors  when  in  their 
judgment  it  seems  best,  either  before  or  after  one  year 
from  the  date  of  my  death,  to  execute  and  deliver  to 
said  City  of  Philadelphia,  a  proper  deed  in  fee  simple 
therefor,  upon  the  trusts  herein  set  forth.  Up  until 
the  time  of  the  execution  and  delivery  of  said  deed  I 
direct  that  the  cost  of  keeping  said  property  in  good 
order  and  repair  shall  be  paid  out  of  my  residuary  es- 
tate. 
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^'In  event  of  the  said  City  of  Philadelpliia  refusing 
to  accept  this  gift,  I  direct  that  the  said  property  shall 
fall  into  and  become  a  part  of  my  residuary  estate.'' 

And  Whereas,  By  authority  of  Section  17  of  the  Act 
of  April  14-,  1868,  P.  L.  1083,  the  Commissioners  of  Fair-

Whereas,  The  collateral  inheritance  tax  of  three  thou- 
sand seven  hundred  and  fifty  (3,750)  dollars  must  be  paid 
thereon  to  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  before  the 
Executors  of  the  last  will  and  testament  of  the  said  George 
Clifi^ord  Thomas  will  deliver  to  the  City  of  Philadelphia  a 
deed  to  the  said  property; 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  sum  of  three 
thousand  seven  hundred  and  fifty  (3,750)  dollars  be,  and 
the  same  is  hereby  appropriated  to  Item  21  of  the  City 
Treasurer's  Department  to  be  paid  by  the  City  Treasurer 
of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  to  Charles  Irwin,  Register  of 
Wills,  agent  for  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  for 
the  collection  of  the  collateral  inheritance  tax,  in  payment 
of  the  collateral  inheritance  tax  on  the  devise  of  Clifl'ord 
Park  to  the  City  of  Philadelphia  for  park  purposes.

Bureau,  (Department  of  Public  Safety.) 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain.  That  in  addition  to  the 
matters  and  things  now  under  the  direction  of  the  Elec- 
trical Bureau  (Department  of  Public  Safety),  by  virtue 
of  existing  ordinances,  all  matters  of  an  electrical  nature 
or  character,  whether  for  power,  lighting  or  otherwise, 
appurtenant  to  or  in  any  manner  connected  with  any  build- 
ing, structure  or  property  belonging  to  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia, or  any  branch,  department  or  bureau  thereof, 
shall  be  under  the  supervision,  control  and  regulation  of 
the  said  Electrical  Bureau.  ISTo  contract  shall  be  entered 
into  in  connection  with  the  electrical  service  for  any  such 
building,  structure  or  property  belonging  to  the  city,  or 
any  branch,  department  or  bureau  thereof;  or  for  the  sup- 
ply of  electrical  service  thereto,  or  its  installation  therein, 
or  for  the  electrical  connection  of  any  such  building,  struc- 
ture or  property  unless  plans  and  specifications  thereof 
shall  first  be  submitted  to  the  Chief  of  the  Electrical 
Bureau,  and  shall  be  approved  by  him.  The  said  Bureau 
shall  have  the  sole  charge  of  the  maintenance,  repair  and 
inspection  of  all  electrical  appliances,  fixtures  or  connec- 
tions of  any  kind  or  character  which  mav  be  connected 
with,  or  in  any  way  appurtenant  to  said  building,  structure 
or  property  of  the  City,  or  any  branch,  department  or 
bureau  thereof.

the  pnrpose  of  furnishing  heat  and  water  for  domestic  nsea 
in  buildings  erectrd  and  to  be  erected  upon  the  property 
of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  Trustee  as  aforesaid;  also, 
to  lay  conduits,  with  all  necessary  manholes  and  other  ap- 
pliances, for  the  conveying  of  wares  and  cables  for  the 
supply  of  electric  light  and  power,  telegraph  and  telephone 
service  and  other  facilities  to  and  in  the  buildings  erected 
and  to  be  erected  as  aforesaid  and  for  the  conveyance  of 
wiring  for  other  electric  purposes  through  and  across  the 
property  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  Trustee,  as  afore- 
said; in  and  across  Eitner  street,  from  a  point  120  feet

Authorizing  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Wharves, 
Docks  and  Ferries  to  draAv,  and  City  Controller  to 
countersign,  warrants  not  exceeding  the  amount  of 
eighteen  hundred  (1800)  ^dollars  in  favor  of  Edward 
F.  Fonder  Company,  for  emergency  work  done  during 
the  month  of  January,  and  suspending  Joint  Eule  ISTo. 
30  of  the  Select  and  Common  Councils. 

Whereas,  An  emergency  arose,  caused  by  the  shoal- 
ing of  the  City  Dock  at  House  of  Correction  Wharf,  pre- 
venting the  egress  of  the  City  Ice  Boats  from  their  sum- 
mer berth,  and  it  becoming  necessary  to  act  at  once,  in 
order  to  put  them  in  service ; 

And  Whereas,  The  derrick  having  been  removed  from 
the  wharf,  under  the  impression  that  coal  could  be  supplied 
from  the  Bulkhead,  and  it  was  found  that  the  Lardner'a 
Point  Pumping  Station  could  not  be  supplied  with  cnal,

To  levy  and  fix  the  tax  rate  for  the  year  1909. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain.  That  the  Board  of  Re- 
vision of  Taxes  are  hereby  authorized  and  directed  forth- 
with to  levy  on  the  taxable  property  returned  by  the  as- 
sessors as  to  the  assessment  made  in  the  year  1908  (ex- 
cept such  as  are  marked  agricultural  and  farm  land  and 
rural  and  suburban),  a  tax  of  one  (1)  dollar  and  fifty 
(50)  cents  on  the  hundred  dollars  on  the  assessed  value 
thereof. 

Sect.  2.  The  said  tax  to  be  levied  for  the  year  1909,  as 
one  City  and  County  tax,  and  is  hereby  voted  for  the  fol- 
lowing objects  for  the  said  year,  viz. : 

Item  1.  For  the  relief  and  employment  of  the  poor,  the 
sum  of  five  (5)  cents. 

Item  2.  For  the  public  schools,  the  sum  of  thirty  (30) 
cents. 

Item  3.  For  lighting  the  City,  the  sum  of  nine  (9) 
cents. 

Item  4.  FoT  the  payment  of  interest  on  the  funded  debt 
and  for  the  Sinking  Funds,  the  sum  of  thirty  (30)  cents. 

Item  5.  For  the  care  of  the  public  highways,  the  sum 
of  four  (4)  cents. 

Item  6.  For  the  supply  of  water,  the  sum  of  nine  (9) 
cents. 
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Item  7.  For  the  police,  the  sum  of  fifteen  (15)  cents. 

Item  8.  For  the  care  of  markets  and  City  Pro.perty, 
the  sum  of  five  (5)  cents. 

Item  9.  For  fire,  the  sum  of  seven  (7)  cents. 

Item  10    For  the  prisons,  the  sum  of  two  (2)  cents. 

Item  11.  For  the  Department  of  City  Commissioners, 
the  sum  of  six  (6)  cents. 

Item  12.  For  health,  the  sum  of  two  (2)  cents. 

Item  13.  For  the  remaining  expenses  of  the  municipal- 
ity, the  sum  of  twenty-six  (26)  cents;  and  said  amounts 
are  hereby  declared  to  be  appropriated  for  said  objects 
subject  to' further  direction  by  ordinance;  and  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  Receiver  of  Taxes  to  cause  to  be  printed 
on  the  tax  bills  the  rate  voted  for  the  objects  hereinbefore 
mentioned. 

Sect.  3.  On  all  such  portions  of  assessed  property 
marked  "Agricultural  and  farm  lands,"  only  one-half  of 
the  highest  rate  of  tax  shall  be  levied,  and  on  all  such  por- 
tions marked  "rural  or  suburban,"  only  two-thirds  of  the 
highest  rate  of  tax  shall  be  levied ;  and  no  part  of  that  set 
apart  for  the  relief  and  employment  of  the  poor  shall  be 
levied  on  the  assessed  property  situate  in  the  wards  where 
houses  for  the  accommodation  of  the  poor  are  provided,  as 
required  by  the  eighteeenth  section  of  the  Act  of  February 
2,  1854. 

Sect.  4.  That  upon  all  taxes  paid  during  the  mouths 
of  January,  February,  and  March,  a  discount  of  one  per 
cent,  shall  be  allowed ;  after  the  last  day  of  March  a  dis- 
count at  the  rate  of  one  per  cent,  per  annum  shall  be 
allowed  if  paid  on  or  before  the  30th  day  of  June.  Dur- 
ing the  months  of  July  and  August  no  discount  shall  be 
allowed  and  no  penalties  shall  be  imposed.  If  paid  after 
the  31st  day  of  August  and  on  or  before  the  30th  day  of 
September,  an  addition  or  penalty  of  one  per  cent.  If 
paid  on  or  before  the  31st  day  of  October,  there  shall  be 
an  addition  or  penalty  of  two  per  cent.  If  paid  on  or  be- 
fore the  30th  day  of  ISTovember,  there  shall  be  an  addition 
or  penalty  of  three  per  cent.  If  paid  on  or  before  the  31st 
day  of  December,  there  shall  be  an  addition  or  penalty  of 
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four  per  cent;  and  upon  all  ta.xes  remaining  unpaid  on 
and  after  the  first  day  of  January  there  shall  be  an  addi- 
tion or  penalty  of  five  per  cent,  and  the  cost  of  advertising 
added  to  and  made  payable  on  the  same.  And  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  Eeceiver  of  Taxes  to  display,  from  day  to 
day,  in  large  figures  and  in  a  conspicuous  place  in  the  Tax 
Office,  the  amount  of  discount  or  penalty  fixed  by  ordi- 
nance.

To  appoint  a  Joint  Special  Committee  on  State  Legis- 
lation, and  suspending  Joint  Rule  No.  30  of  the  Select 
and  Common  Councils. 

Whereas,  The  frequent  and  continued  enactment  by 
the  State  Legislature  of  laws  affecting  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia under  the  title  "Cities  of  the  first  class"  has  re- 
sulted in  the  compulsory  ap^propriations  by  Councils  of 
specific  sums  requisite  to  carry  out  such  mandatory  leg- 
islation far  exceeding  the  amount  formerly  necessary  for 
general  municipal  purposes  and  far  beyond  all  reason  in 
connection  with  the  revenue  yielded  from  the  present  tax 
rate  of  the  City,  and 

Whereas,  LTnder  certain  of  these  laws  necessary  ad- 
vances to  the  State  have  been  and  are  at  present  required 
and  made  without  prompt  repayment  of  the  same  to  the 
City,  thus  restricting  and  curtailing  the  amounts  avail- 
able for  the  most  needful  and  proper  demands  of  the 
City  Government,  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  a  Joint  Special  Committee  of  five  (5) 
members  from  each  Chamber  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby 
appointed  to  consider  the  necessity  and  advisability  of, 
and  to  recommend  to  said  Councils,  such  changes  in  ex- 
isting laws  and  to  provide  for  the  introduction  in  and 
labor  for  the  passage  by  the  State  Legislature  of  such 
new  laws  as  may  be  necessary,  so  that,  if  possible,  the 
actual  revenue  required  for  the  proper  financing  of  the 
City  Government  may  be  provided  and  the  appropriations 
kept  within  the  estimated  receipts  realized  from  the  pres- 
ent tax  rate  ot  the  City  and  any  immediate  necessity 
for  an  increased  taxation  of  the  citizens  may  thus  be 
anticipated  and  avoided.

line  of  Market  street  produced;  thence  extending  north- 
westerly under  the  Delaware  river,  piers,  slips,  bulkheads 
and  Delaware  avenue  to  xVrch  street,  westerly  under  Arcii 
street  curving  into  Second  street,  southerly  under  Second 
street,  running:  to  the  intersection  of  the  centre  line  of 
Market  and  Second  streets;  thence  extending  southerly 
under  Second  street  curving  into  Chestnut  street,  easterly 
under  Chestnut  street,  Delaw^are  avenue,  bulkhead.

tion and  other  appliances  for  incidental  purposes,  and  such 
tubes,  ducts,  ways,  conduits,  poles,  cables  and  wires  for  the 
carriage  of  mail  and  parcels,  and  for  the  transmission  in 
connection  with  the  use,  operation  and  maintenance  of  the 
said  railroad  of  sound,  light,  heat  and  power  as  the  said 
Railroad  Company,  its  successors,  lessees  and  assigns  may 
deem  proper ;  but  the  location  of  all  stations  and  entrances 
thereto  and  exits  therefrom,  tubes,  ducts,  ways,  conduits, 
poles,  cables  and  wires,  and  the  work  of  installing  them 
shall  be  subject  to  the  supervision  of  the  Department  of 
Public  Works;  and  to  maintain  and  operate  and  have 
maintained  and  operated  such  railroad,  with  such  tunnel 
or  tunnels,  and  with  such  tracks,  switches,  sidings,  turn- 
outs, supports,  connections,  landing  places,  platforms,  sta- 
tions, repair  shops,  signals,  heat,  light  and  power  plants, 
places  for  storage,  apparatus  for  ventilation  and  other  ap- 
pliances, .for  the  transportation  of  persons,  mail  and  prop- 
erty, and  such  tubes,  ducts,  ways,  conduits,  poles,  cables 
and  wires,  for  the  purposes  for  which  they  respectively  are 
adapted. 

Sect.  2.  In  the  construction  of  the  said  railroad,  which 
shall  be  of  such  width  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  pur- 
poses intended,  the  surface  of  the  streets  and  footways 
shall  be  interfered  with  as  little  as  possible.  All  sewers, 
gas  and  water  pipes,  tracks,  street  and  footway  pavements 
and  other  municipal  and  public  service  property  removed 
or  disturbed  during  construction  shall  be  replaced  as  soon 
as  possible.  Compressed  air,  water  and  gas  pipes,  electric 
light  or  power  wires  and  poles  may  be  laid  and  relaid  for 
construction  purposes,  but  must  be  removed  upon  the  com- 
pletion of  said  railroad.  The  said  railroad  shall  be  built 
with  the  best  and  most  improved  methods  of  deadening 
sound  and  vibration,  and  its  crown  or  top  shall  be  con- 
structed so  as  thoroughly  to  support  the  surface  of  the 
streets  and  footways  and  secure  the  same  and  the  adjacent 
private  property  against  subsidence. 
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Sect.  3.  The  said  Eailroad  Company,  its  succes- 
sors, lessees  and  assigns  are  authorized  to  enter  upon  and 
occupy  the  surface  to  the  streets  and  footways  on  or  ad- 
jacent to  its  routes  and  there  to  construct,  maintain  and 
operate  or  have  constructed,  maintained  and  operated  such 
stations  and  such  entrances  thereto  and  exits  therefrom 
as  may  be  necessary  for  the  accommodation  of  the  public, 
without,  however,  unreasonably  obstructing  travel  over  or 
on  such  streets  and  footways. 

Sect.  4.  The  railroad  and  its  appurtenances  at  all  timea 
shall  be  kept  in  good  condition  and  repair,  and  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  shall  be  held  harmless  from  all  damages,  lia- 
bilities and  responsibility  due  to  the  construction,  main- 
tenance and  operation  thereof,  for  which  a  bond  shall  be 
given  as  hereinafter  provided. 

Sect.  5.  The  said  Railroad  Company,  its  successors, 
lessees  and  assigns  may  begin  work  at  more  than  one  point 
along  the  routes,  but  must  begin  work  within  one  year 
after  the  execution  and  delivery  of  the  contract  hereinafter 
mentioned,  and  the  said  railroad  must  be  completed  and  in 
running  order  within  five  years  from  the  said  time:  Pro- 
vided, That  in  computing  the  time  there  shall  be  excluded 
a  period  if  any  equal  to  the  aggregate  of  any  and  all 
periods  during  which  the  construction  of  the  said  railroad 
is  prevented  by  act  of  law,  of  God,  by  strikes  and  circum- 
stances beyond  the  control  of  the  said  Railroad  Cbmpany, 
its  successors,  lessees  and  assigTis.

Provided,  That  before  any  warrants  for  contract  work 
are  countersigned  by  the  City  Controller,  the  contractor 
shall  file  an  affidavit  with  him  that  none  but  American 
citizens  have  been  employed  on  the  work,  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  the  ordinance  of  Councils,  entitled 
"An  Ordinance  for  the  employment  only  of  American 
citizens  by  contractors  doing  work  for  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia, approved  by  the  ]\[ayor,  December  16,  1896: 
Provided,  further,  That  in  work  in  which  the  cost  is  paid 
whole  or  in  part  from  assessments  of  benefits  the  affidavit 
shall  not  be  required:  Provided,  also.  That  all  chiefs  of 
Bureaus  and  other  employees  in  this  Department  now  or 
hereafter  employed,  shall  be  citizens  of  the  United  States 
and  bona  fide  residents  of  this  City  at  least  one  year  prior 
to  their  employment,  and  shall  remain  bona  fide  residents 
during  such  employment. 

All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  inconsistent  here- 
with be,  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed.

Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Safety,  in  conformity 
with  existing  ordinances:  Provided,  also.  That  before  any

Provided,  That  all  Chiefs  of  Bureaus  and  other  em- 
ployees in  the  Department  now,  or  hereafter,  employed 
shall  be  citizens  of  the  United  States  and  bona  fide  resi- 
dents of  this  City  at  least  one  year  prior  to  their  employ- 
ment, and  shall  remain  bona  fide  residents  during  such 
employment. 

Provided,  That  the  Director  shall  be  allowed,  when  it 
is  in  his  judgment  to  the  best  interest  of  the  City,  to  con- 
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tract,  without  advertising,  bills  for  the  various  Bureaus 
not  exceeding  the  sum  of  one  hundred  (100)  dollars  each. 

Provided,  That  the  Department  of  Public  Health  and 
Charities,  in  the  selection  of  their  employees,  are  directed 
to  prefer  in  their  appointments  honorably  discharged 
soldiers  and  sailors. 

Warrants  shall  be  drawn  by  the  Department  of  Pub- 
lic Health  and  Charities  in  conformity  with  existing  ordi- 
nances. 

All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  inconsistent  here- 
with be^  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed.

Dear  Sir: — I  have  received  the  letter  of  Chief  En- 
gineer Webster  approved  bj  you,  dated  December  30, 1907, 
with  respect  to  the  expense  of  moving  the  telegraph  wires 
of  the  Western  Union  Telegraph  Company  along  the  line 
and  within  the  limits  of  the  Philadelphia,  Germantown 
&  Xorristown  Railroad,  and  abolishing  grade  crossings. 

While  the  question  is  not  absolutely  clear,  I  am  of  the 
opinion  that  if  it  is  necessary  for  the  Philadelphia  & 
Reading  Railroad,  or  the  Philadelphia,  Germanto^\^l  & 
Xorristown  Railroad  Company  to  do  this  work  itself  or  to 
pay  the- expense  of  it,  it  is  work  which  is  so  far  incident  to 
the  change  of  grade  that  the  City  is  liable  for  one-half  its 
expense.

Dear  Sir: — I  have  received  yours  of  the  3d  inst.,  re- 
lating to  the  advertising  of  delinquent  taxpayers.  I  am 
informed,  outside  your  letter,  that  the  appropriation  is 
large  enough  to  permit  the  advertisement  in  one  paper, 
but  not  in  two. 

According  to  my  understanding,  the  Act  which  provides 
for  it  is  the  Act  of  March  21,  1862,  P.  L.  152  ;  3  Stewart's 
Purdon's  Digest,  page  2885,  which  provides  as  follows: 
"nor  shall  the  same  be  inserted  in  more  than  two  news- 
papers." This  limits  the  papers  to  two,  but  does  not  re- 
quire that  the  advertisement  shall  be  in  both  of  them ;  an 
advertisement  in  one  paper  will  sufficiently  comply  with 
the  requirement. 

The  Act  of  May  11,  1901,  P.  L.  189,  requires  that  the 
advertising  shall  be  inserted  in  no  more  than  six  news- 
papers. I  am  strongly  disposed  to  think  that  this  Act  is 
unconstitutional,  because  it  is  a  supplement  to  an  Act 
relating  to  the  City  of  Philadelphia  only,  and  yet  purports 
to  apply  to  all  cities  of  the  first  class,  which  conceivably 
might  include  others  than  Philadelphia ;  but  even  if  the 
Act  be  valid,  it  is  subject  to  the  same  construction — a 
maximum  of  six  is  mentioned,  but  a  smaller  number  will 
comply  with  the  Act. 

I  also  find  a  provision  in  another  Act  dividing  the  cities 
of  the  State  into. three  classes,  approved  May  23,  1874, 
published  in  the  Pamphlet  Laws,  page  230.  The  pro- 
vision in  Section  5  of  this  statute  on  this  subject  appears 
to  have  been  unanimously  disregarded,  and  I  do  not  doubt 
that  it  is  not  within  the  title  of  the  Act,  and  is  therefore 
unconstitutional  and  void. 

I  therefore,  in  answer  to  your  several  questions,  state 
that,  if  I  am  correctly  informed,  that  the  appropriation  is 
sufficient  for  one  newspaper,  you  may  advertise  in  that 


one,  and  in  that  alone,  and  the  law  will  then  be  complied 
with  and  your  difficulties  avoided.

Dear  Sir  : — I  have  received  yours  of  January  6th,  with 
relation  to  the  deposit  of  10  per  cent,  of  the  amount  of  a 
contract  with  the  City  Treasurer,  upon  contracts  for  the 
removal  of  garbage,  etc.,  and  inquiring  whether  this  de- 
posit must  be  in  cash,  or  whether  City  bonds  may  be  sub- 
stituted in  lieu  thereof. 

On  reference  to  the  ordinance  of  December  2-i,  1881 
(Ordinances  of  that  year,  pages  292-293),  I  find  the  re- 
quirement of  the  deposit,  which  is  to  be  returned  at  the 
end  of  the  contract  if  there  be  no  default.  Probably  the 
purpose  of  this  deposit  could  only  be  readily  served  by  the 
use  of  cash,  for,  as  I  understand  it,  the  purpose  is  to 
supply  a  fund  of  ready  cash  out  of  which  the  City  could 
perform  the  work,  be  it  much  or  little,  in  case  of  default. 
It  is  essential  that  garbage  shall  be  collected  very  promptly, 
and  default  may  occur  in  a  small  district  only,  and  if 
bonds  were  deposited  it  would  involve  some  delay  and 
trouble  to  turn  the  bonds  into  cash,  and  this  might  result 
in  the  sale  of  a  large  amount  of  bonds  to  meet  a  very  small 
cash  payment. 

I  find,  further,  that  the  specifications  upon  which  the 
various  bids  were  submitted,  under  the  head  ''General 
Regulations,"  specifically  provide  for  this  deposit  and  di- 
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rects  that  it  shall  be  in  cash.  This,  I  think,  is  conclusive 
upon  us,  both  because  it  shows  the  practical  interpretation 
which  has  always  been  given  to  an  ordinance  which  is  now 
more  than  twenty-six  years  old,  and  also  because,  under 
the  decisions  of  the  Supreme  Court,  a  contract  ean  only 
be  made  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  the  specifications 
and  the  bids  thereunder;  othei'wise  one  bidder  might  se- 
cure some  advantage  over  another  bidder.  It  surely  is 
better  for  a  bidder  that  his  deposit  should  be  in  securities 
which  will  bear  interest,  rather  than  in  cash  alone.  This 
latter  reason,  standing  by  itself,  is  quite  sufficient  to 
induce  me  to  advise  you  that  for  bids  already  made  the 
deposit  can  only  be  in  cash,  and  I  am  strongly  inclined  to 
think  that  this  is  the  rule  under  the  ordinance,  indepen- 
dently of  the  terms  of  the  bid.

Dear  Sir  : — I  have  received  your  letter  of  the  6th  inst., 
enclosing  copy  of  communication  from  Mr.  J.  Horace 
Cook,  Superintendent  of  Buildings,  and  also  a  copy  of  -a 
letter  from  E'.  O.  Michener,  Esq.,  to  Mr.  Tilden,  with 
respect  to  the  penalty  on  the  contract  with  William  J. 
Smith  for  certain  repairs  to  the  Mt.  Vernon  School  House. 

Mr.  Michener  claims  that  the  penalty  should  not  be 
incurred  for  several  reasons.  One  is,  that  the  contract 
was  not  executed  until  August  2d,  and  the  time  between 
that  date  and  August  20th  was  too  short.  There  are  two 
answers  to  this ;  the  first  is,  that,  as  I  understand  Mr, 
Michener's  letter,  Mr.  Smith  was  already  at  work  upon  the 


rej^airs  before  the  execution  of  the  contract,  and  we  there- 
fore should  not  count  the  time  from  August  2d — the  date 
of  the  paper — but  from  the  time  when  he  began  work. 
The  other  is,  that  this  was  a  matter  to  be  considered  by 
Mr.  Smith  when  he  executed  the  contract,  and  if  the  time 
was  too  short  he  should  have  objected  to  it.  In  my  opin- 
ion, this  is  not  a  sufficient  r-eason  for  waiving  the  penalty. 

He  further  states  that  "the  school  was  turned  over  to 
the  City  and  was  accepted  and  opened  on  the  9th  of  Sep- 
tember," and  also,  "the  City  took  possession  of  the  school 
house  on  the  9th." 

I  am  informed,  however,  by  Mr.  Cook  that  the  City 
was  never  out  of  possession  of  the  school  house.  The  con- 
tract which  now  lies  before  me  is  one  for  repairs  only,  and 
does  not  necessarily  require  that  the  City  should  deliver 
possession  of  the  building  to  the  contractor ;  and,  in  point 
of  fact,  if  I  understand  Mr.  Cook  correctly,  the  keys  were 
always  retained  by  the  janitor. 

Mr.  Michener  further  says  that  the  contractor  was  de- 
layed by  the  City  in  two  respects ;  one  is,  that  a  plasterer 
was  at  work  upon  the  premises,  thus  interfering  with  him ; 
and  he  was  compelled  to  accept  the  work  of  this  plasterer 
and  pay  him  for  it  as  if  done  under  his  own  order.  But 
it  was  subsequently  found  that  a  part  of  the  work  w^as 
badly  done,  and  he  was  compelled  to  replace  it.  He  also 
claims  that  he  was  delayed  somewhat  with  respect  to  some 
order  relating  to  the  color. 

These  are  questions  of  fact  on  which  I  am  not  qualified 
to  pass.  I  can  only  say  that  if  the  delay  arose  in  whole 
or  in  part  from  the  City's  own  action  in  having  other 
work  done,  or  any  delay  in  giving  orders,  or  otherwise,  the 
City  cannot,  either  in  law  or  in  morals,  take  advantage 
of  that  delay  and  impose  a  penalty  caused  by  its  own  act 
or  omission.  Whether  it  was  so  caused  in  whole  or  in  part, 
and  the  extent  to  wdiich  it  w^as  caused,  are  matters  upon 
which  the  Board  or  its  proper  officials  must  pass. 

I  ought  also  to  say  with  regard  to  the  so-called  delivery 
of  possession  on  September  9th,  that  it  depends  upon  the 
character  of  the  work  between  that  time  and  October  1st, 
when  Mr.  Cook  savs  the  work  was  done.     If  it  was  sub- 
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stantially  done  on  September  9th,  and  the  things  which 
still  remain  incomplete  were  trifles  which  did  not  seriously 
interfere  with  the  conduct  of  the  school,  you  may  well  and 
properly  make  suitable  allowance  for  this.

Dear  Sir: — In  reply  to  your  of  January  6th,  with 
respect  to  contracts  with  district  druggists,  I  would  say 
that  the  contract  may  be  awarded  as  you  suggest.  If  the 
amount  is  as  small  as  you  state,  there  need  be  no  formal 
contract,  but  the  bills  will  be  paid  from  time  to  time  on 
warrants  approved  by  the  Controller. 

The  Controller  suggests,  with  regard  to  the  Manayunk 
District,  that  some  arrangement  can  be  made  with  the 
police  by  which  the  prescriptions  can  be  gathered  by  them, 
filled  by  you  and  sent  out  to  them  from  the  City.

Dear  Sir: — I  have  received  the  letter  of  Mr.  Benson, 
approved  by  you,  dated  January  7th,  with  respect  to  de- 


fault  said  to  have  been  made  by  David  Peoples,  the  con- 
tractor for  the  maintenance  of  unpaved  and  macadamized 
public  highways,  and  inquiring  whether  yon  had  a  right 
to  employ  men  and  teams  to  do  the  work  which  should  have 
been  done  by  him. 

In  the  specifications,  Section  11,  I  find  the  following 
clause :  "Upon  the  neglect  or  refusal  of  the  contractor  to 
make  repairs  to  any  portion  of  the  road  within  forty-eight 
hours  after  being  notified  by  the  Bureau  of  Highways,  the 
Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  shall  have 
authority  to  make,  or  cause  to  be  made,  such  repairs  as 
shall  be  necessary,  and  charge  all  costs  and  expenses 
against  the  contractor,  and  such  costs  or  expenses  shall  be 
taken  from  any  money  due  to  him,  or  be  charged  against 
his  sureties." 

This  fully  meets  your  question,  except  in  one  respect, 
to  wit :  that  the  work  is  to  be  done  by  you  after  the  close 
of  the  then  current  year.  Inasmuch,  however,  as  the  work 
ought  to  have  been  done  last  year  and  as  the  notices  were 
given  during  the  year  for  a  time  to  expire  during  that 
year,  in  my  opinion  the  default  was  complete,  and  the 
only  effect  of  your  doing  the  work  now,  after  the  close  of 
that  year,  is  to  ascertain  the  exact  sum  with  which  Mr. 
Peoples  should  be  charged. 

.  I  therefore  advise  you  that  in  all  cases  of  default  made 
by  him  during  the  year  1907,  and  with  respect  to  which 
he  received  due  notice  to  perform  the  work  during  that 
year,  you  have  a  right  to  do  the  work  and  charge  the 
expense  against  his  contract.

Dear  Sir: — ^I  have  carefully  considered  the  question 
which  you  asked  me  orally  with  respect  to  the  Act  ap- 
proved May  11,  1893,  making  it  the  duty  of  the  party  or 
parties  having  charge  of  the  construction  of  any  new 
building  to  have  the  joists  or  girders  of  each  floor  above 
the  third  story  covered  with  rough  scaffold  boards  or  other 
suitable  material,  as  the  building  progresses,  so  as  to  suffi- 
ciently protect  the  workmen  either  from  falling  through 
such  joists  or  girders,  or  to  protect  the  workmen  or  others 
who  may  be  under  or  below  each  floor  from  falling  bricks, 
tools,  mortar  or  other  substances  whereby  accidents  may 
happen,  and  imposing  a  penalty  not  exceeding  $100  for 
each  floor  of  joists  or  girders  left  uncovered. 

A  former  City  Solicitor,  by  a  letter  to  Mr.  Wm.  C. 
Haddock,  the  then  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Building  In- 
spectors, dated  Augaist  14,  1894,  and  printed  on  page  90 
of  the  Opinions  bound  with  the  ordinances  of  that  year, 
expressed  the  opinion  that  the  words  "each  floor"  means 
the  floor  below  that  upon  which  the  bricklayers  are  work- 
ing. 

It  has  been  my  policy  to  accept  the  opinions  of  my 
predecessors  and  follow  them,  but  in  this  instance  I  am  not 
able  to  do  so.  In  my  judgment,  as  the  joists  or  girders 
for  each  floor  are  laid,  the  person  having  the  charge  of 
the  construction  should  cover  them  w^ith  rough  scaffold 
boards  or  other  suitable  material,  and  they  should  remain 
covered  until  the  time  comes  for  more  permanent  flooring. 

I  am  unable  to  appreciate  the  distinction  suggested  ber 
tween  the  words  "each  floor"  and  "every  floor."  The  dan- 
ger does  not  arise  solely  from  falling  bricks,  but  other  sub- 
stances may  fall,  and  it  rarely  happens  that  men  are  at 
work  only  on  the  upper  floor,  and  not  at  any  place  below 
it.     The  opinion  wdiich  I  have  mentioned,  however,  is  per- 


haps  a  sufficient  reason  for  the  failure  of  the  Building 
Inspectors  to  insist  upon  a  more  literal  compliance  with 
the  Act.  jSTevertheless,  I  am  informed  that  they  have  en- 
deavored to  enforce  it  to  some  extent,  at  least,  in  accord- 
ance with  my  own  views.  I  am  told  that  about  a  year  ago 
a  penalty  of  $600,  being  $100  for  each  of  six  floors,  was 
collected  by  this  department,  and  the  builder  not  only  paid 
the  money,  but  proceeded  to  comply  with  the  law.  I  am 
not  clear  how  far  and  in  what  manner  the  Building  Inspec- 
tors may  act.  Their  chief  duties  appear  to  relate  to  the 
building  itself  and  not  to  methods  of  workmanship.  In 
one  case  which  has  arisen  under  this  statute, — Mack  vs. 
Wright,  180  Pa.,  472,  it  is  said  that  where  a  penalty  is 
imposed  by  statute,  the  presumption  is  that  the  remedy  pro- 
vided therein  for  the  breach  of  the  duty  is  exclusive. 

It  does  not  necessarily  follow,  however,  that  proper  steps 
may  not  be  taken  to  compel  compliance  with  the  duty,  and 
I  am  willing  to  test  this  by  filing  a  bill  in  equity  in  any 
case  which  may  be  referred  to  me  for  that  purpose.

Mr.  William  E.  Kxight,

Dear  Sir  : — I  have  received  the  letter  of  Mr.  Datesman, 
Acting  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Bureau  of  Surveys,  approved 
by  you,  bearing  date  January  13,  1908,  asking  whether 
Sewer  Inspectors  shall  be  paid  under  the  proviso  to  the 
appropriation  ordinance.  Item  7,  or  the  proviso  to  Item  9. 

In  case  of  work  done  which  is  paid  for  under  Item  9, 
the  pay  of  the  Inspectors  is  the  compensation  for  that  work, 
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and  should  be  paid  for  under  that  appropriation.  If  for 
any  reason  the  work  is  paid  for  out  of  Item  7  for  emer- 
gencies, and  not  under  the  regular  appropriation  for  branch 
sewers,  inlets,  and  manholes,  the  pay  of  the  Inspectors 
should  be  charged  to  Item  7 ;  in  other  words,  the  Inspec- 
tors are  paid  out  of  the  same  sum  that  the  work  is  paid  for, 
— the  amount  appears  to  be  the  same  in  both.  If  bridges 
are  paid  for  out  of  Item  7,  or  if  there  is  no  appropriation 
which  fixes  the  pay  of  Inspectors  for  the  inspection  of 
bridges,  they  can  properly  be  paid  out  of  the  item  or  at 
the  rate  therein  provided  of  $5.00  per  day. 

It  is  true  that  in  one  cases  the  exact  sum  of  $5.00  is 
mentioned,  and  in  the  other  case  it  is  said  that  the  rate 
shall  not  be  less  than  $5.00;  but  as  this  amount  is  larger 
than  that  which  you  have  heretofore  paid,  I  apprehend  that 
practically  speaking,  they  amount  to  the  same  thing. 

Under  the  new  legislation  I  understand  that  Main  Sewer 
Inspectors  and  Branch  Sewer  Inspectors  are  to  be  paid 
$5.00  per  day  while  employed,  and  I  am  of  the  opinion 
that  they  should  receive  this  rate  whether  assigTied  to  the 
inspection  of  bridges  or  sew^ers,  and  the  pay-rolls  should  be 
made  up  accordingly,  but  in  the  case  of  bridges,  should  be 
paid  for  out  of  the  appropriation  for  the  bridge.

Dear  Sir  : — I  have  received  your  letter  of  yesterday 
asking,  on  behalf  of  your  Board,  my  opinion  whether  cer- 
tain Acts  of  Assembly  are  mandatory  and  whether  it  is  op- 
tional on  the  part  of  the  Board  of  Education  to  hold  teach- 
ers' institutes.    Accompanying  your  letter  is  a  copy  of  one 
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to  the  Board  from   Dr.    Brumbaugh,    Superintendent  of 
Schools,  referring  to  certain  Acts  of  Assembly. 

He  refers  to  the  Act  of  May  8,  1854,  P.  L.  G17.  He  is 
mistaken  in  his  reference  to  this  Act,  for  it  contains  no 
provision  whatever  for  teachers'  institutes.  He  next  re- 
fers to  the  Act  of  May  24,  1887,  P.  L.  196.  He  is  mis- 
taken in  stating  that  this  extends  the  provisions  of  the  Act 
of  1854  to  cities  and  boroughs  within  the  Commonwealth. 
The  Act  in  question  is  a  supplement  to  the  Act  of  April  9^ 
1867,  P.  L.  196,  which  by  the  express  terms  of  Section  14, 
does  not  extend  to  Philadelphia,  nor  does  this  supplement 
apply  to  Philadelphia,  but  relates  merely  to  cases  in  which 
there  is  a  city  inside  of  the  county  and  permits  the  superin- 
tendent to  hold  the  institute  apart  from  the  county  official. 
This  Act  is  likewise  amended  by  the  Act  of  June  28,  1895, 
which  likewise  has  no  application  to  Philadelphia. 

The  other  Act  mentioned  by  Dr.  Brumbaugh  is  the  Act 
of  April  4,  1907,  P.  L.  43.  This  Act  is  a  supplement  to 
the  Act  of  April  20,  1905,  P.  L.  228,  which  only  regulate 
the  time  at  which  such  institutes  may  be  held  under  their 
laws. 

An  examination  has  been  made  of  quite  a  number  of 
statutes,  but  I  find  none  whatever  that  bear  upon  the  sub- 
ject in  Philadelphia.  So  far  as  I  have  been  able  to  ascer- 
tain, the  authority  to  hold  institutes  of  this  kind  in  Phila- 
delphia, if  any  exists,  grows  entirely  out  of  the  general 
power  of  the  Board  to  promote  the  best  interests  of  the 
schools,  and,  of  course,  therefore  lies  entirely  within  the 
discretion  of  the  Board,  and  I  find  nothing  mandatory  on 
the  subject.

To  the  Select  and  Common  Councils 

of  the  City  of  Philadelphia. 

Gentlemen  : — I  have  received  a  copy  of  your  Resolu- 
tion passed  on  January  16th,  asking  me  to  inform  you 
whether  under  existing  laws  and  ordinances  the  Mayor  has 
power  to  compel  the  owners  and  lessees  of  theatres  and 
■other  places  of  amusement  to  limit  the  tickets  of  admis- 
sion to  the  number  of  seats  in  each  of  said  theatres  and 
other  places  of  amusement,  under  a  penalty  of  a  revoca- 
tion of  their  license. 

The  third  section  of  the  Act  of  May  22,  1879,  authorizes 
the  Mayor  upon  proof  of  the  violation  of  any  of  the  provi- 
sions of  that  Act,  or  of  any  other  Act  of  Assembly  or  or- 
dinances of  the  City  regulating  places  of  amusement,  or  on 
the  commission  of  certain  offences  named,  to  vacate,  annul 
and  render  void  and  of  no  effect  any  license  which  shall 
have  been  obtained ;  but  I  am  unable  to  find  either  statute 
or  ordinance  providing  for  the  limitation  of  the  number  of 


tickets  to  be  sold.  In  fact,  the  sale  of  tickets  for  a  number 
greatly  exceeding  the  seating  capacity  of  the  house  is  not 
uncommon  in  the  cases  of  benefits  for  charitable  objects, 
as  many  persons  buy  such  tickets  without  using  them. 

I  question  the  right  of  Councils  to  limit  the  sale  of 
tickets,  for  that  is  a  matter  between  the  Manager  of  the 
theatre  and  the  public,  but  in  my  opinion  it  is  quite  com- 
petent to  provide  against  overcrowding  the  house,  and  par- 
ticularly against  blocking  the  aisles  and  passageways  by 
persons  standing  therein.  There  is  already  a  statute  firo- 
hibiting  the  placing  of  chairs  in  the  aisles. 

I  suggest  that  your  object  will  be  accomplished  by  an. 
ordinance  prohibiting  standing  in  the  aisles  or  passage- 
ways, and  imposing  both  a  pecuniary  penalty  and  also  a 
penalty  of  revocation  of  the  license,  the  latter  to  be  at  the 
discretion  of  the  Mayor,  or  perhaps  to  be  imposed  for  the 
second  or  third  offence.

Dear  Sir: — I  have  received  yours  of  January  20th,  en- 
closing a  copy  of  your  letter  to  Mr.  J.  Horace  Cook,  which 
he  submitted  to  the  Committee  on  Property  of  the  Board  of 
Public  Education,  with  respect  to  the  verbal  notice;  received 
from  the  City  Controller  that  he  should  require  certain 
contracts  to  be  in  writing,  and  informing  me  that  the 
Committee  on  Property  desired  my  opinion  as  to  the  legal- 
ity of  this  requirement  by  the  City  Controller. 

The  Bullitt  Act  requires  that  all  contracts  shall  be  in 
writing,  signed  and  executed.  In  practice  this  require- 
ment  has   been   modified,    so    that    contracts    for    small 
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amounts  under  $500  or  thereabouts,  have  been  allowed  to 
be  made  on  bids  without  formal  or  written  contract.  If 
this  practice  were  now  to  arise  for  the  first  time  I  should 
seriously  question  its  validity,  but  it  has  been  the  practice 
for  such  a  length  of  time  that  in  view  of  the  expense  and 
trouble  incident  to  a  written  contract  I  do  not  feel  disposed 
myself  to  interpose  and  assert  that  there  should  be  a 
written  contract  in  every  case ;  but  the  Controller  has  an 
undoubted  right  to  insist  that  the  requirement  shall  be 
carried  out  where  in  his  opinion  a  series  of  contracts  to 
the  same  person  are  to  be  made  amounting  in  the  aggre- 
gate to  more  than  the  $500  limit  established  by  jDractice, 
or  ^yhere  for  any  other  reason  he  thinks  that  the  law  should 
not  be  relaxed.

Deak  Sir: — I  received  yours  of  January  21st,  calling 
my  attention  to  the  fourth  section  of  the  Ordinance  of 
November  1,  1906  (wdiich,  however,  should  be  the  Ordi- 
nance of  December  26,  1902,  Sec.  4),  regulating  the  run- 
ning of  automobiles  within  the  City,  which  provides  that 
"The  clause  relating  to  issuing  of  licenses  shall  not  apply 
to  drivers  of  automobiles  from  other  cities  while  passing 
through  Philadelphia,  excepting  in  that  said  drivers  shall 
remain  within  the  city  limits  longer  than  forty-eight 
hours."  and  inquiring  whether  the  residents  of  suburban 
points  lmmediatol,y  adjacent  to  Philadelphia,  whose  ears 
make  almost  dailj  visits  to  the  City  are  within  this  ex- 
emptic'n. 

In  my  ojiinion  this  section  of  the  ordinance  relates  only 
to  the  casual  \''\t\"  from    persons  at  a  distance,  aud  not  to 
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those  who  conie  steadily.  Even  if  th!;-  be  not  corrtx-t,  I 
am  of  opinion  liiat  it  on!}'  applies  to  those  drivers  of  anto- 
niobiles  who  come  from  other  cities,  and  the  license  does 
not  apply  to  residents  of  suburban  points  in  which  there 
is  no  local  limitation  or  restriction  with  regard  to  the 
licenses  such  as  we  have  in  Philadelphia.  If  it  did  the  re- 
sult would  be  that  by  living  on  the  opposite  side  of  a  road 
which  bounds  Philadelphia,  a  person  would  use  his  auto- 
mobile within  the  City,  constantly  escaping  the  general 
sujjervision  and  license  to  which  the  residents  of  the  City 
are  required  to  submit.

Dear  Sie  : — I  have  received  your  inquiry  under  date  of 
January  23,  whether  you  have  the  right  as  a  County  Officer 
to  employ  extra  clerks  and  pay  them  out  of  the  Item  for  in- 
cidentals. 

A  clerk  or  other  employee  who  holds  a  position  that  is 
reasonably  permanent  ought  to  be  on  the  regular  salary- 
list.  There  is  such  a  salary  list  provided  for  by  the  ap- 
propriation for  this  year.  The  appropriation  for  inci- 
dentals, which  you  mention,  is  Item  3  of  the  salary  bill, 
and  is  for  the  amount  of  $1,500  only,  and  is  for  exhuming 
and  incidentals.  In  view  of  the  size  of  this  and  that  part 
of  it  must  be  taken  for  exhuming,  it  is  evidently  not  in- 
tended for  the  payment  of  permanent  assistants ;  but  I  am 
not  prepared  to  say  that  on  an  exigency  when  special  help 
is  required  for  a  very  short  time,  such  special  help  may  not 
be  paid  from  this  Item.

Dear  Sir: — I  duly  received  yours  of  January  21sty 
asking  me  to  insert  in  the  contract  with  the  Penn  Reduc- 
tion Company  for  removing  garbage,  etc.,  during  the  year 
1908,  the  following  clause:  ''and  the  said  party  of  the 
second  part  shall  have  the  sole  and  exclusive  right  to  col- 
lect all  of  the  said  garbage  and  dead  animals  in  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  for  the  term  of  this  contract." 

I  regret  greatly  that  I  cannot  see  my  way  to  comply 
with  this  request.  ]\[y  regret  is  founded  not  only  upon  the 
fact  that  it  is  my  desire  as  well  as  my  duty  to  assist  the 
heads  of  Departments,  as  their  counsel,  so  far  as  I  possibly 
can,  but  also  because  of  my  own  sympathy  with  your  wish 
to  control  the  disposition  of  garbage  thoroughly  under'  this 
contract,  in  accordance  with  the  general  jDolicy  of  the  city 
ordinance  which  prohibits  the  collection  by  third  persons 
■ — a  policy  which  has  been  twice  declared  by  the  Supreme 
Court  of  the  United  States  to  be  sound. 

My  first  difficulty  is  that  the  city  is  obliged  to  award 
its  contracts,  and  after  awarding  them,  to  have  them  pre- 
pared and  executed  in  exact  accordance  with  the  specitica- 
tions  prepared  in  advance  of  the  advertising  and  of  the 
advertising  in  pursuance  thereof,  so  that  all  bidders  may 
offer  their  bids  on  precisely  the  same  terms.  A  long 
series  of  cases  holds  the  city  strictly  to  this  duty.  One  of 
the  latest  of  these  is  Louclieim  vs.  Phila.,  218  Pa.,  100, 
in  which  some  negotiations  were  had  between  the  city 
officials  and  the  firm  of  JSTorcross  &  Edmunds  after  bids 
had  been  submitted,  the  effect  of  which  was  to  reduce  con- 
siderably the  amount  to  be. paid  by  the  city.  Because  of 
this  fact  the  lower  Court  refused  the  injunction,  and  the 
Supreme  Court  reversed  it  and  forbade  the  execution  of 
the  contract. 

I  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  in  the  first  paragraph  of 
the  contract  the  subject  of  it  is  stated  to  be  that  the  con- 
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tractor  is  to  remove  all  Iviteben  garbage  and  dead  animals 
in  Pbibidelpbia.  In  my  opinion  your  purpose  is  carried 
out  by  tbis  expression  quite  as  completely  and  fully  as  the 
law  and  facts  permit.  Tbis  is  intended  to  require  tbe  con- 
tractor to  remove  every  particle  of  tbe  garbage,  and  it  bas 
a  rigbt,  tberefore,  to  insist  on  getting  tbat  part  of  it  wbicb 
is  profitable  as  well  as  tbat  part  wbicb  is  unprofitable. 
My  first  tbougbt,  tberefore,  was  tbat  tbe  clause  wbicb  you 
suggest  adds  notbing  whatever  to  tbe  contract,  and  would 
do  no  barm.  If  tbis  be  true  it  is  needless,  as  you  already 
bave  tbe  effect,  and,  as  I  have  stated,  it  is  my  opinion 
that  it  is  there  so  far  as  we  can  practically  carry  out  such 
an  arrangement ;  but  tbe  difficulty  is  that  we  have  a  sub- 
stantial and  practical  obstacle  in  our  way. 

In  Philadelphia  vs.  Lyster,  3  Superior  Ct.,  475,  the 
Superior  Court,  reversing  tbe  lower  court,  refused  an  in- 
junction against  a  person  who  was  removing  garbage,  and 
held  tbat  the  only  remedy  of  the  city  to  enforce  its  ordi- 
nance is  by  imposing  tbe  penalty  prescribed  in  the  ordi- 
nance. Several  suits  have  been  brought  against  tbe  City 
from  time  to  time  to  enjoin  it  from  interfering  with  the 
collection  of  garbage  by  third  persons,  and  also  to  compel 
tbe  issuing  of  a  license  by  tbe  Board  of  Health  for  that 
purpose.  So  far  as  my  attention  bas  been  called  to  them, 
no  final  decree  has  ever  been  entered,  but  special  injunc- 
tions bave  been  allowed.  While  the  litigation  is  in  this 
condition  I  do  not  think  it  is  safe  for  us,  in  express 
terms,  to  contract  that  tbe  Penn  Reduction  Company  shall 
have  the  sole  and  exclusive  rigbt  to  collect  all  the  garbage, 
for  although  my  personal  opinion  is  that  you  may  refuse 
the  rigbt  to  others,  tbe  condition  of  the  litigation  is  such 
that  I  am  not  warranted  in  advising  you  to  act  upon  this 
opinion.  Moreover,  I  note  in  this  morning's  papers  that 
certain  parties  who  were  arrested  for  the  violation  of  the 
ordinance  above  mentioned,  have  been  discharged  by  the 
magistrate,  and  we  may  bave  serious  difficulty  in  comply- 
ing with  the  provision  wbicb  you  desire. 

If,  therefore,  either  by  reason  of  our  inability  to  enforce 
our  ordinances  by  injunction  or  by  securing  favorable  de- 
cisions from  magistrates  when  we  impose  tbe  penalty,  or 
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bj  the  willingness  of  those  who  wish  to  take  the  garbage 
to  pay  the  penalty,  if  they  can  get  the  garbage,  we  are 
unable  to  carry  out  our  contract  and  secure  a  monopoly  for 
the  Penn  Reduction  Company,  w^e  may  subject  ourselves  to 
an  action  for  damages  for  breach  of  the  contract, 

I  do  not  hesitate,  however,  to  repeat  with  emphasis, 
that  the  use  of  the  word  "all"  requires  us  to  permit  the 
contractor  to  secure  all  of  the  garbage,  and  I  add  to  this 
that  every  department  of  our  city  government  ought  to 
give  such  assistance  as  it  fairly  can  by  endeavoring  to  en- 
force the  ordinance  in  question,  and,  of  course,  should  not 
actively  aid  others  by  issuing  licenses  unless  it  is  ren- 
Jered  necessary  for  the  preservation  of  the  public  health 
by  the  failure  of  the  contractor  to  comply  with  his  full 
duty,  or  unless  by  injunction  or  mandamus,  or  some  other 
proper  legal  proceeding,  the  judgment  of  a  court  shall  re- 
quire the  issuing  of  such  licenses.

Dear  Sir: — I  have  received  the  letter  of  Mr.  Benson, 
approved  by  you,  dated  January  21st,  with  respect  to  bill 
for  jDaving  the  cartway  of  Porter  street,  between  Seven- 
teenth and  Eighteenth  streets. 

The  contract  between  the  PhiladeliDhia  Rapid  Transit 
Company  and  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  under  date  of 
July  1,  1907,  providing  for  the  payment  into  the  City 
Treasury  by  the  Transit  Company  of  a  periodical  amount 
"which  shall  be  in  lieu  and  satisfaction  of  all  obligations 
and  liabilities  on  the  part  of  the  company  and  its  subsidiary 
companies  for  the  paving,  repaving  and  repair  of  the  streets 
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occupied  bj  their  surface  lines,"  in  my  opinion,  is  suffi- 
cient to  cover  those  obligations  which  are  imposed  by  the 
charter  of  the  Union  Passenger  Railway  Company,  as  well 
as  the  obligations  which  are  imposed  by  City  ordinance, 
or  by  agreement.  The  City  has  assumed  the  duty  which 
by  the  charter  in  question  was  imposed  upon  the  railway. 

In  the  case  of  Phila.  vs.  Spring  Garden  Farmers'  Market 
Co.,  161  Pa,,  522,  it  was  decided  that  the  duty  of  the  Union 
Passenger  Railway  Company  imposed  upon  it  by  its  charter 
relieved  the  property  owner  from  the  duty  of  paying  for 
the  original  paving  of  a  street,  but  on  page  529  of  that 
case  the  court  reserves  the  question  as  to  what  should  be 
done  if  the  company  had  failed  to  pave,  and  the  City  had 
then  done  it  by  reason  of  the  company's  default. 

The  question,  however,  is  a  little  different  where  the 
City  does  it  by  virtue  of  an  agreement  with  the  company. 
I  am  not  prepared  to  say  that  we  can  recover  from  the 
property  owners,  but  it  might  j)erhaps  be  worth  the  at- 
tempt. 

Your  letter  of  advice  to  me  does  not  state  the  time  w^hen 
the  paving  was  done.  I  have  assumed  that  it  was  done  not 
only  after  the  execution  of  that  contract,  but  contracts  for  it 
were  also  entered  into  after  July  1st  last.  If  I  am  wrong 
about  this  I  will  consider  the  effect  of  the  change  of  dates. 

When  the  ordinance  and  agreement  were  under  consid- 
eration the  attention  of  counsel  for  the  Rapid  Transit 
Company  was  called  to  the  fact  that  no  provision  was  made 
in  the  contract  for  the  payment  of  a  sufficient  amount  to 
indemnify  the  City  for  the  cost  of  new  paving  where  the 
tracks  are  laid  for  the  first  time,  and  answer  was  made  that 
if  the  company  desires  to  extend  its  tracks  it  must  get  fresh 
authority  from  Councils,  which  can  impose  such  terms 
as  may  be  deemed  proper.  I  take  this  occasion  to  call  your 
attention  to  this  statement,  so  that  when  application  is 
made  for  authority  to  lay  new  tracks  you  may  have  this 
condition  in  mind.

Deae  Sik: — Replying  to  your  inquiry  under  date  of 
January  26th,  the  case  of  Commonwealth  vs.  Pattison,  12 
Phila.  Reports,  242,  decides  the  very  point. 

The  Judges  in  that  case  decided  that  they  are  empowered 
to  fix  the  pay  of  criers  and  tipstaves,  and  that  the  duty  of 
making  payment  is  imposed  upon  the  County;  that  the 
criers  and  tipstaves  are  not  within  the  Ordinance  of 
February  28,  1856,  which  restricts  the  monthly  payments 
for  persons  in  all  departments  of  the  city  government  to 
one-twelfth  of  the  annual  appropriation,  because  those 
officers  are  not  connected  with  the  city  government,  and 
that  where  there  is  an  appropriation  large  enough  to  pay 
the  amount  due  at  the  time,  warrants  must  be  drawn  and 
countersigned  for  the  full  monthly  pay,  even  although  the 
result  would  be  to  exhaust  the  appropriation  before  the 
end  of  the  year. 

I  therefore  advise  you  that  it  is  the  duty  of  the  proper 
officer  to  draw  warrants  for  the  full  monthly  pay  of  the 
tipstaves,  and  that  it  is  your  duty  to  countersign  these 
warrants,  even  although  the  amount  exceeded  one-twelfth 
of  the  entire  annual  compensation.

Dear  Sir  : — My  attention  has  been  called  by  you  to  the 
decision  in  the  case  of  the  Wolff  Chemical  Company  vs. 
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City  of  Philadelphia,  217  Pa.  State  Eeports,  215.  A  loan 
had  been  negotiated  "for  continuing  the  improvement  of 
the  Boulevard  from  Broad  Street  northeastward."  By  an 
ordinance  of  December,  190-1,  you  were  directed  to  trans- 
fer $500,000  of  the  money  in  this  loan  to  Item  18  in  the 
appropriation  to  the  Department  of  City  Treasurer  for  the 
purpose  of  paying  mandamuses  for  opening  the  Boule- 
vard. 

In  the  case  mentioned  the  Supreme  Court  on  March  11, 
1907,  reversing  the  decree  of  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas 
ISTo.  4  of  this  County,  entered  a  decree  enjoining  the  Mayor 
of  the  City,  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Works,  and  you  as  City  Controller  from  making  this  trans- 
fer. In  the  meantime,  however,  under  the  advice  of  the 
former  City  Solicitor,  certain  payments  which  had  been 
made  for  the  opening  of  the  Boulevard,  had  been  made  out 
01  this  loan  and  by  virtue  of  this  transfer.  The  attention  of 
Councils  was  called  to  the  matter  and  they  were  requested 
to  repeal  the  ordinance  and  to  direct  you  to  retransfer 
money  to  tlie  loan  fund.  Councils  have  failed  to  act  upon 
this  request,  and  counsel  for  the  Wolff  Chemical  Company 
arc  now  insisting  that  you  make  the  transfer  yourself 
without  further  delay.  I  am  asked  by  you  whether  this 
can  be  done  without  an  ordinance  of  Councils. 

It  is  quite  proper  that  the  attention  of  Councils  should 
be  called  to  the  matter  in  order  that  the  ordinances  them- 
selves should  state  the  entire  transaction.  This  decree 
was  not,  however,  against  Councils  or  against  the  City, 
but  against  you  and  two  other  city  officials.  In  substance 
the  Court  has  declared  that  the  ordinance  of  December, 
lodi,  is  utterly  void,  and  that  the  transfer  thus  made  was 
wrongly  done.  If  the  attention  of  the  Court  were  now 
called  to  the  fact  that  the  transfer  had  been  made  while 
the  bill  was  pending,  a  further  order  or  decree  would  be- 
yond question  be  made  requiring  you  to  transfer  it  back 
on  the  ground  that  the  ordinance  is  entirely  void  and  your 
action  was  without  authority. 

I  therefore  advise  you  that  it  is  your  duty  to  make  this 
transfer  yourself  without  the  necessity  of  action  by  Coun- 
cils.    Of  course,  however,  this  should  be  reported  to  Conn- 
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cils  so  that  that  body  may  know  that  the  sum  of  money  at 
its  disposal  is  thus  reduced.

De^vr  Sir: — I  rtceived  a  letter  from  Mr.  Edwin  Clark, 
Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Building  Inspection,  dated  January 
16th,  containing  a  number  of  statements  with  respect  to 
certain  buildings,  and  asking  five  questions.  I  can  best 
answer  these  questions  by  setting  them  out  one  by  one  and 
replying  to  each  separately. 

I  had  very  carefully  framed  my  answ^er,  but  as  certain 
reports  to  you  were  sent  to  me  along  with  the  letter,  my 
anwers  were  necessarily  affected  by  those  reports,  and 
upon  further  consideration  I  decided  that  I  had  better  go 
a  little  further.  I  have  accordingly  changed  my  answers, 
omitted  in  them  some  of  the  explanations  that  I  had  in 
mind,  and  have  added  two  additional  paragraphs,  which  I 
have  numbered  6  and  7,  containing  matters  not  in  imme- 
diate response  to  the  questions,  but  which  for  practical 
purposes  it  is  important  to  bear  in  mind. 

"1.  If  passenger  elevators  are  not  provided  with 
interlocks  as  required  by  the  Act  of  May  30,  1895, 
w^hich  interlocks  must  conform  to  and  fulfill  the  con- 
ditions as  set  forth  in  the  rules  and  regulations  (p. 
36),  as  formulated  by  this  Bureau,  has  the  Chief  of 
the  Bureau  of  Building  Inspection  the  right  to  compel 
the  owmer  of  elevators  not  so  provided  with  inter- 
locks, as  provided  in  Section  4  of  the  Ordinance  of 
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April  6,  1900,  to  discontinue  the  use  of  said  eleva- 
tors until  tlipy  are  n.'ade  to  comply  with  tin-  laws  f 

The  interlocks  must  conform  to  and  fulfill  the  conditions 
set  forth  in  the  statute  in  a  manner  that  is  satisfactory  to 
the  Building  Inspectors.  I  am  unable  to  say  that  they  must 
necessarily  conform  to  the  rules  and  regulations.  On  this 
point,  see  the  additional  answer  which  I  have  numbered 
6.  If  they  do  not  conform  to  the  statute,  their  use  may 
be  prohibited. 

"2.  Has  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Building  In- 
spection the  right  to  enforce  the  penalty  under  the 
Act  approved  May  30,  1895,  for  failure  to  comply?" 

The  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Building  Inspection  has  the 
right  to  enforce  the  penalty  for  failure  to  comply  with  the 
statute. 

"3.  If  a  permit  was  granted  by  the  Bureau  of 
Building  Inspection  to  erect  an  addition  to  a  building 
which  was  in  violation  of  the  Act  of  Assembly  ap- 
proved 1901,  would  it  be  within  the  province  of  this 
Bureau  to  condemn  such  violation  after  the  lapse  of 
a  number  of  years,  although  a  permit  had  been  granted 
for  such  construction?" 

As  the  Act  of  Assembly  approved  in  1901  is  mentioned, 
I  assume  that  the  building  was  erected  under  that  Act  and 
not  under  the  later  one.  It  is  within  the  province  of  the 
Bureau  to  condemn  the  violation  of  that  law,  but  the  en- 
forcement of  such  condemnation  involves  other  principles 
with  respect  to  which  I  refer  to  the  additional  answer 
which  I  have  numbered  7. 

''4.  On  March  11,  1903,  a  permit  was  obtained 
from  the  Bureau  of  Building  Inspection  to  erect  a 
building  at  13th  and  Market  streets  according  to  plans 
filed  with  this  Bureau.  On  April  25,  1903,  the  new 
act  was  passed  by  the  Legislature  classifying  build- 
ings and  requiring  them  to  be  of  certain  specific  con- 
struction for  certain  classifications.  The  building 
was  never  built  according  to  the  original  plans  filed 
before  the  passage  of  the  above-mentioned  act;  and

revised  plans  were  filed  at  this  Bureau  some  time  in 
September,  1904,  which  was  after  the  passage  of  the 
Act  of  April  24,  1903.  The  question  to  decide  is 
whether  the  revised  plans  should  be  criticised  accord- 
ing to  the  Act  of  June  5,  1901,  or  the  Act  of  April 
25,  1903." 

From  the  statements  submitted  I  assume  that  the  origi- 
nal plans  were  entirely  discarded  and  the  owner  of  the 
building  was  not  fully  committed  to  them  in  such  a  man- 
ner that  he  could  not  withdraw  prior  to  the  passage  of  the 
Act  of  1903.  Under  these  circumstances  the  revised  plans 
should  have  been  criticised  according  to  the  Act  of  1903, 
in  force  when  the  building  was  actually  erected.  I  again, 
however,  refer  to  my  answer  which  is  numbered  7. 

"5.  If  elevators  do  not  conform  to  the  rules  and 
regulations  formulated  by  this  Bureau,  and  approved 
by  the  Director  of  Public  Safety,  which  authority  is 
granted  by  the  Ordinance  of  April  6,  1900,  could  the 
owners  of  such  elevators  be  compelled  to  comply  with 
such  rules  and  regulations  ?" 

If  the  elevators  do  not  conform  to  the  statutes  the  owners 
can  be  compelled  to  comply  with  them.  I  refer  to  my 
answer  numbered  6. 

6.  The  Ordinance  of  April  6,  1900,  Section  3,  requires 
the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Building  Inspection,  subject  to 
the  approval  of  the  Director  of  Public  Safety,  to  formulate 
such  rules  and  regulations  as  may  be  necessary  for  the 
proj)er  inspection  of  elevators.  This  section  is  limited  to 
the  inspection,  and,  does  not  authorize  the  formulation  of 
rules  regulating  the  manner  of  construction  of  elevators, 
and  if  the  rules  proceed  beyond  this  and  regulate  the  con- 
struction, they  are  without  authority. 

This  is  true,  not  only  by  reason  of  the  language  of  the  sec- 
tion thus  referred  to,  but  also  because  Section  50  of  the  Act 
of  May  5,  1899,  providing  that  cities  of  the  first  class  may, 
by  general  ordinance,  regulate  the  management  and  inspec- 
tion of  elevator  hoist-ways  and  elevator  shafts  in  said  cities, 
and  the  authority  thus  given  is  merely  to  pass  ordinances, 
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and  ordinances  mnst  be  passed  by  Councils,  who  cannot 
delegate  their  authority  to  the  Building  Inspectors. 

This  matter  is  an  important  one,  not  only  with  regard 
to  the  present  case,  but  also  in  other  respects.  I  do  not 
know  how  far  the  objections  to  the  elevators  in  question 
depend  upon  their  failure  to  comply  with  the  rules  of  the 
Bureau,  and  how  far  they  relate  to  their  failure  to  comply 
with  the  ordinance  itself.  From  time  to  time  claims  have 
been  sent  to  this  department  by  yours  for  fees  for  elevator 
inspection  which  do  not  depend  upon  the  ordinance  of 
Councils,  but  upon  the  regulation  of  the  Bureau  of  Build- 
ing Inspection.  An  eminent  member  of  the  bar  who  con- 
trols a  number  of  buildings  for  a  non-resident  property 
owner,  refuses  to  make  payment  on  this  ground,  and  I 
understand  him  to  say  that  my  predecessor.  Judge  Kinsey, 
agreed  with  him  in  his  view  that  these  regulations  could 
not  impose  a  charge  upon  him  which  he  was  compelled  to 
pay.  This  rule,  and  possibly  others  which  are  perhaps  em- 
bodied in  the  regulations,  ought  to  be  adopted  by  Councils. 

7.  Serious  difficulty  arises  because  buildings  have  been 
erected  in  whole  or  in  part  under  plans  which,  I  am  in- 
structed by  this  letter,  do  not  conform  to  the  law,  but  the 
plans  were  accepted  by  the  Building  Inspectors  years  ago, 
and  work  has  been  done  under  them  at  great  expense.  The 
Inspectors  have  almost  despotic  powers  to  require  builders 
to  conform  to  their  judgment.  In  view  of  this  their  accept- 
ance of  the  plans  ought  to  carry  great  w^eight.  In  the  decis- 
ion of  Judge  Beitler,  when  sitting  in  C.  P.  ISTo.  1,  in  the 
Filtration  case,  he  commented  with  force  upon  the  power  of 
the  city  officials  to  bind  the  City,  and  there  may  be  great 
difficulty  in  setting  aside  their  decisions  at  this  late  day. 
In  order  to  compel  a  substantial  change  in  a  building  there 
must  be  a  proceeding  which  is  governed  by  the  rules  ap- 
plying to  a  bill  in  equity.  The  plaintiff  in  an  equity  case 
does  not,  as  a  rule,  have  the  absolute  right  to  a  decision 
that  the  plaintiff  has  in  a  case  at  common  law,  but  the 
court  will  regard  all  the  surroundings  of  the  matter  and 
decide  the  question  as  much  upon  the  conduct  of  the  plain- 
tiff as  upon  that  of  the  defendant.  There  are  two  maxims 
which  will  explnin  the  practice  of  a  court  of  equity.     The 
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one  is  that  "^'lie  who  comes  into  equity  must  come  with  clean, 
hands" ;  and  the  other  is  that  '''he  who  would  obtain  equity^ 
must  himself  do  equity."  The  court  often  regards  delay, 
and  refuses  a  remedy  to  a  slothful  plaintiff  even  although 
no  question  arises  under  the  statute  of  limitations.  If  it  be 
possible  to  show  actual  collusion  between  the  builder  and 
the  officials  of  the  Building  Inspection  Bureau,  and  if  it  be 
shown  that  the  structure  is  actually  dangerous  to  the  com- 
munity, doubtless  the  court  might  require  the  removal  of 
the  building,  but  if  neither  of  these  elements  exist,  I  do 
not  believe  that  after  the  building  is  once  completed  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  officials,  a  new  set  of  officials  can  set 
aside  their  action  and  require  that  the  building  be  removed 
or  substantially  altered.  This  is  especially  true  where 
there  may  be  a  fair  question  which  of  two  laws  should  gov- 
ern, and  the  building  does,  fn  fact,  conform  to  the  earlier 
law  which  was  in  existence  when  the  permit  was  granted. 

With  regard  to  the  wooden  structure  which  is  part  of  the 
old  building,  it  may  be  that  the  permit  was  issued  because 
the  destruction  of  part  of  the  old  building  greatly  reduced 
the  space  which  could  be  used  for  building  purposes,  and 
this  was  a  mere  temporary  makeshift  to  afford  room  while 
the  new  building  was  in  progress.  Perhaps  the  Inspectors 
were  willing  to  pass  it  for  that  temporary  purpose.  This 
view  is  a  two-edged  blade.  A  large  part  of  the  new  build- 
ing has  now  been  completed  and  is  in  occupancy,  and  there- 
fore the  urgency  for  the  temporary  structure  has  now 
passed.  If  the  danger  to  the  surrounding  property  is  great 
and  manifest,  it  is  not  improbable  that  the  court  will  re- 
quire its  removal,  but  I  question  seriously  whether  it  will 
interfere  with  that  part  of  the  new  structure  which  is  com- 
pleted and  which  lias  been  passed  upon  by  the  former  in- 
spectors. This,  however,  does  not  apply  to  minor  matters 
which  can  still  be  corrected,  such  as  the  gates  and  doors  to 
the  fire  escape  towers.

Dear  Sir:— The  letter  of  Mr.  Wm.  K.  Benson,  Chief 
of  the  Bureau  of  Highways,  on  the  above  subject  has  been 
received. 

The  paving  having  been  done  by  virtue  of  an  ordinance 
approved  July  20,  1907,  is  clearly  within  the  contract  with 
the  Eapid  Transit  Company  made  on  the  first  of  that 
month.  On  reading  the  case  which  I  cited,  while  my  judg- 
ment was  strongly  against  the  possibility  of  success,  I  yet 
thought  that  there  was  a  possibility  under  one  clause  of  the 
contract  that  we  might  recover  for  the  cost  of  paving 
against  the  property  owner,  but  on  further  consideration 
I  do  not  think  that  we  can.  If  the  railway  company  re- 
mained liable  for  the  paving,  and  the  City  only  did  it  be- 
cause the  company  had  failed  to  do  it  on  notice,  the  City 
might  perhaps  then  look  either  to  the  Railway  Company 
or  to  the  property  owner;  but  where  the  City  has  delib- 
erately assumed  the  duty  which  the  statute  had  imposed 
upon  the  Railway  Company  and  has  relieved  it  from  that 
duty,  in  my  opinion  it  cannot  recover  from  the  property 
owner,  and  we  are  therefore  obliged  simply  to  meet  the 
expenses  ourselves.

I  suggest  that  you  communicate 
with  that  Bureau  with  respect  to  those  buildings  which 
are  in  such  condition  that  they  may  become  or  have  become 
1  public  nuisance.  I  do  not  understand  why  they  have  not 
a^l  been  cleared  away  before  this  time.  My  recollection  is 
that  the  contract  limited  a  very  jhort  time  for  the  work,  and 
that  the  time  of  limit  has  long  since  passed.

Dear  Sir  : — I   received  this  morning  yours  of  February 
1,  enclosing  reports  from  the  Superintendent   of  Police 
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concerning  damage  done  by  one  J.  F.  Stewart,  a  contractor, 
who  is  grading  Wyoming  avenne,  by  his  act  of  blasting, 
and  retnrn  these  reports  herewith  according  to  request. 

The  City  is  not  liable  for  this  damage.  It  was  not  done 
by  the  City  or  any  of  its  officers,  or  persons  employed  by  it, 
and  was  not  done  by  the  failure  to  perform  any  duty  im- 
posed upon  it,  such,  for  instance,  as  to  keep  the  streets  in 
repair.  It  was  a  proper  act  done  by  the  contractor  in  an 
improper  and  careless  way,  and  I  do  not  doubt  that  the 
contractor  himself  is  liable  to  the  several  projDerty  owners 
and  persons  hurt. 

In  the  seventh  paragraph  of  the  contract  you  will  find  a 
provision  Avhich  enables  you  to  retain  from  the  amount'  due 
the  contractor  a  sum  sufficient  to  reimburse  the  persons 
injured  for  their  damage.

Deak  Sir: — Your  letter  of  January  31,  1908,  enclosing 
certain  papers  with  respect  to  Richard  Boland,  showing 
that  he  enlisted  in  the  Fifty-first  Regiment  Infantry  Penn- 
sylvania Volunteer  Militia  on  July  3,  1863,  and  was  mus- 
tered out  with  his  company  September  2,  1863,  was  not  re- 
ceived until  last  evening.  I  am  asked  whether  he  is  within 
the  exemption  contained  in  Section  1  of  the  Civil  Service 
Act. 

I  understand  from  the  papers  submitted  that  he  was 
mustered  into  the  service  of  this  Commonwealth  and  not 
of  the  United  States,  but  nevertheless,  performed  active 
military  duty  in  connection  with  the  invasion  of  the  State 
in  that  year  and  otherwise. 
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The  language  of  the  provision  in  question  is  as  follows . 
''Provided  that  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  not  appW  to 
any  soldier,  sailor  or  marine  honorably  discharged  from 
service  in  any  war  for  the  United  States  Government,  nor 
for  their  widows  or  children." 

It  will  be  observed  that  this  provision  does  not  state  that 
he  must  have  served  as  a  soldier  of  the  United  States ;  it 
is  sufficient  if  he  served  in  a  war  for  the  U.  S.  Government, 
and  in  my  opinion  a  soldier  duly  mustered  into  the  regi- 
ment in  question  actively  engaged  in  service  did  serve  in 
that  war  for  the  Government,  although  the  mustering  was 
in  a  State  regiment  only.  Mr.  Boland  is,  therefore,  within 
this  exemption, 

I  call  your  attention,  however,  to  the  fact  that  a  bill  in 
equity  is  now  pending  in  which  it  is  claimed  that  this  ex- 
emption is  void.

Dear  Sir: — Your  letter  of  January  31  respecting  one 
Andrew  Miller  was  not  received  until  last  evening.  The 
letters  and  the  papers  accompanying  it,  which  I  herewith 
return,  show  that  Miller  served  from  the  time  of  his  en- 
listment December  16,  1904,  until  December  15,  1907,  in 
C(jmpany  E,  Eighth  Eegiment  of  Cavalry,  U.  S.  A.,  and 
his  service  was  in  the  Philippine  Islands  from  March  27, 
1905,  to  April  15,  1907,  but  engaged  in  no  battles,  engage- 
ments, skirmishes  or  expeditions. 

The  letter  of  Judge  Kinsey,  to  which  you  refer,  is  dated 
ISTovember  9,  1906,  and  is  printed  in  the  Opinions  of  that 
year  on  pages  150  and  151.     I  concur  in  his  statement 
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that  the  exemption  in  the  Civil  Service  Act  comprehends 
^'any  soldier,  etc.,  engaged  in  active  belligerent  service  in 
the  Philippines  for  the  suppression  of  organized  rebellion, 
so  long  as  such  conditions  may  have  existed." 

I  am  unable  to  say,  however,  from  the  papers  submitted 
vi^hether  he  was  or  was  not  "engaged  in  active  belligerent 
service  in  the  Philippines  for  the  suppression  of  organ- 
ized rebellion."  My  recollection  as  to  dates  and  the  exact 
condition  of  affairs  during  that  period  is  somewhat  vagTie. 
I  might  refresh  it  by  reference  to  the  records,  but  this  alone 
is  insufficient.  It  is  clear  that  there  was  no  organized  re- 
bellion during  that  period  in  some  part  of  the  Philippines ; 
and  if  he  was  engaged  in  garrison  duty  in  a  part  of  the 
Philippines  in  which  there  was  no  organized  rebellion  at 
the  time,  I  cannot  say  that  he  was  engaged  in  a  war  for 
the  United  States,  any  more  than  he  would  be  engaged  in 
such  war  if  he  were  employed  in  garrison  duty  in  Fortress 
Monroe  or  anywhere  on  the  Atlantic  seaboard  of  the 
United  States.  The  papers  submitted  do  not  show  what 
duty  he  performed  or  where  he  was  ;  they  simply  show  that 
he  was  in  the  Philippines  and  not  engaged  in  active  war- 
fare.    I  think  he  should  submit  further  information. 

I  do  not  think,  however,  that  actual  participation  in  a 
battle  is  essential. 

I  call  your  attention,  as  I  do  in  another  communication 
of  this  date,  to  the  fact  that  a  bill  in  equity  is  now  pending 
in  which  it  is  charged  that  the  exemption  of  soldiers  and 
sailors  contained  in  the  proviso  to  the  first  section  of  the 
Civil  Sen'ice  Act  is  not  valid.

Dear  Sir: — Under  date  of  January  7,  1908,  I  wrote 
Director  Stearns  an  opinion  that  the  deposit  which  must 
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be  made  under  the  Ordinance  of  December  24,  1881  (Or- 
dinances of  that  year,  pages  292-3)  must  be  made  in  cash. 
This  is  the  deposit  which  must  be  made  upon  contracts  for 
the  cleaning  of  streets  and  for  the  removal  of  ashes,  gar- 
bage, refuse  and  dead  animals. 

iMy  attention  has  since  that  been  called  to  the  very  large 
amount  of  deposits  which  will  be  required  under  the  va- 
rious contracts  entered  into  or  to  be  entered  into  under  that 
ordinance,  which  include  all  kinds  of  street  cleaning,  also 
inlets  and  markets,  and  the  removal  of  ashes,  garbage  and 
dead  animals.  I  am  told  that  the  amount  of  this  deposit 
will  probably  approach  $200,000,  which  amount  will  lie 
in  the  City  Treasury  or  in  the  banks  of  deposit  aiding  no 
one  but  the  banks. 

My  attention  is  further  called  to  the  Ordinance  of  March 
31,  1883  (Ordinances  of  that  year,  pages  75-6),  which  re- 
late to  a  similar  deposit  to  be  made  by  those  contractors 
whose  contracts  require  that  they  shall  keep  their  work 
in  repair  after  the  completion  thereof.  The  second  section 
of  that  ordinance  requires  that  the  money  shall  be  invested 
in  City,  State  or  United  States  loans,  the  interest  to  be  paid 
to  the  contractor  until  he  shall  make  default  in  his  duty  to 
repair. 

Loans  of  this  character  can  always  be  converted  into  cash 
without  delay  and  without  serious  loss.  In  view  of  the 
very  large  amount  of  the  deposits  to  be  made  for  street 
cleaning,  removal  of  garbage,  &c.,  it  seems  to  me  only  just 
to  the  contractors,  that  a  similar  provision  should  be  made 
for  them,  and  I  earnestly  recommend  that  you  cause  an 
ordinance  to  be  introduced  either  extending  the  provision 
of  the  Ordinance  of  1883  to  cover  all  contracts  in  which  a 
deposit  is  made,  or  else  an  ordinance  supplementary  to  th© 
Ordinance  of  1881,  containing  the  same  terms.

Dear  Sir  : — I  have  received  your  inquiry  of  February 
4tli,  stating  that  in  the  appropriation  ordinance  for  the 
schools  Councils  have  set  aside  $10,000  for  the  Teacher's 
Annuity  and  Aid  Association,  and  inquiring  whether  this 
is  legal. 

If  it  were  not  for  the  provision  in  Section  6  of  the  Act 
of  April  22,  1905,  reorganizing  your  Board,  I  should  be 
of  opinion  that  this  question  was  governed  by  the  decision 
in  Comm.  vs.  Walton,  182  Pa.,  373,  to  the  effect  that  the 
appropriation  to  the  Philadelphia  Pension  Fund  Associa- 
tion was  legal  notwithstanding  the  fact  that  it  was  a  cor- 
poration entirely  distinct  from  the  City  government.  But 
the  section  to  which  I  have  referred  provides  that  a  Teach- 
ers' Retirement  Fund  may  be  created  by  the  Board  of  Pub- 
lic Education  and  shall  be  by  them  administered.  The 
said  fund  shall  consist  of  all  funds  available  for  I'lTce  pur- 
poses at  the  time  of  the  enactment  of  this  law,  together 
with  such  additions  thereto  as  the  Board  may  from  time 
to  time  prescribe,  and  such  moneys  as  may  be  donated  or 
bequeathed  for  such  purpose. 

In  my  opinion  the  express  authority  to  create  a  retire- 
ment fund  of  this  character  vdth  the  requirement  that  it 
shall  be  administered  by  your  Board,  and  that  it  shall  con- 
sist of  all  funds  available  for  a  like  purpose  at  the  time  of 
the  enactment  of  the  law,  together  with  the  additions 
thereto  that  the  Board  may  prescribe,  excludes  all  other 
methods  of  providing  for  a  pension  or  retirement  fund,  and 
for  this  reason  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  decision  in 
Comm.  vs.  Walton  does  not  apply,  and  that  no  appropria- 
tion can  properly  be  made  to  the  Teachers'  Annuity  and 
Aid  Association.

to  get  a  fresh  appropriation  from  Councils  for  the  purpose. 
Perhaps,  however,  this  is  less  important  than  it  otherwise 
would  be,  because  in  my  clear  opinion,  that  part  of  the 
appropriation  which  related  to  the  expenses  cannot  be  ap- 
plied toward  his  fee,  and  he  would  doubtless  desire  a  new 
appropriation  apart  from  the  expense  matter.

Dear  Sir  :— The  letter  of  Mr.  W,  R.  Pension,  Chief  of 
the  Pureau  of  Highways,  and  approved  by  you,  dated  Feb- 
ruary 11th,  is  at  hand. 

The  specifications  upon  which  the  bids  were  received  for 
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the  paving  of  Porter  street,  between  17th  and  18th,  pro- 
vide as  follows : — 

"54.  Payment  for  new  work  will  be  made  in  assess- 
ment bills  on  abutting  property  and  payment  for  in- 
assessable  property  or  intersections  in  new  work,  and 
for  repaving  and  other  contingent  work,  will  be  made 
by  warrant  on  the  City  Treasurer,  upon  bills  and  es- 
timates of  the  District  Surveyor,  upon  completion  of 
the  entire  improvement." 

Under  these  specifications  the  bids  were  made  and  the 
contracts  awarded,  and  the  contract  accordingly  and  specifi- 
cally provides  for  payment  in  assessment  bills;  and  more- 
over, it  makes  the  contractor  assume  the  entire  risk  of  their 
validity  in  every  respect,  tj^e  City  most  carefully  declining 
to  be  responsible  for  them. 

In  my  opinion,  the  provision  for  payment  for  unassessa- 
ble property  refers  to  property  which  is  in  its  nature  not 
chargeable ;  for  instance,  that  which  belongs  to  the  public 
as  a  public  school  and  does  not  apply  the  same  defence 
against  the  assessment  arising  from  outside  risks.  More- 
over, the  Ordinance  of  July  20,  1907,  which  authorizes 
this  paving,  provides  specifically  that  the  contractors  shall 
collect  the  cost  of  said  paving  from  the  o^vners  of  property 
respectively  fronting  on  said  streets. 

Under  these  circumstances,  I  do  not  think  that  you  can 
either  pay  in  cash  under  the  present  contract,  or  make  an- 
other entirely  new  contract  either  with  the  present  contrac- 
tor or  by  reason  of  a  new  advertisement.  Strictly  speaking, 
the  contractors  take  this  risk  upon  their  own  shoulders. 
Undoubtedly  this  contingency  was  not  anticipated  by  either 
side,  and  if  the  contractor  desires  it  I  think  it  would  be 
only  fair  to  cancel  the  contract  and  start  afresh,  but  this 
fresh  start  can  only  be  had  by  virtue  of  a  new  ordinance 
and  new  authority  granted  by  Councils. 

The  new  ordinances  authorizing  payment  in  cash  of  the 
assessment  bills  are  the  following,  and  in  this  connection 
I  have  examined  three  ordinances  relating  to  the  fund 
raised  and  paid  to  the  City  by  the  Rapid  Transit  Com- 
pany, namely,  Ordinance  of  October  29,  1907;  October 
19,  1907,  and  Resolution  of  December  19,  1907. 
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I  do  not  thiiik  that  standing  alone  this  is  a  suflS.cient  ap- 
propriation to  permit  the  payment  for  new  work  out  of  it, 
but  in  authorizing  the  payment  for  new  work  it  should  be 
speciiically  provided  that  it  should  be  paid  out  of  this  fund 
or  of  some  other  fund  which  may  be  mentioned.

My  Dear  Sir: — I  have  received  your  inquiry  of  this 
date  with  respect  to  the  collection  of  garbage  from  the  city 
institutions  at  34th  and  Pine  streets  by  Herman  G.  Hutt, 
'No.  2136  Vine  street.  Mr.  Hutt  was  here  this  morning, 
but  I  was  in  Court  and  did  not  see  him.  He  is  very  much 
disturbed  at  the  situation.  He  states  that  he  has  about 
eight  hundred  hogs  in  Delaware  County  which  are  largely 
dependent  upon  this  garbage  for  their  feed,  and  that  it  is 
a  great  hardship  to  close  down  upon  it,  as  he  had  an  oral 
contract  with  the  Department  of  Supplies  for  the  purchase 
of  this  garbage  by  him. 

I  have  orally  advised  the  Assistant  Director  of  Supplies 
that  there  is  no  authority  in  law  for  him  to  make  sale  of 
any  city  property  whatsoever.  The  only  warrant  for  it  is 
an  executive  order  of  the  former  Mayor  of  the  city,  while 
the  law  distinctly  requires  that  sales  should  be  made  only 
in  pursuance  of  an  ordinance  of  Councils.  Neither  this 
garbage  nor  any  other  material  which  he  has  undertaken  to 
sell  under  this  order  is  properly  in  the  control  of  his  De- 
partment, although  he  or  his  predecessor  are  not  personally 
to  blame  for  following  the  Mayor's  order. 


Whether  under  these  circumstance  it  would  be  not  only 
a  hardship  upon  Mr.  Hutt,  but  cruelty  to  the  large  number 
of  animals  in  his  custody,  to  close  down  upon  him  suddenly, 
is  a  question  that  is  not  mine  to  decide.  It  may  be  that 
under  the  circumstances  you  might  wink  at  the  matter 
a  day  or  two,  but  that  is  a  matter  for  you  and  not  me.  I 
remain  of  the  opinion,  expressed  a  number  of  times,  that 
the  Penn  Reduction  Company  is  entitled  to  it,  but,  perhaps 
under  the  circumstances  they  may  be  willing  to  w^aive  their 
rights  for  a  few  days.

Dear  Sir  : — The  letter  of  Mr.  Dunlap,  Chief  of  the  Fil- 
tration Bureau,  approved  by  you,  dated  February  20th, 
on  the  above  subject,  is  received.  It  was  accompanied  by 
a  typewritten  copy  of  the  typewritten  specifications  which 
accompany  Contract  ISTo.  $9.  The  matter  was  explained 
to  me  orally  by  Mr.  Sheble,  and  Mr.  Michener,  counsel  for 
j\Ir.  Maignon,  also  called  upon  me  on  the  subject. 

I  sent  for  the  original  contract,  and  I  find  that  it  con- 
tains three  sets  of  specifications, — the  printed  specifica- 
tions, the  set  presented  by  Mr.  Maig-non  himself,  and  the 
typewritten  set,  of  which  the  paper  you  sent  me  is  a  copy. 

On  reference  to  the  letter,  I  find  among  the  provisions 
on  page  5  that  the  contractor  is  required  to  operate  the 
filters  continuously  for  a  period  of  one  year,  under  certain 
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conditions  set  forth;  and  on  pages  7  and  8  a  number  of 
provisions  which  have  more  or  less  bearing  upon  it.  Section 
17  on  page  7  appears  to  provide  for  an  acceptance  at  the 
end  of  the  test  year,  with  a  re-payment  to  the  City  in  case 
the  Director  decides  to  accept  it  at  a  lower  price,  or  to 
reject  it.  Section  22  provides  for  the  payment  of  the  bal- 
ance due  the  contractor  sixty  days  after  the  work  has  been 
accepted.  I  find  no  provision  which  distinctly  relates  to 
any  acceptance  except  the  acceptance  at  the  end  of  the  trial 
year. 

On  reference  to  the  printed  specifications  I  find  on  page 
128  in  Section  327,  a  provision  for  payment  sixty  days 
niter  the  completion  of  the  contract,  unless  the  work  shall 
Lave  been  done  under  Items  2  and  4.  On  the  same  page 
Section  328  provides  as  follows:  "Should  the  contract  be 
made  under  Items  2  and  4,  payment  will  be  made  as  fol- 
lows :  Three  months  after  the  filters  have  been  ofiicially 
started  in  service,  and  upon  the  certificate  of  the  Engineer 
that  they  have  complied  in  all  respects  with  the  terms 
of  the  contract,  and  upon  approval  of  the  Director  of  the 
Department  of  Public  Works,  twenty-five  per  cent,  of  the 
contract  price  will  be  due  and  payable,  etc." 

Another  payment  of  twenty-five  per  cent,  is  to  be  made 
six  months  after  the  filters  have  been  officially  started  in 
service;  another  nine  months  after  the  filters  have  been 
ofiicially  started  in  service,  and  a  final  payment  of  like 
amount  one  year  after  the  filters  have  been  ofiicially  started 
in  service,  provided  the  tests  are  satisfactory,  etc. 

The  provisions  in  the  printed  specifications  and  in  the 
written  specifications  appear  to  be  contradictory,  if  the 
latter  are  construed  to  relate  to  the  work  if  done  under 
Items  2  and  4.  But  construing  together  these  two  sets  of 
specifications,  I  am  inclined  to  think  that  the  sixty-day  pro- 
vision relates  to  contracts  in  which  the  work  is  done  under 
the  plans  of  the  department  and  has  no  application  to  work 
done  under  the  bidder's  plan,  that  is,  under  Items  2  and 
4,  or  either  of  them,  although  thus  mentioned  in  the  type- 
written specifications. 

It  is  very  unfortunate  that  the  former  Chief  of  the 
Bureau  of  Filtration  in  the  preparation  of  the  typewritten 
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statement  did  not  explicitly  state  how  far  it  was  intended 
to  modify  the  printed  sj)ecifications. 

li^ow,  if  I  understand  correctly,  iMr.  Maignon's  work 
was  done  under  his  own  plans,  and  therefore  under  Item 
2  of  the  specifications,  and  therefore  should  have  been  paid 
in  three,  six,  nine,  and  twelve  months  after  completion,  if 
the  original  printed  specifications  are  to  be  followed.  If, 
however,  this  paragraph  is  modified  by  the  typewritten 
specifications,  1  fear  that  if  the  terms  are  followed,  he  will 
be  compelled  to  await  the  lapse  of  sixty  days  from  the 
final  acceptance  after  the  one  year's  test. 

In  view  of  the  explanation  given  by  Mr.  Sheble  this 
seems  very  unfortunate,  and  (so  far  as  one  not  a  practical 
expert  can  judge)  entirely  unnecessary;  although  the  fact 
that  I  am  not  an  expert  in  work  of  this  kind,  may,  of 
course,  make  my  opinion  comparatively  valueless. 

Under  date  of  June  26,  1906,  my  predecessor,  Judge 
Kinsey,  then  City  Solicitor,  gave  an  opinion  to  Mr.  Hicks, 
the  then  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works, 
w^hich  is  printed  on  page  94  of  the  ''City  Solicitor's  Opin- 
ions" of  that  year,  bound  with  the  Ordinances.  That  opin- 
ion relates  to  the  power  to  release  a  retained  peroentage, 
and  states  on  page  96  that,  as  the  head  of  the  department, 
Mr.  Hicks  was  vested  with  a  large  measure  of  discretion 
in  carrying  out  contracts  of  this  character,  and  the  matter 
is  one  to  be  decided  in  the  sound  exercise  of  such  discre- 
tionary authority.  I  am  informed  that  he  gave  several 
other  opinions  to  the  effect  that  the  retained  percentage 
might  under  such  discretion  be  released  and  paid  over 
within  the  time  provided  for. 

It  has  been  my  policy  as  far  as  possible  to  follow  his 
opinions,  so  that  there  might  be  stability  and  uniformity 
of  practice;  and  if  you  are  thoroughly  satisfied  with  the 
test  already  made,  in  view  of  Judge  Kinsey's  opinion,  you 
may  release  this  money  at  once;  but  I  call  your  especial 
attention  in  this  connection  to  the  last  paragraph  of  that 
opinion  cited,  which  is  as  follows: — ''Whatever  deviation 
shall  be  made  from  the  terms  of  the  contract  should  only 
be  made  with  the  clear  written  assent  of  the  sureties  of 
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the  contractor,  so  as  to  avoid  any  possibility  of  misunder- 
standing by  tliem,  or  of  release  from  their  obligations  upon 
this  ground."

Dear  Sir: — I  have  been  orally  asked  by  you  whether 
the  Philadelphia  Rapid  Transit  Company  can  change  the 
nnite  of  the  westbound  cars  on  Walnut  street  so  as  to  con- 
tinue on  Walnut  street  westward,  across  the  Walnut  street 
bridge  as  far  as  Thirty-third  street,  then  turning  northward 
upon  the  track  already  there  to  Chestnut  street,  and  there 
resume  the  present  route  on  Chestnut  street. 

I  am  informed  that  the  same  question  came  before  the 
officers  of  the  Philadelphia  City  Passenger  Railway  Com- 
pany, the  o^\mers  of  that  line,  shortly  after  the  construction 
of  the  Walnut  street  bridge,  and  they  decided  that  it  could 
not  be  done.  The  powers  of  that  company,  however,  are 
simply  to  run  their  cars  upon  a  route  prescribed  by  their 
charter.  There  are  two  statutes  which  have  been  passed 
since  that  time  which  affect  the  powers  of  their  lessee,  the 
Philadelphia  Rapid  Transit  Company. 

The  first  of  these  is  the  Act  of  May  15,  189.5,  P.  L.  65, 
authorizing  traction  or  motor  power  companies  and  street 
passenger  railway  companies  owning,  leasing,  controlling 
or  operating"  different  lines  of  street  railways,  to  operate 
all  of  said  lines  as  a  general  system,  and  to  lay  out  such 
new  routes  and  circuits  either  in  whole  or  in  Dart  on  the 
street  or  streets  occupied  by  such  different  companies,  and 
run  cars  thereon  for  such  distances  and  in  such  directions 
as  will,  in  the  opinion  of  the  ouerating  comnany,  best  ac- 
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commodate  iniblic  travel.  This  Act,  standing  alone,  would 
authorize  the  diversion  of  the  cars  from  the  present  route, 
but  would  not  authorize  the  abandonment  of  the  route. 

The  other  statute  is  the  Act  of  May  3,  1905,  P.  L.  379, 
which  authorizes  a  contract  between  the  local  authorities 
of  any  city,  borough  or  township,  and  a  street  r)assenger 
railway  or  motor  nower  companies  owning,  leasing  and 
OT>erating  the  tracks,  for  a  period  not  exceeding  fifty  years, 
providing  for  the  removal  of  the  raihvay  tracks  already 
laid,  or  preventing  the  laying  of  tracks;  and  further  pro- 
viding for  the  laying  or  relaying  of  the  tracks  upon  other 
streets. 

Under  this  statute  the  tracks  were  removed  from 
Twenty-first  street,  between  Arch  and  Callowhill  streets, 
and  the  cars  upon  Arch  street  now  run  westward  to 
Twenty-third  street.  Indeed,  if  I  am  correctly  informed, 
the  Act  was  passed  for  the  purpose  of  enabling  this  change 
to  be  made.  According  to  the  enactment  in  the  body  of  the 
Act  it  is  entirely  clear  that  the  track  may  be  removed  from 
Twenty-second  street  and  from  the  northern  side  of  Chest- 
nut street,  from  Twenty-second  to  Thirty-third  street,  and 
the  route  changed  as  desired. 

My  only  doubt  arises  from  the  title  of  the  Act  which 
contains  the  following  clause :  ^'Providing  for  the  keeping 
of  certain  streets  free  from  railroad  tracks  by  permitting 
the  temporary  relocation  or  abandonment  of  tracks  already 
laid,"  etc. 

There  is  some  doubt  in  my  mind  whether  a  street  can  be 
said  to  be  free  of  railroad  tracks  where  one  track  remains 
there.  There  are  now  two  tracks  on  Twenty-second  street, 
one  of  them  a  southbound  track  connected  with  another 
route ;  and  there  is  a  double  track  on  Chestnut  street,  from 
Twenty-second  street  westward,  crossing  the  bridge;  and 
it  is  eminently  desirable  that  the  track  of  the  Chestnut  and 
Walnut  street  line  on  Twenty-second  street,  and  the  west- 
bound track  on  Chestnut  street,  should  be  removed  in  order 
that  these  streets  may  be  partially  cleared  of  tracks.  Chest 
nut  street  is  narrow  and  the  bridge  is  narrow,  and  there  is 
a  great  congestion  of  travel  both  upon  the  bridge  itself  and 
upon  the  approaches  at  the  two  ends  of  the  bridge,  on 
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which  the  grade  is  quite  steep.  Moreover,  the  curve  from 
Twentv-second  street  into  Chesitnut  street  involves  the 
crossing  of  the  other  track  on  Twenty-second  street  and  of 
the  eastbound  track  on  Chestnut  street,  and  this  double 
crossing  occurring  at  one  place  is  quite  dangerous.  I  am 
inclined  to  the  opinon  that  the  Act  applies  to  a  partial 
clearing  of  the  street,  although  the  contrary  view,  namely, 
that  the  street  must  be  relieved  of  tracks  altogether,  may 
fairly  be  held. 

ITevertheless,  the  importance  of  this  change  of  route  is 
so  very  great  that  I  should  not  hesitate  on  behalf  of  the 
city  to  give  its  authority  to  the  Transit  Company  to  make 
the  change  if  the  Transit  Company  is  willing  to  do  it. 
Even  assuming  that  the  Act  should  be  otherwise  inter- 
preted, it  is  probable  that  no  one  but  the  Commonwealth 
acting  through  the  Attorney-General  can  take  advantage  of 
this  partial  abandonment  or  change  of  the  route  to  give 
trouble  to  the  Transit  Company ;  and  if  any  doubt  remains 
in  the  minds  of  the  counsel  for  that  company  with  respect 
to  the  authority,  I  do  not  doubt  that  this  can  be  removed 
by  legislation  at  the  next  session  of  the  Legislature,  con- 
firming action  taken  in  the  meanwhile.

O'Kourke.

Dear  Sir:— I  duly  received  the  letter  of  Mr.  Benson, 
Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Highways,  and  approved  by  you, 
dated  February  13.  I  learn  by  it  that  an  ordinance  was 
approved  December  31,  1904,  for  various  work  on  streets 
between  Lehigh  avenue  and  Susquehanna  avenue  and  be- 
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twecn  Cedar  and  the  southeast  side  of  Richmond  street,  in 
the  Eig-hteenth  and  Thirty-first  Wards,  including  among 
other  thing's  the  paving  and  repaying  of  cartways,  and  that 
under  this  ordinance  a  contract  was  executed  with  Micliael 
O'Rourke  on  March  8,  1905.  Various  other  matters  are 
set  forth  in  the  letter  leading  up  to  the  question  whether 
you  have  properly  awarded  the  contract  for  paving  within 
this  district  to  Cunningham  and  Murray  under  the  terms 
of  an  ordinance  of  March  30,  1907;  and  further,  whether 
you  are  justified  in  ordering  the  original  paving  of  other 
streets  in  the  territory  above  named,  the  costs  to  be  collected 
from  the  abutting  property  owners  where  there  is  no  ordi- 
nance specifically  authorizing  the  original  paving. 

On  reference  to  the  ordinance  of  December  31,  1904, 
that  you  have  mentioned,  and  which  is  printed  beginning 
on  page  339  of  the  Ordinances  for  that  year,  I  find  that  it  is 
entitled  ''An  Ordinance  to  make  an  appropriation  to  the 
Department  of  Public  Works  for  the  year  1905."  The 
municipal  Act  of  May  23,  1874,  Section  3,  P.  L.  231; 
Brown's  Phila.  Digest,  846,  provides  in  part  as  follows: 
"And  no  bill  shall  be  passed  containing  more  than  one  sub- 
ject which  shall  be  clearly  expressed  in  its  title."  This 
enactment  is  substantially  the  same  as  a  provision  in  the 
Constitution  of  the  State  with  respect  to  statutes  passed 
by  the  Legislature. 

The  ordinance  now  under  consideration  is  the  annual 
appropriation  bill  for  the  year  1905,  and  the  title  does  not 
disclose  any  other  intention.  It  therefore  does  not  give 
you  a  right  to  pave  streets  apart  from  any  paving  that 
might  be  proper  in  the  year  1905  and  in  connection  with 
the  appropriation  for  that  year. 

I  therefore  advise  you  that  the  appropriation  ordinance 
in  question  has  no  effect  whatever  upon  any  contracts  to 
be  awarded  later  than  1905,  and  as  one  of  the  details  of 
this  advice,  that  you  may  properly  award  a  contract  under 
the  ordinance  of  March  30,  1907,  to  Cunningham  and 
Murray,  notwithstanding  the  protest  of  Michael  O'Rourke, 
the  contractor  under  the  ordinance  of  1904.

My  Deae  Sie: — I  have  received  yours  of  February  28 
with  respect  to  the  filling  of  the  vacancy  caused  by  the 
death  of  Israel  M.  Burrows  on  Januarv  4  last. 

By  the  Act  of  April  22,  1905,  P.  L.  267,  Section  2,  it  is 
provided  that  vancacies  caused  by  death,  resignation  or 
otherwise,  shall  be  filled  by  a  majority  of  the  surviving  di- 
rectors until  the  next  ensuing  annual  municipal  election, 
when  the  electors  shall  fill  such  vacancy  or  vacancies  for 
the  unexpired  term  or  terms.  It  would  therefore  be  proper 
for  your  Board  to  fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  the  death  of 
Mr.  Burrows  until  after  the  election  of  February  18 ;  but 
the  vacancy  should  then  have  been  filled  by  a  vote  of  the 
people.  It  was  the  duty  of  the  Sheriff  to  give  notice  of 
this  election. 

I  understand  by  your  letter  that  no  such  notice  was 
given.  The  effect  of  this  failure  is  considered  by  Judge 
Arnold  in  the  matter  of  the  petition  of  John  H.  Bongard 
and  others,  16  Phila.  Reports,  491.  He  says  on  page  495  : 
"If  a  vacancy  is  caused  in  any  office  other  than  by  the  ex- 
piration of  the  term,  and  the  voters  have  notice  in  fact  by 
the  posters  of  the  various  political  parties,  and  there  is  a 
reasonably  large  number  of  votes  pdlled,  the  election  is, 
valid,  although  the  vacancy  is  not  mentioned  in  the  sher- 
iff's proclamation."  The  same  is  true  if  the  voters  have 
legal  or  constructive  notice,  as  where  a  term  is  about  to  ex- 
pire by  its  o-^vn  limitation ;  but  where  there  is  neither  proc- 
lamation nor  general  knowledge,  nor  legal  notice  that  the 
office  is  vacant,  nor  that  a  new  office  has  been  created  and 
will  be  filled,  an  election  to  it  is  irregular  and  invalid." 

If  I  understand  you  correctly  there  was  no  nomination 
and  no  name  printed  upon  the  official  ballot.  I  further 
understand  you  that  the  number  of  votes  cast  was  very 
inconsiderable,  so  that  the  election  cannot  reasonably  be 
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supposed  to  represent  the  desires  of  the  voters  of  the  dis- 
trict. If  I  am  right  about  this,  the  election  was  not  valid, 
and  the  gentleman  elected  on  February  18  is  not  entitled 
to  his  seat.

Deak  Sir: — I  have  received  from  your  Chief  Clerk  a 
letter  under  date  of  March  2nd,  with  respect  to  certain 
charges  for  licenses  to  build  or  extend  wharves. 

The  charges  made  by  the  late  Board  of  Port  Wardens 
was  imposed  under  the  Act  of  February  18,  1853,  Section. 
2,  P.  L.  88,  Brown's  City  Digest,  p.  724,  and  Brightly's 
City  Digest,  p.  542,  which  authorized  that  Board  to  col- 
lect from  each  applicant  for  a  license, — "for  filing  appli- 
cations, examining  the  premises,  and  subsequent  action 
of  the  Board  any  sum  not  exceeding  $10,  and  for  granting, 
furnishing  and  rec6rding  a  license  to  build  or  extend  a 
wharf  any  sum  not  exceeding  $25." 

By  Resolutions  of  the  Board  these  fees  were  fixed  at 
the  maximum  charges  specified  in  the  Act,  and  the  Reso- 
lutions further  provided  for  an  advertisement  of  two  weeks 
notice  at  least  three  times  in  one  commercial  daily  news- 
paper in  Philadelphia,  the  cost  of  which  was  to  be  depos- 
ited at  the  time  of  application. 

This  rule  is  printed  in  Bro"vvn's  Philadelphia  City  Di- 
gest, p.  721  (note)  and  in  Brightley's  City  Digest,  p.  543, 

It  will  thus  be  seen  that  the  charges  in  question  are  $10 
for  the  filing  of  the  application  and  $25  for  the  license, 
and  another  sum  for  advertising. 

Unless,  therefore,  your   department   desires  to  reduce 
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the  charges,  for  which  a  miximum  is  specified  by  the  Act 
of  1853,  the  applicant  ought  to  pay  the  two  sums  of  $10 
and  $25,  and  such  other  sum  as  is  needed  for  advertising. 
It  would  seem  to  me  desirable,  however,  that  some  defi- 
nite rule  should  be  made  and  promulgated  with  respect  to 
the  cost  of  advertising.

Dear  Sir: — I  have  received  yours  of  the  10th  inst., 
making  certain  inquiries  with  respect  to  the  payment  of 
sundry  newspaper  bills  for  advertising  the  Loan  Bill  of 
$10,000,000,  as  per  Resolution  of  Councils  dated  February 
7,  1908. 

In  my  opinion  the  advertising  is  governed  by  the  Act 
of  May  23,  1874,  which  you  cite.  The  Act  of  May  11, 
1901,  is  a  supplement  to  an  Act  relating  to  the  City  of 
Philadelj^hia.  Cities  of  the  first  class  are  not  mentioned 
in  the  title,  but  the  City  of  Philadelphia  is.  There  can  be 
no  legislation  under  our  present  Constitution  which  relates 
to  the  City  of  Philadelphia  only.  Cities  may  be  classified 
and  legislation  relating  to  cities  of  the  first  class  is  per- 
mitted because,  as  the  Supreme  Court  says,  other  cities 
may  grow  into  the  class.  With  this  in  mind,  the  body  of 
the  Act  relates  to  cities  of  the  first  class,  which  might 
include  other  cities  than  Philadelphia,  while  the  title  is 
restricted  to  the  City  of  Philadelphia.  For  this  reason 
this  Act  has  always  been  thought  to  be  unconstitutional, 
and  has  been  disregarded  in  all  advertising  of  tax  notices 
and  other  legal  matters,  and  I  think  correctly. 

The  Ordinance  of  April  2,  1901,  to  which  you  refer  me, 
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relates  exclusively  to  the  advertising  of  ordinances  wliich 
have  been  jDassed  hy  Councils  and  of  which  notice  is 
thereby  given  to  the  public. 

This  brings  us  back  to  my  first  statement, — that  the 
question  is  governed  by  the  Act  of  May  23,  1874:.  This 
Act  provides  that  a  draft  of  the  ordinance  shall  be  pub- 
lished in  at  least  two  of  the  newspapers  of  the  City.  This 
permits  the  publication  in  a  larger  number.  In  my  opin- 
ion it  is  seriously  questionable  whether  Councils  have  the 
right  to  delegate  to  their  Clerks  the  discretion  of  selecting 
a  larger  number  of  papers  and  of  deciding  upon  the  num- 
ber, and  I  also  think  it  doubtful  whether  the  effect  of  the 
Resolution  does  so  delegate. 

According  to  your  letter  the  aggregate  amount  expended 
in  this  way  will  considerably  exceed  $20,000.  I  am  in- 
formed that  the  approj)riation  is  much  less  and  that  it  will 
be  necessary  to  increase  it.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  Coun- 
cils must  act  before  these  bills  can.  be  paid,  in  my  opinion, 
the  safe  course  is  to  let  Councils  ratify  the  advertising 
already  made  and  specifically  provide  for  the  payment. 
This  can  be  done  in  the  same  ordinance  by  which  the  ap- 
propriation is  made,  and  no  time  will  be  lost.

Dear  Sir: — I  have  received  from  Dr.  Neff,  Director 
of  the  Department  of  Public  Health  and  Charities,  a  letter 
dated  March  10th,  with  relation  to  the  contract  with  Doyle 
&  Co.,  for  work  on  the  Hospital  for  Contagious  Diseases, 
enclosing  a  letter  from  the  Architect,  Philip  H.  Johnson, 
approved  by  Dr.  Xeff,  dated  March  9th,  in  which  he  says 
that  the  use  of  the  word  "repairs"  in  Item  5  should  be  for 
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the  completion  of  the  Hospital,  the  word  repairs  being  an 
inadvertence. 

In  the  line  of  our  conversations  on  this  subject,  I  may 
say  that  this  appears  to  be  entirely  reasonable,  the  Hospital 
never  having  been  anywhere  near  complete,  much  less 
ready  for  occupancy,  and  in  my  opinion  you  are  justified 
in  treating  it  as  part  of  the  completion,  paying  it  out  of 
the  appropriation  for  that  purpose. 

I  enclose  Mr.  Johnson's  letter  so  that  you  may  annex  it 
to  the  contract.

Dear  Sir: — Replying  to  your  inquiry  under  date  of 
March  14th,  in  my  opinion  the  lot  of  ground  belonging  to 
the  City  of  Philadelphia^  used  for  other  municipal  pur- 
poses, may  be  set  aside  for  the  use  of  the  Board  of  Educa- 
tion for  school  purposes,  at  the  request  of  the  Board,  and 
may  be  accepted  by  the  Board  at  a  valuation  agreed  upon 
as  part  of  the  appropriation.  Item  5,  for  the  purchase  of 
sites,  etc. 

It  is  not  necessary  to  draw  a  warrant  for  the  purpose, 
but  it  may  be  received  in  lieu  of  that  amount  of  cash,  unless 
the  Controller  will  find  it  more  convenient  to  draw  a  war- 
rant for  bookkeeping  purposes. 

In  my  opinion,  the  transfer  of  the  use  of  the  property, 
title  to  w^hich  still  remains  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia, 
is  not  a  sale  such  as  that  which  must  be  made  publicly  in 
accordance  with  the  opinions  which  I  have  heretofore  given 
to  several  of  the  Departments.

Dear  Sir: — I  duly  received  yours  of  March  20th,  mak- 
ing inquiry  with  respect  to  the  right  of  the  Board  of  Public 
Education  to  lay  a  drain  from  the  rear  of  the  property  of 
the  Henry  Herbert  School,  Erankford  avenue  and  Eoulk- 
rod  street,  into  Eoulkrod  street,  and  submitted  it  to  the 
Conveyancer  of  the  Department.  He  reports  to  me  that 
the  tract  or  lot  on  the  southeasterly  side  of  Erankford  ave- 
nue and  southwesterly  side  of  Eoulkrod  street  formerly  be- 
longed to  one  John  "Wilcock.  Mr.  Wilcock  conveyed  a  part 
of  this  land  fronting  on  Erankford  avenue  and  running 
southeasterly  along  Eoulkrod  street  to  the  Erankford  Ave- 
nue M.  E.  Church,  and  the  adjoining  property  he  conveyed 
to  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  and  it  is  upon  this,  together 
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with  the  small  strip  purchased  from  the  Church  that  the 
school-house  is  located. 

In  all  of  these  deeds  the  property  extends  from  Frank- 
ford  avenue  and  is  described  as  extending  from  Frankford 
avenue  to  the  side  of  a  forty-feet  wide  street  to  be  left  open 
for  the  use  of  this  and  other  lots  forever.  The  title  to  this 
street,  together  with  the  property  on  the  other  side  of  it, 
still  remained  in  Mr.  Wilcock,  who,  I  understand,  is  now 
dead.  The  title  therefore  vests  in  those  who  claim  under 
his  will.     The  property  has  not  been  sold. 

It  follows  from  this  that  the  Board  of  Public  Education 
has  the  right  to  use  this  forty-feet  strip  for  the  purposes  of 
a  street,  and  as  that  use  is  not  limited,  in  my  opinion  a 
drain  may  be  laid  there  without  the  permission  of  the 
Church,  which  does  not  own  it  at  all,  or  of  those  who  will 
claim  under  the  will  of  Mr.  Wilcock.  Fbran  vs.  Mclntyre, 
26  Pitts.  Leg.  Journal  (U.  S.)  468.

70,  Torresdale  Pipe  Distribution  Sys- 
tem, made  with  Cunningham  and  Murray,  can  be  released. 

Under  the  circumstances  of  this  case,  and  in  view  of  the 
fact  that  payment  of  money  actually  earned  on  supple- 
mental contracts  has  been  held  up  for  the  time  being,  I 
should  not  hesitate  to  release  the  10  per  cent  retained  upon 
the  original  contract;  but  it  is  better  to  get  the  consent  of 
the  suretv.     I  was  informed,  in  connection  with  the  send- 
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ing  of  the  letter,  that  the  question  would  not  be  so  im- 
portant, if,  in  my  opinion,  a  supplemental  contract  can 
properly  be  made  upon  this  original  contract. 

On  reference  to  page  67  of  the  printed  specifications  I 
find  what  seems  to  me  to  be  clear  authority  for  the  right 
to  supplement  the  contract  by  adding  to  the  amount.  "Nev- 
ertheless,  in  view  of  the  present  entanglement,  I  should 
not  hesitate  to  pay  the  retained  sum  on  the  original  con- 
tract.

Dear  Sir: — I  have  received  Mr.  Webster's  letter,  ap- 
proved by  you,  with  respect  to  a  building  about  to  be  erect- 
ed within  the  confirmed  lines  of  Washington  Lane,  and 
belonging  to  Mr,  A.  F.  Quinn. 

If  I  understand  the  letter  correctly,  there  has  been  no 
order  to  open  the  street  to  the  increased  width.  If  I  am 
wrong  about  this  I  desire  to  be  corrected  promptly. 

Assuming  that  this  is  correct,  I  seriously  question  wheth- 
er we  can  prevent  the  erection  of  the  house.  The  Act  of  1871 
provides  as  a  penalty,  that  if  any  building  is  put  upon  the 
line  of  a  street  after  it  is  once  laid  out,  no  damages  can 
be  recovered,  and  I  am  inclined  to  think  that  even  if  the 
Act  be  valid,  this  is  the  full  extent  of  its  effect.  We  have 
neither  paid  damages  for  depriving  the  owner  of  the  full 
use  of  his  land  nor  provided  any  method  by  which  he  can 
recover  such  damages.  Moreover,  the  title  of  the  Act  is 
"A  supplement  to  an  Act  relative  to  the  qualifications  and 
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powers  of  road  juries  in  the  City  of  Pliiladelpliia,"  and 
this  section  does  not  seem  to  be  within  the  title. 

A  third  reason  is  that  by  the  Act  of  May  16,  1891,  P.  L. 
75,  in  Section  12,  on  page  80,  it  is  provided  that  "no  per- 
son shall  hereafter  be  entitled  to  recover  any  damages  for 
any  buildings  or  improvements  of  any  kind  which  shall 
or  may  be  placed  or  constructed  upon  or  within  the  lines 
of  any  located  street  or  alley  after  the  same  shall  have  been 
located  or  ordained  by  Councils,"  and  I  am  inclined  to 
think  that  this  supersedes  the  earlier  legislation  of  1871, 
even  if  it  were  effective  previously. 

The  chief  reason  for  preventing  the  erection  is  that  we 
may  lose  trace  of  the  time  when  the  building  was  put  up 
and  fcrget  to  raise  the  point  when  the  street  is  finally 
opened  or  widened;  and  besides,  the  fact  that  the  house 
is  destroyed  may  unconsciously  affect  the  opinion  of  the 
jurors  as  to  the  damage  suffered  in  other  respects. 

If  you  desire  to  have  the  question  raised  in  this  case  I 
will  do  so,  but  I  fear  that  we  will  not  succeed,  unless,  as  I 
have  said,  there  is  already  an  order  to  open  the  street.

In  my  opinon  the  supplemental  contracts  are  not  covered 
by  the  decision  in  the  Smith  case.  My  main  difficulty 
arises  from  my  understanding  that  part  of  the  work  was 
done  without  an  appropriation  and  without  a  supplemental

contract,  but  by  reason  of  a  con3iclGral)le  cmerg'ency.  Inas- 
much, however,  as  but  three  months  of  the  current  year 
have  passed,  and  I  suppose  the  great  bulk  of  the  work  is 
done,  the  mischief,  if  mischief  there  be,  has  already  been 
incurred,  and  apparently  the  only  sensible  course  is  to 
complete  the  work  and  endeavor  to  pay  for  it  afterward.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  yours  of  March  16th  in- 
quiring with  respect  to  the  bill  of  Messr.s  Wilson,  Harris 
&  Richards  for  architectural  services  in  connection  with  the 
construction  of  the  buildiuirs  for  the  Municipal  Plospital 
for  Contagious  Diseases. 

Your  understanding  is  entirely  correct.  You  will  recall 
that  I  suggested  to  you  that  there  is  a  possibility  that  the 
contract  with  those  gentlemen  might  be  held  to  be  illegal, 
but  as  the  services  have  been  fully  performed,  neither  of  us 
thought  it  proper  to  raise  the  question,  and  after  a  confer- 
ence with  ]\Ir.  Pepper,  who  represents  them,  and  with  Mr. 
Johnson  himself,  it  was  understood  that  they  should  be 
paid  their  four  per  cent,  in  accordance  W'ith  the  agreement 
with  them ;  that  they  abandon  the  entire  claim  with  re- 
spect to  the  other  buildings,  and  that  Mr.  Johnson  waive 
any  claim  he  may  have  Avth  respect  to  these  buildings.

Dear  Sir  : — I  have  received  yours  of  Marcli  27  in  which 
you  inquire  whether  you  can  properly  recognize  an  ordi- 
nance of  March  26  authorizing  the  payment  of  the  ex- 
penses of  primary  elections  out  of  the  fund  set  aside  for 
the  payment  of  writs  of  mandamus.  Your  objection  is  that 
the  fund  is  already  too  small  and  none  of  it  should  be  di- 
verted. 

Apart  from  the  question  Avhether  you  or  I  can  object  to 
any  change  of  appropriation  that  Councils  may  choose  to 
make,  I  cannot  find  that  Councils  have  eitlier  made  an  ap- 
jDropriation  or  deliberately  set  aside  a  fund  for  the  purpose 
of  paying  writs  of  mandamus.  Indeed,  the  ordinance  of 
March  26th,  which  is  now  submitted  to  me,  is  the  first  ordi- 
nance which  I  can  find  in  which  there  is  a  reference  to  any 
such  fund.  So  far  as  I  can  learn  it  has  never  been  the 
practice  to  set  the  money  aside  formally  for  this  purpose. 

Nor  is  it  necessary  that  this  should  be  done.  This  will 
apj)ear  more  clearly  when  we  consider  the  nature  of  the 
writs  commonly,  although  inaccurately  called  writs  of 
mandamus  execution.  Their  nature  is  discussed  by  the 
Suj^reme  Court  on  pages  209-10  of  Monaghan  vs.  Phila., 
28  Penna.  R.,  207.  They  are  issued  upon  judgments  re- 
covered against  counties  and  municipal  corporations  under 
the  provisions  of  an  Act  approved  April  15,  1834,  which 
describes  them  as  writs  commanding  the  proper  officer  "to 
cause  the  amount  thereof  with  the  interest  and  costs  to  be 
paid  to  the  party  entitled  to  the  benefit  of  said  judgment 
out  of  any  moneys  unappropriated  of  said  county,  or  if 
there  be  no  such  moneys,  out  of  the  first  moneys  that  shall 
be  received." 

It  will  thus  be  seen  that  all  that  need  be  done  is  precisely 
what  is  and  always  has  been  done,  viz.,  to  leave  money  en- 
tirely unappropriated  ready  to  meet  orders  of  this  kind. 
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We  know  as  a  matter  of  current  history  that  Councils  had 
this  in  mind  with  respect  to  $1,000,000  of  the  amount  left 
unappropriated  by  them ;  but  this  is  not  shown  by  any  leg- 
islative act  settina;  that  sum  aside.  In  fact,  the  amount 
left  unappropriated  approaches  $1,600,000.  If  I  correctly 
understand  you,  your  view  is  that  this  larger  sum  consists 
of  two  parts,  one  of  them  of  $1,000,000,  forming  the  man- 
damus fund,  and  the  other  being  simply  unappropriated. 
But  I  can  find  no  warrant  for  this  in  the  appropriation  or- 
dinances ;  nor  would  it  matter  if  there  were,  for  under  the 
terms  of  the  Act  of  1834:  all  of  it  would  be  subject  to  these 
writs. 

I  fear  that  I  have  been  unduly  prolix  in  this  explana- 
tion ;  my  excuse  is  a  special  desire  to  make  myself  clear  on 
account  of  your  urgent  feeling  that  the  amount  set  aside  is 
already  too  small  and  should  not  be  impaired.  It  certainly 
is  insufficient  to  meet  the  requirements  for  the  jea.r,  and 
will  need  to  be  supplemented  by  other  moneys  or  we  shall 
be  unable  to  meet  the  demands  of  our  judgment  creditors. 
But  this  unfortunate  condition  does  not  change  the  legal 
situation.  It  must  not  be  forgotten  that  further  provision 
for  these  writs  is  made  by  the  Loan  Bill.  Moreover,  I 
hope  and  believe  that  the  proposed  payments  will  be  only 
a  temporary  diversion  of  this  money,  and  that  it  will  be  re- 
stored to  us  in  due  time  by  the  Stave  Government.  I  shall 
be  glad  to  do  all  in  my  power  to  accomplish  this  result.  At 
all  events,  the  election  officers  are  entitled  to  prompt  pay- 
ment, and  if  not  paid  in  this  way  they  may  sue  and  the 
payments  to  them  will  be  made  through  writs  of  manda- 
mus. 

Before  closing  I  refer  to  the  Act  of  June  11,  1879,  P. 
L.  130,  out  of  which  your  difficulty  in  part  arises.  I  have 
at  different  times  read  that  Act  with  great  care,  and  my 
opinion  is  clear  that  the  Act  in  question  only  relates  to 
those  sums  wdiich  arc  paid  by  virtue  of  appropriation ;  and 
if  Councils  choose  to  appropriate  every  cent  of  revenue, 
while  there  would  indeed  be  considerable  difficulty,  and 
perhaps  loss  of  credit  to  the  city  by  reason  of  its  inability 
to  pay  writs  of  mandamus,  yet  the  terms  of  that  Act  would 
not  be  disobeyed.

I  think  jou  are  fully  justified  and  required  to  honor 
and  countersign  proper  warrants  drawn  for  the  election 
expenses.

Dear  Sir: — In  reply  to  your  letter  of  the  19th  inst., 
concerning  your  authority  over  boxing  exhibitions,  I  beg  to 
inform  you  that  a  former  City  Solicitor,  in  an  opinion 
submitted  to  the  then  Mayor  of  the  City  (Opinions  of  the 
City  Solicitor,  1885,  p.  16)  advised  him  as  follows: 

"The  Act  of  March  22,  1867,  however,  provides: 
"  'That  whosoever  shall  engage  or  participate  in  any 
prize  fight  in  this  Commonwealth,  or  any  fight  or 
pugilistic  contest,  on  the  result  of  which  any  money 
or  valuable  thing  is  bet  or  wagered,  shall  be  guilty  of 
a  misdemeanor  'and  on  conviction  thereof,  shall  be 
fined  in  a  sum  not  exceeding  one  thousand  dollars,  and 
imprisoned  in  the  penitentiary,  or  the  jail  of  the 
proper  county,  for  a  period  not  exceeding  two  years, 
and  every  person  present  at  such  fight,  or  laying  any 
bet  or  wager  on  the  result  thereof,  whether  present  or 
not,  shall  be  considered  a  participant  therein,  and  as 
giving  encouragement  thereto,  and  may,  at  the  discre- 
tion of  the  Court,  be  punished  in  like  manner.' 

"Under  this  Act  pugilistic  contests  and  prize  fights 
are  prohibited  and,  if  you  have  the  facts  in  your  pos- 
session which  convince  you  that  such  a  contest  is  to  be 
waged,  or  that  money  has  been  staked  or  wagered  upon 
such  contest,  it  is  within  your  power,  and  it  is  your 
duty,  to  prevent  such  contest  or  exliibilion.     And  fur- 
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tlier,  if  the  exhibition  is  unlawful,  and  tends  to  demor- 
alize the  community,  or  to  incite  to  a  breach  of  the 
peace,  by  the  gathering  of  unruly  and  dangerous 
classes,  you  have  the  power,  as  the  Chief  Executive  of 
the  city,  to  prevent  such  a  contest  or  exhibition." 

In  addition  to  this  opinion,  the  case  of  Commonwealth 
vs.  John  L.  Sullivan  and  D.  F.  McCaffrey,  reported  in  16 
"W.  jST.  C,  page  14,  held  that  persons  who  agree  to  engage 
in  a  prize  fight  or  pugilistic  contest  may  be  arrested  and 
held  to  answer  for  conspiracy,  and  also  to  keep  the  peace. 
The  pretence  that  the  contest  is  to  be  for  scientific  points, 
and  the  fact  that  gloves  are  to  be  used,  will  not  avail  them 
when  the  evidence  shows  that  a  fight  was  intended.  The 
opinion  in  this  case,  delivered  April  2,  1885,  was  by  Judge 
Fell,  in  the  Quarter  Sessions  Court.  He  is  now  Justice 
Fell,  of  the  Supreme  Court. 

To  the  opinion  expressed  by  my  predecessor  I  adhere. 
The  two  cases  that  have  been  brought  in  our  Common  Pleas 
Courts,  The  Central  Athletic  Club  vs.  Ashbridge,  and  the 
Philadelphia  Baseball  Company  and  Kobert  Fitzsimmons 
et  al.,  vs.  Weaver,  show  that  there  must  be  a  real  necessity 
for  police  interference.  If  there  is  no  such  necessity  the 
courts  will  grant  an  injunction  to  restrain  the  city  author- 
ities from  interfering. 

In  the  Central  Athletic  Club  case,  above  referred  to, 
Judge  Martin  ruled : 

"While  it  is  well  settled  that  a  municipality  through 
its  proper  officers  may  with  a  strong  hand  abate  a  pub- 
lic or  common  nuisance  which  endangers  either  the 
health  or  safety  of  its  citizens,  and  it  is  not  obliged  to 
await  the  action  of  a  jury  or  until  a  catastrophe  oc- 
curs, and  although  the  courts  recognize  that  necessarily 
something  must  be  left  to  the  exercise  of  the  discre- 
tion and  judgment  of  those  who  are  charged  with  the 
safety  of  the  public,  and  that  they  are  not  to  be  ham- 
pered in  the  discharge  of  their  duties;  and  while  it  is 
clear  that  the  inten-ention  of  the  Director  of  Public 
Safety  in  the  present  case  was  prompted  entirely  by 
his  zeal  to  faithfully  discharge  the.  duties  of  his  office, 
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a  careful  consideration  of  the  voluminous  and  undis- 
puted evidence  submitted  at  the  hearing  of  the  cause 
fails  to  disclose  any  necessity  for  police  interference 
in  this  case.  The  prayer  of  the  bill  is  therefore 
granted." 

While  these  cases  show  that  there  are  limits  to  the  dis- 
cretion of  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Safety 
over  boxing  matches,  yet  in  the  absence  of  an  abuse  of  this 
discretion  his  interference  will  not  be  restrained. 

In  the  case  of  the  Walnut  Street  Theatre  Company  vs. 
Weaver,  15  D.  R.,  794,  while  it  does  not  concern  boxing, 
yet  shows  that  the  exercise  of  discretion  in  such  matters 
will  not  be  interfered  with,  even  though  the  Court  may 
not  be  in  entire  accord  with  the  wisdom  of  the  conclusions 
of  the  executive  or  Director.  You  have  a  broad  power  to 
prevent  any  prize  fighting  or  exhibitions  of  boxing  upon 
which  wagers  are  laid  and  to  preserve  the  public  peace. 
Mere  boxing,  even  though  in  the  presence  of  onlookers,  is 
not  unlawful  per  se ;  and  you  would  not  have  the  right  to 
interfere  unless  it  amounts  to  a  breach  of  the  peace  or  is 
carried  on  in  a  brutal,  vicious  or  improper  way. 

For  practical  purposes  I  would  say  that  when  a  boxing 
exliibition  is  advertised  you  are  not  justified  in  preventing 
it  unless  from  evidence  presented  to  you,  or  otherwise,  you 
have  good  reason  to  believe  that  a  breach  of  the  law  is  in- 
tended. If  such  does  not  appear,  the  duty  of  your  Depart- 
ment is  adequately  performed  by  detailing  as  many  officers 
as  may  be  necessary  to  witness  the  exhibition  and  inter- 
fere to  prevent  its  continuance,  if  it  should  prove  to  be  or 
should  degenerate  into  a  fight  of  the  character  that  is 
legally  forbidden.  The  person  in  command  of  such  body 
of  officers  should  be  of  sufficient  discretion  to  properly  de- 
cide this  question  should  it  arise. 

I  have  caused  this  opinion  to  be  prepared  with  some- 
wht  unusual  fullness  because  I  understand  that  it  is  your 
desire  that  it  should  be  in  the  nature  of  a  brief  on  the  sub- 
ject.

My  Dear  Sir: — I  have  received  your  letter  of  Marcli 
31st,  inquiring  with  respect  to  the  course  that  it  would  be 
legal  and  wise  for  you  to  pursue  as  City  Treasurer  when 
the  unappropriated  moneys  of  the  City  which  are  subject 
to  writs  of  madamus  execution   are  exhausted. 

This  has  not  been  a  practical  question  for  several  months 
and  is  not  likely  to  be  a  practical  question  at  an  early 
date.  The  total  amount  unappropriated  at  the  beginning 
of  the  year  was  about  $1,590,000.  A  portion  of  this  un- 
der a  decree  of  the  Supreme  Court  has  been  transferred  to 
the  ]Srorth  East  Boulevard  Loan,  and  otherwise  used,  re- 
ducing the  amount  to  $1,283,590.48.  Against  this  up  to 
yesterday  afternoon  writs  of  madamus  had  been  paid 
amounting  to  $433,532.36,  leaving  still  subject  to  such 
writs  over  $850,000. 

I  am  informed  by  my  Assistant  that  it  is  not  probable 
that  any  very  large  amounts  will  be  required  within  a  short 
time ;  and  long  before  this  large  balance  is  exhausted 
we  shall  receive  another  $1,000,000  out  of  the  new  loan 
which  has  been  authorized  from  which  that  amount  is  set 
apart  for  this  purpose. 

I  suppose  that  you  are  disturbed  by  a  statement  in  the 
newspapers  of  certain  recent  findings  by  Judge  Ralston  in 
cases  which  had  been  tried  before  him  as  long  ago  as  last 
June.  Those  findings,  however,  are  not  judgments  upon 
which  an  execution  can  issue  at  the  present  time;  they  are 
subject  to  exception  and  argimient  before  the  Court,  and 
to  a  possible  appeal  to  the  Supreme  Court;  and  the  fact 
that  the  Judge  has  found  it  necessary  to  resen^e  his  opin- 
ion for  this  length  of  time  shows  that  the  questions  in- 
volved are  complicated. 

T  think  I  can  say  with  a  reasonable  degree  of  certainty 
that  these  judg-ments  will  not  trouble  you  for  a  consider- 
able time.

We  are  also  required  to  pay  certain  sums  for  election 
•expenses.  It  is,  however,  the  duty  of  the  State  to  repay 
these  moneys,  and  this  should  be  done  promptly.  I  cannot 
believe  that  the  State  officers  will  violate  their  duty  and 
delay  this  payment,  the  Attorney  General  having  decided 
that  the  appropriation  made  by  the  last  Legislature  is  ap- 
plicable for  the  purpose. 

But  even  if  this  sum  were  not  returned  promptly,  and 
also  if  payments  were  immediately  required  for  the  claims 
for  land  damages  above  mentioned  just  decided  by  Judge 
Ralston,  we  should  still  have  a  considerable  margin  suffi- 
cient to  carry  us  until  the  receipt  of  the  moneys  from  the 
new  loan.  We  may  therefore  properly  follow  the  scrip- 
tural direction  not  to  be  anxious  respecting  the  future, 
or  worry  regarding  a  condition  which  may  never  arise — 
"Sufficient  unto  the  day  is  the  evil  thereof."

My  Deae  Sir  : — I  have  received  yours  of  April  2nd, 
inquiring  whether  additional  fire  escapes  not  required  by 
law  may  be  paid  for  under  the  appropriation  "for  addi- 
tions to  present  sites  and  buildings." 

In  my  opinion  the  word  "additions"  in  that  connection- 
means  extension  of  the  buildings,  such  as  a  new  room, 
etc.,  but  not  something  added  on  to  the  present  building, 
Buch  as  a  new  window,  or  door,  or  fire  escape. 

I  am  somewhat  more  clear  about  this  from  the  fact  that 
Item  5  of  the  appropriation  bill  distinctly  provides  for  fire 
escapes  as  well  as  additions,  and  the  earlier  part  of  Item  6, 
in  which  Item  the  lauguage  which  you  cite  appears,  in- 
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cliickd  alterations  and  general  repairs.  I  must  own^ 
however,  that  the  clause  to  which  you  refer  seems  to  me 
to  be  almost  a  duplication  of  part  of  Item  5,  so  that  a 
portion  of  the  reason  that  I  have  given  is  made  less  effec- 
tive. ISTevertheless,  in  my  opinion,  the  fire  escapes  in 
question  should  either  be  paid  for  out  of  Item  5,  or  the 
first  clause  of  Item  6.

Dear  Sir: — I  have  received  yours  of  this  date  inquir- 
ing whether  you  are  justified  in  countersigning  w^arrants 
and  the  City  Treasurer  in  paying  the  same  in  conformity 
with  the  opinion  delivered  by  my  predecessor,  Judge  Kin-

Stability  of  practice  in  the  City  Departments  is  of 
importance,  and  I  have  therefore  adopted  and  followed  the

Dear  Sir  : — I  have  received  yours  of  April  8tb,  inquir- 
ing whether  an  addition  to  the  Sixth  District  Police 
Station,  east  of  11th  street,  north  of  Race  street,  may 
be  paid  for  out  of  the  item  in  the  appropriation  from  the 
$13,500,000  loan  of  February  9,  1907,  ''for  purchase  of 
lots  and  erection  of  buildings  for  Police,  Fire  and  Bath 
purposes." 

Under  the  earlier  mechanics'  lien  laws  in  which  no  lien 
was  allowed  for  additions,  alterations  &c.,  the  question 
whether  an  addition  was  a  new  building  or  not  was  fre- 
quently litigated,  and  the  decisions  are  not  altogether 
harmonious.  In  my  opinion,  however,  an  appropriation 
of  this  kind  is  not  to  be  interpreted  with  the  same  string- 
ency that  was  applied  to  the  provisions  in  the  earlier 
mechanics'  lien  laws. 

If  the  addition  in  question  is  a  very  substantial  part,  I 
think  you  may  treat  it  as  a  new  building  attached  to  the 
old  one,  and  I  think  it  would  be  wise  for  you  so  to  describe 
it  in  your  specifications  and  contracts. 

Of  course,  I  assume  that  there  is  an  ordinance  authoriz- 
ing the  work.  If  this  ordinance  is  a  separate  one  and  no 
other  provision  for  payment  is  made,  in  my  opinion  we 
should  very  liberally  interpret  the  appropriation  so  as  to 
make  it  apply  to  the  express  authority  granted  by  Councils.

Dear  Sir  : — I  have  received  the  letter  of  Chief  Engi- 
neer Webster,  approved  by  you,  bearing  date  April  7,  1908, 
with  respect  to  the  deed  of  dedication  of  Ogontz  avenue. 
I  return  herewith  the  deed  of  dedication  sent  to  me  and  the 
letter  of  Mr.  Wagner,  the  District  Surveyor. 

According  to  my  understanding  of  the  letter,  the  rail- 
way is  already  constructed  upon  Ogontz  avenue,  and  the 
street  has  been  graded  in  accordance  wiht  the  grade  which 
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will  be  established  upon  tbe  confirmation  of  the  plan.  It 
is  also  paved  between  the  tracks  of  the  railway. 

If  the  street  had  been  opened  before  the  construction  of 
the  railway,  authority  of  Councils  would  be  required  before 
the  railway  could  be  built.  The  ordinance  of  December 
14,  1901,  authorizing  the  construction  of  the  railway  is  not 
clear  to  me  with  respect  to  the  route,  but  this  seems  to  be 
explained  by  the  statement  that  it  was  built  in  accordance 
with  the  plan  approved  by  the  Board  of  Surveyors.  I 
therefore  assume  that  Councils  have  given  authority  for  the 
construction  of  the  road  on  this  route. 

The  deed  of  dedication  is  good  against  the  owner  of  the 
property  and  the  only  doubt  which  can  arise  is,  whether  the 
railway  company  having  a  right  of  way  may  claim  that  in 
some  way  it  suffers  damage  by  the  opening  of  the  street. 
jISTo  such  damage,  however,  occurs  to  me,  and  the  memoran- 
dum of  the  deed  by  the  dedicating  owner,  David  G.  Alsop, 
which  is  attached  to  Mr.  Wagner's  letter,  sets  forth  that 
Ogontz  avenue  is  laid  out  in  accordance  with  the  Ordi- 
nance of  Councils  approved  July  27,  1901,  and  that  it 
was  intended  to  be  dedicated. 

As  I  understand  the  facts,  however,  Ogontz  avenue  will 
not  be  formally  laid  out — that  is,  appear  upon  the  approved 
plan — until  you  approve  this  plan,  and  that  you  will  not 
approve  it  until  it  isformally  dedicated.  IsTevertheless,  this 
recital  in  my  opinion  sufficiently  shows  the  intention  of 
Mr.  Alsop  to  dedicate  the  street  immediately,  in  order  that 
it  may  appear  upon  the  plan,  and  an  acceptance  of  this 
scheme  by  the  railway  company  in  accepting  the  grant  of 
the  right  of  w^ay,  is  thus  set  forth. 

In  my  opinion  therefore  the  rights  of  the  railway  com- 
pany are  subject  to  the  rights  of  the  City,  as  set  forth  in 
the  deed  of  the  dedication,  and  that  deed  may  therefore  be 
properly  accepted  by  the  Board  of  Surveyors,

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The  liability  of  the  City  seems  to  assume  the  authority  of 
the  City  to  remove  the  tree,  and  if  the  case  is  clear  enough 
to  warrant  the  responsibility  of  your  so  doing,  it  may  be 
desirable  to  cut  it  down  at  once  to  avoid  responsibility  to 
third  persons.

Dear  Sir: — I  have  received  the  letter  of  Chief  Ben- 
son, of  the  Bureau  of  Water,  approved  by  you,  dated 
April  15,  1908,  inquiring  whether  you  are  justified  in 
permitting  Mr.  McDougall  to  have  certain  paving  done 
by  the  Filbert  Paving  &  Construction  Company,  the  con- 
tractor for  the  year  1907,  or  whether  he  must  employ  the 
Barber  Paving  Company,  the  contractor  for  the  year  1908. 
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I  have  examined  the  original  contract  with  Mr.  Mc- 
Dougall  and  have  also  had  a  report  with  respect  to  the 
records  of  this  Department.  The  information  thus 
gathered  supplements  the  statements  in  your  letter  and 
modifies  one  of  them.  The  letter  states  that  the  contract 
w^as  signed  by  the  Mayor  on  January  10,  1908,  but  under 
the  signature  there  is  the  stamjD  of  J.  Erank  Jones,  the 
Mayor's  contract  clerk,  that  the  contract  was  executed  De- 
cember 31,  1907,  meaning,  as .  I  am  told,  that  it  was 
executed  by  the  Mayor  on  that  date.  This  change  might 
be  material  if  the  question  of  the  time  wdien  the  Mayor 
executed  the  contract  were  itself  material. 

But  in  my  opinion,  that  is  not  a  vital  point.  The  Ordi- 
nance of  September  12,  1905,  authorizes  you,  as  the  Direc- 
tor of  the  Department,  to  grant  jjermission  to  the  owner 
or  owners  to  pave  or  repave  the  street  in  front  of  their 
properties  and  does  not  require  a  formal  contract  between 
the  city  and  the  property  owner,  signed  by  the  Mayor.  So 
far  as  the  ordinance  is  concerned,  the  Mayor  has  no  duty 
whatever  to  perform  in  the  premises.  It  is  only  essential 
for  a  proper  bond  to  be  filed,  satisfactory  to  the  City  Solic- 
itor, to  keep  the  pavement  in  good  order  and  repair  for 
five  years,  and  that  the  owners  shall  file  with  you  an  agree- 
ment in  writing,  authorizing  you  to  designate  the  character 
of  jDaving  to  be  used,  and  agreeing  to  have  the  paving  done 
by  the  contractor.  As  I  understand,  this  agreement  was 
filed  as  early  as  December  18,  1907,  and  you  immediately 
informed  Mr.  McDougall  who  the  contractor  was  at  that 
date,  thus-  apparently  assenting  to  his  performance  of  the 
work,  subject  to  his  complying  with  the  necessary  condition 
of  filing  a  bond.  The  bond  was  duly  filed  in  1907,  accom- 
panied with  his  signature  and  the  signatures  of  his  sureties. 
The  pai:)er  filed  by  him  included  an  agreement  more  strin- 
gent that  the  ordinance  required,  and  in  my  judgment 
was  complete  for  the  present  purpose  at  that  time,  even 
if  the  Mayor  had  not  signed  it,  but  the  evidence  seems  to 
be  that  the  Mayor  did  sign  it  upon  the  same  day.  At  that 
"time,  and,  indeed,  upon  January  10th  other  bids  had  not 
been  received,  or,  at  all  events,  the  contract  for  the  year 
1908  had  not  been  awarded.  It  was  not  awarded  until  Jan- 
uary 22nd,  and  in  the  meantime,  during  the  year  1907,  an 
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arrangement  had  been  made  wtili  Mr.  McDoiigall  and  the 
former  contractor, 

I  know  nothing  of  the  circumstances  of  this  case,  but  it 
may  frequently  be  important  to  the  property  o^^^ler  en- 
gaged in  a  building  operation,  that  his  paving  and  other 
similar  contracts  may  be  completed  at  the  earliest  possible 
moment.  At  all  events,  they  certainly  were  complete  be- 
fore the  award  of  the  new  contract,  and  this  brings  the 
question  within  the  terms  of  the  letter  of  my"  predecessor, 
Judge  Kinsey,  to  you,  bearing  date  April  27,  1907,  in 
which  among  other  things  he  advised  you  that  there  is 
nothing  in  the  Ordinance  of  September  12,  1905,  which 
requires  that  the  work  must  be  done  in  the  same  year  in. 
which  the  contract  is  executed,  or  in  which  the  City  has 
its  annual  contract,  and  that  the  department  would  be  jus- 
tified in  permitting  the  contractor  to  pave  the  street  during 
the  next  succeeding  year  if  he  is  willing  to  do  it,  or  if  under 
the  terms  of  his  contract  the  obligation  remains  upon  him. 

In  accordance  with  that  opinion,  I  am  of  opinion  that 
the  work  in  question  should  be  done  by  the  Filbert  Paving 
&  Construction  Company,  with  whom  a  contract  was  en- 
tered into  by  the  property  owner,  Mr,  McDougall,  during 
the  year  1907,  the  contract  having  been  by  virtue  of  pro- 
ceedings then  pending  nnder  the  Ordinance  of  1905  and 
which  proceedings  were  completed  before  the  end  of  the 
year,  and  long  before  the  award  of  the  contract  for  1908 
to  the  Barber  Company.

Dear  Sir: — Mr.  McLaughlin,  Chief  of  the  Electrical 
Bureau,  called  on  me  on  Monday  and  asked  my  opinion 
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with  respect  to  the  meaning  of  the  words,  "single  exhibi- 
tion of  moving  pictnres,"  in  the  ordinance  approved  Feb- 
ruary 20,  1908,  providing  for  the  issuing  of  licenses,  etc., 
for  moving  picture  exhibitions.  The  conversation,  how- 
ever, developed  some  other  questions,  and  at  his  request  I 
write  to  you  in  substance  what  I  told  him  orally. 

It  is  very  plain  that  Sections  1  and  3  provide  for  two 
separate  and  distinct  licenses.  Under  Section  3  a  person 
who  operates  a  moving  picture  machine  is  required  to  pass 
an  examination  before  a  Board  of  Examiners,  consisting 
of  the  Fire  Marshal  and  the  Chief  of  the  Electrical  Bu- 
reau, and  if  this  examination  is  passed  to  their  satisfaction 
he  receives  a  license,  which  is  personal  to  himself  and  for 
which  he  pays  the  sum  of  $5.  This  license  fee  must  be 
paid  by  any  person  who  operates  such  a  machine  whether 
it  is  operated  in  a  place  licensed  under  the  first  section,  or 
in  a  place  which  is  excepted  from  the  effect  of  that  section, 
being  either  a  theatre  or  other  place  of  public  amusement, 
or  a  church  or  other  place  not  devoted  to  the  business  of 
such  exhibitions,  in  which  a  single  exhibition  only  is  given. 
That  is  to  say,  that  as  I  myself  have  not  passed  such  an 
examination  and  have  not  received  the  license  provided  for 
in  the  Third  Section,  I  would  not  be  justified  in  running 
the  machine,  either  in  a  licensed  hall  or  a  place  of  public 
amusement  otherwise  licensed,  or  in  a  church  in  which 
but  one  single  exhibition  is  given. 

The  examination  and  licensing  of  the  operator  is  one  of 
the  greatest  safeguards  provided  for  by  the  ordinance,  and 
in  view  of  this  safeguard  we  may,  perhaps,  be  a  little  more 
liberal  in  the  interpretation  of  the  proviso  that  the  first 
section  "shall  not  apply  to  any  church  or  other  place 
not  devoted  to  the  business  of  such  exhibitions  so  as  to  re- 
quire the  payment  of  the  said  license  fee  for  the  giving  of 
a  single  exhibition  of  moving  pictures."  I  do  not  under- 
stand by  this  that  one  exhibition  only  could  be  given 
throughout  all  time  in  a  church  or  lyceum  hall,  or  school 
house,  so  that  the  words  "single  exhibition"  are  to  be 
strained  to  that  extent.  Inasmuch  as  no  license  is  required 
for  a  single  exhibition,  I  do  not  see  how  we  can  place  the 
current  year  during  which  a  license,   if  granted,  would 
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mil,   as  the  limit.     Among  the   definitions  of  the  word 
''single"  is  "alone,  having  no  companion." 

In  my  judgment,  therefore,  we  may  say  that  where  one 
exhibition  at  a  time  is  provided  for,  and  the  exhibition  oc- 
curs at  suitable  intervals  of  time,  so  that  they  could  not  be 
coupled  together  as  a  series,  each  one  may  be  said  to  be  a 
single  exhibition  and  no  license  is  required  in  a  building 
of  the  kind  mentioned,  provided,  as  already  stated,  that  the 
operator  is  a  skillful  man,  who  has  passed  the  examination 
and  has  been  duly  licensed.

Deae  Sie: — Replying  to  yours  of  April  16,  1908,  re- 
specting the  completion  of  the  work  which  should  have 
been  performed  by  Edward  Fay  &  Son  under  their  con- 
tract for  the  constmction  of  the  Fire  House  at  Sixty-third 
and  Lancaster  avenue,  the  terms  of  the  contract  explicitly 
provide  that  you  shall  "have  full  authority  and  power  to 
immediately  purchase  such  materials,  tools  and  machinery, 
and  to  employ  such  workmen  as  in  his  (your)  opinion 
shall  be  required  for  the  proper  completion  of  the  said  work 
at  the  cost  and  expense  of  the  said  party  of  the  second  part, 
or  his  surety,  or  both." 

I  am  therefore  of  opinion  that  it  is  not  necessary  for 
you  to  solicit  bids,  but  3'ou  may  employ  workmen  and  pur- 
chase material  in  the  open  market ;  and  although  I  do  not 
profess  to  be  a  building  expert,  upon  reading  the  notice  of 
April  16  it  would  appear  to  me  that  there  is  such  a  variety 
of  small  things  to  be  attended  to  by  contractors  of  different 
kinds  that  the  work  would  be  better  performed  in  the  man- 
ner that  you  suggest. 
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Answering  your  second  question,  the  entire  ex^Dense  in- 
cident to  tlie  completion  of  the  work  may  be  deducted  from 
the  amount  of  money  due  Fay  w^ithout  further  notice  to 
him  or  his  suret_y.

Deae  Sie: — I  have  received  the  letter  of  April  22  writ- 
ten by  Mr.  Benson,  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Highways,  and 
approved  by  you,  with  respect  to  the  supplemental  con- 
tract of  Michael  O'Rourke  entered  into  by  virtue  of  an  or- 
dinance of  July  25,  1907,  the  original  contract  having 
been  by  virtue  of  the  appropriation  ordinance  of  December 
31,  190-1,  Item  24,  appropriating  $5,000  for  the  year  1905 
for  grading,  regrading,  setting  and  resetting  curb,  paving, 
repaving  cartways  and  sidewalks,  etc.,  on  the  streets  be- 
tween Lehigh  and  Susquehanna  avenues  and  between 
Cedar  street  and  the  southeast  side  of  Richmond  street,  in 
the  Eighteenth  and  Thirty-first  Wards.  The  original  con- 
tract is  dated  March  8,  1905. 

During  your  absence  abroad  I  received  a  letter  from 
your  Department  dated  Eebruary  13,  1908,  which  I  an- 
swered under  date  of  February  28,  1908,  in  a  letter  ad- 
dressed to  Mr.  William  Knight,  Jr.,  Acting  Director  dur- 
ing your  absence.  In  that  letter  I  called  attention  to  the 
fact  that  the  original  appropriation  is  in  the  ordinance  en- 
titled "An  Ordinance  to  make  an  appropriation  to  the  De- 
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partment  of  Pnl)]ic  Works  fur  the  year  1905."  I  stated 
that  the  municipal  Act  of  May  23,  1874,  provides  in  part 
that  no  bill  shall  be  passed  containing  more  than  one  sub- 
ject which  should  be  clearly  expressed  in  its  title,  and  as 
this  title  was  the  annual  appropriation  bill  for  the  year 
1905,  and  the  title  does  not  disclose  any  other  intention 
than  to  make  an  appropriation  for  that  year,  and,  moreover, 
the  body  of  the  ordinance  does  not  purport  to  give  any 
authority  except  to  exj^end  money  during  thrt  year,  an  does 
not  even  specifically  give  authority  to  enter  into  any  con- 
tract whatever,  except  so  far  as  that  authority,  is  implied 
from  a  mere  appropriation  for  money  to  be  expended  dur- 
ing that  year,  I  advised  your  Department  by  that  letter  that 
the  Ordinance  gives  no  right  to  do  any  paving  later  than 
the  year  1905,  and  in  connection  with  that  appropriation. 

There  are  two  letters  from  my  predecessor,  Judge  Kin- 
sey,  to  Director  Acker,  both  dated  N'ovember  23,  1905,  pub- 
lished in  the  printed  opinions  of  that  year,  pag^s  100  and 
103,  in  each  of  which  he  calls  attention  to  the  desirability 
r^f  a  specific  ordinance  authorizing  the  work.  Emphasis  is 
given  to  this  by  the  recent  decision  in  the  South  Broad 
street  case,  to  which  you  call  attentiju. 

For  these  two  reasons,  closely  related  to  each  other,  ].  am 
of  opinion  that  the  entire  effect  of  Item  24  in  the  Ordi- 
nance of  December,  1904,  was  to  provide  a  fund  for  the 
payment  of  such  ex!)tnseb  as  might  be  incurred  during  the 
year  1905,  wi'thin  the  district  mentioned,  and  thai  the  nj>- 
propriation  and  therefore  the  contract  thereunder  became 
dead  at  the  end  of  that  year.  Councils  had  no  right  as  late 
as  the  year  "1907  to  direct  that  other  paving  should  be  done 
under  a  contract  which  l\i\d  become  completely  dead,  and  in 
my  opinion  the  suppleutt  ntal  contract:  is  invalid.

Dear  Sir: — I  received  yours  of  the  25th  inst.,  con- 
taining a  copy  of  a  resolution  of  your  Board  that  inas- 
much as  the  Board  contributes  $20,000  annually  to  the 
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Sinking  Funds  in  lieu  of  premiums  for  fire  policies,  my 
opinion  is  requested  as  to  the  liability  of  the  Sinking  Eunds 
for  losses. 
•  The  action  to  which  you  thus  refer  is  the  Ordinance 
of  March  29th,  1904  (Ordinances  of  1904,  p.  55).  On 
reference  to  that  Ordinance  you  will  find  that  the  money  in 
question  is  not  paid  into  the  Sinking  Funds,  but  forms 
a  fund  standing  by  itself  to  be  retained  as  a  permanent 
insurance  fund  until  it  shall  amount  to  a  certain  sum,  and 
the  excess  over  that  sum  only  is  paid  into  the  Sinking 
Funds. 

Section  4  of  the  ordinance  in  question  provides  that  in 
case  of  fire  the  sum  necessary  for  repaving,  repairing  or  re- 
placement shall  be  paid  out  of  that  Fund,  which  is  formed 
and  set  aside  for  the  purpose. 

The  Sinking  Funds  themselves,  therefore,  did  not  re- 
ceive any  money  and  are  not  responsible  for  the  loss,  but 
this  special  funVl  does  receive  it,  and  is  responsible.

Dear  Sir: — I  have  just  had  a  call  from  Assistant  Direc- 
tor Baldwin  with  regard  to  the  asparagus  growing  upon 
the  Byberry  tract.  It  was  not  planted  by  the  City,  but 
was  there  when  the  property  was  purchased,  and  he  tells 
me  that  there  will  be  several  hundred  dollars'  worth,  and 
may  probably  approach  one  thousand  dollars'  worth  beyond 
the  quantity  that  can  be  used,  and  asks  whether  he  is  jus- 
tified in  selling  it. 

This  differs  materially  from  ordinary  City  property.  I 
have  had  occasion  to  object  to  the  sale  of  material  and 
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property  upon  the  ground  that  it  requires  an  ordinance  of 
Councils  to  authorize  it,  but  asparagus  is  very  perishable 
and  must  be  disposed  of  as  soon  as  cut,  and  I  cannot  see 
that  any  one  can  possibly  find  fault  with  a  fair  sale  of  it. 
It  is  so  much  additional  money  gained  for  the  City  by 
the  disposition  of  property  which  otherwise  would  perish 
and  be  of  no  use  to  any  one.

Dear  Sik  : — I  received  your  letter  of  April  24th,  enclos- 
ing a  copy  of  a  communication  to  the  Committee  on  Fin- 
ance and  Accounts  of  your  Board,  bearing  date  N'ovember 
11,  1907,  submitting  a  scheme  for  a  new  method  of  paying 
the  salaries  of  teachers  and  janitors,  the  letter  asking  my 
opinion  as  to  the  legality  of  the  proposed  scheme. 

In  a  general  w^ay  this  provides  for  the  division  of  the 
City  into  districts,  each  one  containing  a  bank  of  deposit. 
Instead  of  drawing  a  warrant  to  the  principal  of  each 
school  for  the  salaries  for  the  teachers,  etc.,  of  that  school, 
as  is  now  drawn,  a  warrant  is  to  be  drawn  for  each  of  these 
districts  in  favor  of  the  Board  of  Public  Education,  thus 
reducing  the  number  of  warrants  from  260  to  a  number 
corresponding  to  the  number  of  the  districts,  and  checks  are 
to  be  drawn  in  favor  of  the  teachers,  engineers  and  janitors 
in  each  district  to  be  countersigned  by  the  warrant  clerk 
of  your  Board. 

In  my  opinion  this  plan  is  illegal.  In  the  first  place, 
the  City  Treasurer  is  the  proper  custodian  of  all  of  the 
funds  of  the  City.  Drawing  any  of  the  City  funds  out  of 
the  treasury  by  warrant  for  the  purpose  of  deposit  in  a  bank 
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to  the  credit  of  any  department,  board  or  officer  is  of 
very  doubtful  legality,  and  to  say  the  least,  is  a  serious  de- 
parture from  the  uniform  practice  of  the  City.  At  the 
present  time,  warrants  are  drawn  in  favor  of  the  City's 
creditor.  In  case  of  warrants  for  teachers'  salaries,  the 
principal  of  each  of  the  schools  is  treated  as  the  agent  of 
the  creditor,  who  may,  however,  revoke  that  agency.  I 
have  no  doubt  that  a  creditor  may  insist  upon  payment 
being  made  directly  to  himself,  and  if  he  does  so,  any 
such  payment  made  to  an  agent  would  be  at  the  City's 
risk. 

In  the  second  place,  according  to  the  plan  suggested, 
the  warrants  are  to  be  deposited  in  banks  to  the  credit  of 
your  board,  and  the  money  still  remain  in  the  custody  of 
an  agency  of  the  City ;  for  the  Board  of  Public  Education, 
independent  in  some  respects,  must  be  treated  as  the  City's 
agent;  for  the  purpose  of  paying  money  out  of  the  City 
treasury,  and  in  making  these  payments,  under  the  term 
of  the  recent  Act  regulating  your  Board,  they  must  be 
audited  and  the  warrants  countersigned  by  the  Controller. 

In  my  opinion,  checks  drawn  by  the  principal  or  super- 
vising principal  of  each  school  and  countersigned  by  your 
warrant  clerk,  are  in  the  nature  of  warrants  and  must  be 
audited  and  countersigned  by  the  Controller. 

Moreover,  I  fail  to  see  how  the  proposed  scheme  would 
have  the  advantages  claimed  for  it.  It  is  true  that  the 
number  of  warrants  would  be  reduced  from  260  to  a  smaller 
number,  but  260  is  not  a  large  number  by  any  means.  In 
my  own  department,  with  a  comparatively  limited  number 
of  persons  connected  with  it,  I  draw  more  than  one-third 
of  this  number  monthly,  and  I  have  no  difficulty  in  having 
the  accounts  vouched  and  verified  and  the  warrants  counter- 
signed and  returned  for  distribution  before  the  first  day  of 
each  month.  I  am  informed  by  the  Controller  that  under  no 
circumstances  would  he  delay  the  audit  and  countersign 
the  warrants  beyond  the  third  day  after  they  are  all  re- 
ceived. If  they  are  placed  in  his  hands,  say,  the  first  day 
of  the  month,  they  can  always  be  returned  by  him  not 
later  than  the  fourth,  and  probably  earlier.  Inasmuch  as 
he  keeps  an  account  not  only  with  each  school,  but  with 
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warrants,  the  only  effect  of  the  reduction  of  the  number  of 
warrants  would  be  in  the  physical  act  of  drawing,  signing, 
and  countersigning  them.  The  particular  duty  of  verify- 
ing all  accounts  wauld  still  remain,  and  this  duty  of  draw- 
ing, signing,  and  countersigning  the  warrants  would  be 
increased  by  the  duty  of  countersigning,  verifying,  and 
signing  the  checks  by  you  and  the  Controller,  to  a  very 
much  gTeater  extent  than  the  relief  secured  by  diminish- 
ing the  number  of  warrants.  Instead  of  simplifying  the 
audit,  it  would  seem  to  make  it  more  complex  and  per- 
haps the  original  preparation  of  the  warrants,  including 
the  work  and  the  signing  of  the  warrants,  signature  and 
countersignature,  the  deposit,  and  the  subsequent  drawing 
of  the  checks,  forwarding  them  with  the  pay  rolls,  verifi- 
cation of  the  pay-roll  and  checks  and  countersigning,  would 
delay  rather  than  advance  the  pay  day.

Dear  Sir  : — I  have  received  the  letter  of  this  date  of  Mr. 
John  W.  Frazier,  accompanied  by  a  plan  of  Mt.  Airy  ave- 
nue, a  copy  of  a  letter  from  Mr.  J.  C.  Wagner,  Surveyor 
and  Regulator  of  the  9th  District,  and  copies  of  three  affi- 
davits that  the  undedicated  parts  of  the  street  southwest- 
wardly  from  Bryan  street  have  been  in  open  and  notorious 
public  use  as  a  highway  for  twenty-one  years,  without  pro- 
test, interruption,  or  objection. 

I  do  not  quite  understand  the  paragraph  in  Mr.  Wag- 
ner's letter  with  respect  to  the  fence's  and  houses.  If,  as 
explained  to  me,  these  are  not  in  the  bed  of  the  street  at  all, 


but  on  the  side  of  the  street  coming  to  the  street  line,  they 
tend  to  supj)ort  the  view  of  a  dedication  rather  than  other- 
wise; but  if  they  are  in  the  bed  of  the  street,  they  show 
that  the  street  has  not  been  thoroughly  thrown  open  to 
pnblic  use. 

Upon  these  affidavits  and  the  first  statement  of  the 
meaning  of  Mr.  Wagner's  letter,  the  street  has  been  regu- 
larly dedicated  to  public  use.  The  fact  that  it  not  at 
grade  does  not  change  this  statement,  but  may  subject  the 
City  to  damages  for  the  grading.

Gex^j'Li'^iln: — I  li.'ive  received  the  letter  ol  April  '>Oth 
from  Chief  Enginoti-,  George  S.  AVebster.  approved  by 
both  of  you  gentlemen,  with  respect  to  paymonts  by  the 
Philadelphia  &  Reading  Railway  Company  to  the  City  to 
equalize  the  payments  by  the  Railway  and  the  City  for  ex- 
penses in  the  removal  of  certain  grade  crossings. 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  ordinance  and  agreement  be- 
tween the  City  and  Railway  on  this  subject,  certain  ex- 
penses are  to  be  paid  equally  by  the  City  and  the  Railway. 
Theoretically,  as  each  bill  became  due,  each  of  the  two 
parties  to  this  agreement — the  Railway  and  the  City — 
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should  furnish  one-half  the  money,  but  practically  this  is 
not  possible.  In  some  instances  the  expenses  are  incurred 
by  one  of  the  parties^  and  in  other  instances  by  the  other, 
and  the  payments  of  one  or  the  other  will  therefore  neces- 
sarily be  in  excess.  The'  ordinance  therefore  provides  that 
these  amounts  shall  be  equalized  by  a  repayment  to  the  one 
making  the  advance  by  the  'other  party;  but  such  repay- 
ment, however,  should  leave  the  condition  of  the  accounts 
in  all  respects  precisely  as  if  the  money  were  equally  ad- 
vanced in  the  first  instance,  and  this  position  should  apply 
not  only  to  the  accounts  between  the  parties,  but  to  the  con- 
dition of  the  appropriations  by  the  City  of  Philadelphia. 

Tu  making  ihe  repayment  to  the  Survey  Tiureau  by  the 
Railway  Comj)pny  I  am  of  opinion  that  the  mon(\y  sliould 
be  paid  either  b^'  the  Railway  Company  or  the  Sui^vey  r>u- 
reau,  as  the  case  may  be,  directly  to  the  City  Treasurer 
without  going;  through  the  hands  of  the  Receiver  of  Taxes. 

I  am  fiu'ther  of  opinion  that  the  Bureau  and  the  City 
Controller  may  credit  it  to  the  proper  Item  of  appv.-)])ria- 
tion  So  as  to  restore  the  money  thus  advanced  out  of  that 
appropriation  which  in  theory  should  have  been  paid  by  the 
Railway  Company,  and  so  that  the  appropriation  may  not 
be  diminished  by  the  fact  that  the  advance  was  made  on  be- 
half of  the  Railway  Company. 

By  way  of  illustration,  if  in  a  given  month  a  certain 
sum,  say,  $100,000,  is  paid,  of  which  $60,000  are  paid  by 
the  City  and  $40,000  by  the  Railway  Company,  the  appro- 
priation will  apparently  have  been  diminished  to  the  ex- 
tent of  $60,000,  but  the  real  amount  which  the  City 
should  pay  is  $50,000  only;  the  additional  $10,000  will  be 
treated  simply  as  an  advance  to  the  Railway  Company, 
and  then  at  the  end  of  the  month  it  is  restored  to  the  City. 
The  $10,000  tlms  restored  should  be  credited  to  the  same 
Item  of  appropriation  so  that  it  will  remain  diminished  to 
the  extent  of  the  actual  payment  of  $50,000  only.

Dear  Sir  : — Y^ours  of  this  date  was  received  in  the  mid- 
dle of  the  morning-  while  I  was  in  the  midst  of  work  which 
I  could  not  possibly  stop.  I  answer  you  at  the  earliest 
practicable  moment. 

1.  The  item  in  the  advertisement  for  bids  to  which  you 
call  my  attention  requires  that  settlement  shall  be  made  in 
full  on  or  before  May  -ith,  but  when  the  successful  bidder 
pays  his  money  he  is  entitled  to  receive  his  bonds,  as  there 
is  no  provision  in  the  advertisement  for  an  interim  certifi- 
cate which  would  be  negotiable. 

I  understand  from  these  letters  that  bonds  to  the  extent 
of  $1,000,000  will  be  ready  on  Monday,  and  that  the  bidder 
is  ready  to  pay  for  same  and  get  his  bonds.  The  balance 
of  the  bonds  will  be  ready  by  Thursday,  when  the  bidder 
will  be  ready  to  pay  the  balance  and  take  the  remainder  of 
the  bonds.  Under  the  circumstances  mentioned  I  think 
the  arrangement  made  was  a  proper  one. 

2.  As  to  the  protection  of  your  office,  if  you  receive  the 
money  and  deliver  the  bonds  at  the  time  mentioned,  I  do 
not  see  how  any  question  will  arise.  If  there  be  any  spe- 
cific matter  which  is  in  your  mind  I  shall  be  glad  to  answer 
it  more  fully.

Dear  Sir  : — Shortly  after  the  first  argument  in  the  case 
of  Smith  vs.  City  et  al.,  relating  to  the  supplemental  con- 
tract with  Mr.  Vare  for  the  improvement  of  South  Broad 
street,  I  received  a  letter  from  you  asking  me  the  status 
and  validity  of  supplemental  contracts  generally.  At  an 
interview  shortly  afterward  it  was  agreed  that  I  should  de- 
lay my  answer  until  the  decision  in  that  case  except  with 
respect  to  contracts  where  immediate  attention  was  neces- 
sary. 

Councils  have  passed  two  ordinances  affecting  the  sub- 
ject the  application  for  an  injunction  was  argued  a  second 
time  and  a  second  opinion  has  now  been  rendered.  I  have 
carefully  examined  both  opinions.  So  far  from  condemn- 
ing these  contracts  generally,  tihe  Court  says  specifically 
that  in  certain  cases  they  can  legally  be  made,  and  might 
obviously  be  of  great  advantage  to  the  city.  In  the  second 
opinion  the  Court,  with  reference  to  the  first  opinion,  says : 
"At  the  outset  we  may  say,  what  every  lawyer  ought  to  un- 
derstand without  its  being  expressly  stated,  that  the  views 
previously  expressed  applied  only  to  the  specific  case  which 
was  before  the  Court."  With  this  in  mind,  after  a  careful 
reading  of  the  opinion,  I  do  not  find  that  the  views  of  the 
Judge  differ  materially  from  those  which  have  ahvays 
been  held  by  this  Department.     The  injunction  was  mainly 
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granted  on  the  ground  that,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Court, 
the  fads  of  that  case  did  not  justify  the  supplemental  con- 
tract. This  opinion  will  accept  and  follow  the  decision  of 
the  Court,  notwithstanding  the  pending  appeal,  without 
conceding  its  correctness  in  all  respects. 

The  term  "supplemental  contract"  is  perhaps  mislead- 
ing. The  paper  is  an  amendment  to  the  original  contract 
in  one  particular  and  in  one  only.  It  does  not,  in  any  case, 
authorize  the  performance  of  work  or  the  furnishing  of 
supplies  which  are  not  provided  for  in  the  original  con- 
tract, or  an  increase  in  the  rate  to  be  paid  for  the  work. 
The  sole  purpose  is  the  increase  of  the  amount  of  money 
which  may  be  exj^ended  in  exact  accordance  with  the  terms 
of  the  original  contract  for  work  lawfully  provided  for  in 
that  contract  where,  by  reason  of  the  absence  of  sufficient 
available  money  or  otherwise,  the  expenditure  is  origin- 
ally limited  to  an  amount  too  small  to  complete  the  work. 

Some  provision  for  thus  removing  or  extending  the  limi- 
tation of  the  amount  of  expenditure  is  almost  universal 
where  contracts  are  made  by  public  officers  whose  power 
to  contract  is  restricted  by  the  necessity  of  an  ap])ropria- 
tion  by  the  legislative  body.  With  the  national  govern- 
ment this  is  done  by  what  is  called  a  continuous  contract. 
There  is  peculiar  reason  in  Philadelphia  for  such  provi- 
sion, arising  from  the  restriction  on  the  appropriating 
powers  of  City  Councils,  who  by  the  Act  of  June  11,  1879, 
are  prohibited  from  making  appropriations  from  the  in- 
come of  the  city  in  excess  of  the  estimated  amount  of  the 
year's  income.  If,  therefore,  work  will  continue  beyond 
the  current  year,  an  appropriation  of  the  full  amount  of  the 
cost  would  diminish  the  sum  which  can  be  appropriated 
for  other  purposes  and  lock  up  moneys  which  cannot  bs 
used  until  the  next  year,  to  the  prejudice  of  other  im- 
portant objects. 

Illustrations  of  the  propriety  of  such  contracts  can 
readily  be  given;  let  one  suffice:  A  contract  was  made  for 
pum])s  for  the  filtration  plant  to  cost  over  $208,000.  The 
advertisement  and  the  bids  were  for  completed  pumps. 
The  sum  of  $00,000  only  was  available,  and  the  contract, 
therefore,    included    the    usual    provision    that    the    total 


amount  to  be  expended  under  it  should  be  the  latter  sum. 
'No  one,  however,  would  suppose  that  when  work  to  that 
value  had  been  done  the  untinished  pumps  would  be  de- 
livered to  the  city  and  that  there  should  then  be  a  new  ad- 
vertisement, new  bids  and  a  new  contract  to  complete  them. 
The  only  sensible  course  is  to  make  a  new  appropriation 
and,  bj  virtue  thereof,  increase  the  limit  of  expenditure 
under  the  original  contract. 

Perhaps  I  should  add  that  Article  XIV  of  the  Bullitt 
Act  api")ears  to  contemplate  such  action  by  enacting  that 
"every  such  contract  shall  contain  a  clause  that  *  *  * 
and  the  liability  thereon  shall  be  limited  by  the  amounts 
which  shall  have  been  or  may  he  from  time  to  time  appro- 
priated for  the  same." 

The  only  question  which  seems  to  be  left  open  in  the 
opinion  of  the  Court  is  whether  the  contract  must  contain 
within  itself  an  express  provision  that  the  amount  to  be  ex- 
pended thereunder  may  be  increased  by  a  supplemental  or 
amendatory  paj)er,  and  requiring  the  contractor  to  execute 
such  supplement  on  request.  But  in  vieW  of  the  fact  that 
the  amount  limited  is  frequently  manifestly  too  small  to 
complete  the  work  provided  for,  and  of  the  long  continued 
and  consistent  practice  of  increasing  the  amount  at  the  op- 
tion of  the  two  parties,  I  am  unwilling  to  advise  that  the 
right  of  the  city  and  the  contractor,  if  both  agree  to  the  in- 
crease of  the  sum  to  be  expended,  can  only  be  exercised 
where  there  is  expressed  language  in  the  contract  requiring 
it.  This  question  was  not  directly  involved  in  the  South 
Broad  street  case,  nor  was  it  argued  before  the  Court,  and 
any  language  of  the  Court  which  would  tend  to  show  that 
this  thought  was  in  the  mind  of  the  Judges  must  be  re- 
stricted to  the  facts  of  that  case. 

I  therefore  advise  you  that,  in  my  oj^inion,  where  by 
virtue  of  authority  to  perform  an  entire  operation,  bids  are 
invited  and  received  and  a  contract  entered  into  for  the 
complete  work,  but  the  contract  contains  a  limitation  of 
the  amount  of  the  expenditure  to  an  amount  less  than  the 
entire  compensation,  the  contract  may  lawfully  be  there- 
after amended  by  increasing  the  sum  which  may  be  paid 
thereunder,  provided,  of  course,  that  there  is  an  appropria- 
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tion  available  for  the  purpose.  In  such  case  the  prerequi- 
site of  compel  itive  bidding,  required  by  law,  has  been  fully 
complied  with. 

I  have  also  received  from  you  a  large  number  of  letters 
inquiring  with  respect  to  the  validity  of  specific  contracts 
which  you  mention.  As  such  instruments  are  prepared  by 
the  Assistants  in  charge  of  that  part  of  this  Department's 
work  solely  from  written  directions  from  the  proper  official 
I  am  not  familiar  with  these  contracts  or  the  ordinances, 
advertisements,  bids,  etc.,  under  which  they  were  made, 
and  must  therefore  examine  them  with  respect  to  these 
facts. 

I  have  therefore  decided  to  state  my  opinion  on  the  gen- 
eral subject  and  to  follow  this  letter  as  rapidly  as  possible 
with  letters  applying  to  the  several  contracts  specifically.

Dear  Sir  : — I  have  received  yours  of  May  1st,  inquir- 
ing whether  you  may  reduce  the  rank  of  a  policeman 
from  a  higher  to  a  lower  gi*ade ;  as  for  instance,  reducing 
a  lieutenant  to  the  grade  of  sergeant,  without  a  trial,  under 
the  terms  set  forth  in  Article  3,  Section  1,  of  he  Bullitt 
Act. 

The  question  is  not  without  difficulty  and  doubt,  but 
after  careful  consideration  of  the  subject,  I  incline  to  the 
opinion  that  the  trial  provided  for  in  the  Bullitt  Act  only 
relates  to  an  absolute  dismissal  from  the  service  altogether; 
other  cases  come  under  Section  20  of  the  Civil  Service  Act 


of  March  5,  1906,  which  section  is  set  forth  in  Rnle  14 
of  the  Civil  Service  Commission.

Dear  Sir: — Following  my  letter  of  May  -Ith,  with  re- 
spect to  supplemental  contracts,  I  have  examined  a  num- 
ber of  contracts  submitted  to  me  with  the  following  re- 
sults : 

One  group  may  be  considered  together.  Contracts  for 
the  construction  of  the  filtration  plant  and  contracts  for 
the  distribution  of  the  water  supply  were  fully  authorized 
by  a  number  of  ordinances,  among  others,  by  two  ap- 
proved January  12,  1900,  pps.  10  and  11,  and  by  the  sev- 
eral ordinances  forming  and  regulating  the  Filtration  Bu- 
reau and  finally  consolidating  it  with  the  Bureau  of  Water. 
The  question  whether  the  several  original  contracts  may 
be  amended  by  supplemental  contract  increasing  the 
amount  to  be  expended,  depends,  therefore,  upon  whether 
the  advertisement,  award  and  terms  of  the  contract  are 
broad  enough  to  show  an  intention  to  contract  for  work 
in  excess  of  the  amount  of  money  to  which  the  expenditure 
is  limited,  in  accordance  with  the  views  expressed  in  my 
former  letter. 

The  contract  of  The  Holly  Manufacturing  Company, 
'No.  126,  provides  for  two  twenty-million  gallon  pumping 
engines  complete  with  all  appurtenances.  The  bid  was  for 
a  round  sum  of  $268,769.  The  expenditure  is  restricted  to 
$60,000.  It  cannot,  of  course,  be  contemplated  that  the 
work  on  two  pumps  could  in  any  wise  be  limited  to  this 
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amount,  and  the  completion  of  the  two  pumps  is  obviously 
intended,  and  the  projiosed  supplemental  contract  is  valid 
and  proper. 

The  ]\[illard  Construction  Company,  contract  No.  102. 
The  bid  and  contract  provide  for  all  materials,  &c.,  for 
the  preliminary  filters  at  Torresdale  station.  The  bid  is 
on  the  unit  system  and  such  cases  are  not  as  clear  as  where 
the  bid  is  in  a  round  sum  for  the  work,  as  in  the  first  one 
mentioned.  Nevertheless,  the  intention  to  do  all  the  work 
is  clearly  expressed. 

The  D'Olier  Engineering  Co.,  contract  No.  109.  This 
contract  provides  that  the  contractor  shall  furnish  and 
instal  an  electric  equipment.  As  in  the  last  mentioned 
case,  payment  is  on  the  unit  system,  and,  as  I  understand 
it,  it  is  for  the  enire  equipment. 

The  D'Olier  Engineering  Co.,  contract  No.  127.  This 
is  a  contract  for  three  boilers,  and  the  bid  is  for  the  gross 
sum  of  $32,250,  while  the  expenditure  is  limited  to  $25,- 
000. 

The  ]\rillard  Construction  Co.,  contract  No.  131.  This 
contract  is  for  furnishing  and  laying  a  cast-iron  pipe  line 
with  all  appurtenances,  on  Third  street,  between  Girard 
avenue  and  Market  street,  and  on  Vine  street,  between 
Third  street  and  Fourth  street.  The  bid  is  by  the  unit  sys- 
tem, but  the  whole  of  the  work  above  mentioned  was  clearly 
included  in  the  contract. 

John  MeMenamy,  contract  No.  69-M.  This  is  a  con- 
tract for  the  work  set  forth  in  Item  4,  on  pages  84-6,  for 
divers  lines  of  pipe  mentioned  on  page  67,  &c.,  and  in  my 
opinion  is  likewise  a  bid  for  the  complete  work  within  cer- 
tain limits. 

R.  S.  Storrie,  contract  No.  70-S.  This  is  a  contract  for 
all  the  work  mentioned  in  Item  5,  in  conection  with  the 
laying  of  water  pipe  in  certain  streets  and  in  certain  de- 
fined districts  as  set  forth  on  pages  67-8. 

In  my  opinion,  all  of  the  original  contracts  above  men- 
tioned are  for  complete  work  and  the  contracts  already 
made  are  valid,  and  tliose  proposed  to  be  made  under  cer- 
tain of  tliese  are  equally  valid. 
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The  contract  of  Keillj  &  Kiddle,  for  Walnut  Lane 
Bridge.  The  jDroposal  which  is  annexed  to  the  contract, 
is  for  $253,550.91  for  the  entire  bridge.  A  provision  in 
■the  contract  restricts  payment  to  $234,000,  stating  that  this 
is  the  amount  at  present  available,  and  the  contract  con- 
tains an  agreement  to  pay  the  full  amount  of  the  bid  when 
an  additional  appropi'iation  shall  be  made  by  the  Councils 
for  completion  of  the  bridge  and  appurtenant  work.  Such 
additional  appropriation  appears  to  have  been  made  by 
transfer  by  Ordinance  of  June  13,  1906,  page  129.  This 
contract  stands  by  itself  by  reason  of  the  provision  above 
mentioned,  and  it  is  quite  clear  that  the  appropriation 
having  been  made,  we  are  under  obligation,  without  any 
supplemental  contract,  to  pay  the  dift'erence,  but  the  sup- 
plemental contract  having  been  made  and  work  done  there- 
under, there  is  no  objection  to  drawing  warrants  to  pay 
for  the  same. 

Contract  of  Thomas  Flanagan  for  grading  Penn  street. 
This  contract  clearly  provides  for  grading  Penn  street, 
from  Dyre  street  to  Bustleton  avenue.  It  has  already  been 
supplemented,  and  it  is  proposed  to  supplement  it  again. 
The  complete  work  of  grading  within  these  limits  is  pro- 
vided for,  and  the  existing  and  proposed  amendments  are, 
in  my  opinion,  valid. 

To  sum  up,  I  am  of  opinion  that  in  all  the  cases  in 
which  opinions  have  been  asked  by  special  letter,  except 
one,  with  respect  to  which  I  wrote  you  a  week  or  so  ago, 
supplemental  contracts  are  authorized,  although,  in  some 
cases,  this  is  clearer  than  in  others.  I  have  been  informed 
with  respect  to  one  or  two  of  the  contracts  mentioned  in 
your  general  letter  of  March  26th  that  no  work  is  in  prog- 
ress under  them.  If  there  are  any  other  contracts  men- 
tioned in  that  letter  as  to  which  you  wish  separate  opinions, 
it  will  give  me  pleasure  to  give  them  to  you.

Dear  Sik  : — I  have  received  yours  of  May  7tb,  with, 
respect  to  the  duty  of  supporting  or  removing  passenger 
railway  tracks  during  the  construction  of  sewers  auhor- 
ized  by  Councils ;  with  a  copy  of  letter  from  Mr.  Webster 
to  you ;  copies  of  two  letters  from  Mr.  Webster  to  Mr. 
Twining  of  the  Rapid  Transit  Company;  letter  of  Mr. 
Kruger  of  the  Rapid  Transit  Company  to  Mr.  Webster ;  of 
your  letter  to  Mr.  Wolf,  a  Director  of  the  Rapid  Transit 
Company,  and  letter  of  Mr.  Ballard,  counsel  for  the  Rapid 
Transit  Company,  to  Mr.  Parsons,  President  of  the  Com- 
pany. 

The  duty  of  keeping  the  surface  of  the  streets  in  good 
repair  for  the  use  of  the  travelling  public  is  altogether  dis- 
tinct from  the  duty  of  supporting  or  otherwise  taking  care 
of  the  track  of  the  Railway  Company  while  the  City  is  en- 
gaged in  constructing  a  sewer.  The  first  of  these  is  pro- 
vided for  in  the  Ordinance  of  July  1,  1907,  and  the  con- 
tract of  the  same  date  between  the  City  and  the  Rapid 
Transit  Company ;  but  neither  the  ordinance  nor  the  con- 
tract has  any  reference  whatever  to  the  duty  of  providing 
support  for  the  track  during  the  construction  of  the  sewer. 

It  is  true  that  Section  3  of  the  ordinance  repeals  the 
Ordinance  of  July  T,  1857 ;  that  is  the  only  ordinance 
which  is  mentioned  by  name  or  stated  in  the  nominative 
case.  This  is  followed  by  the  following  language:  '"to- 
gether with  all  supplements  thereto,  and  all  other  ordi- 
nances and  parts  of  ordinances,  and  all  contracts  inconsist- 
ent hereto." 

In  my  opinion  all  these  ordinances  and  contracts  are  put 
in  one  class  and  are  repealed  only  so  far  as  they  are  incon- 
sistent with  the  contract  in  question,  and  as  that  contract

contains  no  provision  with  regard  to  its  subject  matter,  any- 
thing contained  in  the  numerous  ordinances  of  1859  which 
is  not  inconsistent  with  the  contract  is  not  repealed. 

But  even  if  this  were  otherwise,  I  am  entirely  unable 
to  assent  to  Mr.  Ballard's  statement  that  the  general  words 
repealing  the  Ordinance  of  1859,  practically  carry  with  it 
an  annulment  of  an  Act  of  Assembly  passed  seven  years 
later.    In  my  opinion  that  Act  is  still  in  force. 

I  fully  agree  with  Mr.  Webster  that  the  City  of  Philadel- 
phia has  prior  rights  over  the  streets,  and  that  whenever 
public  work  of  this  character  is  undertaken,  it  is  the  duty 
of  the  street  railway  to  divert  travel,  temporarily  abandon 
its  tracks,  or  see  to  the  support  of  same  during  the  con- 
struction of  the  public  work.  I  think  that  this  is  fully 
supported  by  the  decision  in  Ridge  Avenue  Pass.  Railway 
Co.  vs.  City  of  Philadelphia,  181  Pa.,  592. 

I  understand  that  Mr.  Ballard  is  willing  to  concede  that 
this  would  be  the  case  apart  from  the  terms  of  the  recent 
contract,  and  for  this  he  cites  the  decision  in  Scranton  Ga& 
&  Water  Co.  vs.  Scranton  City,  214  Pa.,  568. 

But,  as  I  have  said,  this  general  doctrine  is  supported 
by  the  Act  of  1866,  which  Mr.  Ballard  erroneously  claims 
to  be  practically  repealed.  He  however  endeavors  to  avoid 
the  effect  of  this  Act  because  the  word  "culvert"  is  used 
instead  of  seAver.  This  use,  however,  at  that  time  was  very 
common.  It  may  be  found  in  statutes,  in  ordinances,  and 
in  the  decisions,  as  well  as  in  the  current  language  of  your 
Department  and  of  the  people.  For  instance, — the  Act  of 
March  30,  1866,  P.  L.  354,  provides  for  the  charge  for 
cnlverflng,  and  the  ease  of  City  of  Philadelphia  vs.  Greble, 
38  Pa.,  339,  discusses  the  right  of  the  City  to  enter  liens 
for  cnlverting ;  the  word  "sewer"  is  not  mentioned  in  that 
case  from  beginning  to  end. 

In  my  opinion,  therefore,  the  old  practice  should  still  be 
carried  out.

Dear  Sir  : — I  have  considered  the  question  which  you 
submitted  to  me  orally,  whether  it  is  your  duty  to  receive 
a  prisoner  arrested  by  a  constable  upon  a  warrant,  pending 
a  hearing  upon  the  charge  mentioned  in  the  warrant. 

This  question  was  decided  in  the  case  of  Commonwealth 
vs.  Deacon,  8  S.  &  E,.  47,  in  which  the  court  held  that  the 
keeper  of  a  prison  is  bound  to  receive  a  prisoner  offered 
by  a  constable  for  safe  keeping. 

The  same  rule  is  laid  down  in  Binn's  Justice,  title  "Con- 
stables," at  page  151. 

I  am  unable  to  find  any  case  in  which  this  has  been  over- 
ruled. On  the  contrary,  1  find  at  least  one,  reported  in 
67  Pa.  32,  in  which  Judge  Agiiew  refers  with  approval 
to  the  case  of  Commonwealth  vs.  Deacon.

Dear  Sir  : — I  have  received  from  you  a  certified  copy 
of  a  joint  resolution  of  Councils  passed  May  7th,  asking 
my  opinion  "whether  or  not  .it  will  be  lawful  to  charge 
against  the  amount  set  aside  annually  for  the  use  of  the 
Board  of  Education  out  of  the  funds  derived  from  the  tax 
levy  the  requisite  sum  required  to  provide  the  interest  on 
said  loans  for  school  purposes,  and  to  provide  the  necessary 
amount  due  the  Sinking  Fund  on  account  of  said  loans." 
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So  far  as  this  question  relates  to  existing  loans,  it  was 
partially  answered  by  my  predecessor,  Judge  Kinsey,  in  a 
letter  to  Mayor  Weaver  dated  January  2,  1906,  printed  on 
page  1  of  the  Opinions  for  that  year.  He  advised  that  the 
Board  of  Public  Education  cannot  be  required  to  set  aside 
as  a  Sinlvino-  Fund  any  portions  of  the  sum  annually  ap- 
propriated for  school  purposes.  The  reasons  he  gives 
equally  apply  to  the  payment  of  interest  upon  the  bonds. 
I  entirely  agree  with  his  opinion. 

Before  the  Act  of  April  22,  1905,  reorganizing  the  Board 
of  Education  of  this  district.  Councils  appropriated  such 
sums  for  school  purposes  as  appeared  to  them  proper.  It 
made  no  difference  whether  this  appropriation  was  from 
the  receipts  of  income  or  from  money  borrowed  for  the 
purpose.  In  the  latter  case,  the  City's  own  bonds  were 
given,  and  the  City  itself  was  required  to  provide  a  Sink- 
ing Fund  for  the  payment  of  this  debt  thereby  incurred. 
I  understand  that  all  the  existing  debt  created  for  school 
purposes  was  incurred  prior  to  that  date. 

By  that  Act  Councils  were  required  to  appropriate  annu- 
ally a  sum  for  school  purposes,  not  less  than  five  mills  on 
each  dollar  of  the  total  assessment  of  real  estate.  This 
is  furnished  to  the  Board  of  Education  for  its  purposes, 
and,  indeed,  the  Act  so  states  specifically.  The  payment 
of  a  debt  previously  incurred  by  the  City  and  not  by  the 
Board  is  not  one  of  the  purposes  contemplated  by  the 
statute ;  on  the  contrary,  it  is  contemplated  that  the  whole 
amount  thus  appropriated  should  be  devoted  to  current  and 
future  school  purposes.  I  therefore  answer  the  question  in 
the  negative,  so  far  as  it  relates  to  existing  loans. 

But  with  respect  to  the  future,  the  position  is  radically 
different.  The  obligation  imposed  on  Councils  by  the  Act 
of  1905  is  to  appropriate  five  mills  on  the  dollar  of  the 
total  amount  of  assessment  of  real  estate  for  taxation ;  and 
this  is  the  full  extent  of  their  legal  obligation.  Perhaps 
it  might  be  sufficient  to  say  that  if  Councils  are  willing  to 
exceed  this  legal  obligation  and  pay  more,  they  may  im- 
pose such  conditions  as  they  please  with  respect  to  this 
excess. 

To  this  general  statement  I  may  add  a  more  specific 
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reference  to  the  particular  condition  now  suggested.  The 
appropriation  required  and  made  for  the  present  year 
amounts  to  nearly  $6,500,000.  If  the  needs  of  the  Board, 
for  special  uses,  were  such  that  it  could  wisely  expend  a 
larger  sum  this  year,  say  $7,500,000,  while  next  year 
it  would  require  less  than  the  amount  required  by  the  stat- 
ute, I  see  no  legal  objection  to  an  agreement  between  the 
City  and  the  Board  that  the  excessive  sum  might  be  paid 
this  year  and  deducted  from  next  year's  appropriation. 
The  practical  effect  of  this  would  be  merely  an  advance 
this  year  on  account  of  next  year's  appropriation.  If  the 
City  were  to  secure  the  money  for  this  advance  by  means 
of  a  loan  from  a  third  person,  the  Board  of  Education 
might  properly  agree  to  pay  directly  to  the  lender  the 
amount  borrowed,  instead  of  to  the  City,  and  thereby  indi- 
rectly to  the  lender;  and  might  also  agree  to  pay  the  in- 
terest on  the  loan.  In  principle,  I  see  no  difference  be- 
tween this  action  and  the  proposition  that,  by  prior  ar- 
rangement made  in  advance.  Councils  may  require  the 
Board  to  assume  the  repayment  of  a  loan  made  for  the 
pui-pose  of  providing  for  the  Board  a  sum  in  excess  of  the 
required  annual  appropriation.  In  substance,  it  is  the 
same  proposition  that  an  advance  may  be  made  toward  the 
appropriation  for  successive  years,  to  be  deducted  or  re- 
paid, as  above  mentioned,  but  not  in  full  during  the  one 
next  succeeding  year,  but,  in  small  amounts  from  year  to 
year,  by  a  payment  to  the  Sinking  Fund. 

It  must  be  remembered  that,  outside  of  Philadelphia, 
the  Board  of  Education  is  a  body  entirely  distinct  from 
both  City  and  County.  It  levies  its  own  taxes  and,  when 
money  is  borrowed  for  school  purposes,  the  School  Board 
incurs  the  debt  and  issues  its  own  bonds.  In  Philadelphia 
alone,  the  bonds  are  issued  by  the  City ;  this  is  done  under 
the  provisions  of  the  Consolidation  Act  of  1854,  for  con- 
venience in  levying,  collecting  and  paying  but  one  set  of 
taxes,  and  of  issuing  but  one  set  of  bonds.  This  works  no 
practical  evil  to  the  City,  unless  it  be  the  apparent  increase 
of  its  own  tax  rate,  and  the  reduction  of  its  borrowing 
capacity  by  the  addition  of  the  school  debt  to  the  debt 
which  is  for  strictly  municipal  purposes.  In  one  aspect, 
the  City  substantially  acts  as  agent  for  the  School  Board 
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in  these'  respects,  and  the  bonds  may  properly,  be  considered 
to  be  issued  on  behalf  of  the  School  District,  with  the 
added  responsibility  and  liability  of  the  City. 

I  am  therefore  of  opinion  that  the  City  may  lawfully 
require  the  Board  of  Education  to  provide  the  payments 
of  interest  and  to  the  Sinking  Fund,  for  bonds  to  be  here- 
after issued  for  school  purposes,  provided  he  condition  ia 
specifically  imposed  in  advance.  Of  course,  however,  this 
will  not  affect  the  liability  of  the  City  itself  to  the  holders 
of  the  bonds,  to  see  that  the  payments  are  actually  made 
either  by  the  Board  or  by  itself. 

It  will  be  understood  that  my  letter  relates  only  to  the 
abstract  question  of  right  and  not  to  the  desirability  or 
policy  of  the  course  suggested.

Dear  Sir:- — I  have  received  the  letter  of  Chief  Engi- 
neer Webster,  approved  by  you,  dated  May  7,  1908,  with 
respect  to  the  supplemental  contract  with  David  McMahon 
amending  the  original  contract  by  adding  $7,500  to  the 
amount  to  be  expended  thereunder. 

The  Ordinance  of  June  13,  1906,  page  127,  to  which  1 
am  referred,  is  a  direct  and  specific  authority  to  enter  into 
a  contract  for  this  sewer  along  the  Wissahickon  Creek, 
through  Park  property  from  a  point  south  of  Rittenhouse 
Lane  to  Walnut  Lane.     The  letter  informs  me  that  the 
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a  preliminary  estimate  was  forwarded  prior  to  the  opening 
of  the  bids,  was  expected  to  cost  $72,193.00,  and  the  figures 
proposed  by  the  contractor  brought  the  total  to  $()'>, 38(i. 70, 
which  is  well  within  the  original  estimate. 

On  reference  to  the  original  contract  I  find  it  refers  to 
this  plan  and  makes  the  plan  part  of  the  contract.  If  I 
understand  these  facts  correctl_y,  they  show  that  there  was 
explicit  authority  to  enter  into  a  contract  for  the  length  of 
the  sewer,  which  includes  the  amount  for  which  payment 
is  to  be  made  in  the  su]iplemental  contract,  and  that  the 
advertisement  and  bid  likewise  included  that  amount.  The 
balance  remaining  due,  I  am  told,  is  the  sum  of  $150  only, 
and.  under  the  circumstances  I  have  no  hesitation  in  advis- 
ing that  it  be  paid.

Dear  Sir: — I  have  yours  of  May  11th  with  respect  to 
the  supplemental  contract  for  grading  Twenty-fifth  street. 

The  Ordinance  of  June  24,  1905  (Ordinances  of  that 
year,  pages  144-6)  distinctly  authorizes  the  entire  work 
done  in  this  instance,  and  the  cost  is  within  the  original 
estimate.  It  is  less  than  the  amount  which  was  expected 
to  be  expended  under  the  contract  as  originally  awarded. 
As  I  understand,  the  amount  of  $9,000  specified  in  the 
contract  as  originally  drawn  was  there  inserted  because  the 
work  of  the  Odd  Fellows  Cemetery  Company  was  still  in 
progi'ess  and  it  was  impossible  to  determine  with  any 
degree  of  certainty  the  exact  amount  of  grading  to  be  done. 
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Under  these  circumstanees  and  assuming  that  there  is  an 
appropriation  applicable  to  it  I  advise  you  that  a  supple- 
mental contract  may  be  properly  entered  into  in  accordance 
with  my  general  opinion  of  May  -i,  1908,  and  in  accordance 
with  your  request  I  send  a  copy  of  this  letter  to  the  Con- 
troller.

Dear  Sir: — Referring  to  your  letter  of  May  11th  with 
respect  to  the  supplemental  contract  of  J.  K.  Dimmick  & 
Company,  my  objection  to  the  preparation  of  such  a  con- 
tract is  that  the  original  provides  for  furnishing  metal  cast- 
ings, etc.,  during  the  year  1907. 

I  had  understood  that  the  orders  were  given  during  the 
year  1907 ;  that  was  not  my  trouble.  The  difficulty  is  that 
the  various  laws  requiring  work  to  be  done  under  contract 
and  requiring  that  the  contract  shall  be  in  writing  neces- 
sarily imply  that  the  contract  inust  be  entered  into  before 
the  work  is  done  otherwise  the  work  is  not  under  a  contract. 
In  addition  to  this  an  Ordinance  of  July  5,  1877,  posi- 
tively prohibits  the  Chief  of  any  Department  from  allow- 
ing work  to  be  commenced  under  any  proposed  contract 
until  Councils  shall  have  passed  an  ordinance  authorizing 
the  work  to  be  done  and  the  Mayor  shall  have  signed  the 
contract. 

ISTow,  where  a  contract  is  entered  into  in  May,  1908,  it 
is  rather  obvious;  directly  on  the  face  of  the  paper,  that  the 
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work  could  hardly  have  been  done  during  the  year  1907 
and  still  be  after  the  making  of  the  contract. 

I  do  not  doubt  at  all  that  the  failure  to  prepare  the  con- 
tract before  the  work  was  ordered  was,  in  your  case,  a  mere 
inadvertence,  and  I  will  therefore  have  a  contract  prepared 
and  i^lace  on  it  my  certificate  in  the  ordinary  form  that 
it  is  right  in  form.  But  as  the  objection  is  so  obvious  I 
ought  to  caution  you  at  the  same  time  that  if  the  point  be 
hereafter  made  1  cannot  regard  a  contract  made  at  this 
time  as  justifying  payment  for  work  in  1907. 

I  met  this  trouble  in  a  great  many  instances  during  the 
last  week  or  ten  days  of  December.  A  very  large  number 
of  contracts  were  drawn  and  executed,  scores  of  them  bear- 
ing date  December  31,  for  work  done  or  materials  to  be 
furnished  during  that  year.  I  protested  against  this  with 
ing  date  December  31,  for  work  done  or  materials  to  be 
more  careful  with  respect  to  the  time  when  contracts  are 
prepared.  I  anticipate  serious  trouble  from  this  at  some 
time,  and  I  now  write  to  you  on  the  subject,  not  so  much 
with  regard  to  the  present  single  instance,  and  not  because 
many  of  such  contracts  came  from  your  Department,  for 
they  were  principally  elsewhere ;  but  nevertheless,  there 
were  enough  of  them  to  make  it  desirable  that  I  should  call 
your  attention  to  what  has  escaped  your  notice  heretofore.

Dear  Sik  : — Miss  Barker,  of  the  House  of  Detention,  is 
now  in  my  office.  As  nearly  as  the  matter  can  now  be  re- 
called her  warrant  was  stopped  because  information 
reached  you  that  she  had  been  apj)ointed  a  Probation. 
Officer,  and  that  her  appointment  as  Assistant  Superin- 
tendent of  the  House  of  Detention  was  really  in  aid  of  her 
services  as  Probation  Officer,  to  which  latter  office  she  was 
giving  most  of  her  attention. 

Miss  Barker  assures  me  that  she  was  a  Probation  Officer 
simply  for  the  purpose  of  giving  her  some  additional  au- 
thority in  the  House ;  that  she  has  never  acted  as  Probation 
Officer  except  to  that  extent;  that  while  she  has  been  at- 
tending on  the  hearings  in  the  Juvenile  Court  her  attend- 
ance was  not  in  the  capacity  of  Probation  Officer  but  as  a 
representative  of  the  House,  and  that  therefore  the  duties 
have  not  at  all  conflicted,  nor  has  the  duty  of  Probation 
Officer  interfered  with  that  of  Assistant  Superintendent. 

According  to  the  best  recollection  of  Mr.  Alcorn,  whose 
recollection  is  more  distinct  than  mine,  Miss  Barker's 
warrant  was  stopped  because  of  the  information  that  she 
was  acting  in  this  dual  capacity,  and  that  her  appointment 
as  Assistant  Superintendent  was  largely  in  aid  of  her  work 
as  Probation  Officer.  This  information,  however,  did  not 
come  directly  to  this  Department,  but  as  we  recall  it  to 
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you.  Upon  hor  2)rosc'iit  sratenient,  if  accepted  by  you,  the 
objection  docs  not  seem  to  be  a  valid  one.  If  the  appoint- 
ment as  Probation  Officer  Avas  perfunctory  only  and  for 
the  purpose  of  aiding-  her  in  the  House,  so  far  as  interfer- 
ing, it  has  aided  her  in  the  office,  and  if  upon  examination 
you  accept  this  statement,  so  far  as  I  know  there  is  no  suffi- 
cient reason  to  prevent  her  payment,  as  her  office  is  one  of 
those  mentioned  in  the  statute.

Dear  Sir  : — I  have  received  a  letter  from  Chief  Engi- 
neer Webster,  approved  by  you,  with  resjiect  to  the  con- 
struction of  the  bridge  on  the  line  of  Twenty-ninth  street, 
over  the  Connecting  Railway,  asking  my  opinion  as  to  the 
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ability  of  the  contractor  to  proceed  at  once  with  the  con- 
struction of  said  bridge,  and  obtaining  access  to  the  work 
over  the  bed  of  Twenty-ninth  street,  which  is  still  un- 
opened. 

The  bridge  will  be  entirely  useless  to  the  public  until 
Twenty-ninth  street  is  opened,  and  we  may  therefore  as- 
sume that  the  opening  will  take  place  before  very  long.  I 
have  made  inquiry  and  am  informed  that  an  ordinance  for 
that  purpose  is  now  pending  in  Councils  and  has  been  re- 
ported favorably.  If  I  correctly  understand  the  plans  sub- 
mitted to  me,  the  piers,  &c.,  are  all  in  the  bed  of  that  street, 
and  therefore,  if  the  street  were  opened  itwouldnot  be 
necessary  to  avail  ourselves  of  the  authority  contained  in 
the  ordinance  to  enter  securit}^  for  the  payment  of  dam- 
ages. 

I  have  several  times  had  occasion  to  express  the  opinion 
that  it  is  better,  whenever  possible,  that  we  should  not  have 
several  different  proceedings  for  the  assessment  and  pay- 
ment of  damages  for  public  work  where  they  could  all  be 
assessed  in  one  proceeding  for  the  opening  which  will  cover 
the  entire  claim.  I  have,  for  instance,  advised  that  sewers 
shall  not  be  laid  in  unopened  streets,  causing  a  damage  for 
which  damages  may  be  had,  and  then  a  second  set  of  dam- 
ages for  opening  the  street  afterwards.  I  prefer,  there- 
fore, if  possible,  that  we  shall  not  avail  ourselves  of  the 
authority  to  enter  a  bond  as  prescribed  by  the  ordinance. 
In  view  of  the  near  approach  of  the  opening  of  the  street 
I  think  it  is  highly  probable  that  if  the  owners  of  the  prop- 
erty taken  by  the  opening  be  applied  to  they  will  grant 
permission  to  use  the  street  so  far  as  may  be  necessary  for 
the  building  of  the  bridge,  wdth  the  distinct  understanding 
that  this  shall  be  taken  into  consideration  in  assessing  dam- 
ages for  the  opening,  and  I  recommend  that  Mr.  Webster, 
or  some  one  in  his  Bureau,  communicate  with  the  property 
owners  and  try  to  make  this  arrangement.  If  it  cannot  be 
done,  we  will  then  have  a  bond  entered  in  accordance  with 
the  ordinance.

My  Dear  Sir: — I  have  received  your  letter  of  May 
23,  1908.  with  the  enclosures  relating  to  the  discharge  of 
Bobert  F.  ITalpin  from  his  position  as  Foreman  of  Ma- 
chinists, to  take  effect  December  1,  190'7. 

The  Supreme  Court  has  recently  decided  in  the  case  of 
Harry  AV.  Truitt  that  the  "good  of  the  service"  is  not  a  suf- 
ficiently definite  reason  for  a  discharge.  Even,  therefore, 
if  Mr.  Ilalpin  had  received  the  papers,  which  .you  mention, 
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the  proceeding  would  have  been  irregular,  and  he  might 
have  been  reinstated,  as  Truitt  was. 

I  note  that  the  action  was  taken  on  jSTovember  29th  and 
December  4th,  nearly  six  months  ago.  If  Halpin  recog- 
nized the  action  and  remained  away,  it  may  be  valid  by 
reason  of  his  thus  recognizing  it,  even  although  he  did  not 
comply  with  the  terms  of  the  Civil  Service  Law;  but  if  he 
has  remained  in  service  notwithstanding  the  attempted  dis- 
charge, you  will  have  to  commence  over  again ;  notify  him 
in  writing  more  definitely  and  precisely  of  the  exact  reason 
for  the  discharge,  and  give  him  a  reasonable  opportunity 
to  make  a  written  answer  to  the  reasons.  All  of  which 
you  will  find  stated  in  the  20th  Section  of  the  Civil  Service 
Act  of  March  5,  1906.

Dear  Sir  : — I  have  received  yonrs  of  May  22nd,  asking 
my  opinion  whether  the  Commissioners  of  iS;  avigation  have 
the  right  under  the  law  to  decline  to  record  any  indentures 
of  apprenticeship,  if  they  decide  that  the  boys  are  not  fit, 
either  morally,  intellectually  or  physically,  to  become  pi- 
lots. 

If  the  Act  of  March  29,  1803,  Section  18,  which  requires 
that  all  indentures  of  apprenticeships  to  pilots  shall  be 
recorded  in  the  Wardens'  offices,  stood  entirely  alone,  and 
had  not  been  construed  by  long  practice,  I  should  be  in- 
clined to  think'  that  your  Board  had  no  control  whatever 
over  it,  any  more  than  the  Recorder  of  Deeds  has  control 
over  the  deeds  which  are  recorded  in  his  office.  But  if 
ycur  Board  has  no  control  over  them,  no  one  else  has,  and 
I  know  of  no  way  by  which  the  number  of  apprentices  can 
be  limited  to  five,  except  through  the  control  of  your 
Board. 

The  Act  thus  limiting  them  was  not  passed  until  1889. 
I  find  in  a  note  at  bottom  of  column  on  page  742,  in 
Brown's  Philadelphia  Digest,  that  as  early  as  1882,  or 
seven  years  before  this  Act^  a  resolution  of  the  Board  of 
Port  Wardens  was  passed  requiring  that  all  matters  in 
relation  to  apprentices,  as  to  their  number,  age  and  qualifi- 
cation, shall  be  regulated  by  the  Board  of  Port  Wardens, 
and  no  pilot  shall  take  an  apprentice  without  having  first 
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obtained  the  written  permission  of  the  Board.  Other  reso- 
lutions controlling  the  matter  of  apprentices  appear  in  the 
same  foot-note,  and  I  suppose  that  similar  action  has  been 
taken  previously  which  has  not  been  brought  to  my  atten- 
tion. I 

The  powers  of  the  Board  of  Wardens  in  this  respect 
would  seem  to  be  now  vested  in  your  Board,  and  the  reso- 
lutions of  the  Board  of  Port  Wardens,  followed  by  their 
recognition  in  the  Act  of  1889,  form,  in  my  judgment,  a 
practical  interpretation  of  your  powers;  and  inasmuch  as 
your  resolution  requires  the  written  permission  of  the 
Board,  it  would  seem  to  me  eminently  proper  that  the 
Board  should  withhold  its  permission  in  a  case  in  which  it 
is  entirely  obvious  that  the  proposed  apprentice  can  never 
be  accepted  and  licensed  as  a  pilot. 

Upon  the  same  principle  the  Courts  refuse  to  permit  a 
young  man  to  be  registered  as  a  student  at  law  until  he 
shall  have  passed  a  preliminary  examination,. thus  showing 
his  general  fitness  to  aid  him  to  successfully  pass  the  final 
examination.

In  my  opinion  the  provision  for  taking  care  of  the  drain- 
age in  the  absence  of  a  sewer  is  a  necessary  and  incidental 
part  of  the  paving,  which  has  been  explicitly  required  by 
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Councils,  and  A\hicli  i  am  informed  in  a  conversation  with 
you,  is  most  urgently  needed,  and  the  absence  of  which 
may  subject  the  City  to  a  great  deal  of  trouble. 

In  view  of  the  complexity  of  the  situation  growing  out 
of  several  ordinances  of  Councils,  as  discussed  in  our  con- 
versation on  Wednesday,  I  recommend  that  the  work  be 
done  as  an  incident  of  the  main  contract  and  paid  for  as 
extra  work  at  the  same  rate  as  that  contained  in  this  year's 
contracts  for  similar  work  with  the  Survey  Bureau.  This, 
I  understand  to  be  the  suggestion  made  by  you.

My  predecessor.  Judge  Kinsey,  gave  a  number  of  opin- 
ions, among  which  there  is  one  dated  March  7,  1907,  in 
the  opinions  of  that  year,  page  46,  to  the  effect  that  these 
words  should  not  be  given  so  strict  an  interpretation  as 
would  limit  their  application  to  a  technical  state  of  war 
formally  declared  between  the  United  States  and  some 
foreign  powder.  This  service  differs  from  the  preserving  of 
order  during  a  time  of  riot,  or  the  mere  landing  of  marines 
to  guard  property,  and  I  think  that  within  the  meaning  of 
Judge  Kinsey's  opinions  we  may  consider  that  ^l^ck  served 
in  a  way  for  the  United  States  Government.

Dear  Sir  : — In  reply  to  your  query  as  to  what  restric- 
tions are  contained  in  the  deed  to  the  city  for  the  plot  of 
ground  kno^vn  as  Stenton  Park,  and  what  is  expected  from 
the  city  to  keep  its  part  of  the  contract,  I  advise  you  that 
by  deed  dated  February  1.5,  1868,  and  recorded  February 
14,  1902,  in  Deed  Book  W^  S.  V.  N"o.  27,  page  IGO,  etc., 
there  was  conveyed  to  the  City  of  Philadelphia  by  J.  Dick- 
inson Logan  and  others  in  fee  for  a  public  park  forever,  a 
lot  or  square  of  ground  situate  in  the  then  Twenty-second 
(now  Forty-second)  Ward  of  said  city,  containing  in  front 
or  breadth  east  and  west  on  Wyoming  and  Courtland 
Kstreets,  four  hundred  and  ninety-one  feet  four  inches,  and 
in  length  or  dej^th  north  and  south  on  Sixteenth  and  Syd- 
ney streets  seven  hundred  and  thirty  feet,  under  and  sub- 
ject to  the  occupation,  use  and  enjopnent  at  all  times  for- 
ever of  a  portion  of  the  above  described  lot  for  a  burial 
ground,  by  and  for  the  family  and  descendants  of  George 
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Logan,  deceased,  and  with  the  right  of  ingress,  egress  and 
regress  thereto  and  therefrom,  from  the  public  highway, 
by  and  for  all  persons  in  attendance  at  fvmerals  and  at 
proper  times  by  the  Trustees  named  in  the  will  of  Albanus 
C,  Logan,  and  their  sei"vants  and  workmen,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  keeping  the  same  in  good  order  and  repair. 

This  burial  lot  is  not  described  in  the  above  mentioned 
deed  by  metes  and  bounds,  but  is  referred  to  in  the  said 
deed  as  being  fenced  in  and  set  apart  as  a  burial  ground, 
and  extended  into  Wyoming  avenue  as  originally  upon 
the  City  Plan  of  the  width  of  one  hundred  and  twenty 
feet. 

The  consideration  for  this  deed  to  the  city  was  in  part  the 
reduction  of  the  width  of  Wyoming  street  to  fifty  feet  so 
that  the  burial  lot  and  the  graves  of  those  interred  therein 
should  not  be  disturbed. 

There  is  no  other  restriction  in  the  deed,  nor  is  there  any- 
thing further  to  be  done  by  the  City  (under  the  grant  in 
the  deed)   "to  keep  her  part  of  the  contract." 

Stenton  Park  as  placed  upon  the  City  Plan  by  the  Ordi- 
nance approved  July  2,  1888  (Ordinances  1888,  page 
217)  is  bounded  by  Wyoming  avenue  or  street,  Sixteenth 
street,  Courtland  street  and  Eighteenth  street,  and  as  so 
placed  upon  the  plan  includes  in  addition  to  the  lot  of 
ground  granted  to  the  city  by  the  deed  hereinbefore  re- 
ferred to,  a  lot  of  ground  bounded  by  Sydney  street,  Wyom- 
ing avenue  or  street,  Eighteenth  street  and  Courtland 
street,  upon  which  is  erected  the  mansion  house  known  as 
''Stenton."  Eighteenth  street  and  Sixteenth  street  have 
both  been  widened  to  the  width  of  sixty  feet ;  Sydney  street 
was  never  upon  the  City  Plan  nor  was  it  opened  ;  Windrim 
avenue  has  been  opened  across  the  northwesternmost  por- 
tion of  Stenton  Park  as  ])laeed  upon  the  plan  and  owned 
by  Anna  C.  Logan.

21  aud  June  -i 
with  respect  to  the  supposed  encroachment  of  Pier  ISTo.  56 
Xorth  (now  owned  bj  Charles  Lennig  Chemical  Works) 
on  ijroperty  owned  by  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  were  duly 
received.  We  have  had  some  conversations  on  the  subject 
in  the  meantime,  and  I  have  also  had  inquiry  made  with 
resjject  to  the  prior  examinations  on  the  subject. 

So  far  as  I  can  learn  j\lr.  Eastlack  is  mistaken  in  sup- 
posing that  the  question  of  the  riglft  of  the  City  to  share 
in  the  rentals  has  been  decided.  The  only  direct  litiga- 
tion with  that  Company  that  I  can  find  is  a  suit  by  it 
against  the  City  of  Philadelphia  and  others,  Common 
Pleas  ^STo.  2,  September  Term,  1886,  jSTo.  531,  which  does 
not  touch  the  subject  of  the  riparian  rights.  I  have  care- 
fully examined  the  record  of  that  case  and  find  that  it  re- 
lated to  the  closing  of  Hanover  street,  as  it  was  then 
called,  between  Beach  street  and  the  Delaware  River,  and 
the  City  and  its  Commissioners  of  Markets  and  City  Prop- 
erty were  enjoined  from  leasing  the  street;  so  far  as  that 
case  is  concerned  it  has  no  bearing  on  the  subject. 

I  find,  hoAvever,  that  the  matter  of  the  wharf  rentals  has 
been  repeatedly  before  this  Department  and  considered  by 
it.  So  far,  however,  as  I  can  learn  no  action  has  ever  been 
taken. 

You  are,  however,  mistaken  in  placing  the  claim  upon 
the  fact  or  supposed  fact  that  the  northeastwardly  line  of 
the  pier  in  question  encroaches  on  City  property.  All  titles 
stop  at  low  water  mark,  and  below  low  water  mark  the  pub- 
lic owns  the  river  for  the  pui*poses  of  navigation.  A  wharf 
constructed  into  the  navigable  water  is  merely  a  li- 
cense from  the  Commonwealth  to  use*  the  public  property, 
and  the  riparian  owner  has  no  absolute  right  to  such 
license,  and  without  it  the  water  is  absolutely  public. 
There  have  been  several  cases  in  which  by  some  error  a 
pier  is  placed  at  an  angle  so  as  to  be  in  front  of  the  prop- 
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ertj  of  another  person,  among  which  the  two  cases  of 
.Morris  vs.  Railroad,  7  Phila.,  286,  and  ^^eill  vs.  Early,  1 
W.  !N.  C,  58,  both  of  which  considered  the  general  rights 
of  the  riparian  OA^mer;  this  is  especially  true  of  the  earlier 
one. 

Moreover,  the  only  right  of  the  City  arises  from  the  fact 
that  the  Bulkhead  adjoining  the  property  of  the  Chemical 
Works  is  at  the  end  of  a  public  street,  namely,  Columbia 
avenue ;  but  this  does  not  make  the  City  a  riparian  owner, 
as  was  decided  in  Cramp's  Appeal,  13  Phila.,  16. 

I  am  not  clear,  howe^'er,  that  it  would  follow  from  the 
latter  case  that  the  City  could  not  collect  that  portion  of  the 
wharfage  if  the  use  of  the  pier  interferes  with  the  use  of  the 
Bulkhead  at  the  end  of  the  street.  Your  later  letter,  how- 
ever, relieves  me  from,  the  consideration  of  what  seemed  to 
me  a  very  troublesome  question.  I  learn  from  it  that  the 
City  owns  the  j)roperty  northward  from  Columbia  avenue, 
and  therefore  as  the  abutting  owner  uniting  the  rights  of 
the  property  owner  and  of  the  guardian  of  the  street,  it  is 
the  absolute  owner  of  the  northern  half  of  the  Bulkhead. 

The  A)ct  of  April  8,  1851,  Section  5,  P.  L.  354;  Brown's 
Philadelphia  Digest,  Column  732,  provides  for  an  appor- 
tionment of  the  wharfage  between  the  owner  or  owners  of 
adjoining  wharves,  docks,  landings  or  river  front  or  any 
part  or  ]3ortion  thereof  in  the  Port  of  Philadelphia ;  and  if 
they  disagree  as  to  the  proper  apportionment,  the  Master 
Warden  and  Board  of  Wardens  upon  written  application 
may  make  an  apportionment  in  the  manner  set  forth  in 
this  Act.  The  case  of  Simpson  vs.  ISTeall,  89  Pa.,  183, 
decides  that  the  owners  of  adjoining  piers  are  such  adjoin- 
ing wharf  owners,  although  there  is  a  dock  between  the 
two  piers. 

In  my  ojDinion  this  Act  may  be  applied  for  the  purpose 
of  dividing  the  wharfage  received  by  the  Chemical  Works 
between  that  Company  as  the  owner  of  the  Pier,  and  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  as  the  owner  of  the  Bulkhead  and 
the  property  adjoining  to  the  north.  I  refer  you  to  that 
Act  and  suggest  that  you  follow  its  directions.

It  is  very  unfortunate  that  the  contractor  pro- 
ceeded with  his  work  without  having  a  measurement  be- 
fore he  started ;  but  he  did  it,  however,  and  we  must  accept 
the  situation  as  it  is,  and  you  are  justified  in  signing  a 
warrant  for  the  amount  if  it  seems  to  be  proper.

Dkau  Sir: — I  duly  received  your  letter  of  June  11  en- 
closing a  letter  from  ^\r.  Dunlap,  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of 
Water,  dated  June  5,  with  respect  to  the  eifect  of  the  Ordi- 
nance of  July  11,  1907,  authorizing  the  placing  of  Oak 
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Road,  from  Scboolhoiise  Lane  to  Midvale  avenue  on  the 
City  Plan. 

That  ordinance  authorizes  the  street  to  be  placed  on  the 
City  Plan  notwithstanding  the  Ordinance  of  June  12, 
1901  (Ordinances  of  that  year,  page  144),  prohibiting  the 
acceptance  and  i3lacing  upon  the  plan  of  the  city  any  street 
in  which  water  pipe  shall  be  laid,  sewer  constructed  or 
which  is  i^aved  unless  the  work  shall  have  been  done  by  or 
under  the  supervision  of  the  city.  It  does  not  affect  the 
status  or  character  of  the  pipe,  sewer  or  paving,  but  the 
placing  of  the  street  on  the  city  plan  and  the  subsequent 
dedication,  if  it  be  dedicated,  will  take  place  just  as  if 
the  Ordinance  of  11)01  had  not  been  ]3assed. 

I  have  had  the  benefit  of  conversations  between  your  Mr. 
Whitby,  Mr.  Felton,  of  the  Survey  Committee,  and  Mr. 
Lowengrund,  of  this  Department,  but  I  do  not  see  that 
they  throw  much  light  on  a  purely  legal  question.  The 
pipe  is  there,  and  under  the  Ordinance  of  1855  it  may  be 
that  we  are  entitled  to  collect  $1  per  foot  front  before  it 
can  be  used.  It  seems  to  me,  however,  that  while  this  does 
not  come  within  the  exact  terms  of  the  Ordinance  approved 
June  19,  1890  (Ordinances  of  that  year,  page  228),  yet  it 
does  fairly  come  within  the  equity  and  meaning  of  that 
ordinance. 

I  think  that  you  can  fairly  consider  the  pipe  as  having 
been  laid  subsequently  to  the  dedication  by  the  owners  by 
your  authority  and  accept  the  sum  of  fifty  (50)  cents  per 
lineal  foot,  which  will  cover  the  expense  which  the  city 
has  been  to,  outside  the  cost  of  the  pipe  and  actual  laying. 
It  must  be  conceded  that  this  does  not  come  within  the 
exact  terms  of  the  ordinance  for  two  or  three  reasons,  but 
in  my  opinion  it  is  fair,  just  and  equitable  to  relieve  the 
property  o\\aiers  from  an}-  excess  above  that  sum  with 
which  they  might  be  chargeable  under  the  Ordinance  of 
1855.

Dear  Sir  : — I  have  received  yonrs  of  -Ttnie  20  asking 
Avhether,  pending'  the  hearing's  of  the  injunctions  asked  for 
in  the  D.  J.  McXichol  and  ]\Iiehael  O'Rourke  cases,  you 
are  justified  in  withholding  your  signature  from  warrants 
for  work  done  under  tliese  contracts. 

Apart  from  the  purely  legal  aspect  of  the  case  it  would 
not  be  proper  to  pay  money  at  the  present  time.  If  the 
Court  decides  that  the  contract  is  illegal,  you  would  be  in. 
the  position  of  paying  money  under  an  illegal  contract 
after  warning  by  bill  tiled,  also  by  application  for  an  in- 
junction :  in  the  one  case  already  argued,  and  in  the  other 
case  set  for  argument  within  a  few  days.  In  the  second 
case,  in  which  the  argument  has  not  yet  taken  place,  Mon- 
day was  appointed  for  the  purpose,  and  the  time  was  post- 
poned for  a  week,  and  it  Avould  have  a  very  bad  appearance 
if  the  payment  was  made  during  the  time  of  this  post- 
ponement ;  it  would  look  as  if  the  apjilication  was  a  trick 
for  the  purpose  of  enabling  us  to  make  this  payment  be- 
fore hearing. 

Moreover,  if  we  fail  to  recognize  the  effect  of  a  bill  filed 
and  an  application  for  an  injnnction,  it  will  tempt  some 
people  in  case  of  filing  other  bills  to  apply  to  the  Court  at 
the  time  of  filing  the  bills  for  ex-partc  injunctions.

Dear  Sir  : — I  have  your  letter  of  June  18th,  inquiring 
with  respect  to  two  payments:  The  first  of  these — Item 
10-J,  for  the  purpose  of  refunding  to  John  MclSTeile  moneys 
paid  in  mistake  for  water  rent  on  certain  premises.  Mc- 
I^eile  cannot  now  present  any  vouchers  or  other  evidence 
of  the  original  payment,  and  I  am  asked  whether  warrants 
should  be  drawn. 

You  will  be  perfectly  safe  in  following  the  direct  in- 
struction of  Councils.  ISTevertheless,  if  Councils  have  made 
a  mistake,  and  have  directed  that  the  total  payment  shall  be 
refunded,  if,  in  point  of  fact,  the  second  payment  has  not 
been  made,  it  would  be  better  to  call  their  attention  to  the 
matter.  I  therefore  suggest  that  you  apply  to  Controller 
\Yalton,  who  can  tell  you  positively  whether  these  pay- 
ments were  or  were  not  made;  if  it  be  the  fact  that  the 
payments  were  made,  the  mere  fact  that  receipts  cannot 
be  produced  is  not  an  objection  to  the  payment  by  you  by 
virtue  of  the  appropriation. 
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The  other  question  relates  to  the  payment  of  two  war- 
rants in  favor  of  two  newspapers  for  advertising  the  list 
of  delinquent  taxpayers  for  1907.  The  facts  are  not  fully 
set  forth  in  this  letter  to  me,  but  upon  inquiry,  I  am  in- 
formed that  the  advertisement  was  duly  placed  in  one  of 
these  newspapers  and  copied  by  the  other  without  order 
from  you. 

Under  the  Municipal  Act  of  1S74,  Section  5,  P.  L.  233, 
payment  for  services  in  which  there  was  no  contract  or 
previous  authority  of  law,  can  only  be  made  by  virtue  of 
an  ordinance  passed  by  a  two-third  vote  by  both  Councils, 
and  approved  by  the  Mayor. 

If  the  authority  in  question  was  an  ordinance  of  this 
kind,  it  is  proper  to  pay  the  claim ;  but  if  it  was  not 
passed  in  this  manner,  or  if  it  was  a  mere  resolution,  in 
my  opinion,  it  does  not  justify  the  payment.

Dear  Sir  : — I  received  your  letter  of  June  4,  1908,  with 
respect  to  the  Bulkhead  east  of  Delaware  avenue,  foot 
of  Canal  street.  I  address  this  letter  to  you,  and  in  your 
absence  expect  that  it  will  he  opened  by  the  proper  official. 

I  am  not  personally  familiar  with  the  neighborhood  in 
question.  I  had  a  conversation  with  Mr.  Hasskarl  on  the 
subject  before  his  departure  for  Europe ;  and  as  I  under- 
stand the  situation,  there  is  a  sidewalk  on  the  easterly  side 
of  Delaware  avenue,  close  to  the  Bulkhead.  I  also  under- 
stand from  ^Ir.  TTasskarl  that  the  retaining  timbers  in  the 
Bulkhead  are  not  directly  opposite  the  line  of  Canal  street, 
but  are  opposite  the  line  of  another  property. 
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Director  Grady  informs  me  that  private  Bulkheads  are 
not  subject  to  the  control  or  oversight  of  your  Department. 
If,  therefore,  I  have  stated  the  facts  correctly,  I  do  not 
see  that  the  duty  of  supporting  the  sidewalk  for  the  benefit 
of  persons  travelling  upon  it  can  possibly  be  charged 
against  your  Department.  The  general  duty  of  keeping 
the  streets  in  good  condition  rests  upon  the  Bureau  of 
Highways,  and  would  only  be  imposed  upon  you  if  it 
were  your  duty  to  see  that  the  Bulkhead  itself  is  kept  in 
good  order. 

I  therefore  advise  you,  that,  in  my  opinion,  the  Bureau 
of  Highways  should  see  that  this  work  is  done  and  charge 
it  against  the  property  owner,  if,  in  point  of  fact,  it  arises 
from  a  defect  in  the  Bulkhead  belonging  to  the  property 
o^vner.

Dear  Sir: — I  have  received  yours  of  June  18th,  inquir- 
ing with  respect  to  the  abatement  of  a  nuisance  on  an 
alleyway  running  northward  from  Aspen  street,  east  of 
Thirty-seventh  street.  There  are  certain  facts  which  occur 
to  me  which  seem  to  be  implied  by  your  letter,  but  axe  not 
definitely  stated,  and  in  this  implication  I  may  be  mis- 
taken. 

If  the  property  to  the  eastward  pf  the  alley  likewise  be- 
longed to  the  owner  of  the  property  to  the  westward  of 
the  alley  at  the  time  when  he  built  the  houses  in  question, 
and  constructed  an  alleyway,  by  taking  away  a  part  of  his 
own  lot  and  letting  the  other  part  stand,  supporting  the 
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higher  part  of  his  own  lot  by  a  structure  of  railroad  ties, 
he  therefore  dispensed  with  the  right  of  mutual  support, 
which  was  the  basis  of  the  decision  in  Wier's  Appeal,  81 
Pa.  Iv.,  203.  He  has  by  his  owti  act  undertaken  to  support 
the  earth  of  his  property  eastward  to  the  alley,  and  is 
bound  to  do  so. 

In  my  opinion,  the  best  way  to  enforce  the  right  is  to 
notify  the  owner  east  of  the  alley  to  support  the  dirt  of 
his  land,  and  if  he  fails  to  do  so,  take  such  action  as  may 
be  proper  and  file  a  lien  to  include  the  alleyway  and  the 
property  east  of  it.

Dear  Sir  : — I  find  that  the  Ordinance  of  March  30, 
1905,  page  89,  provides  for  the  pa3'ment  of  the  contractor 
by  assessment  bills,  and  it  is  clear  that  where  this  provision 
is  contained  in  the  ordinance  directing  the  doing  of  the 
work,  it  njust  be  carried  out,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by 
another  ordinance. 

T  think,  therefore,  that  you  had  better  get  this  amended 
and  re-advertise  the  work,  as  it  is  probable  that  if  the  work 
be  paid  for  in  money  it  can  be  done  cheaper  than  where 
the  work  is  paid  for  by  assessment  bills. 

I  also  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  ordinance 
provides  for  paving  from  Fifty-second  to  Fifty-eighth 
street.     Part  of  this  work  has  already  been  done  and  it  is 
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now  proposed  to  pave  from  Fifty-third  street  only.     The 
amending  ordinance  should  amend  this  also.

Dear  Sir  : — As  stated  in  our  conversation  of  yesterday, 
the  work  under  one  of  the  contracts  of  Michael  O'Rourko 
is  completed,  leaving  unexpended  the  sum  of  $56,000, 
raised  under  the  loan  bill  of  May  18,  1904,  for  main  and 
branch  sewers,  and  the  question  orally  submitted  to  me  is, 
whether  this  can  now  be  expended  for  such  sewers  that 
have  been  authorized  without  further  appropriation. 

I  would  be  of  opinion  that  it  could  be  so  expended  if  the 
money  had  been  taken  out  of  an  existing  appropriation  and 
simply  applied  to  this  contract.  Upon  reading  the  Ordi- 
nance of  May  18,  1904  (Ordinances  of  that  year,  page  95), 
I  do  not  think  that  that  is  an  appropriation  bill  at  all;  it 
is  simply  a  loan  bill,  although  there  is  some  langTiage  in  it 
which  might  possibly  be  treated  as  an  appropriation.  I 
fear,  however,  that  this  would  not  be  within  the  title. 

This  doubt  is  made  the  stronger,  and,  indeed,  is  decided 
by  the  terms  of  the  Ordinance  of  June  27,  1904,  pages  150 
and  following.  ISTear  the  bottom  of  page  151  occurs  an  ap- 
propriation of  the  sum  of  $80,000  for  certain  work,  being 
really  this  O'Rourke  contract, — "to  be  taken  out  of  the 
$1,000,000  set  aside  for  main  and  branch  sewers."  This 
is  followed  by  two  other  appropriations  in  the  same  section 
of  the  ordina.nce,  one  to  Item  10,  $220,000,  and  the  other 
of  $700,000  for  main  sewers.  These  three  together  make 
the  even  sum  of  $1,000,00  thus  set  apart  by  the  loan  ordi- 
nance of  May  18th,  and  they  together  show  that  Councils 
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did  not  treat  that  loan  ordinance  as  an  apj^ropriation  ordi- 
nance. 

I  am  therefore  of  opinion  that  while  this  unexpended 
balance  of  $56,000,  having  been  raised  by  loan  for  sewer 
purposes  cannot  be  expended  for  other  purposes,  yet  there 
is  no  direct  appropriation  of  it,  and  it  will  require  an  ordi- 
nance to  make  an  appropriation,  either  for  main  or  branch 
sewers,  as  Councils  may  determine.

Dear  Sir  : — Replying  to  your  verbal  inquiries  through 
Mr.  Blynn  as  to  what  means  are  given  you  by  law  or  ordi- 
nance to  enforce  the  laws  relating  to  dogs  found  running 
at  large;  what  are  your  duties  under  the  Act  of  June  1, 
1907,  and  whether  an  ordinance  is  necessary  to  carry  out 
this  act,  •!  beg  to  say : 

1.  The  Act  of  June  10,  1881,  gives  every  city  in  the 
Commonwealth  power  to  pass  ordinances  providing  for  the 
destruction  of  dogs  found  running  at  large. 

2.  The  Ordinance  of  March  11,  1871,  authorizes  you  to 
enter  into  a  contract  with  the  Women's  Branch,  S.  P.  C. 
A.,  to  take  up,  kill  and  remove  all  dogs  found  running  at 
large  unmuzzled.  T  am  informed  that  such  a  contract  has 
been  entered  into,  and  no  doubt  if  it  is  properly  carried 
out  you  will  reach  the  desired  result. 

3.  The  Act  of  1007  does  not  seem  to  impose  any  duty 
upon  your  Department,  but  rather  upon  the  constables  of 
the  various  districts.  ISTo  ordinances  are  needed  to  carry 
out  this  Act.

Dear  Sir  : — Supplenicnting  my  recent  letter  with  re- 
spect to  the  payment  to  Edwin  II.  Vare  for  work  done 
under  color  of  his  supplemental  contract,  I  duly  notified 
the  counsel  for  the  plaintiff  in  the  South  Broad  street  case 
that  I  would  advise  you  to  withhold  payment  until  after 
last  week.  Xot  having  heard  from  him,  I  spoke  to  him  on 
the  subject  yesterday,  and  I  have  a  letter  from  him  to-day 
that  he  does  not  propose  at  the  present  time  to  take  any 
action  in  the  matter. 

According  to  my  understanding,  the  appropriation  was 
made  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  of  each  branch 
of  Councils.  Assuming  that  this  is  correct,  in  my  opinion, 
it  is  a  perfectly  valid  appropriation ;  and  inasmuch  as  the 
work  was  done  in  the  course  of  the  improvement  of  the 
South  Broad  Street  Boulevard,  it  is  proper  that  it  should 
be  paid  out  of  the  loan  for  that  purpose.  As  the  payment 
is  to  be  by  virtue  of  a  special  appropriation  made  after  the 
work  was  done,  and  assenting  for  this  purpose  to  the  views 
of  the  Court  that  the  contract  was  illegal,  payment  is  not 
made  under  the  terms  of  the  contract,  and  is  therefore  not 
within  the  injunction.  I  therefore  advise  you  that  it  is 
proper  for  you  to  pay  the  warrant.

Dear  Sir  : — In  reply  to  the  recent  letter  of  Mr.  Frazier, 
Registrar  of  the  Survey  Bureau,  with  respect  to  the  open- 
ing of  Locust  street,  from  Fifty-fourth  to  Fifty-tifth 
streets,  I  beg  leave  to  say  that  Mr.  Frazier  is  correct 
in  his  assumj)tion  that  this  question  is  the  same  as 
that  relating  to  the  opening  of  Fifty-fourth  street,  from 
Walnut  to  Locust  streqts,  if,  as  I  assume,  the  deeds  of  the 
Walnut  Street  Land  Company  describe  the  several  lots  as 
bounding  on  Locust  street.  The  street,  as  I  am  instructed, 
was  not  then  on  the  City  Plan,  but  was  afterward  put 
upon  it. 

But  while  this  is  so,  I  also  call  your  attention  to  the  Act 
of  May  9,  1889,  P.  L.  173,  providing  that  "any  street,  lane 
or  alley  laid  out  by  any  person  or  persons,  in  any  village 
or  town  plot  or  plan  of  lots,  on  lands  owned  by  such  per- 
son or  persons,  in  case  the  same  has  not  been  opened  to,  or 
used  by,  the  public  for  twenty-one  years  next  after  the  lay- 
ing out  of  the  same,  shall  be  and  have  no  force  and  effect 
and  shall  not  be  opened,  without  the  consent  of  the  o\vner 
or  owners  of  the  land  on  which  the  same  has  been,  or  shall 
be,  laid  out." 

If,  therefore,  the  above  street  was  not  physically  opened 
for  twenty-one  years  after  the  last  of  the  deeds  of  the  Wal- 
nut Street  Land  Company,  it  cannot  be  opened  now  by 
reason  of  the  implied  dedication  contained  in  those  deeds. 

This  opinion  is  limited  to  that  part  of  the  street  which 
is  within  the  property  owned  by  the  Land  Company. 

There  is  a  very  small  triangle  at  the  corner  of  Fifty- 
fifth  street  belonging  to  Mr.  Lyle,  with  respect  to  which 
the  facts  do  not  apply.

Dear  Sir  : — I  have  received  the  inquiry  under  date  of 
July  8th,  written  by  Mr,  Benson  and  approved  by  you, 
with  respect  to  the  paving  of  sidewalks  on  Ridge  avenue. 

The  Act  of  April  15,  1907,  copy  of  which  you  send  me, 
is  substantially  a  copy  of  an  earlier  act  extending  its  pro- 
visions to  all  the  rural  districts.  It  has  been  held  that  the 
purpose  of  this  earlier  act  was  to  compel  Councils  to  act 
upon  the  application  of  residents.  Johnson  &  Freeman's 
Appeal,  75  Pa.,  96. 

I  do  not  doubt  the  power  of  Councils  under  this  Act,  or 
otherwise,  to  compel  the  residents  to  lay  a  sidewalk  of  this 
character.  It  is  only  four  feet  wide  and  does  not  occupy 
the  whole  width  of  the  portion  of  the  street  set  aside  for  a 
sidewalk. 

The  case  of  Mr.  Schmidt  is  somewhat  different.  The 
Ordinance  of  June  21,  1873,  to  which  he  refers,  does  not 
upon  its  face  purport  to  require  sidewalks  to  be  replaced 
while  in  good  condition.  I  am  not  aware,  howeverj  of  any 
decision  under  it.  The  cases  on  Broad  street  and  on  Mar- 
ket street,  with  which  I  am  familiar,  relate  only  to  the 
curbstone. 

While,  as  I  have  stated.  Councils  have  a  right  to  order 
a  pavement  of  this  kind  to  be  laid  on  the  sidewalk,  it  was 
the  opinion  of  Mr.  Warwick  when  City  Solicitor  that  the 
City  had  no  right  to  require  a  property  o^^mer  to  take  up  a 
good  sidewalk  pavement  and  put  down  another  of  a  differ- 
ent kind.  See  his  opinion  of  June  4,  1890,  page  26.  To 
this  effect  also  are  the  decisions  in  Phila.  to  use  of  Parker 
vs.  Henry,  161  Pa.,  38,  and  Reading  City  vs.  Heilman, 
19  Superior  Ct.,  422.  But  whether  a  macadam  sidewalk 
can  be  treated  as  a  good  pavement  is  another  question.  I 
have  never  heard  of  the  use  of  macadam  for  sidewalk  pur- 
poses. 
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I  do  not  doubt  the  right  of  the  City  to  compel  a  prop- 
erty owner  to  take  np  a  board  or  plank  sidewalk  and  re- 
place it  with  one  of  stone,  brick  or  cement.  Not  having 
seen  the  macadam  sidewalk,  I  am  not  able  to  speak  of  it 
with  more  certainty,  but  I  strongly  incline  to  the  opinion 
that  it  is  not  to  be  treated  as  a  pavement  within  the  mean- 
ing of  the  various  laws  and  ordinances  providing  for  the 
paving  of  a  sidewalk,  and  that  he  therefore  can  be  com- 
pelled to  substitute  a  flag  pavement  for  it.

Dear  Sir: — I  have  yours  of  July  14,  1908,  inquiring 
with  respect  to  your  right  to  capture  dogs  on  the  top  steps 
of  a  house. 

City  Solicitor  Warwick,  under  date  of  June  22,  1886 
(see  printed  Opinions  of  that  year,  page  37),  addressed  a 
letter  to  Mr.  G.  H.  Caughin,  who  doubtless  was  yourself, 
on  this  subject,  advising  as  follows:  "Such  an  animal  upon 
the  top  step  of  a  house,  if  not  fastened  or  otherwise  con- 
fined, and  not  in  the  company  and  under  the  authority  of 
any  person,  comes  within  these  terms,  and  should  there- 
fore be  taken  up  by  you." 

I  do  not  think  there  is  any  distinction  in  this  respect 
among  the  steps  of  a  house,  if  they  are  all  outside  of  the 
front  door;  unless  within  the  enclosure  of  a  fence,  a  dog 
is  equally  free  and  unrestrained  in  his  power  to  attack 
persons  on  the  street.

Dear  Sir  : — I  have  received  yours  of  this  date  embody- 
ing copy  of  a  letter  to  you  from  Mr.  Faught  as  attorney 
for  the  plaintiffs  in  two  injunction  cases  against  the  City 
and  Michael  O'Rourke,  and  the  City  and  Daniel  J.  Mc- 
Nichol  respectively. 

An  appeal  in  these  cases  cannot  operate  as  a  superse- 
deas because  there  is  no  order  to  supersede.  The  Court  re- 
fused to  grant  an  injunction,  and  an  appeal  cannot  take 
effect  in  the  same  way  as  if  an  injunction  had  been  granted. 
If,  indeed,  there  had  been  an  injunction  previously 
granted  and  the  Court  had  dissolved  it,  there  might  be 
some  color  of  ground  for  claiming  that  the  appeal  would 
operate  to  supersede  the  dissolution  of  the  injunction  and 
would  therefore  let  the  injunction  stand  ;  but  there  has  been 
no  such  injunction  granted  at  any  stage  of  either  of  the 
two  cases,  and,  of  course,  the  mere  fact  that  an  appeal  is 
taken  cannot  have  the  effect  or  operation  of  the  granting  of 
an  injunction  by  the  Supreme  Court. 

It  is  therefore  perfectly  proper  to  audit  bills,  and  if 
found  to  be  correct  and  there  is  no  other  objection,  to  coun- 
tersigning warrants  based  upon  them.

Deae  Sir  : — I  have  received  yours  of  this  date  enclosing 
a  letter  from  ]\Ir.  Faught,  which  I  herewith  return,  notify- 
ing you  of  his  intention  to  appeal  from  the  order  of  Court 
refusing  to  grant  injunctions  in  the  cases  of  Sheppard  vs. 
City  and  O'Rourke  and  of  Binney  vs.  City  and  McNichol. 

A  supersedeas  is  a  proceeding  which  sets  aside  the  effect 
of  an  order  so  that  no  execution  can  issue  upon  it  until  the 
decision  of  the  Appellate  Court.  There  is  no  order  here 
to  supersede.  The  Court  refused  the  injunctions,  and  a 
mere  appeal  to  the  Supreme  Court  does  not  have  the  effect 
of  granting  an  injunction  which  the  Court  refused. 
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You  may  with  safety  and  propriety  pay  warrants  which 
come  to  you  unless  there  is  some  other  objection  than  the 
threatened  appeals. 

This  would  be  true  even  if  the  appeals  had  been  taken, 
but  I  have  no  notice  that  this  has  been  done.

Dear  Sir: — I  have  your  letter  of  the  21st  inst.,  inquir- 
ing whether  the  Philadelphia  Rapid  Transit  Company 
must  place  the  letters  "F.  R.   T.   Co.'s"  on  the  label  of 
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bottles  containing  disinfectant  which  the  Transit  Company 
proposes  to  use  in  their  own  car  barns  for  disinfecting  pur- 
poses. 

This  question  has  no  connection  with  the  Pure  Food  Act 
approved  June  1,  1907,  P.  L.  386,  because  the  term  "food" 
as  used  therein  includes  only  articles  used  for  food,  con- 
fectionery or  condiment  for  man.  ISTor  does  it  appear  to 
come  under  the  Act  of  May  24,  1887,  P.  L.  189,  Sect.  10 
and  its  supplements  regulating  the  sale  at  retail  of  poisons, 
which  Act  provides  for  placing  on  the  label  the  name  of  the 
seller,  and  other  information.  This  Act  applies  to  a  sale, 
and  I  understand  the  Rapid  Transit  Company  does  not 
propose  to  sell  its  disinfectant. 

The  Act  of  March  31,  1860,  Section  70,  P.  L.  401,  pro- 
vides that  no  apothecary,  druggist,  or  other  person  shall  sell 
or  dispose  of  by  retail  any  morphia,  strichnia,  arsenic,  prus- 
sic  acid  or  corrosive  sublimate,  except  in  certain  cases,  and 
it  provides  that  the  word  "poison"  shall  be  carefully  marked 
upon  the  label,  etc.  This  Act,  however,  does  not  require 
that  the  name  of  the  person  selling  shall  be  put  upon  the 
label.  It  further  does  not  apply  to  this  case  in  any  way 
unless  one  of  the  drugs  above  mentioned  is  a  component  of 
the  Rapid  Transit  Company's  disinfectant. 

It  therefore  appears  that  the  Rapid  Transit  Company 
need  not  put  "P.  R.  T.  Co.'s"  upon  the  label  of  their  dis- 
infectant.

Dear  Sir: — I-  have  yours  of  yesterday  informing  me  of 
a  notice  from  Mr.  Erdman,  one  of  the  counsel  for  the  plain- 
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tiff  in  the  application  for  an  injunction  to  restrain  the 
negotiation  of  the  temporary  loan,  that  he  intends  to  appeal 
from  the  action  of  the  Court  refusing  to  grant  an  injunc- 
tion, and  inquiring  whether  in  view  of  this  notice  you  are 
juslified  in  entering  the  appropriation  and  approving  war- 
rants. 

This  is  not  a  notice  of  an  appeal  but  merely  notice  of  an. 
intention  to  appeal,  which,  judging  from  the  statements  in 
the  daily  papers,  has  not  yet  been  finally  decided  on.  As- 
suming, however,  that  the  appeal  had  already  been  taken, 
it  would  not  in  any  wise  affect  your  rights  or  duties,  or 
til  at  of  any  other  of  the  city's  officers. 

An  appeal  duly  taken  wdthin  certain  limited  time  super- 
sedes action  upon  the  judgment  or  decrees  from  which  the 
appeal  is  tak<3n,  but  where  an  injunction  has  been  refu'^ed 
there  is  no  such  decree  to  supersede.  An  appeal  cannot 
operate  as  if  an  injunction  were  newly  granted.  If  it  had 
this  effect  it  would  be  a  very  easy  way  to  secure  an  injunc- 
tion upon  very  slight  grounds  and  without  the  amount  and 
character  of  security  that  would  be  ordered  by  the  Court.

•  Dear  Sir  : — I  received  the  letter  of  Mr.  Benson,  Chief 
of  the  Bureau  of  Highways,  approved  by  you,  dated  July 
20,  with  respect  to  the  legal  opening  of  Kershaw  street, 
from  Twenty-seventh  street  to  Marston  street. 

The  matter  turns  upon  a  question  of  fact  with  respect 
to  which  there  are  contradictory  assertions.  The  ordinance 
under  which  ihis  street  was  placed  upon  the  City  Plan 
gives  authority  to  do  it  only  in  case  the  street  had  actually 
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been  in  public  use  for  such  a  length  of  time  or  under  such 
conditions  as  would  warrant  the  city  in  declaring  it  to  be 
a  legally  opened  highway.  Mr.  Frazier's  letter,  copy  of 
which  is  sent  me,  states  that  affidavits  of  that  character 
were  .submitted.  Judge  Jenkins'  letter,  on  the  other  hand, 
asserts  the  contrary,  and  alleges  that  the  fance  has  been 
where  it  now  is  for  a  period  of  many  years.  Possibly  the 
difference  arises  from  the  location  of  the  street.  If  the 
fence  was  newly  put  there  it  is  an  obstruction  to  the  high- 
way. If  it  is  an  old  fence,  perhaps  the  street  was  not  lo- 
cated on  the  plans  in  accordance  with  the  physical  condition 
of  affairs.  These  are  questions  of  fact  which  I  have  no 
means  of  determining,  and  further  inquiry  should  be  made.

Dear  Sir: — I  have  yours  of  yesterday  asking  what  is 
to  be  done  as  to  marking,  &c.,  writs  of  mandamus  present- 
ed for  payment  when  there  is  no  money  to  meet  them. 

These  writs  are  provided  by  Act  of  April  15,  1834,  Sec- 
tion 6,  which  directs  that  the  execution  against  a  county 
shall  be  a  writ  commanding  the  Commissioners  of  the 
County  to  cause  the  amount  to  be  paid  to  the  party  enti- 
tled to  the  benefit  of  the  judgment  out  of  any  moneys  unap- 
propriated of  such  county,  and  if  there  be  no  such  moneys, 
out  of  the  first  moneys  that  shall  be  received  for  the  use 
of  such  county.  It  makes  no  provision  whatever  as  to 
marking  such  writs,  and  what  is  done,  therefore,  is  a  mat- 
ter of  convenience  and  not  a  compliance  with  a  statutory 
rule. 
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In  Monaghan  vs.  Philadelphia,  28  Pa.  Eep.,  207,  it 
was  decided  that  this  Act  applies  to  the  City  of  Philadel- 
phia ;  but  that,  as  the  Commissioners  are  not  the  financial 
officers  of  the  city,  a  writ  against  them  would  be  useless 
and  nugatory,  and  the  writ  should  therefore  be  addressed 
to  the  City  Treasurer,  who  is  custodian  of  the  money  be- 
longing to  the  City.  It  is  your  duty  to  pay  the  writs  in 
the  order  in  which  they  are  served  upon  you.  It  would 
therefore  seem  to  be  proper  to  keep  a  list  of  the  writs  in 
your  hands,  showing  the  order  in  which  they  are  presented, 
and  for  the  protection  of  the  person  prsenting  them,  to 
note  on  the  writ  the  fact  of  the  presentation,  and  perhaps^- 
its  order  in  the  roll  of  unpaid  writs. 

Some  thirty  years  ago  we  were  for  a  long  time  unable 
to  pay  the  writs  as  presented,  and  I  do  not  doubt  that 
a  practice  was  then  established.  If  that  practice  can  con- 
veniently be  ascertained,  I  suggest  that  you  follow  it. 

It  would  be  very  unfortimate,  if,  with  a  treasury  filled 
to  overflowing  with  money  that  cannot  be  used  for  a  long 
time,  and  with  a  large  sum  of  money  to  be  received  in 
five  or  six  weeks  from  a  loan  which  is  about  to  be  nego- 
tiated for  the  express  purpose  of  paying  these  writs,  we 
were  forbidden  to  use  the  idle  money  on  hand  and  com- 
pelled to  pay  interest  on  the  demands ;  and  I  am  not  pre- 
pared to  say  that  this  course  is  necessary. 

The  courts  have  said  that  the  purpose  of  the  provision 
that  the  amount  of  the  writs  is  to  be  paid  out  of  unap- 
propriated moneys  only,  is  that  funds  necessary  to  defray 
the  ordinary  and  current  expenses  of  government  should 
not  be  withdraAvn  from  the  treasury  and  the  wheels  of  gov- 
ernment thereby  clogged ;  but  if  there  be  moneys  available 
already  in  the  treasury,  or  certain  to  come  in  as  current 
receipts,  in  excess  of  the  moneys  required  for  the  ordinary 
current  expenses,  this  will  meet  the  purpose  of  the  act, 
and  I  think  you  may  fairly  interpret  the  words  "unap- 
propriated moneys"  to  apply  to  such  funds,  even  though 
there  may  be  a  formal  and  technical  appropriation  of 
the  originally  estimated  receipts.  In  other  words,  I  inter- 
pret the  words  "unappropriated  moneys"  to  mean  all  money 
that  is  not  actually  required  for  necessary  current  expenses. 
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This  would  seem  to  be  quite  as  near  the  terms  of  the  statute 
-as  the  change  in  the  form  of  the  writ  by  addressing  it  to 
you,  instead  of  the  County  Commissioners,  as  suggested  by 
the  Court  in  Monaghan  vs.  Philadelphia. 

I  am  the  more  ready  to  advise  this  course  in  view  of  the 
recent  decision  in  the  temporary  loan  case,  in  which  the 
Court  finds  that  we  have  already  received  moneys  in  ex- 
cess of  the  estimate.  I  suggest  that  you  consult  with  the 
Controller  upon  the  question  of  the  necessities  of  the  City 
and  the  amount  of  money  required  to  meet  them  between 
now  and  September,  and  regulate  your  conduct  accord- 
ingly. Any  money  so  paid  can  be  charged  to  the  loan  when 
received.  You  have  ample  precedent  for  this  course ;  it  is 
no  novelty.  I  understand  a  shortage  of  current  funds  oc- 
curs almost  annually  and  objection  has  not  been  made  since 
the  confusion  existing  prior  to  1879  was  cleared.  Year  by 
year  moneys  have  been  paid  on  these  writs  irrespective  of 
the  amount  of  the  total  appropriation,  care  being  taken  only 
that  the  City  should  not  be  embarrassed  by  want  of  money 
to  meet  its  running  expenses.  If  that  embarrassment  can 
now  properly  be  avoided  you  sould  pay  out  money  on  writs 
as  presented.

Replying  to  the  inquiry  therein,  the  question  of  the  lia- 
bility for  paving  the  street  was  taken  into  consideration 
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when  adjusting  the  damages  for  opening  25th  street,  and 
inasmuch  as  it  is  possible  that  claims  cannot  properly  be 
filed  against  the  Odd  Fellows  Cemetery  Company,  that 
company  gave  a  bond,  with  the  Keystone  Bonding  Com- 
pany as  surety,  in  the  sum  of  $30,000,  conditioned  to  pay, 
or  cause  to  be  paid,  the  cost  of  paving  the  sidewalks,  cart- 
way, curbing  and  the  usual  foot  frontage  charge  for  laying 
a  sewer  or  water  pipe  in  Twenty-fifth  street,  opposite  its 
projierty,  when  and  as  the  work  should  be  done  by  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  or  its  contractors,  and  also  conditioned  for 
other  purposes. 

In  view  of  t'''  lact,  as  I  have  stated,  that  it  is  possible 
that  the  lien  claims  themselves  would  not  be  good,  I  sug- 
gest that  some  notice  should  be  taken  of  this  bond  in  the 
contract  when  prepared,  and  perhaps  the  contractor  should 
be  given  the  benefit  of  the  use  thereof.

Dear  Sie: — T  have  the  letter  of  Chief  Dunlap  of  the 
Bureau  of  Water,  approved  by  you,  dated  July  27th. 

I  have  carefully  examined  the  contract  with  The  Ameri- 
can Paving  &  Construction  Co.,  and  have  had  the  benefit

of  a  conference  with  Mr.  Dunlap  and  Mr.  Mundy,  tlie  pres- 
ident of  the  company. 

I  find  on  page  76  of  the  specifications  annexed  to  and 
forming  part  of  the  contract,  that  the  contract  includes  one 
line  of  forty-eight  inch  cast-iron  pipe  on  Broad  street,, 
from  Arch  street  to  Filbert  street;  the  same  on  Broad 
street  around  the  Avest  side  of  the  Public  Buildings,  and 
the  same  on  Broad  street  from  South  Penn  Square  to 
Passyunk  avenue. 

The  contract  contains  no  provision  for  extra  or  addi- 
tional work  outside  of  that  specified  in  Schedule  -i,  to  which 
this  section  applies.  The  bid  for  trenching  and  laying 
under  this  contract  is  on  page  98  of  the  printed  specifica- 
tions. On  page  101,  being  a  part  of  the  bid,  the  bidder 
agrees  that  the  amount  of  pipe  or  valves  for  which  a  con- 
tract under  the  specifications  may  be  awarded  may  at  the 
option  of  the  Director  at  any  time  during  the  life  of  the- 
contract  be  increased  (blank)  per  cent.,  the  rate  of  deliv- 
ery to  be  proportionately  increased.  Although  but  one  line 
of  pipe  around  City  Hall  was  provided  for  in  the  contract, 
I  am  informed  that  two  lines  are  shown  on  the  drawings, 
and,  in  point  of  fact,  three  lines  have  been  laid.  Unlesa 
the  clause  which  I  have  just  cited  is  authority  to  increase 
the  number  of  lines  of  pipe,  the  contract  contains  no  such: 
authority  whatever.  I  seriously  doubt  whether  it  should 
have  this  effect,  and  if  it  does  not  have  that  effect,  the  di- 
rection from  Mr.  Dunlap's  predecessor  was  entirely  un- 
warranted. 

Assuming,  however,  for  the  present  purpose,  that  the 
former  Chief  of  the  Filtration  Bureau,  Major  Gillette,  had 
the  authority  under  this  contract  to  increase  the  number  of 
pipe  lines  around  the  City  Hall  from  one  to  three,  the  ques- 
tion submitted  is  what  the  contracting  company  should  be 
be  paid  for  them.  By  reason  of  the  work  upon  the  subway 
and  the  opened  streets,  less  excavation  was  required  than 
would  have  been  the  case  under  ordinary  circumstances, 
and  in  view  of  the  condition  of  the  ground,  and  other  mat- 
ters, the  work  was  more  expensive  than  if  the  same  amount 
of  pipe  had  been  laid  in  a  single  line,  and  the  contractor- 
desires  extra  pay. 
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It  is  quite  clear  whatever  oral  statements  may  have  been 
made  to  the  contractor,  that  both  he  and  the  City  are  bound 
by  the  terms  of  the  written  contract.  Apart  from  the  gen- 
eral proposition  of  law,  that  where  there  is  a  writing  we 
cannot  resort  to  oral  testimony  to  vary  it,  the  statute  relat- 
ing to  the  City  of  Philadelphia  peremptorily  requires  that 
all  contracts  shall  be  in  writing,  and  there  is  therefore  no 
authority  on  your  part  to  vary  the  price  paid  from  that 
stated  in  the  contract  itself,  or  in  the  specifications  an- 
nexed to  and  forming  a  part  of  it.  You  cannot  assume  that 
excavating  was  done  and  include  it  in  your  estimate,  when 
in  point  of  fact  it  was  not  done,  nor  can  you  pay  the  con- 
tractor a  price  based  on  the  number  of  men  whom  he  em- 
ployed. He  can  only  be  paid  in  accordance  with  the  price 
per  unit  specified  in  his  bid  and  the  contract.

Dear  Sir: — I  received  a  letter  dated  June  30th,  from 
Mr,  Benson,  and  approved  by  you,  relating  to  the  question 
of  repairs  to  asphalt  streets,  and  inquiring  whether  you  are 
justified  in  having  repairs  made  by  the  emergency  con- 
tractors. 

The  matter  was  allowed  to  lie  because  I  understood  that 
a  further  appropriation  had  been  made.  I  understand  that 
this  is  now  effective  and  that  the  contract  has  been  supple- 
mented, and  this  supersedes  the  question. 

If,  however,  I  am  in  error  about  this,  or  if  the  question

Dear  Sir: — I  have  received  Mr.  Benson's  letter,  ap- 
proved by  you,  dated  July  25th,  with  regard  to  the  Ordi- 
nance of  March  30,  1908,  requiring  the  paving  of  sidewalks 
with  flag  pavement  on  both  sides  of  Ridge  avenue,  from 
Hermitage  to  City  Line,  and  stating  that  Mr.  Henry 
Schmidt  desires  to  lay  a  cement  concrete  sidewalk  instead 
of  flagstone. 

This  is  a  subject  about  which  I  wrote  you  some  days 
ago.  In  my  judgment,  under  the  statute  by  virtue  of  which 
the  ordinance  was  passed,  Councils  have  the  right  to  pre- 
scribe flag  stone,  and  did  so  prescribe  it.  This  is  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  petition  addressed  to  them,  as  I  under- 
stand the  facts. 

I  do  not  see  that  you  can  legally  authorize  the  substitu- 
tion of  another  kind  of  sidewalk.  If  Mr.  Schmidt  pro- 
ceeds to  lay  a  cement  sidewalk  instead  of  a  flag  walk, 
whether  it  would  be  worth  your  while  to  follow  him  up  and 
see  that  the  law  is  strictly  carried  out  is  a  question  I  do 
not  think  to  be  before  me.

Dear  Sik: — Responding  to  your  verbal  inquiry  con- 
cerning the  authority  of  your  Department  to  prevent  frau- 
dulent sales  through  false  weights,  1  beg  to  inform  you 
that  the  Acts  of  June  26,  1895,  P.  L.  38(3,  and  April  11, 
1903,  P,  L.  165,  to  which  you  refer,  were  both  declared 
unconstitutional  in  the  c^se  of  Commonwealth  vs.  Brown, 
T  Dauphin  Rep.,  235  (190-1).  In  the  absence  of  any  later 
legislation,  the  law  remains  as  it  was  before  the  Act  of 
1895  was  passed.  The  Act  of  April  15,  1834,  and  various 
subsequent  Acts  adding  to  or  amending  the  provisions  of 
that  Act,  cover  the  subject  in  a  general  way.  These  Acts, 
which  may  be  found  in  Brightly's  Digest,  12th  edition, 
pages  2885  to  2890,  provide  for  standards  of  weights  and 
measures,  their  denominations,  particular  weights  and 
measures,  and  penal  provisions. 

Sealers  of  weights  and  measures  were  provided  for  by 
the  early  Acts  and  by  the  Consolidation  Act,  and  it  was 
their  duty  to  see  that  false  measures  were  not  used.  This 
excellent  system  was  unfortunately  abolished  completely  by 
the  Act  of  March  8,  1883,  P.  L.  6. 

The  Ordinance  of  December  12,  1865,  gives  you  specific 
authority  over  market  houses  and  market  places.  Even  if 
there  were  no  such  Ordinance,  however,  it  would  be  the 
duty  of  your  department  to  enforce  the  laws  of  the  State. 
\Yhenever  you  have  reason  to  believe  that  fraudulent  sales 
are  being  made  by  means  of  false  weights,  it  is  your  duty 
to  take  the  usual  steps,  directed  both  to  bringing  the  offen- 
der to  justice  and  to  the  prevention  of  fraud  upon  his  cus- 
tomers. 

The  Ordinance  of  April  11,  1893,  to  which  my  attention 
was  called,  does  not  bear  upon  the  matter.

Deak  Sik  : — I  have  tlie  letter  of  Fire  Marshal  Lattimer, 
addressed  to  jou  and  forwarded  with  your  approval  tx)  me, 
with  respect  to  a  moving  picture  license  issued  May  15th 
to  Keefe  Brothers,  tenants  of  property  at  Fifty-second  and 
Baltimore  avenue,  who  have  vacated  the  premises  and  still 
retain  possession  of  the  license.  The  owner  is  desirous  of 
reopening  the  place,  and  the  question  is  whether  a  new  li- 
cense can  be  issued  to  him  within  the  year. 

If  the  tenant  has  moved  away  and  the  landlord  has 
secured  legal  possession  of  the  property,  I  do  not  think 
that  the  tenant's  license  to  operate  a  moving  picture  show 
in  the  building  in  which  he  has  forfeited  or  surrendered 
the  license  or  in  which  the  lease  has  expired  will  prevent 
the  issuing  of  a  new  license  if  properly  applied  for  by  the 
owner  or  a  new  tenant. 

I  am  not  quite  clear  that  such  new  license  is  necessary. 
It  may  be  argued  that  the  place  itself  is  licensed  independ- 
ently of  the  ownership,  but  the  law  provides  that  the  license 
shall  be  issued  to  the  lessee  or  proprietor  of  the  place,  and 
I  am  inclined  to  think  that  a  license  issued  to  one  is  not 
good  to  the  other.  It  might  be  in  the  course  of  removal  the 
room  would  be  stripped  and  some  of  the  fixtures  changed, 
and  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  license  is  also  issued  to 
the  proprietor  or  lessee  in  the  alternative  I  am  inclined  to 
think  that  it  is  both  personal  and  annexed  to  the  place,  so 
that  upon  a  change  of  occupancy  the  new  occupant  must  se- 
cure a  license.

Dear  Sir: — I  have  your  letter  of  31st  ult.,  asking 
whether  you  may  use  money  received  from  the  Sinking 
Fund  Commissioners  out  of  the  fire  insurance  fimd  for 
the  purpose  of  replacing  personal  property  of  the  City  de- 
stroyed by  fire. 

The  question  is  covered  by  Sections  3  and  4  of  the  Ordi- 
nance establishing  the  insurance  fund,   approved  March 
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29,  190-i  (Ord.,  p.  55),  rather  than  by  the  statutory  re- 
quirement to  which  you  refer  that  all  sums  of  money  re- 
ceived shall  be  paid  into  the  City  Treasury.  This  require- 
ment relates  to  money  received  for  the  City  rather  than  to 
money  received  from-  it.  The  two  sections  mentioned  of 
the  insurance  fund  ordinance  provide  that  the  insurance 
fund  "shall  be  used  and  applied  for  the  repair,  rebuilding 
and  replacement  of  any  real  or  personal  property  of  the 
City  which  may  be  injured  or  destroyed  by  fire,"  etc.,  and 
shall  be  paid  over  by  the  Sinking  Fund  Commission,  (in 
whose  hands  this  fund  is  placed)  to  the  Department  or  De- 
patments  of  the  City  Government  charged  with  the  re- 
building, etc. 

This,  in  my  ojDinion,  is  a  direct  appropriation  for  this 
purpose;  and  even  if  the  money  should  be  repaid  into  the 
treasury,  which  might  be  done,  it  may  be  entered  in  the 
Controller's  books  as  other  appropriations  are  entered,  and 
may  be  ]3aid  out  by  warrant  as  in  other  cases  for  work  done 
or  property  purchased  in  connection  with  such  repair,  re- 
building and  replacement. 

I  am  informed  by  the  Controller,  however,  that  it  has 
been  the  custom  of  the  Sinking  Fund  Commission,  when 
bills  for  work  done  or  proj)erty  purchased  because  of  de- 
struction by  fire,  have  been  presented,  to  pay  the  Depart- 
ment, which  in  turn  pays  for  the  doing  the  work  and  fur- 
nishing the  materials.  This  precedent  may  as  well  be  fol- 
lowed.

Deak   Sir  : — Your  recent     oral   inquiry,   through  Mr. 
Crawford,    respecting   the    right   of    Councils    to   borrow 
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money  without  a  popular  vote  has  been  communicated  to 
me. 

Two  of  the  seven  per  cent,  of  the  assessment  for  taxation 
to  which  the  City's  indebtedness  is  limited  may  be  incurred 
by  virtue  of  ordinance  only  without  the  necessity  of  a  popu- 
lar vote.  On  the  authority  of  Keller  vs.  Scranton,  202 
Penna.  Ixeports,  58G,  I  advise  you  that  it  is  not  necessary 
that  this  should  be  composed  of  the  earliest  indebtedness, 
but  that  the  order  in  which  the  loans  are  created  is  not  im- 
portant. The  fact  that  there  are  outstanding  loans  author- 
ized by  the  people  does  not  affect  the  right  of  Councils  to 
borrow  without  that  authority  if  the  amount  so  borrowed 
does  not  at  the  time  equal  the  two  per  cent.  In  my  opinion 
this  principle  applies  whenever  the  outstanding  loans  issued 
by  the  authority  of  Councils  alone  are  less  than  the  two  per 
cent.,  whether  the  deficiency  is  caused  by  the  failure  of 
Councils  to  exercise  their  rights  to  the  full  extent  or  by  the 
payment  of  some  of  the  earlier  bonds  or  by  the  increase  of 
the  borrowing  capacity  of  the  City. 

Of  course,  these  statements  are  limited  by  the  restriction 
of  the  aggregate  indebtedness,  which  may  not  under  any 
circumstances  exceed  seven  per  cent. 

Tliese  views  are  supported  by  the  recent  decision  in 
Alexander  vs.  The  City. 

The  evidence  in  that  case  tended  to  show  that  if  all  the 
bonds  authorized  had  been  actually  issued  the  City  might 
still  borrow  nearly  $5,000,000,  and  that,  upon  the  princi- 
ples above  stated,  the  whole  of  this  might  be  borrowed  by 
authority  of  ordinance  only  without  popular  vote.  These 
facts,  however,  should  come  from  the  Controller  rather 
than  from  me.

Deae  Sie  : — The  letter  of  Mr.  Webster,  Chief  Engineer 
of  the  Bureau  of  Surveys,  approved  by  you,  dated  August 
25,  1908,  concerning  the  above  subject,  is  at  hand.  You 
ask  whether  the  City  of  Philadelphia  and  the  Philadelphia 
&  Reading  Railway  Company  should  jointly  bear  the  ex- 
pense of  changes  in  the  gas  mains  in  streets  affected  by  the 
work,  or  whether  these  changes  should  be  niade  by  the 
United  Gas  Improvement  Company  at  its  expense. 

Similar  questions  relating  to  gas  mains  were  answered 
by  my  predecessor,  Judge  Kinsey,  in  letters  reported  in  the 
City  Colicitor's  Opinions  for  1899,  page  23,  and  for  1903, 
page  61.  He  advised  that  such  changes  and  alterations  are 
to  be  made  at  the  expense  of  the  United  Gas  Improvement 
Company.

Deae  Sie: — I  have  your  letter  of  the  1st  inst.,  respect- 
ing certain  contracts  "signed  with  the  names  only  of  the 
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individual  partners  and  not  by  the  company,"  and  inquir- 
ing whether  this  is  sufficient. 

You  are,  of  course,  familiar  with  the  distinction  between 
a  corporation,  which  has  a  personality  and  existence  dis- 
tinct from  that  of  its  members,  and  a  partnership  or  other 
voluntary  organization  which  has  no  distinct  personality, 
but  is  merely  an  aggregate  of  persons.  This  distinction 
decides  the  question  asked.  As  a  rule,  each  partner  may 
act  as  the  agent  of  the  others,  but  he  may  not  do  so  in  exe- 
cuting contracts  under  seal.  Each  one  must  seal  sepa- 
rately, or  adopt  a  seal  set  by  another,  and  such  adoption 
must  be  affirmatively  shown.  Where  all  seal,  as  in  the 
present  cases,  it  is  the  act  of  the  whole  firm  where  it  relates 
to  partnership  business,  for  the  firm  can  have  no  separate 
seal.  The  fact  that  the  contract  relates  to  a  firm  matter  is 
sometimes  evidenced  by  a  descriptive  addition  to  the  sig- 
nature ^'trading  as,"  &c.,  but  it  is  sufficient  if  it  clearly 
appears  in  the  body  of  the  contract. 

When  this  appears,  and  the  firm  acts  under  the  contract, 
I  have  no  fear  of  the  rule  to  which  you  refer,  that  in  case  of 
insolvency  the  firm  assets  are  first  applied  to  the  payment 
of  firm  debts.  It  is  settled  that  even  in  the  case  of  a  judg- 
ment against  one  partner,  firm  assets  may  be  taken  in  exe- 
cution if  the  debt  be  really  that  of  the  firm. 

In  the  case  of  "Connery  &  Company,  Limited,"  I  am 
informed  that  this  is  not  a  limited  liability  company,  but 
an  ordinary  partnership,  and  the  contract  is  therefore 
drawn  so  as  to  bind  the  partners  individually.  The  use  of 
a  name  suggesting  a  copartnership  or  joint  stock  company 
is  forbidden  in  some  States,  but  I  know  of  no  such  law 
in  Pennsylvania. 

I  therefore  advise  you  that  the  two  contracts  in  question 
are  executed  with  sufficient  formality.

Dear  Sir  : — I  have  received  yours  under  this  date,  writ- 
ten at  the  request  of  Mr.  Clay,  with  respect  to  the  license 
for  a  moving-picture  show  issued  to  property  No.  2946 
Frankford  avenue.  This  letter  informs  me  that  the  pro- 
prietors propose  to  remove  to  another  property  adjoining 
but  not  communicating  with  No.  2946,  and  that  they  pro- 
pose to  vacate  the  latter,  taking  the  business  into  the  new 
building. 

The  building  itself  in  which  the  show  is  held  requires  a 
license,  and  the  purpose  of  this  is  that  an  examination  may 
be  made  to  see  that  the  building  is  in  proper  condition  and 
safe  for  the  purpose.  The  building  adjoining  No.  2946 
and  having  no  communication  therewith,  is  just  as  dis- 
tinct as  if  it  were  in  another  part  of  the  City,  and  requires 
a  separate  license. 

A  Mr.  Barney  Mitopky  called  upon  me  this  morning 
and  desired  an  opinion  from  me  that  he  is  entitled  to  ex- 
tend his  place  by  enlarging  it  to  include  the  adjoining 
property.  I  declined  to  give  an  opinion  to  him,  stating 
that  it  must  come  through  you.  If  the  case  Avith  respect 
to  which  you  write  me  is  his  case,  it  shows  the  wisdom 
of  refraining  from  expressing  myself,  because,  as  you  will 
notice,  his  statement  differs  in  a  radical  particular.  It 
may,  perhaps  be  wise  to  assure  yourself  that  your  state- 
ment is  correct,  and  you  will  also  understand  that  I  am 
not  now  giving  an  opinion  with  respect  to  the  enlargement 
of  the  hall  by  extending  it  so  as  to  include  other  properties 
as  well  as  the  original  building.  When  that  question  is 
submitted  to  me  I  will  consider  it.

Dear  Sir: — I  have  your  letter  of  September  4,  inquir- 
ing whether  a  moving-picture  place  operating  under  the 
Ordinance  of  February  20,  1908,  can  include  a  vaude- 
ville entertaimnent  using  a  drop  curtain  and  scenery,  with- 
out coming  under  the  Act  of  May  22,  1879,  or  whether  a 
separate  license  is  required. 

The  first  section  of  the  Ordinance  of  1908,  respecting 
moving-picture  shows,  provides  that  this  section  shall  not 
apply  to  theatres  or  other  places  of  public  amusement 
which  are  otherwise  obliged  under  existing  laws  and  ordi- 
nances to  pay  license  fees  to  the  Commonwealth  or  to  the 
City.  If,  therefore,  such  a  license  had  been  procured  it 
would  not  have  been  necessary  to  secure  a  fresh  license 
from  you,  but  it  does  not  follow  that  having  taken  your  li- 
cense a  vaudeville  entertainment  can  likewise  be  held. 
Probably  it  could  not,  but  this  is  not  a  question  which  you 
are  called  upon  to  decide.  I  suggest  that  you  call  the  atten- 
tion of  the  police  authorities  to  the  nature  of  the  show 
which  is  given/ or  which  is  proposed  to  be  given,  so  that 
those  authorities  may  inquire  carefully  into  the  nature 
of  the  entertainment  and  decide  whether  they  will  insist 
on  a  license  or  not. 

I  have  understood  that  performances  of  this  nature  are 
becoming  quite,  common  in  connection  with  moving-picture 
shows,  and  I  think  it  would  be  well  for  the  proper  officials 
to  take  up  that  subject  carefully.

Dear  Sir  : — Replying  to  your  oral  inquiry,  the  Director 
of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  may  with  entire  pro- 
priety issue  warrants,  and  you  may  sign  and  the  Treasurer 
pay  them,  foT  work  done  upon  the  Northeast  Boulevard  in. 
accordance  with  the  supplemental  contract  dated  September 
17,  1907,  which  was  in  litigation  in  the  case  of  Binney  vs. 
■City.  The  Court  decided  that  the  contract  was  valid  and 
could  be  enforced. 

It  is  true  that  another  bill  was  recently  filed  to  attack 
a  later  supplemental  contract.  The  mere  filing  of  a  bill 
does  not  have  the  effect  of  the  grant  of  an  injunction,  al- 
though where  the  matter  is  at  all  doubtful  it  is  generally 
desirable  to  await  the  hearing,  but  in  this  instance  the  exact 
point  has  been  decided,  and  in  addition  thereto,  while  there 
are  some  expressions  in  the  bill  which  attack  the  whole 
series  of  contracts,  the  prayers  with  respect  to  your  action 
and  that  of  the  City  Treasurer  are  confined  to  payment  for 
work  done  under  the  contract  of  July  28,  1908.

Dear  Sir: — I  have  the  letter  of  Chief  Engineer  Web- 
ster, approved  by  you,  dated  August  29,  1908,  inquiring 
whether  it  is  necessary  for  the  City  of  Philadelphia  to  ob- 
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tain  a  license  from  the  Department  of  Wharves,  Docks  and 
Ferries  for  the  construction  of  the  bridge  on  the  line  of 
Passynnk  avenue  over  the  Schnylkill  river. 

I  learn  from  that  letter  that  action  was  taken  looking 
toward  the  construction  of  the  bridge  as  early  as  the  year 
1900  by  an  Ordinance  approved  December  12,  1900, 
authorizing  a  contract  for  its  commencement ;  that  plans 
for  the  construction  of  the  bridge  were  approved  by  the 
Board  of  Surveyors  August  18,  1902,  and  by  the  then  Di- 
rector of  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  September  3, 
1902;  that  a  permit  (as  required  by  Act  of  Congress  ap- 
proved March  3,  1899)  was  procured  from  the  Secretary 
of  War  as  early  as  December  21,  1901,  and  that  a  contract 
for  a  portion  of  the  work  was  executed,  bearing  date  No- 
vember 19,  1902,  The  Ordinance  for  additional  work 
under  which  the  present  contract  was  awarded  was  ap- 
proved l^ovember  30,  1907.  The  plans  having  been  some>- 
what  modified,  the  permit  from  the  Secretary  of  War  for 
the  modified  plan  was  granted  on  February  11,  1908. 

It  will  thus  appear  that  the  City  was  fully  committed 
to  the  work,  and  that  work  was  started  long  before  the 
Act  was  passed  under  which  the  present  Department  of 
Whar^^es,  Docks  and  Ferries  was  organized,  and  it  would 
seem  to  me  that  if  any  license  at  all  were  required,  it 
should  have  been  procured  from  the  former  Board  of  Port 
Wardens.  That  its  license  is  not  required,  however,  is 
clearly  sho^^'n  in  the  deciison  in  the  Chestnut  Street  bridge 
case,  42  Pa.,  209,  and  by  the  opinion  of  City  Solicitor 
Warwick,  bearing  date  December  21,  1904,  published  in 
the  opinions  of  that  year,  at  page  123. 

I  am  informed  that  it  has  been  the  universal  practice  of 
the  City  to  construct  bridges  across  the  rivers  without 
authority  from  the  Board  of  Port  Wardens  since  the  decis- 
ion, in  the  Chestnut  Street  bridge  case  above  mentioned, 
although  a  numlier  of  new  bridges  have  been  constructed 
across  the  Schuylkill  river. 

But  even  if  the  project  were  now  started  for  the  first, 
so  that  the  question  of  time  did  not  enter  into  it,  I  should 
still  be  of  the  opinion  that  the  City  is  not  required  to  get 
a    license    from    its    own    officers, — the    Department    of 
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Wharves,  Docks,  and  Ferries.  The  Act  of  1907,  under 
which  that  department  is  organized,  requires  that  any  per- 
son or  persons  who  desire  to  construct,  extend  or  alter  any 
wharf  or  other  building  in  the  nature  of  a  wharf,  or  to  erect, 
extend,  alter  or  improve  any  other  harbor  structure  within 
the  limits  of  the  City,  shall  secure  a  license  in  the  manner 
therein  set  forth.  This  is  not  a  wharf,  or  other  building 
in  the  nature  of  a  wharf,  and  if  it  comes  wnthin  the  terms 
of  the  Act  at  all,  it  is  a  harbor  structure,  but  in  my  opinion, 
it  is  not  such  a  harbor  structure  within  the  meaning  of  that 
Act.  It  does  not  relate  to  the  harbor,  but  relates  to  the 
construction  of  a  highway  of  a  different  character  across  a 
river.  It  would  require  language  much  more  distinct  than 
this  to  persuade  me  that  the  Legislature  intended  to  require 
the  City  of  Philadelphia  to  secure  permission  from  one  of 
its  owm  officials  for  the  erection  of  a  bridge  which  had  been 
provided  for  by  the  governing  bodies  of  the  City, — Coun- 
cils and  the  Mayor.

Dear  Sir: — I  have  received  the  letter  of  Chief  Engi- 
neer Webster,  approved  by  you,  dated  September  1,  1908, 
stating  that  in  the  course  of  the  construction  of  the  elevated 
road  of  the  Philadelphia,  Germantown  &  ^NTorristOAvn  Rail- 
road, between  Green  street  and  the  Richmond  Branch, 
plans  have  been  prepared  for  the  reconstruction  and  con- 
struction of  electric  light  lines  along  the  line  of  the  Phila- 
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delphia,  Gerniautown  &  jS'orristown  llailroad,  between 
Green  street  and  the  Riebinond  Branch,  and  that  the  com- 
pany asks  for  the  appToval  of  these  phms  by  the  City. 

From  Green  street  to  Fairmount  avenue,  this  is  in  sub- 
stitution of  an  existing  plant  of  this  nature,  which  must  be 
reconstructed  by  reason  of  the  new  conditions.  The  rest 
of  it  is  new.  Mr.  Webster  explains  to  me  orally,  that  this 
system  is  solely  for  the  purpose  of  lighting  the  right-of- 
way  of  the  railway  company,  and  not  for  City  purposes. 

Under  these  circumstances,  and  answering  the  question 
asked,  I  am  of  opinion  that  it  is  proper  that  the  plans,  if 
satisfactory,  should  be  approved  by  the  City,  and  that  the 
City  should  join  in  the  expense  of  that  part  of  it  between 
Green  street  and  Fairmount  avenue,  which  is  in  substitu- 
tion of  an  existing  line. 

I  understand  from  Mr.  Webster  that  the  question  is 
raised  because  a  representative  of  one  of  the  lighting  com- 
panies claimed  to  him  and  you,  that  this  company  had  the 
exclusive  right  for  electric  lighting  in  that  section.  If  so, 
however,  it  is  merely  under  a  contract  for  street  lighting, 
and  does  not  apply  to  private  lights  and  wires,  such  as 
this  line  is. 

The  approval  is,  of  course,  subject  to  the  authority,  if 
any,  in  the  Chief  of  the  Electrical  Bureau  to  examine  and 
approve  all  electrical  systems  under  the  recent  legislation 
of  Councils.

vided for  in  some  other  way  it  is  eminently  proper  that  it 
should  be  set  aside  to  be  used  for  that  purpose.

Dear  Sir: — I  have  received  yours  of  September  18  in- 
quiring whether  there  is  any  further  step  to  be  taken  by 
your  Department  to  safeguard  the  interests  of  the  city  in 
the  matter  of  insurance  by  the  contractor  for  the  erection  of 
the  Hospital  building  for  contagious  diseases. 

I  assume  that  this  is  the  same  matter  respecting  which 
I  had  some  correspondence  during  my  absence  in  Alugust. 
I  understand  that  the  Architects  have  notified  the  con- 
tractor to  comply  with  his  contract  and  keep  the  property 
insured,  and  that  as  he  has  failed  to  do  so  you  have  refused 
to  approve  his  bills. 

In  view  of  the  near  completion  of  the  building  and  of 
the  security  Mdiich  he  has  given,  I  think  that  this  course  is 
sufficient.  If  you  decline  to  pay  him  any  money  until  the 
insurance  is  effected  or  the  building  is  entirely  finished  so 
that  it  can  be  taken  off  his  hands,  and  the  duty  to  insure 
has  passed,  it  will  be  all  that  is  sufficient.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  asked  by  you  wlietlier  the  Ordinance 
now  pending  in  Conncils  authorizing  the  creation  of  a  loan 
for  "municipal  purposes"  sufficiently  expresses  the  pur- 
pose to  which  the  money  is  to  be  applied,  and  if  not, 
whether  the  ordinance  can  be  amended  without  further  ad- 
vertising. 

The  direction  that  the  draft  of  the  ordinance  authoriz- 
ing the  loan  shall  be  advertised,  and  that  the  ordinance 
shall  set  forth  the  specific  purpose  or  purposes  for  which 
the  loan  is  authorized,  are  both  contained  in  Section  11  of 
the  general  municip.al  act,  approved  May  23,  1874,  P.  L. 
230.  It  will  be  remembered  that  the  Constitution  of  the 
State  distinguishes  between  a  municipal  indebtedness  ex- 
ceeding seven  per  cent,  of  the  assessed  value  of  taxable 
property  (the  creation  of  which  it  prohibits  except  where 
the  debt  already  exceeded  that  proportion)  and  an  indebt- 
edness less  than  that  proportion.  Our  debt  is  now  less  than 
seven  per  cent,  and  cannot  again  be  permitted  to  exceed 
such  limit.  But  the  enacting  clause  of  this  section  of  the 
Act  of  May  23,  1874,  deals  solely  with  the  other  class,  viz. : 
the  increase  of  the  debt  which  then  already  exceeded  the 
seven  per  cent,  limit,  with  which  we  are  not  now  concerned, 
and  the  directions  respecting  the  form  of  the  ordinance 
and  the  advertisement  of  "the  draft  thereof,"  occur  in  pro- 
visos expressly  introduced  by  the  words  "provided  that." 
The  office  and  purpose  of  a  proviso  is  to  limit,  qualify  or 
explain  the  enacting  clause  which  precedes  it;  it  is  not 
jjroperly  to  make  a  new  enactment  or  regulation  independ- 
ent of  the  main  enactment  which  has  gone  before,  but  the 
effect  is  limited  to  the  main  enactment.  It  is  true  that  it 
is  improperly  used  at  times  for  new  legislation,  but  the  in- 
tent so  to  use  it  should  be  clear.  I  am  of  opinion,  there- 
fore, that  these  directions — that  is  to  say,  the  directions  to 
advertise  the  draft  of  the  ordinance  and  the  requirement 
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that  the  ordinance  shall  set  forth  the  j)urpose  for  which  the 
money  is  to  be  used — are  limited  to  the  character  of  the 
loan  authorized  in  that  section,  namely,  a  loan  of  one  per 
cent,  forming  a  part  of  the  excess  above  the  seven  per  cent, 
of  assessed  value,  and  do  not  apply  to  loans  within  the 
seven  per  cent,  limit,  such  as  the  loan  now  proposed. 

This  view  is  strengthened  by  the  fact  that  only  a  month 
earlier,  by  the  Act  approved  April  20,1874,  the  same  Leg- 
islature provided  methods  for  borrowing  money  up  to  the 
two  per  cent,  of  the  assessment  and  the  seven  per  cent,  of 
the  assessment,  respectively.  The  first  section  of  this  Act, 
following  and  enforcing  the  constitutional  provision,  posi- 
tively forbids  the  creation  of  any  loan  whatever  in  excess  of 
seven  per  cent,  of  the  assessed  value,  and  imposes  a  penalty 
for  an  endeavor  to  do  so ;  but  it  further  contains  a  proviso 
that  in  cases  where  debt  to  that  amount  had  already  been 
incurred,  a  city  might,  under  authority  of  law  to  be  tliere- 
atter  enacted,  increase  the  debt.  In  my  opinion  the  pur- 
j30se  of  the  eleventh  section  of  the  Municipal  Act 
which  I  have  already  considered,  is  to  provide 
the  authority  mentioned  in  the  first  section  of 
the  earlier  Act.  In  other  words  the  earlier  Act 
provides  for  the  increase  of  debt  up  to  seven  per  cent, 
of  the  assessed  value,  and  forbids  a  further  increase,  except 
in  one  specified  case  and  under  authority  to  be  thereafter 
given;  and  this  authority  to  be  thereafter  given  was  so 
given  by  the  later  act  which  I  have  considered.  The  au- 
thority thus  conferred  was  therefore  limited  to  the  borrow- 
ing of  the  one  per  cent,  mentioned,  and  the  tu'oviso  pre- 
scribing the  method  of  procedure  must  be  taken  to  have 
been  similarly  limited  to  the  case  with  which  the  statute 
was  concerned,  to  wit,  the  borrowing  of  the  extra  one  per 
cent,  above  the  seven  per  cent,  allowance,  which  was  not  to 
be  otherwise  transcended. 

It  is  never  to  be  assumed  that  a  Legislature  would  under- 
take to  change,  amend  or  repeal  an  Act  which  that  same 
Legislarure  had  passed  at  that  same  session.  Indeed,  ^^  hile 
such  a  change  would  be  valid,  it  is  contrary  to  the  ordinary 
law  of  parliamentary  procedure.  I  therefore  advise  you 
that  the  law  which  requires  the  draft  of  the  ordinance  to 
be  advertised,  and  also  requires  the  purpose  of  the  loan  to 
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be  set  forth  in  the  ordinance,  does  not  amend  the  earlier 
Act  of  April  20,  1874,  under  which  this  loan  is  to  be 
issued,  and  does  not  apply  to  the  present  case. 

It  is,  nevertheless,  desirable  to  guard  against  a  contrary 
opinion  and  make  the  ordinance  conform  to  the  statute  in 
question.  I  do  not  doubt  that,  as  drawn  at  present,  the 
purpose  is  not  suthciently  set  forth  if  that  statute  applies ; 
and  in  that  case  the  ordinance  should  therefore  be 
amended;  and  this,  in  my  opinion,  can  be  done  without 
new  advertising.  It  will  be  noted  that  the  Legislature  has 
drawn  a  distinction  between  the  ordinance  as  introduced 
and  "the  draft  thereof"  which  is  to  be  advertised.  A  draft 
in  this  sense  is  delined  in  the  Century  Dictionary  as  fol- 
lows: "J.  first  sketch,  outline  or  copy  of  any  writing  or 
composition ;  the  proposed  form  of  a  written  instrument 
prepared  for  amendment  and  alteration,  as  may  be  re- 
quired, preliminary  to  making  a  fair  copy.  'In  the  orig- 
inal draft  of  the  instructions  was  a  curious  paragraph 
which,  on  second  thoughts,  it  was  determined  to  omit.'  " 
Macaulay,  Hist.  Eng.  xxiii.  Other  dictionaries  contain 
similar  definitions,  for  instance :  "Draft  also  signities  a 
tentative,  provisional  or  preparatory  writing  out  of  any 
document  (as  a  will,  contract,  lease,  etc.)  for  purposes  of 
discussion  and  correction,  and  which  is  afterwards  to  be 
copied  out  in  its  final  shape."  Black's  Law  Dictionary, 
page  39-1. 

The  right  to  amend  an  ordinance  as  at  first  introduced  is 
one  of  great  importance,  especially  referred  to  and  regu- 
lated in  the  Municipal  Act,  and  we  may  not  readily  assume 
that  amendments  are  prohibited.  The  very  purpose  of  ad- 
vertising the  draft  at  the  earlier  stage  of  the  procedure 
may  be  to  notify  the  citizens  of  the  exact  form  of  the  pro- 
posed ordinance  in  order  that  objection  to  the  form,  or  to 
some  of  its  provisions,  may  be  made  and  the  ordinance 
amended  accordingly,  so  that  persons  who  object  to  those 
provisions  may  not  be  placed  in  a  dilemma  requiring  them 
either  to  accept  an  unsatisfactory  ordinance  or  to  vote 
against  it  entirely  where  the  general  purpose  may  be  desir- 
able. I  am  informed  that  in  similar  cases  amendments 
have  heretofore  been  made  without  objection  or  criticism, 
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and  I  have  been  referred,  as  an  illustration,  to  tlie  Journal 
of  Common  Council  for  1889-90,  Vol.  II,  pp.  453  and 
480. 

To  sum  up  what  I  have  said :  According  to  my  decided 
opinion  the  law  which  requires  advertising  and  which  also 
requires  the  speciiication  of  the  purpose  of  the  loan,  does 
not  apply  to  this  instance,  and  it  is  therefore  not  material 
whether  the  ordinance  does  or  does  not  comply  with  it; 
but,  nevertheless,  to  meet  all  possible  differences  of  opinion 
it  is  desirable  to  amend  the  ordinance  so  as  to  specify  the 
purpose,  in  accordance  with  the  enactment,  and  this  may 
be  done  without  new  advertisement. 

It  will  be  noted  that  the  Act  does  not  direct  when  the  ad- 
vertisement shall  be  inserted,  or  by  whom  or  by  what  au- 
thority. I  am  not  sure  but  that  it  might  be  inserted  by  an 
individual  member  of  Councils  before  it  is  actually  intro- 
duced. The  only  positive  direction  is  that  the  advertising 
must  be  completed  ^'before  the  final  consideration  and  pas- 
sage" of  the  ordinance.  In  the  meanwhile  it  may  be  con- 
sidered on  first  and  second  readings,  referred,  and  if  nec- 
essary, again  referred,  to  Committee,  etc.,  subject  only  to 
the  one  restriction  that  it  cannot  be  finally  considered  and 
passed  until  after  the  advertising.  The  reference  back  to 
your  Committee  does  not  afl^ect  the  validity  of  the  advertis- 
ing now  in  progress.

My  Dear  Sir  : — In  reply  to  your  letter  of  the  29th  inst., 
I  beg  leave  to  say  that  under  date  of  February  11,  1908,  I 
"wrote  to  Mr.  Edmunds,  President  of  the  Board  of  Public 
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Education,  that  Section  6  of  the  Act  of  April  22,  1905,  re- 
organizing that  Board  and  authorizing  the  creation  of  a 
teachers'  retirement  fund  to  be  administered  by  that  body, 
and  providing  that  the  fund  shall  consist  of  all  funds  avail- 
able for  lihe  purposes  at  the  time  of  the  enactment  of  this 
law,  together  with  such  additions  thereto  as  that  Board 
may  from  time  to  time  prescribe,  and  such  moneys  as  may 
be  donated  or  bequeathed  for  that  purpose,  in  my  opinion 
required  that  all  moneys  connected  with  the  retirement 
fund  should  be  under  the  control  of  that  Board,  and  ex- 
cluded other  retirement  funds ;  and,  therefore,  that  the 
annuity  fund  to  which  the  appropriation  of  $10,000,  men- 
tioned in  your  letter,  had  been  made,  could  not  lawfully 
be  made  by  that  Board. 

I  adhere  to  this  opinion,  and  the  money  may  therefore  be 
transferred  to  the  Board  to  be  used  for  some  other  pur- 
pose. You  will  understand,  however,  that  I  am  not  ques- 
tioning the  right  of  Councils  to  make  an  appropriation  to 
the  Teachers'  Annuity  Fund  if  it  desires  to  do  so  outside 
allowed  by  the  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court  in  Com- 
monwealth vs.  Walton,  182  Pa.,  373.

Deak  Sir: — I  understand  the  facts  upon  which  your 
verbal  question  to  me  is  based,  to  be  as  follows :  Petitions 
were  presented  to  the  Court  of  Quarter  Sessions  of  Dela- 
ware County  and  to  the  Court  of  Quarter  Sessions  of  Phil- 
adelphia County,  for  the  construction  of  a  bridge  over 
Cobbs  Creek  at  Woodland  avenue,  connecting  the  two  coun- 
ties.    Decrees  were  made  by  the  courts  in  both  counties

providing  for  the  construction  of  the  bridge  at  the  joint  ex- 
pense of  the  two  counties.  The  bridge  is  therefore  an  inter- 
county  bridge,  and  the  same  proceedings  would  have  taken 
place  between  two  counties  in  which  there  was  no  city  upon 
the  boundary  line,  and  the  money  would  have  come  out  of 
the  funds  of  both  counties  as  j)art  of  it  now  comes  out  of 
the  county  funds  of  Delaware  County.  Councils  have 
passed  the  proper  ordinances  for  our  share  of  the  money, 
&c.,  and  a  contract  is  about  to  be  entered  into.  Of  course  it 
will  be  necessary  to  have  an  Inspector  or  Inspectors  on  the 
ground.  It  would  seem  that  one  competent  Inspector 
should  be  sufficient,  and  there  are  good  reasons  if  but  one 
is  appointed,  to  permit  his  selection  by  the  officials  of  Del- 
aware County,  providing,  of  course,  that  he  is  satisfactory 
to  the  Chief  Engineer  of  Philadelphia,  and  I  am  asked 
whether  our  one-half  of  his  compensation  may  properly  be 
paid  out  of  the  appropriation  for  the  bridge. 

In  my  opinion  the  various  Acts  of  Assembly  and  ordi- 
nances of  the  City  regulating  and  restricting  the  methods 
of  appointment  of  public  officers  and  employees  in  the  City 
of  Philadelphia,  do  not  apply  to  the  mere  payment  of  one- 
half  the  compensation  of  a  person  appointed  in  another 
county  in  connection  with  work  done  by  the  two  counties 
as  such,  and  our  proportion  of  the  compensation  may  law- 
fully be  paid  out  of  the  appropriation  for  the  bridge.

Dear  Sir  : — I  have  received  your  recent  letter  inquiring 
whether  the  Act  of  March  23,  1865,  prohibiting  the  manu- 
facture of  fire-works,  etc.,  in  built-up  portions  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  will  apply  to  a  manufactory  of  that  kind 
at  School  Lane  and  Philadelphia  &  Reading  Railway. 
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lu  the  case  of  Commonwealth  vs.  Charity  Hospital,  of 
Pittsburgh,  198  Pa.,  270,  it  was  decided  that  the  Act  of 
April  20,  1899,  prohibiting  the  establishment  or  mainten- 
ance of  additional  hospitals,  pest-houses  and  burial  grounds 
in  the  built-up  portions  of  cities,  the  words  ''built-up  por- 
tions of  cities"  must  be  understood  in  their  ordinary  and 
popular  meaning  with  reference  to  the  object  of  the  Act, 
namely,  the  protection  of  public  health,  and  that  therefore 
the  words  do  not  necessarily  exclude  a  portion  of  a  city 
classified  as  "rural"  for  purposes  of  taxation.  The  rea- 
son upon  which  that  decision  is  based  applies  with  equal 
force  to  an  Act  protecting  the  public  from  the  great  and 
sudden  danger  of  an  explosion. 

You  will  find  a  very  full  discussion  of  this  decision  and 
of  the  subject  generally  in  an  opinion  by  my  predecessor, 
Judge  Kinsey,  dated  June  24,  1901,  on  page  41  of  the 
opinions  for  that  year.  I  have  only  a  casual  acquaintance 
with  the  exact  neighborhood  mentioned,  but  in  my  opinion 
the  question  is  covered  by  the  decisions  and  Judge  Kinsey's 
opinion,  and  that  the  Act  does  apply. 

You  will  also  find  a  somewhat  full  discussion  of  the  va- 
rious Acts  relating  to  fire-works  in  an  opinion  by  Judge 
Kinsey  on  page  67  of  the  Opinions  of  1904;  and  to  the 
Acts  mentioned  in  that  opinion  you  may  add  a  later  stat- 
ute of  1905,  P.  L.  49,  with  respect  to  fire-works,  etc.,  con- 
taining picric  acid  and  other  high  explosives.

Dkar  Sir  : — I  have  received  a  letter  from  Mr.  Benson, 
Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Highways,  approved  by  you,  stat- 
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iiig  that  the  specifications  for  new  pavements  contain  cer- 
tain provisions,  among  others,  one  requiring  the  contractor 
1,0  maintain  the  work  for  a  certain  period;  requiring  him 
to  repave  where  the  openings  are  made  by  the  authority 
of  the  City,  for  which,  however,  he  is  to  be  paid ;  and  fur- 
ther jjroviding  that  any  revision  of  the  old  paving  at  points 
where  the  new  work  joins  with  the  old,  the  work  shall  be 
done  by  the  contractor  for  the  new  paving.  This  last  pro- 
vision is  doubtless  Section  11  of  the  specifications;  if  so, 
it  appears  to  refer  to  new  paving  under  this  contract  where 
it  joins  an  existing  pavement,  and  not  to  future  paving 
where  it  joins  this. 

I  am  told  that  the  contracting  company  which  has  paved 
Somerset  street  objects,  because  another  contractor  who 
has  paved  Palethorpe  street  has  in  so  doing  made  a  slight 
adjustment  at  the  intersection  of  Palethorpe  street  with 
Somerset  street,  and  thus,  to  that  extent,  interferes  with 
the  work  done  by  the  first  contractor,  and  therefore,  it  is 
claimed,  relieves  it  from  its  obligation  to  maintain  the  rest 
of  the  paving  at  other  points. 

I  do  not  agree  with  this  claim.  The  slight  and  necessary 
interference  with  the  pavement  at  one  point  does  not  affect 
the  duties  of  the  contractor  with  respect  to  other  parts  of 
Somerset  street.  The  frequent  necessity  for  such  inter- 
ference in  joining  two  pavements  is  manifest,  and,  indeed, 
is  provided  for  by  this  very  contract. 

I  advise  you  that  it  is  your  duty  to  require  the  first  con- 
tractor to  live  up  to  the  obligation  of  his  contract,  and  to 
keep  Somerset  street  in  repair  during  the  time  therein 
specified.

Dear  Sir: — I  duly  received  the  letter  of  September 
30tli,  of  Mr.  Benson,  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Highways, 
approved  by  you,  inquiring  v^hether  money  raised  by  loan 
and  appropriated  "for  surfacing  unpaved  streets,"  may  be 
applied  to  surfacing  roads  which  had  previously  been  sur- 
faced in  whole  or  in  part. 

It  is  a  settled  rule  that  State  Constitutions  are  popular 
instruments  adopted  by  the  people  at  large,  and  are  to  be 
construed  in  a  popular  sense,  and  not  in  a  strict  and  techni- 
cal sense.  We  are  to  endeavor  to  ascertain  the  meaning 
which  the  people  would  attribute  to  the  instrument  at  the 
time  they  voted  upon  it.  In  my  opinion  this  same  princi- 
ple should  apply  to  the  terms  of  a  loan  upon  which  the 
people  have  voted.  These  terms  are  to  be  liberally  and 
freely  construed.  In  my  opinion,  therefore,  so  far  as  the 
loan  is  concerned,  the  money  may  be  applied  to  surfacing 
streets  anew  where  they  have  been  surfaced  previously. 
I  question,  however,  whether  this  properly  would  apply  to 
an  ordinance,  which  can  readily  be  changed  or  amended. 
The  safer  plan  is  to  amend  the  appropriation  so  as  to  make 
it  apply  to  surfacing  or  re-surfacing  streets.

My  Dear  Sir  : — I  have  the  letter  of  Assistant  Director, 
Hasskarl,  dated  October  20th,  in  answer  to  my  letter  to 
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you  of  October  1st,  with  respect  to  the  lease  of  the  Poplar 
Street  bulkhead. 

If  this  letter  passes  through  your  personal  hands,  please 
explain  to  Mr.  Hasskarl  that  it  is  the  habit  of  this  Depart- 
ment to  address  letters  to  the  Heads  of  the  various  Depart- 
ments and  not  to  the  Assistant  Directors  or  Heads  of  Bu- 
reaus, and  that  I  do  not  intend  any  disrespect  in  writing  to 
you  instead  of  to  him. 

My  letter  of  October  1st  raised  three  questions.  The 
second  and  third  are  satisfactorily  answered  by  the  letter 
of  October  20th,  but  with  regard  to  the  first  and  substantial 
question,  my  trouble  is  not  removed.  The  Ordinance  of 
July  2nd,  authorizing  the  letting  is  now  before  me.  It  is 
merely  an  authority  and  direction  to  you  to  rent  this  bulk- 
head for  the  sum  of  $250.00,  to  be  paid  in  four  equal  pay- 
ments on  the  first  day  of  March,  June,  September  and 
December.  In  my  udgment  this  implies  the  usual  terms 
and  does  not  authorize  you  to  depart  from  them  and  agree 
to  join  in  making  repairs,  and  thus  subject  the  City  to  a 
liability  not  shown  by  the  Ordinance.  The  explanation 
that  this  was  part  of  the  understanding  with  the  tenants, 
does  not  meet  the  point  that  Councils  did  not  assent  to 
that  understanding,  and  agree  to  do  the  thing  proposed. 

I  think  that  you  should  either  get  this  Ordinance  amend- 
ed, or  else  restrict  the  lease  to  one  year,  as  you  have  power 
to  rent  for  the  year,  under  the  Act  organizing  your  depart- 
ment.

third  and  Fifty-eighth  streets,  except  where  Baltimore  ave- 
nue intersects  with  cross  streets.

Dear  Sir  : — The  letter  of  Mr.  Benson  of  the  Highway 
Bureau,  approved  by  you,  and  dated  October  14th,  was  not 
delivered  here  until  yesterday.  It  relates  to  the  contract 
of  Michael  O'Rourke  for  paving,  re-paving,  etc.,  streets 
between  Lehigh  and  Susquehanna  avenues,  and  Cedar 
street  and  Richmond  street,  and  asks  that  I  reconsider 
several  opinions  which  I  have  given  to  the  effect  that  the 
contract  in  question  is  dead  and  cannot  be  revived. 

'Mr.  Benson  is  mistaken  in  thinking  that  this  case  is 
exactly  similar  to  Wheatsheaf  Lane  contract,  excepting  the 
fact  that  the  appropriation  in  this  instance  is  in  the  annual 
appropriation  bill,  although  that  is  a  very  important  dif- 
ference. The  Ordinance  approved  March  31,  1905  (Ordi- 
nances of  that  year,  pages  101  and  102),  directly  and  spe- 
cificallv  authorized  the  entering  into  a  contract  for  the 
Wheatsheaf  Lane  work,  and  in  addition  thereto,  appro- 
priated money  "towards"  the  payment;  wliile  with  regard 
to  the  one  now  under  consideration  no  specific  authority 
to  enter  into  a  contract  was  given.  What  authority  there 
is,  can  merely  be  implied  from  the  fact  that  an  appropria- 
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tion  was  made  for  the  purpose.  Mr.  Benson's  statement 
that  such  appropriation  '^is  now  and  always  has  been  taken 
as  carrying  with  it  the  authority  to  advertise  for  and  enter 
into  a  contract  for  the  work  designated"  must  be  qualified 
by  requiring  the  contract  to  be  limited  to  the  amount  of  the 
appropriation.     No  greater  authority  is  implied. 

This  is  especially  true  where  the  appropriation  is  con- 
tained in  the  annual  appropriation  ordinance.  The  law 
requires  that  the  subject  of  an  ordinance  must  be  "clearly 
expressed  in  the  title"  and  the  title  of  such  ordinance  only 
gives  notice  of  an  intention  to  appropriate  for  the  expenses 
of  tlie  year.  I  am  very  clear  that  any  authority  to  enter 
into  a  contract,  implied  by  an  appropriation  in  an  ordi- 
nance of  that  character,  and  for  which  there  is  no  other 
authority,  must  be  exercised  during  the  year  and  cannot 
be  exercised  afterwards,  either  by  original  contract  or  sup- 
plement. As  further  work  requires  new  advertising  and 
bidding,  it  is  not  in  the  power  of  Councils  to  extend  the 
contract  as  attempted. 

But  I  by  no  means  meant  to  say,  as  Mr.  Benson  under- 
stood me,  that  where  a  contract  is  entered  into  in  good 
faith  for  work  to  be  performed  during  the  year,  it  is  cut 
short  at  the  end  of  the  year  if  the  work  is  unexpectedly 
incomplete.     ISTo  such  result  was  in  my  mind. 

Mr.  Benson's  letter  throws  no  new  light  on  the  subject. 
The  question  has  already  been  considered  by  me  at  least 
three  times.  I  expressed  my  opinion  to  you  in  at  least  two 
letters ;  I  stated  it  in  open  court ;  and  I  subsequently  dis- 
cussed it  at  some  length  with  Mr.  O'Rourke's  counsel.  My 
opinion  has  at  all  times  been  very  decided  and  I  adhere 
to  it. 

It  is  proper  to  say  that  while  this  and  the  Wheatsheaf 
Lane  contract  differ,  as  I  have  explained,  yet  Mr.  Benson 
is  mistaken  in  stating  that  the  latter  contract  was  sustained 
by  the  Court.  The  Oourt  only  held  that  at  this  late  day  it 
would  not  now  inquire  ino  the  validity  of  a  supplemental 
contract  already  entered  into  and  in  large  part  performed.

Deae  Sie  : — I  have  the  letter  of  Mr.  Benson,  Chief  of 
the  Highwa}^  Bureau,  approved  by  you,  inquiring  whether 
Clearfield  street  may  be  graded  to  the  full  width  of  sixty 
feet  instead  of  the  width  of  fifty  feet,  as  now  opened,  the 
three  months  notice  to  the  property  owners  that  the  street 
will  be  widened  having  been  given. 

If  the  advertisement  and  bids  included  the  entire  sixty 
feet  there  is  no  objection  to  entering  into  a  contract  for  the 
whole  sixty  feet,  but  we  have  no  right  to  enter  upon  and 
gi'ade  the  private  property  included  within  the  extra  ten 
feet,  at  least  without  the  assent  of  the  property  o^\Tiers, 
until  the  bond  is  entered.  I  have  directed  that  the  proceed- 
ings be  taken  at  once,  and  the  order  will  be  procured  on 
November  6,  as  I  am  told,  and  the  bond  entered  imme- 
diately thereafter  so  that  the  delay  in  the  actual  work 
need  not  be  great. 

I  caution  you,  however,  that  the  advertisement  and  bids 
must  have  been  for  the  entire  sixty  feet ;  however,  the 
matter  is  comparatively  a  small  one,  and  I  doubt  greatly 
whether  any  taxpayer  will  deem  it  worth  his  while  to  in- 
terfere.

Dear  Sir: — I  herewith  return  certificate  of  discharge 
of  James  J.  McArov,  together  with  letter  from  the  Colonel, 
Adjutant  and  Inspector,  and  statement  of  Mr.  McAroy 
with  reference  to  his  service  in  the  U.  S.  Marine  Corps. 
It  appears  therefrom  that  he  was  enlisted  November  25, 
1903,  and  "served  with  the  Army  of  Cuban  Pacification" 
on  shore  in  Cuba  from  ISTovember  1,  190G,  to  ]Srovember 

20,  1906,  being  discharged  from  the  service  on  I^ovember 

21,  1907,  with  character  marked  Very  good.'  " 

Several  opinions  have  been  given  by  this  Department  to 
the  effect  that  the  words  "service  in  any  war  for  the  U.  S. 
Government"  in  the  Civil  Sendee  Act  are  not  to  be  given 
"a  strictly  technical  interpretation ;  that  is  to  say,  for  all 
the  substantial  pur]DOses  of  the  Act  a  soldier  may  have  seen 
such  service,  though  in  a  military  sense  a  state  of  war  did 
not  at  the  time  exist,  if  the  army,  including  that  portion  of 
it  to  which  he  was  attached,  should  have  been  engaged  in 
actual  operations  for  the  suppression  of  insurrection,  etc." 

The  condition  of  affairs  in  Cuba  was  so  serious  that  the 
United  States  was  obliged  to  inter^^ene  with  armed  force, 
set  aside  the  existing  government,  administer  the  affairs  of 
the  Island  through  an  American  Governor  appointed  for 
that  purpose,  and  preserve  order  by  its  own  army,  which, 
in  Colonel  Paullin's  letter,  is  called  "the  anny  of  Cuban 
pacification." 

I  note  in  the  statement  of  his  service  that  McAroy  was 
actually  under  fire  when  some  of  his  comrades  Avere  shot. 
There  was  an  armed  and  organized  resistance  to  the  author- 
ities. This  approached  so  closely  to  actual  warfare  against 
the  ITnited  States  that,  in  my  opinion,  Mr.  McAroy  is 
within  the  language  of  the  Civil  Service  Act  exempting 
soldiers,  sailors,  etc.,  from  its  provisions.

Dear  Sir: — The  letter  of  Chief  Engineer  Webster, 
dated  October  13,  1908,  approved  by  yon,  with  respect  to 
the  payment  of  the  snm  of  $1,000  on  account  of  a  ground 
rent  upon  property  in  possession  of  the  United  Gas  Im- 
provement Company,  but  belonging  to  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia, was  duly  received. 

A)s  I  understand  the  facts,  the  Philadeli^hia,  German- 
to^^ai  &  Xorristown  P.  P.  Company  took  part  of  this  prop- 
erty in  connection  with  the  work  done  under  the  ordinance 
abolishing  certain  grade  crossings. 

If  the  property  had  been  taken  from  a  stranger  each 
Company  would  pay  one-half.  The  property  is  taken  from 
the  City,  however,  although  in  possession  of  the  lessee,  and 
if  it  hacl  been  directly  in  the  City's  possession  and  the  com- 
plication in  the  ground  rent  did  not  exist,  the  Railway 
Company  would  pay  to  the  City,  and  the  City  would  ac- 
cept one-half  the  amount  of  the  damage — this  being  ex- 
actly equivalent  to  the  payment  by  each  party  of  one-half 
of  the  damage  if  the  property  had  been  owned  by^  a 
stranger.  Precisely  the  same  result  is  reached  if  the  City 
and  the  Railway  Company  join  together  in  the  payment  of 
$1,000  on  account  of  the  ground  rent  against  the  property. 
The  taking  of  this  diminishes  the  security  of  the  rent  and 
we  get  the  benefit  of  one-half  the  payment  made  by  the 
Railway  Company;  the  Gas  Company  gets  the  benefit  of 
the  reduction  of  the  annual  rent  during  its  lease. 

I  therefore  advise  you  that  it  is  proper  to  join  with  the 
Railway  Company  in  making  this  payment  of  one-half  to 
be  made  by  each. 

The  clause  relating  to  submitting  to  proceedings  by  the 
Railway  Company,  in  mv  opinion,  does  not  affect  this  ques- 
tion,    it  was  necessary  merely  because  the  U.  G.  I.  Com- 
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panj  was  in  possession,  and  it  might  become  necessary  to 
proceed  by  way  of  condemnation,  and  we  agreed  not  to 
interfere.

Dear  Sir: — I  have  received  yours  of  October  28  in- 
quiring whether  a  building  erected  prior  to  the  passage  of 
the  Act  of  1903,  and  used  for  purposes  other  than  that  of 
a  hospital,  asylum  or  institution  for  the  care  and  treat- 
ment of  persons,  may  subsequently  or  after  the  passage  of 
that  Act  be  used  for  a  hospital,  asylum  or  institution  if  no 
additions  or  alterations  are  made  to  the  same,  and  I  am 
referred  to  Section  2  of  the  Act,  approved  April  25,  1903. 

The  purpose  of  that  Act  relates  purely  to  the  method 
of  construction  of  buildings.  It  does  not  undertake  or  pro- 
fess to  regulate  their  use  after  they  are  erected.  The  title 
is  "An  Act  to  further  regulate  the  construction,  mainte- 
nance and  inspecting  of  buildings  and  party  walls  in  cities 
of  the  first  class."  This  title  does  not  distinctly  refer  to  any 
intention  to  regulate  the  use  of  buildings  after  they  are 
complete,  and  if  a  person  desiring  to  establish  a  hospital 
were  to  search  the  statutes  by  their  titles  he  would  find 
nothing  to  caution  him  with  respect  to  the  character  of  an 
existing  building  which  he  must  select. 

While  it  is  to  be  regi*etted,  therefore,  that  neither  this 
nor,  so  far  as  I  have  been  able  to  ascertain,  any  other 
statute  regulates  completed  buildings  to  be  used  for  the 
purpose  in  question,  I  am  compelled  to  advise  you  that 
this  Act  does  not  apply  to  houses  erected  and  used  for  pur- 
poses other  than  those  of  a  hospital,  but  with  respect  to- 
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which  the  use  has  been  changed  to  a  hospital  use  without 
alteration,  and  I  am  unable  to  find  any  other  statute  that 
does  apply.

Dear  Sir: — I  have  received  the  letter  of  Mr.  Frazier^ 
dated  October  28  relative  to  the  opening  of  Locust  street, 
from  Fiftieth  to  Fifty-first  streets. 

It  appears  from  this  that  the  "Walnut  Street  Land  Com- 
pany, in  whom  the  title  was  formerly  vested,  is  entirely 
out  of  existence,  so  that  no  claim  can  be  made  by  it.  It 
further  appears  that  the  street  has  been  physically  thrown 
open,  houses  built  upon  one  side  of  it,  and  the  City  has 
taken  possession,  built  a  sewer,  laid  water  pipe  and  curbed 
the  street. 

Wherever  a  street  is  thrown  open  for  any  length  of  time, 
however  short,  for  the  use  of  the  public  and  the  public  ac- 
cepts it,  it  is  a  dedication.  The  City  has  already  assumed 
that  the  street  is  opened  by  making  these  public  improve- 
ments upon  it,  and  it  is  too  late  now  to  raise  the  question 
whether  it  is  or  is  not  a  city  street. 

The  certificate  that  it  is  an  open  highway  may  properly 
be  granted.

Dear  Sir  : — Replying  to  yoiir  inquiry  under  date  of  Oc- 
tober 15,  the  Legislature  can  by  statute  prohibit  any  per- 
son, either  as  owner,  agent,  broker  or  otherwise  from  sell- 
ing or  being  concerned  in  the  sale  or  letting  of  any  house 
in  which  there  has  been,  a  contagious  or  infections  disease 
without  first  disinfecting  the  house  or  reporting  it  to  the 
proper  department  so  that  it  may  be  disinfected  by  the 
public  authorities.  Probably  such  statute  ought  to  pro- 
hibit the  selling,  etc.,  only  if  done  knowing  that  there  has 
been  such  contagious  or  infectious  disease  in  the  house; 
possibly  this  is  necessaiy.  It  would  be  very  harsh  upon  an 
owner  if  neither  he  nor  his  agent  knew  of  the  disease 
which  might  have  been  in  the  family  of  the  tenant  or  pre- 
vious owner,  and  it  would  be  particularly  harsh  upon  the 
owner  if  the  letting  is  done  through  an  agent  with  respect 
to  a  house  that  the  owner  does  not  personally  see  or  man- 
age at  all.  If  the  word  'knowingly"  or  some  similar  word 
be  used  in  the  statute  this  would  only  call  attention  to  what 
I  believe  to  be  the  law  at  the  present  time.  In  my  opinion 
if  a  person  knowingly  rents  or  sells  a  house  that  couvyains 
the  germs  of  infection  which  is  likely  to  be  imparted  to 
his  tenant  or  purchaser,  it  is  a  crime  at  common  law  (2 
Wharton  Crim.  Law,  Sections  1133  and  1436)  ;  but  even 
if  this  be  true  the  enactment  of  a  statute  to  that  effect 
would  call  attention  to  it ;  but  my  fear  it  that  if  the  word 
be  inserted  it  will  be  almost  impossible  to  secure  a  convic- 
tion, for  the  knowledge  must  be  proved  like  other  facts. 

Would  it  not  be  well  to  have  a  more  stringent  require- 
ment respecting  the  disinfection  of  houses  and  impose  the 
penalty  for  the  failure  to  disinfect  ?

Dear  Sir: — I  have  yours  of  yesterday  which  inchides 
a  copy  of  a  notice  dated  as  far  back  as  October  1  from 
Robert  D.  Jeiiks,  Esq.,  counsel  for  Mr.  Henry  L.  David, 
Jr.,  stating  that  he  desired  tv.  give  you  formal  notice  that 
he  was  about  to  commence  proceedings  on  behalf  of  Mr. 
David  to  restrain  the  payment  of  any  salary  to  Peter  J. 
Hoban,  Chief  Examiner  of  the  Civil  Service  Commission, 
and  that  it  was  his  opinion  that  Mr.  Hoban's  appointment 
is  illegal  and  void;  and  you  inquire  whether  you  are  justi- 
fied in  countersigning  the  salary  warrant. 

This  notice  was  given  thirty  days  ago  and,  so  far  as  I 
have  heard,  no  such  proceedings  have  been  begun,  although 
most  ample  time  has  elapsed.  After  this  delav  such  a 
vague  and  uncertain  notice,  giving  no  reason  for  its  writer's 
opinion,  is  entitled  to  little  consideration.  It  is  true  that 
Mr.  Earnest,  the  former  occupant  of  the  position  now  held 
by  Mr.  Hoban,  has  commenced  proceedings  of  a  different 
kind  and  through  different  counsel,  but,  as  I  have  said, 
neither  Mr.  David  nor  Mr.  Jenks  have,  so  far  as  I  know, 
taken  any  action.  I  apprehend  that  the  ground  of  the  no- 
tice is  Mr.  Earnest's  claim  that  he  has  not  been  dismissed. 
The  propriety  of  the  dismissal  is  emphatically  sustained 
by  the  Civil  Service  Commissioners,  and  we  are  now  de- 
fending it  in  Court. 

I  think  you  may  properly  and  safely  countersigTi  the 
warrant.

My  Dear  Sir  : — An  ordinance  not  yet  signed,  entitled 
"An  Ordinance  to  relieve  the  St.  Leo  Roman  Catholic 
Church,  Tacony,  from  taxes  on  unfinished  church  property 
for  the  year  1907"  was  left  in  this  office  with  a  memoran- 
dum signed  by  Mr.  Oram  that  the  Board  of  Revision  of 
Taxes  will  not  recognize  the  authority  of  Councils  to  act 
in  this  matter.  I  suppose  that  my  opinion  is  desired  upon 
the  validity  of  the  ordinance. 

In  my  opinion  the  ordinance  is  either  invalid  or  else  it 
is  not  necessary.  The  Constitution  of  the  State,  Article 
IX,  Section  1,  requires  that  "all  taxes  shall  be  uniform 
upon  the  same  class  of  subjects  within  the  territorial  lim- 
its of  the  authority  levying  the  taxes" ;  and  also  requires 
that  the  exemption  shall  apply  to  certain  characters  of  prop- 
erty only  and  must  be  by  general  laws.  It  would  therefore 
follow  that  where  a  property  is  not  exempt  under  general 
laws  it  caimot  be  exempted  under  a  special  Act  of  the  Leg- 
islature, apart  from  the  fact  that  special  legislation  is  as 
a  rule  forbidden ;  and  the  power  of  Councils  does  not  rise 
higher  than  that  of  the  Legislature.  The  exemption  must 
be  by  general  laws  only.  In  this  respect  a  tax  of  this  kind 
differs  from  a  charge  for  municipal  work  which  cannot  be 
uniform  throughout  the  territorial  limits  of  the  authority 
levying  the  tax,  and  is  therefore  not  within  the  provision 
stated. 

By  Act  of  June  4,  1879,  P.  L.  90,  the  Legislature  under- 
took to  exempt  from  taxation  church  and  other  buildings 
which  are  incomplete  or  in  course  of  construction.  If 
therefore  a  building  of  this  kind  can  be  exempted,  it  is 
already  exempt,  and  the  ordinance  is  not  needed.  If  it 
cannot  be  exempted,  the  ordinance  is  void.

Dear  Sir: — I  have  received  yours  of  November  5  with 
respect  to  the  payment  of  the  bill  for  the  private  uniforms, 
etc.,  for  private  watchmen. 

Some  time  ago  I  had  a  conversation  with  Mr.  Clay  on 
the  subject  of  this  claim.  There  is  no  appropriation  in  the 
annual  appropriation  bill  to  the  Department  of  Safety  for 
that  purpose,  and  by  a  very  natural  blunder  these  uniforms 
were  procured  in  the  same  manner  as  similar  uniforms  are 
procured  for  the  police,  but  the  appropriation  was  made 
on  somewhat  different  terms.  Under  those  circumstances 
r  was  obliged  to  advise  the  Director  that  in  the  absence  of 
proper  contract  he  could  only  secure  payment  by  means 
of  a  direction  from  Councils  contained  in  an  ordinance 
passed  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  each  Branch, 

I  assume  that  the  provision  which  you  have  mentioned 
in  your  letter  is  intended  to  be  an  explicit  direction  to  pay 
this  specific  bill,  the  circumstances  under  which  the  arti- 
cles were  furnished  not  having  authorized  the  payment 
without  such  appropriation ;  and  inasmuch  as  the  amount 
is  mentioned,  and  the  persons  to  whom  it  is  payable  are 
likewise  mentioned,  and  that  this  ordinance  was  passed  by 
the  requisite  majority,  a  warrant  may  properly  be  drawn, 
countersigned  and  paid,  without  further  contract. 

I  suppose  that  this  appropriation  is  intended  to  take  the 
place  of  the  Item  in  the  annual  appropriation  bill.  If 
80,  it  will  place  that  amount  of  money  at  the  disposal  of 
Councils.

Dear  Sir  : — The  communication  of  W.  R.  Benson, 
Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Highways,  of  the  4th  inst.,  ap- 
proved by  you,  in  reference  to  the  failure  of  the  Auto 
Transit  Company  to  pay  license  fees  due  July  8,  1908, 
and  the  charges  of  two  cents  per  square  yard  for  the  as- 
phalt pavement  for  the  years  1907  and  1908,  received. 

I  enclose  herewith  copy  of  letter  sent  to  you  on  Septem- 
ber 30,  1908.  The  Ordinance  of  July  15,  1907  (Ordi- 
nances, page  226),  under  which  the  Auto  Transit  Company 
operates  the  busses  provides :  "It  is  hereby  declared  to  be 
unlawful  to  operate  or  run  any  omnibus  or  omnibuses  in  or 
upon  any  of  the  streets  of  the  City,  except  in  pursuance  of 
a  license  or  licenses  to  be  obtained  as  herein  provided." 
The  said  Auto  Transit  Company  having  failed  to  secure 
licenses  for  this  year,  it  is  running  busses  in  violation  of 
the  said  Ordinance,  and  its  doing  so  is  unlawful. 

You  have  the  right,  therefore,  to  stop  the  running  of 
those  busses  until  that  license  fee  is  paid.  It  is  not  neces- 
sary to  take  any  other  proceedings,  and  I  advise  you  as  the 
executive  officer  that  it  is  your  duty  to  stop  the  running  of 
those  busses  until  the  license  fees  are  paid;  and  if  the 
Auto  Transit  Company  continue  running  after  you  have 
notified  them  to  stop,  you  will  call  upon  the  Director  of  the 
Department  of  Public  Safety  to  use  whatever  force  is  nec- 
essary to  prevent  the  running  of  the  busses.

Dear  Sir  : — I  have  received  your  letter  dated  November 
5,  inquiring  whether  the  purchase  money  for  a  lot  of 
ground  for  the  erection  of  a  building  for  fire-house  pur- 
poses can  be  paid  out  of  a  certain  appropriation, — a  part 
of  the  $10,000,000  loan  ''for  Police  and  Fire  Stations." 

The  reference  to  the  various  items  of  appropriation  by 
number  is  difficult  for  me  to  follow  by  reason  of  the  various 
changes  of  numbers,  some  of  which,  I  understand,  have 
occurred  in  your  office.  I  therefore  disregard  these,  as  I 
understand  the  real  point  is,  whether  the  purchase  money 
of  a  lot  of  ground  intended  as  a  site  for  a  Fire  Station  can 
be  paid  out  of  a  loan  for  Police  and  Fire  Stations,  or 
whether  that  loan  is  restricted  to  the  erection  of  the  House. 

With  this  understanding,  I  advise  you  that  the  loan  in 
question  may  properly  be  used  for  that  purpose.  The  lot 
of  ground  is  a  substantial  part  of  the  Station,  and  the 
terms  of  the  Ordinance  under  which  the  vote  takes  place, 
need  not  set  forth  in  detail  the  manner  of  the  expenditure 
of  the  money.  The  subject  is  carefully  discussed  by  the 
Supreme  Court  in  the  case  of  Major  vs.  Aldan  Boro,  209 
Pa..  247,  on  pages  251  and  252.  Substantial  compliance 
with  the  terms  of  the  vote  is  all  that  is  required.

Dear  Sir  : — I  have  received  yours  of  ISTovember  12th, 
with  respect  to  the  application  of  Jacob  M.  ^Moyer  for  a 
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position  in  the  municipal  employ,  inquiring  whether  he  is 
exempt  under  the  so-called  veteran  clause  of  the  Civil 
Service  Act.  I  return  his  papers  enclosed  with  your  let- 
ter. 

The  popular  expression  ''veteran  clause"  is  very  mislead- 
ing to  third  persons.  The  clause  only  exempts  those  who 
have  served  in  the  Army,  Navy  or  Marine  Corps  "in  any 
war  for  the  United  States  Government"  and  their  widows 
and  children. 

While  you  have  several  times  been  advised,  both  by 
Judge  Kinsey  and  by  me,  that  a  formal  and  technical  con- 
dition of  war  need  not  exist,  yet  something  more  is  neces- 
sary than  merely  preserving  order,  I  question  very  much 
whether  during  the  time  mentioned,  the  most  liberal  con- 
struction of  the  words  "served  in  a  war  for  the  United 
States  Government"  would  apply  to  preserving  order  at 
Guam,  and  I  am  strongly  inclined  to  believe  that  the  ap- 
plicant is  not  within  the  exempting  clause. 

However  this  may  be,  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas,  No. 
5,  on  Saturday  decided  that  this  provision  for  exemption 
is  not  valid  and  that  every  one  who  applies  for  a  position 
within  the  Act  must  comply  with  its  terms  with  respect  to 
an  examination.

Dear  Sir: — I  have  received  the  letter  of  Chief  Engi- 
neer Webster,  approved  by  you,  dated  November  11th,  with 
respect  to  the  paving  of  Hunting  Park  avenue,  and  the 
assessment  for  such  paving. 
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To  the  first  question  I  answer,  tliat  Mr,  Webster  is  cor- 
rect in  assuming-  that  the  abutting  property  owners  cannot 
be  assessed  for  paving  the  portions  of  the  widened  cart- 
way which  were  originally  paved  as  either  cartway  or  side- 
walk.    Philadelphia  vs.  Yewdall,  190  Pa.,  St.  Keps.,  412. 

To  the  second  question  I  reply,  that  each  abutting  owner 
should  be  assessed  for  the  cost  of  that  part  of  the  widened 
cartway  which  has  not  heretofore  been  covered  by  either 
cartway  or  sidewalk  paving,  which  is  immediately  in  front 
of  his  property. 

This  subject  was  discussed  in  an  opinion  by  Judge  Kin- 
sey  to  your  predecessor,  Mr.  Haddock,  dated  June  2,  1902, 
printed  in  the  Opinions  of  that  year,  page  23.

Dear  Sir  : — I  have  received  your  letter  of  yesterday,  in- 
quiring on  behalf  of  your  Committee  with  respect  to  a 
proposed  ordinance  authorizing  an  extension  of  the  con- 
tract between  the  City  and  Edwin  H.  Vare  for  the  com- 
pletion of  the  South  Broad  Street  Boulevard. 

Mr.  Vare  has  been  advised  by  counsel  of  the  very  high- 
est standing  that  he  is  entitled,  both  morally  and  legally,  to 
an  extension  of  his  late  contract,  as  fast  as  the  City  is  ready 
to  supply  the  money,  until  the  entire  work  in  question  is 
completed.  On  the  other  hand,  the  Court  of  Common 
Pleas  JSTo.  4  issued  a  special  injunction  prohibiting  pay- 
ment for  work  performed  under  one  extension  of  his  con- 
tract. There  has  been  no  final  decree  in  this  case,  and  the 
questions  involved  have  not  been  passed  upon  by  the  Su- 
preme Court.  The  money  due  for  that  work  was  paid 
under  an  ordinance  of  Councils,  the  effect  of  which  is  that 
the  proceeding  has  become  substantially  dead,  because  it 
only  related  to  the  supplemental  contract  under  which  the 
money  was  then  due. 

I  am  informed  that  Mr.  Vare's  counsel  applied  to  coun- 
sel for  plaintiff  in  that  case,  and  requested  that  the  bill 
should  be  amended  so  that  the  entire  question,  not  only 
with  respect  to  the  supplemental  contract  already  men- 
tioned, but  as  to  future  rights,  might  be  considered ;  but 
he  did  not  meet  with  success  and  the  bill  has  not  been 
amended. 

Under  these  circumstances  we  are  met  with  conflicting 
claims.  The  questions  at  issue  are  important  in  them- 
selves, and  it  is  desirable  that  a  final  decision  on  the  sub- 
ject should  be  procured  for  the  guidance  of  the  City's 
officers.  On  the  one  hand,  the  right  to  extend  the  contract 
is  denied,  and  on  the  other,  Mr.  Vare  insists  that  the  City 
has  no  right  to  re-advertise  and  award  a  contract  else- 
where.    It  seems  to  me  proper,  therefore,  that  the  pending 
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ordinance,  or  some  similar  action,  should  be  taken  in  order 
that  if  further  objection  be  made,  the  question  may  be  set^ 
tied  by  our  highest  court,  not  only  in  connection  with  the 
work  on  Broad  street,  but  also  for  our  guidance  in  the 
future. 

I  jeturn  you  the  draft  of  ordinance  herewith.

Dear  Sir  : — I  have  just  received  yours  of  November 
24th,  enclosing  copy  of  a  proposed  ordinance  authorizing 
a  further  contract  for  work  upon  South  Broad  street,  and 
inquiring  whether,  in  my  judgment,  the  ordinance  re- 
quires a  two-third  vote  on  final  passage. 
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I  suppose  that  the  question  in  your  mind  arises  out  of  the 
Act  of  May  23,  1874,  Section  5,  providing  that  "no  ordi- 
nance shall  be  passed  except  by  a  two-third  vote  of  both 
Councils,  and  approved  by  the  Mayor,  giving  any  extra 
compensation  to  any  public  officer,  servant,  employee, 
agent  or  contractor  after  services  shall  have  been  rendered 
or  contract  made,  nor  providing  for  the  payment  of  any 
claim  against  the  City  without  previous  authority  of  law." 

This  is  not  an  ordinance  providing  for  extra  compensa- 
tion after  contract  made  or  service  rendered,  but  is  an  ordi- 
nance authorizing  the  execution  of  a  further  contract ;  and 
I  cannot  see  that  this  statute  applies.  If  there  is  any  other 
statute  bearing  upon  the  question,  I  do  not  have  it  in 
mind.

Dear  Sie  : — I  have  received  yours  of  this  date,  with 
accompanying  copy  of  letters  to  you  by  Alfred  R.  Haig, 
Esq.,  notifying  you  not  to  make  settlement  with  Mr.  Ed- 
win H.  Vare  for  work  done  upon  a  certain  sewer,  and  copy 
of  a  letter  by  you  to  Messrs.  Harrity,  Lo^vrey  &  Thomp- 
son, with  whom  Mr.  Haig  is  associated.  I  find  no  answer 
to  your  letter.  I  am  asked  by  you  whether  you  should 
withhold  your  approval  to  warrants  which  are  in  your 
hands. 

It  is  asserted  that  in  the  conduct  of  his  work  Mr.  Vare 
has  quarried  stone  upon  the  land  of  Mr.  Haig's  client. 
This  is  not  the  act  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  or  an  act 
for  which  the  City  can  be  held  responsible.  If  it  could  be 
lield  responsible,  it  would  be  proper  to  withhold  your  sig- 
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nature,  so  that  the  City  may  he  protected ;  hut  as  it  stands, 
it  is  simply  a  question  of  Mr.  Vare's  liability  for  an  act, 
in  which  the  City  has  no  concern. 

It  has  always  been  the  policy  of  the  law  to  exempt  cities 
from  any  troubles  arising  between  their  creditors  and  other 
persons.  An  attachment  execution,  for  instance,  will  not 
lie  to  detain  moneys  in  the  hands  of  a  city  due  to  the  debt- 
or of  the  attaching-  creditor.  If  the  City  owes  the  money 
to  Mr.  Vare,  it  should  pay  it_,  and  let  Mr.  Vare  and  the 
claimant  settle  their  controversies  without  regard  to  the 
City.  You  are  not  justified  in  withholding  your  signature 
to  the  warrant  by  reason  of  Mr.  Haig's  claim.

Dear  Sir: — I  have  received  yours  of  yesterday  stating 
that  the  Finance  Committee  desires  to  learn  whether  Coun- 
cils can,  by  ordinance,  transfer  the  Morgue,  Crematory 
and  Potter's  Field  or  City  Burial  Ground  to  the  Coroner. 

The  property  specified  all  belongs  to  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia. The  Coroner  is  a  County  officer,  and  not  in  any 
way  subject  to  the  control  of  the  Cit^v  or  of  City  Councils 
in  the  performance  of  his  duties.  In  certain  cases  where 
the  Sheriif  cannot  act,  he  performs  the  duties  of  the  Sheriff, 
but  this  is  very  exceptional,  and  speaking  in  a  general  way, 
he  is  a  County  Judge,  M'hose  duty  it  is  to  inquire  with 
respect  to  the  cause  of  death  where  there  is  sufficient 
ground  to  suspect  that  death  was  caused  by  unlawful  vio- 
lence. He  is  not  concerned  with  the  disposition  of  dead 
bodies,  except  so  far  as  any  citizen,  into  whose  custody  a 
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body  may  be  brought,  is  obliged  to  prevent  the  body  from 
becoming  a  public  nuisance. 

It  is  true,  that  by  Acts  of  June  12,  1893,  and  April  18, 
1899,  provision  was  made  for  County  Morgues  to  be  under 
his  direction.  These  acts  were  considered  in  an  opinion 
by  Judge  Kinsey,  given  to  Coroner  Jermon,  December  10, 
1906  (Opinions  of  that  year,  page  167),  where  it  was  most 
clearly  shown  that  the  Act  in  question  does  not  apply  to 
Philadelphia. 

I  am  of  opinion  that  the  City  has  no  right  to  place 
this  property  in  the  hands  and  control  of  a  County  Judge, 
over  whom  Councils  have  no  authority  or  control. 

Such  is  my  opinion,  apart  from  the  Act  of  April  16, 
1907,  P.  L.  92,  which  requires  the  body  in  certain  cases 
to  be  handed  over  to  the  Health  Board  or  police  authorities 
of  any  county,  city,  borough  or  township.  This  shows 
that  the  Legislature  did  not  consider  that  the  Coroner  was 
a  proper  officer  to  take  charge  of  and  bury  bodies.  Under 
that  Act  you  may,  if  you  deem  it  desirable,  place  the  cus- 
tody and  control  of  the  property  in  question  in  the  health 
authorities,  if  any  good  object  can  be  obtained  by  so  doing. 
I  repeat,  that  I  do  not  think  that  you  can  hand  it  over  to 
the  Coroner.

Dear  Sir  : — In  reply  to  the  letter  from  your  Secretary, 
dated  December  2nd,  with  respect  to  the  ordinance  author- 
izing the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Wharves,  Docks 
and  Ferries  to  pay  for  dredging  north  of  Pier  80,  the 
municipal  appropriation  Act  of  May  23,  1874,  Section  5, 
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provides  that  no  ordinance  shall  he  passed  "except  by  a 
two-thirds  vote  of  both  Councils  and  approved  by  the 
Mayor,  giving  any  extra  compensation,  etc.,  nor  providing 
for  the  payment  of  any  claim  against  the  City  without  pre- 
vious authority  of  law." 

While  this  provision  is  in  the  negative,  it  has  always 
been  construed  to  permit  the  prompt  payment  for  work  that 
has  been  done  without  authority,  provided  an  ordinance 
be  passed  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  each  branch  of  Councils ; 
and  the  Supreme  Court  has  several  times  decided  that  the 
City  is  not  bound  to  be  dishonest,  and  where  services  have 
been  performed  in  good  faith,  payment  may  be  made  by 
virtue  of  this  statute. 

I  therefore  advise  you  that  the  ordinance  when  signed  by 
you  will  be  valid.

Dear  Sir: — I  have  received  your  letter  of  December 
2nd,  inquiring  on  behalf  of  the  Committee  on  Special 
Schools  whether  the  United  Gas  Improvement  Company, 
under  the  terms  of  its  contract  with  the  City,  can  be  com- 
pelled to  supply  gas  from  eight-foot  rather  than  six-foot 
burners,  as  now  insisted  upon  by  the  gas  company,  and 
stating  later  in  the  letter,  that  you  are  informed  that  the 
gas  company  has  declined  to  furnish  gas  for  an  eight-foot 
burner. 

The  lease  in  question  is  set  out  at  length  in  the  ordinance 
providing  therefor,  printed  in  the  Ordinances  of  1897,  on 
page  227.  Clause  10,  on  pages  241-242,  requires  the  com- 
pany to  "supply  to  the  City  each  year,  without  charge,  de- 
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livered  in  its  various  public  buildings  along  the  lines  of 
its  mains,  such  amount  of  gas  as  may  be  required  for  illum- 
inating purposes  in  said  buildings."  The  same  clause,  but 
with  a  new  nominative,  commencing  with  the  said  United 
Gas  Improvement  Company,  further  requires  it  to  furnish 
gas,  without  charge,  to  the  City  street  lamps  and  lamps  in 
public  squares,  up  to  a  specified  number  of  lamps,  adding 
"the  said  lamps  shall  be  furnished  with  burners  which 
shall  give  not  less  than  twenty-two  candle  power,  and  shall 
be  lighted  every  night  and  all  night." 

On  inquiry,  I  am  informed  that  a  six-foot  burner  gives 
a  twenty-two  candle  power  light. 

I  am  not  informed  with  respect  to  the  reason  for  the 
refusal  to  furnish  gas  for  larger  burners.  If,  as  I  sujDpose, 
the  objection  arises  out  of  the  provision  with  respect  to 
twenty-two  candle  power  burners,  I  am  of  opinion  that  this 
clause  does  not  apply  to  the  furnishing  of  gas  to  the  public 
buildings,  as  that  provision  says  nothing  about  lamps,  but 
requires  that  such  amount  of  gas  as  shall  be  required  shall 
be  furnished,  and  it  is  of  no  consequence  to  the  company 
whether  the  same  amount  of  gas  shall  be  furnished  through 
a  smaller  or  larger  number  of  burners,  the  number  of 
which  is  not  limited ;  nor  are  those  burners,  as  a  whole, 
'^'lighted  every  night  and  all  night." 

My  opinion  is  clear  that  the  words  "all  said  lamps"  refer 
to  the  lamps  which  are  previously  mentioned  in  this  clause, 
namely,  lamps  in  streets  and  squares,  which  are  to  be 
lighted  all  night  and  every  night,  and  does  not  refer  to  gas 
burners,  which  are  not  mentioned  at  all  in  this  provision, 
and  which  are  ordinarily  not  lighted  all  night,  and  some 
of  them  not  lighted  every  night. 

If,  therefore,  the  sole  objection  which  is  made  by  the 
company  arises  under  this  provision,  I  am  of  opinion  that  it 
is  not  well  founded,  and  that  the  company  ought  to  furnish 
gas  for  larger  burners  if  desired.

Ueak  Sik: — I  have  received  from  your  Secretary  the 
ordinance  authorizing  the  execution  of  the  furtlier  sup- 
plemental contract  with  Edwin  H.  Vare,  to  complete  the 
improvement  of  South  Broad  street. 

in  answer  to  a  letter  from  the  Committee  on  Highways, 
I  wrote  to  the  Chairman  of  that  committee  under  date  of 
November  IDth,  a  letter  of  whi.ch  it  was  truly  said  by  some 
of  the  Committee  that  it  was  not.  an  answer  to  their  in- 
quiry, in  that  it  gave  no  opinion  with  respect  to  the  validity 
of  the  ordinance,  but  simply  advised  its  passage.  I  now 
adopt  the  same  course. 

Mr.  Vare's  counsel,  gentlemen  of  the  highest  standing 
in  the  profession,  claim  that  the  advertisement,  the  bid,  and 
the  contract,  all  related  to  the  entire  work  as  projected, 
and  that  he  has  a  right  to  perform  the  entire  work  as 
money  is  supplied  for  the  purpose.  If  they  are  right,  and 
a  contract  is  given  to  another,  it  may  subject  the  City  to 
an  action  for  damages  in  which  there  may  be  a  heavy  recov- 
ery against  the  City.  We  had  a  year  or  two  ago  an  example 
of  an  action  of  this  kind,  which  ought  to  be  a  lesson  to 
us  for  a  generation  to  come. 

In  view  of  the  claim  of  this  right,  and  without  express- 
ing any  opinion  about  it,  I  very  greatly  prefer  that  the 
trarisaction  should  be  placed  in  condition  for  litigation  over 
the  question  in  advance.  This  would  have  been  done  if  the 
gentlemen  who  filed  the  former  bill  had  been  willing  to 
amend  it  slightly  so  as  to  apply  to  all  future  supplemental 
contracts  as  well  as  to  the  one  then  existing.  As  that  was 
not  done,  the  better  course  would  appear  to  be  to  have  an 
ordinance  of  the  character  of  the  one  now  before  you,  so 
as  to  invite  the  contest  at  once. 

It  therefore  appears  to  me  that  the  interests  of  the  City 
will  be  promoted  by  this  ordinance,  and  I  recommend  that 
it  be  approved.

Gentlemen  : — ^I  have  received  a  letter  from  your  Secre- 
tary asking  an  opinion  as  to  the  provisions  of  the  agree- 
ment entered  into  by  the  City  with  Andrew  Carnegie  under 
Ordinance  approved  January  11,  1904,  with  respect  to 
the  choice  of  location  of  branch  libraries,  and  stating  that 
the  Committee  is  of  opinion  that  the  choice  of  location 
rests  with  Councils. 

On  reference  to  the  contract  as  set  forth  in  the  ordi- 
nance, I  find  that  the  first  section,  printed  on  pages  5  and  6 
of  the  Ordinances  for  1904,  provides  as  follows :  ''The 
City  of  Philadelphia  shall  from  time  to  time  as  the  said 
Councils  direct,  furnish  and  provide  such  sites  as  shall  be 
necessary  for  the  jDurpose  of  the  erection  thereon  of  thirty 
branch  library  buildings.  Such  sites  shall  be  only  such  as 
may  be  acquired  by  the  city  by  gift  or  purchase;  and  such 
as  said  Trustees  shall  approve  and  the  said  Councils  may 
authorize  the  use  of  any  real  estate  belonging  to  the  City, 
which  is  not  required  for  other  public  purposes,  for  the 
purpose  of  such  branch  libraries.  When  sites  for  the  said 
thirty  branch  libraries  shall  have  been  provided  and  ap- 
proved by  the  Trustees,  the  obligation  of  the  City  here- 
under to  provide  sites  as  aforesaid  shall  cease." 

I  have  not  examined  the  original  ordinance  or  contract. 
As  printed  the  punctuation  is  bad ;  but  punctuation  should 
have  very  little  force  in  construing  an  act  or  contract  of 
this  kind.  City  Councils  are  the  governing  power  of  the 
City,  and  real  estate  can  be  acquired  only  in  accordance 
with  their  permission  or  consent,  and  this  is  recognized  by 
the  fact  that  the  city  is  to  provide  "as  the  said  Councils 
direct,"  and  even  a  deed  of  gift  to  the  City  must  be  ac- 
cepted and  approved  by  some  one,  and  the  proper  body  thus 
to  accept  and  approve  such  a  gift  is  the  governing  body, 
namely, — Councils.  I  therefore,  to  this  extent,  agree  with 
the  suggestion  of  the  letter,  that  the  choice  of  location  rests 
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with  Councils;  but  this  section  further  provides  that  the 
Trustees  are  to  approve  the  location. 

It  is  therefore  my  opinion  that  there  must  be  a  joint  ap- 
proval of  the  location,  first  by  Councils,  and  then  by  the 
Trustees ;  that  without  the  action  of  Councils  the  Trustees 
cannot  acquire  ground,  even  by  gift,  which  will  come  within 
the  agreement ;  and  on  the  other  hand,  the  location  of  Coun- 
cils must  be  acceptable  to  the  Trustees.

Dear  Sir: — Replying  to  your  inquiry  under  date  of 
December  ith,  with  respect  to  the  audit  of  the  accounts  of 
the  Philadelphia  Rapid  Transit  Company,  the  examina- 
tion should  include  an  inspection  of  all  books  and  accounts 
which  are  needed  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  the  cor- 
rectness of  the  reports  which  are  audited.

if  it  is  not  needed,  it  need  not  be.  This  is  a  practical  mat- 
ter which  I  cannot  answer  with  more  certainty  or  detail 
in  the  absence  of  precise  knowledge  with  respect  to  the 
accounts,  &c.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  orally  informed  by  you  that  the  Sec- 
retary of  the  Lunacy  Committee  of  the  State  Board  of 
Charities  has  stated  in  a  letter  to  you  that  this  Committee 
has  the  right  to  regulate  the  appointment  and  dismissal  of 
the  atendants  on  the  insane  in  the  Philadelphia  Hospital, 
and  I  am  asked  whether  this  is  correct. 

The  appointment  and  dismissal  of  persons  employed  by 
the  City  of  Philadelphia  naturally  belongs  to  the  City  it- 
self. The  presumption  that  the  power  resides  in  the  City 
is  recognized  by  the  Act  approved  June  1, 1885,  commonly 
called  the  ''Bullitt  Act,"  Article  XII,  Section  2,  of  which 
provides  that  "The  directors  or  chief  officers  of  depart- 
ments shall  appoint  all  subordinate  officers  and  clerks" ; 
and  Section  3  of  the  same  Article  provides  that  "All  offi- 
cers, clerks  and  employees,  except  the  assistants  of  the 
City  solicitor,  in  the  several  departments  and  sub-divis- 
ions thereof,  or  of  any  board  attached  thereto,  shall  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  head  of  the  said  department." 

Moreover,  the  Act  of  May  8,  1883,  itself  does  not  apply 
specifically  to  the  City  of  Philadelphia  and  its  Hospital, 
but  to  all  hospitals  of  every  kind  and  description,  public 
and  private,  where  more  than  five  insane  persons  are  de- 
tained, as  well  as  to  those  in  which  the  number  is  less  than 
five,  but  pay  is  received  for  them. 

It  is  scarcely  to  be  supposed  that  the  Legislature  intend 
to  give  the  power  of  appointment  and  dismissal  in  all  pri- 
vate institutions  throughout  the  State  to  this  Committee. 
It  would  require  very  plain  and  distinct  language  to  show 
such  an  intent. 

I  am  told  that  the  letter  to  you  refers  to  Section  13  of 
the  Act  of  May  8,  1883,  P.  L.,  page  24.  On  reading  that 
section  I  find  that  it  relates  to  the  authority  of  the  Board 
to  regulate  visitation,  and  has  no  connection  with  the  ap- 
pointment of  attendants.    Lest  there  should  be  an  error  in 
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the  reference  to  the  section,  I  have  read  the  whole  Act,  and 
fail  to  find  therein  anything  on  the  subject.  There  is  cer- 
tainly nothing  sufficiently  distinct  to  take  away  the  power 
of  appointment  of  attendants  to  be  exercised  by  private 
owners  of  asylums,  as  well  as  by  the  City  of  Philadelphia. 
_  I  therefore  advise  you  that  the  power  of  appointment  and 
dismissal  rests  in  you  and  not  in  that  Committee.

Dear  Sir: — I  liave  your  letter  of  December  14:th,  in- 
quiring whether  an  automobile  for  the  Assistant  Chief  of 
the  Bureau  of  Fire,  to  be  equipped  with  sufficient  fire  ap- 
paratus for  the  extinguishment  of  small  and  slight  fires, 
can  be  included  within  the  term  "Fire  Apparatus,"  as 
used  in  the  loan  of  $10,000,000  of  September  8,  1908. 

Whether  such  an  automobile  is  or  is  not  "Fire  Appara- 
tus" is  a  question  of  fact  rather  than  a  question  of  law, 
and  one  with  respect  to  which  a  member  of  the  Fire  De- 
partment is  perhaps  better  qualified  to  judge  than  I  am. 
It  would  seem  to  me  that  it  is  a  fire  apparatus ;  it  aids  in 
getting  the  official  promptly  to  the  fire,  and  has  machinery 
upon  it  in  the  nature  of  a  fire  engine.  In  fact,  if  you  had 
not  yourself  suggested  the  question,  I  would  have  assumed 
it  to  be  "fire  apparatus"  without  giving  it  any  thought.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  a  letter  from  the  Chief 
of  the  Bureau  of  Water,  stated  to  be  sent  through  you,  in 
reference  to  the  claim  of  the  Jefferson  Ice  Company,  at 
American  and  Cumberland  streets,  that  the  bill  rendered 
for  water  rent  is  inaccurate  and  excessive,  and  inquiring 
whether  he  has  the  authority  to  make  settlement  on  a  cer- 
tain basis  if  it  should  appear  just  to  all  concerned  to  do  so. 
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The  Ordinance  of  July  9,  1907,  page  151,  after  direct- 
ing that  the  Department  of  Public  Works  (Bureau  of  Wa- 
ter) be  governed  by  certain  fixed  principles  in  settling 
claims  for  alleged  excessive  charges  for  water  rent  arising 
out  of  certain  circumstances,  further  authorizes  that  Bu- 
reau as  follows :  "All  claims  not  fully  met  by  the  foregoing 
are  to  be  adjusted  by  the  Department  in  such  manner  as  it 
may  deem  just  and  equitable."  This  authorizes  your  De- 
partment to  settle  the  claim  in  question  in  the  manner  pro- 
posed if  satisfied  that  the  suggested  adjustment  is  a  proper 
and  equitable  one,  or  upon  such  other  basis  as  it  shall  seem 
to  be  so.

My  Dear  Sir  : — Replying  to  your  inquiry  under  date  of 
December  2o,  with  respect  to  the  proceedings  in  ejectment 
against  Michael  O'Rourke  for  plot  of  ground  at  Lehigh 
and  Aramingo  avenues,  I  received  a  written  request  signed 
by  Mr.  Clay  personally  asking  me  to  delay  proceedings.  I 
understand  that  there  is  a  property  of  someone  else  on  the 
lot  of  ground  and  that  this  was  the  cause  of  delay.  The 
matter  lay  for  so  long  that,  as  the  Sheriff  is  about  going 
out  of  office,  I,  at  his  request  stayed  the  writ  and  am  ready 
to  issue  another  one  at  any  time  upon  Mr.  Clay's  instruc- 
tions ;  but  as  ^Ir.  Clay  personally  directed  the  delay  I  think 
that  I  should  have  his  instructions  to  proceed  again. 

The  entry  of  judgment  terminated  Mr.  O'Rourk's 
lease.  If  you  were  to  collect  rent  from  him,  unless  it  is 
expressly  paid  and  received  without  prejudice  to  the  judg- 
ment, it  would  recognize  his  term  as  still  continuing  and 
thereby  set  the  judgment  aside. 
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I  therefore  advise  you  not  to  collect  the  rent  under  the 
le^ase.  If  any  is  received  it  should  be  simply  for  use  and 
occupation,  and  should  be  expressly  stated  to  be  without 
prejudice  to  the  judgment.

Deae,  Sir: — I  duly  received  yours  of  December  28,  ac- 
companied by  the  ordinance  as  yet  unapproved,  providing 
for  the  leasing  for  the  term  of  twenty  years  of  the  South 
Street  Ferry  Slip,  and  inquiring  whether  the  lease  con- 
forms to  the  law,  and  specifically  to  Section  17  of  the  Act 
under  which  your  department  is  organized,  which  provides 
for  the  leasing  of  wharves,  etc.,  by  your  department.  I 
return  herewith  the  ordinance. 

I  have  a  serious  doubt  upon  this  question.  Upon  a  care- 
ful examination  of  the  entire  series  of  laws  passed  at  the 
last  session  of  the  Legislature  relating  to  wharves,  docks 
and  ferries,  your  Department  and  the  ISTavigation  Com- 
missioners, I  am  not  at  all  sure  whether  the  section  in 
question  is  not  intended  to  provide  an  exclusive  method 
of  leasing  the  wharves  and  restricting  the  term  to  ten 
years.  Such  construction,  however,  is  not  clear,  and  it  is 
quite  possible  that  under  the  doctrine  of  Baily  vs.  Phila- 
delphia, 184  Pa.,  594,  the  general  authority  of  Councils 
remains  undisturbed. 

In  view  of  the  importance  of  this  lease,  and  special  pro- 
vision respecting  improvement  of  this  property,  I  am  not 
disposed  to  stand  in  the  way  of  the  approval  of  the  ordi- 
nance.

As  Mulholland  has  duly 
served  and  earned  his  money  I  think  that  you  may  fairly 
and  properly  countersign  the  warrants  and  issue  them.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  letters  from  the  Chief 
of  the  Bureau  of  Water  in  the  cases  of  Mr.  Joseph  MoCann, 
Twelfth  and  Washington  avenue,  and  Mrs.  A.  H.  Lucas, 
the  owner  of  stable  property  No.  4114  Baltimore^  avenue, 
inquiring  whether  the  Bureau  has  the  right  to  adjust  said 
claims. 

The  facts  in  these  and  in  other  like  cases  concerning 
which  inquiry  is  made  of  this  Department,  bring  them 
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within  the  Ordinance  of  Jnly  9,  1897,  page  151,  which 
after  providing  for  specific  methods  of  adjustment  in  cer- 
tain conditions  of  fact  which  give  rise  to  disputes  as  to 
water  rents,  provides  further  that  "all  claims  not  fully  met 
by  the  foregoing  are  to  be  adjusted  by  the  Department  in 
such  manner  as  it  may  deem  just  and  equitable." 

In  regard  to  the  claim  of  Mrs.  Lucas,  in  which  it  appears 
that  a  lien  has  been  filed  against  the  property,  I  would  re- 
fer you  to  the  opinion  of  my  predecessor,  Judge  Kinsey, 
of  January  20,  1905  (City  Solicitor's  opinions  of  that 
year,  page  4),  in  which  he  advised  the  then  Director  of  the 
Department  of  Public  Works  that  it  would  be  lawful  for 
that  Department  to  receive  the  affidavit  required  by  the 
Ordinance  of  1S97  in  cases  where  claims  for  water  rent 
had  been  placed  with  the  Law  Department  for  lien,  being 
careful,  however,  in  all  such  cases  to  advise  this  Depart- 
ment of  the  receipt  of  the  affidavit  and  the  adjustment 
reached  so  that  the  necessary  entry  might  be  made  for  the 
withdrawal  or  satisfaction  of  the  lien.

Deak  Sir  : — I  have  your  inquiry  under  date  of  Decem- 
ber 29  with  respect  to  the  "exact  time"  an  employee  of 
your  Bureau  can  be  carried  on  the  pay  roll  in  case  of  sick- 
ness, the  words  exact  time  being  in  quotation  marks. 

The  ordinance  making  an  appropriation  to  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Works  to  which  you  refer  seems  to  permit 
that  Department  to  continue  payment  to  a  person  who  is 
sick  for  a  period  of  one  week.  The  quotation  is  not  accu- 
rate.    The  exact  language  is  that  "no  employee  be  carried 
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on  the  payroll  longer  than  one  week  in  case  of  sickness  un- 
less physically  injured  in  their  line  of  duty,"  but  this  ordi- 
nance does  not  relate  to  your  Bureau  and  has  no  effect. 

I  understand  from  your  letter  that  it  is  not  so  much  a 
question  as  to  how  long  he  can  be  carried  on  the  roll  of  the 
City  as  it  is  with  respect  to  the  payment.  One  of  the  last 
opinions  of  my  predecessor,  the  present  Judge  Kinsey,  was 
addressed  to  Controller  Walton,  dated  May  21,  1907,  and 
published  on  page  107  of  the  Ordinances  of  that  year,  in 
which  he  stated  that  he  does  not  find  that  the  heads  of 
departments,  or  any  of  them,  are  vested  with  authority  to 
permit  leave  of  absence  with  pay  of  any  person  paid  by  the 
day,  and  in  the  absence  thereof  he  was  of  opinion  that  such 
authority  did  not  exist,  even  though  as  in  that  case  the  ab- 
sence was  caused  by  sickness  incurred  while  in  the  per- 
formance of  his  duty  to  the  city. 

According  to  my  practice  I  follow  this  opinion  and  ad- 
vise you  that  where  a  person  is  paid  by  the  day  he  cannot 
be  paid  for  a  day's  work  which  he  does  not  do  by  reason  of 
absence  even  though  caused  by  sickness.
